his  own  hands,  leaving  to  Baltimore,  however,  his  territorial  possessions 
and  personal  revenues.  Maryland  thus  became  a  royal  government, 
and  so  continued  for  twenty-five  years,  though  the  charter  was  never 
annulled. 

Religious  toleration  in  Maryland  now  ceased.  The  Episcopal  Church 
was  established,  the  country  divided  into  parishes,  and  a  contribution 
laid  on  all  tithables  to  support  the  ministry.  Dissenters  were  to  some 
extent  connived  at;  but  the  Catholics  were  subjected  to  the  usual 
disabilities,  and  the  penal  statutes  suspended  over  their  heads. 


PREFACE. 

The  present  volume  continues  the  Council  records  without  a  break, 
down  to  the  outburst  of  that  sedition,  the  result  of  which  was  to  take 
the  government  of  Maryland  from  the  Proprietary  and  place  it  in  the 
hands  of  the  King.  In  the  chaotic  times  that  immediately  followed,  no 
regular  record  equivalent  to  a  council  journal  seems  to  have  been  kept, 
or  at  least  none  has  been  preserved ;  so  we  have  endeavored  to  throw 
what  light  we  could  upon  the  occurrences  of  the  years  1689-92,  by  the 
help  of  documents  in  the  Public  Record  Office,  London. 

It  was  unfortunate  for  the  Proprietary  that  the  killing  of  the  King's 
collector,  Rousby,  by  Talbot,  not  long  before,  and  that  of  another 
collector,  Payne,  in  a  private  brawl,  gave  color  to  the  charge  of  disloy- 
alty brought  against  the  Proprietary  government.  It  is  true,  these  men 
belonged  to  a  class  with  whom  it  is  hard  to  have  dealings  without 
experiencing  homicidal  temptations,  and  of  whom  one  made  it  his  open 
boast  that  for  twenty-five  years  he  had  lived  on  the  curses  of  the  people; 
but  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  remedy  was  somewhat  drastic.  It  was 
unfortunate,  too,  that  the  proclamation  of  William  and  Mary  was 
delayed  by  the  death  of  the  messenger.  Yet,  from  the  circumstantial 
narratives  of  Darnall,  Bertrand,  Sayer  and  others,  it  is  evident  that  the 
Maryland  revolution  of  1689  was  not  in  the  beginning  a  popular  move- 
ment at  all,  but  the  work  of  a  few  malcontents  and  fishers  in  troubled 
waters,  with  the  apostate  Coode  at  their  head,  who  played  upon  the 
credulity,  the  fears,  and  the  ignorance  of  the  people.  Taking  advantage 
of  the  isolation  of  the  settlements  and  plantations,  these  men  found  it 
easy  to  alarm  the  people  at  Mattapany  with  a  report  that  the  Senecas 
and  Papists  were  preparing  to  massacre  the  Protestants  at  Patuxent, 
and  to  terrify  those  in  Anne  Arundel  with  accounts  that  the  Nanticokes 
and  Papists  were  cutting  throats  at  Mattapany. 

The  country  being  thrown  thus  into  a  panic  of  excitement,  Coode 
and  his  coadjutors  stepped  forward  in  the  character  of  protectors  of  the 
Protestants  and  preservers  of  order,  imprisoned  or  frightened  away 
those  who  resisted  them,  and  made  themselves  masters  of  the  Province, 
which  they  hastened  to  hand  over  to  the  King,  in  the  name  of  all  the 
Protestants  in  the  Province.  William,  nothing  loth  to  strike  a  blow  at 
the  Proprietary  colonies,  which  had  long  been  felt  to  be  anomalies,  and 
fortified  by  the  hesitating  opinion  of  Chief  Justice  Holt,  that  the  pro- 
ceeding, if  not  strictly  lawful,  was  expedient,  took  the  government  into

February  87  is  now  come  to  my  hand  by  Major  Long  who 
informes  me  that  the  murtherers  are  certainly  Nanticokes  and 
of  kin  to  the  Indian  that  was  killed  mad  last  Spring  and  that 
the  name  of  him  that  did  the  murther  is  Annachohill  and  his 
Companions  name  is  Sonan  and  his  English  name  James  and 
I  am  alsoe  informed  that  they  used  words  reflecting  of  the 
killing  of  the  said  mad  Indian  not  long  before  the  murther 
was  comitted  Doe  understand  of  noe  Nanticoke  Indians  in 
these  parts  but  those  the  murtherers  belonged  to  consisting  of 
four  men,  two  women  and  a  child  who  upon  comitting  the 
said  murther  fledd  into  the  woods  and  as  the  Mattwass  Indians 
say  are  now  about  Dear  Creek  in  Susquehanough  River 
where  it  is  supposed  they  will  stay  till  the  Barque  will  peel 
that  they  can  make  Canoes  to  goe  over  to  the  Northern 
Indians  and  as  to  the  occasion  have  not  as  yet  seen  the 
Corroners  Rolle  but  report  sayes  the  Indian  did  doe  prejudice 
to  the  murthered  Enocks  stock  by  cutting  his  Pigges  Eares  of 
&  Tailes  and  when  the  reason  was  demanded  why  they  did 
doe  soe  they  said  the  Piggs  eat  their  corn  and  when  Enocks 
Wife  spoke  chidingly  they  sayd  the  Englishmen  would  not 
chide  nor  scold  when  they  killed  the  Nanticoke  Indian  last 
Spring  and  one  of  the  said  Indians  came  to  the  house  of  the 
said  Enock  the  night  before  the  murther  was  done  and  fell 
upon  the  said  Enock  as  he  was  beating  at  the  morter  where- 
upon the  wife  of  the  said  Enock  strook  the  said  Indian  with 
the  Pestle  &  broke  his  head  whereupon  the  Fray  ceased  and 
she  bound  up  his  head  and  as  they  thought  all  was  over  but 
the  next  morning  the  brother  of  him  came  with  another  and 
p.  I36  fell  upon  them  out  of  their  house  as  they  were  at  work  and  the 
woman  seeing  her  husband  and  the  other  hard  sett  with  the 
two  Indians  run  to  their  assistance  who  at  her  first  comeing 
was  by  one  of  them  knocked  down  with  such  a  stroke  that 
she  came  not  to  herself  till  they  had  given  her  husband  his 
mortall  wound  and  left  the  other  for  dead.

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him  for  all  that  he  had  formerly  ought  him  as  if  nothing  at  all  Liber  b. 
had  been  ever  paid  by  him,  and  has  executed  a  servant  as 
alsoe  a  good  part  of  his  other  Estate,  still  alleadging  he  is  not 
yet  half  satisfied.  He  alsoe  informes  me  that  makeing  up 
accounts  with  Mr  Miles  Gibson  before  he  departed  Maryland 
there  was  due  to  "Gibson  about  two  hhds  of  Tobacco  which  he 
affirmeth  was  paid  by  his  Wife  to  the  said  Gibson,  notwith- 
standing which  he  likewise  obtaines  an  order  against  his  Estate 
and  has  seized  an  other  servant  and  some  part  of  his  goods 
and  still  complaines  Mr  Thompson  is  in  his  debt. 

One  Gab"  Parrott  obtaines  likewise  a  Judgement  for  6338lb 
of  Tobacco  against  his  Estate  there ;  when  as  he  ought  not  a 
pound  of  Tobacco  to  the  said  Parrott,  as  he  assures  me,  but 
does  acknowledge  he  had  some  Bills  sent  him  by  this  Parrett

to  four  of  my  Deptys  only ;  this  I  take  very  unkindly  from  you 
and  were  it  not  that  there  was  an  Act  passed  that  Assembly 
for  the  paying  the  Publick  Leavy  (which  was  then  very  great) 
I  would  not  I  assure  you  take  any  notice  of  what  was  enacted 
at  the  Sessions,  for  you  had  noe  Comiss0  to  nominate  any 
person  for  Clk  that  power  being  left  by  me  in  the  hands  of 
only  Coll.  Darnall,  Coll:  Digges,  Maj:  Nich0  Sewall  and  Mr 
John  Darnall.  In  the  next  place  I  take  notice  that  Coll. 
Henry  Coursey  was  chosen  Speaker  of  the  Upper  House  of 
Assembly  which  was  without  any  Comiss0  likewise  he  being 
not  one  of  the  Deptyes  but  only  Chief  Justice  of  the  Provinciall 
Court  I  hope  you  will  take  care  not  to  act  for  the  future  con- 
trary to  those  Comiss0 1  left  and  gave  you  upon  my  coming 
from  the  Government.  In  confidence  I  am  willing  and  doe 
give  my  consent  to  those  Laws  I  sent  last  being  resolved  to  P.  142 
return  to  my  Province  the  next  September,  and  then  to  settle 
many  things  that  I  find  want  my  Presents  there,  and  in  the 
meantime  lett  me  recomend  that  Unity  amongst  yourselves 
that  soe  my  affairs  may  not  suffer,  nor  the  Reputation  and 
honour  of  my  Government  be  reflected  on,  which  you  will 
endanger  in  case  Cofnissions  under  my  hand  and  seal  be  not 
observed.  I  cannot  but  take  notice  of  a  Complaint  sent  me 
by  one  Sweatman  late  Sheriff  of  Kent  County,  who  though  he 
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pibRr  o  kac*  we^  behaved  himself  in  his  Sherifalty  yet  he  was  removed 
'by  order  of  Councill  (and  that  very  odly  obtained)  and  a  per- 
son appointed  to  succeed  who,  (as  I  assured)  is  no  very 
responsible  man,  which  is  a  dishonour  to  my  Government  and 
may  be  a  mischeif  to  the  Inhabitants  of  that  County.  Such 
things  as  these  you  may  remember  I  was  not  willing  to  suffer 
when  I  was  with  you,  for  I  ever  took  care  to  continue  good 
men  in  their  places  as  an  encouragement  to  such  to  continue 
Just  and  faithfull,  the  contrary  practise  will  much  reflect  upon 
Supscribed  Government  and  therefore  I  hope  you  will  take 
To  my  Deptyes  Care  to  encourage  good  men  and  by  that  means 

t°o  b!areldnd  I  both  l  and  the  people  there  will  be  well  served  ; 
at  a  full  r  the  Province  will  flourish  and  you  will  all  be  happy 
counciii.

I  herewith  send  you.  The  last  Sumer  I  raised  five  hundred 
foot,  fifty  horse  and  eight  hundred  Indians  which  is  a  vast 
Charge  and   this  Government  is  noe  wise   able  to  bear  it. 
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Therefore  I  desire  that  you  will  consider  how  necessary  it  is  Li*>er  b. 
for  the  King's  service  and  your  own  security  as  well  as  of  this  P*  R"  °" 
Province,  and  that  you  will  help  us  with  some  money  for  the 
discharge  of  the  great  expence  we  are  at.     The  same  I  desire  P.  155 
of  Virginia     very  little   can  be  expected   from  Pensylvania, 
East  or  West  Jersey  they  being  new  settlers  and  the  Govern- 
ment of  Boston  being  to  furnish  us  with  six  hundred  men  any 
other  Assistance  cannot  be  proposed  from  them.     Wee  have 
been  at  more  than  ten  Thousand  pounds  expence  already    I 
desire  the  favour  of  you ;  that  whatever  you  do  in  this  affair 
may  be  done  with  all  possible  dispatch.     If  ever  you  have 
occasion  you  shall  have  the  same  assistance  from  hence     what 
I  desire  of  you  is  by  the  opinion  and  advice  of  the  Councill  of 
this  Province.

As  alsoe  with  the  injurious  preceedings  of  the 
French  in  surprizing  and  detaining  in  Canada  divers  of  our 
Subjects  as  well  Indians  as  others  (Surprized  by  them  in  the 
Lawfull  prosecution  of  their  Trade)  Wee  doe  therefore  think 
fkt  that  upon  receipt  hereof  you  forthwith  demand  from  the 
Governour  of  Canada  the  setting  at  Liberty  our  said  Subjects 
as  well  Indians  as  others  surprized  by  them  in  the  Lawfull 
prosecution  of  their  Trade  together  with  the  Restitution  of  p.  156 
their  goods  and  effects  and  as  we  are  sensible  of  what  great 
prejudice  it  may  be  to  us  and  our  subjects  if  any  Incroach- 
ments  be  allowed  upon  our  Dominions  or  the  French  per- 
mitted to  invade  our  Territorys  or  to  annoy  our  Subjects  with- 
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Liber  b.  out  a  due  care  in  us  to  preserve  the  Peace  of  our  Government 
'  '  and  to  give  all  due  protection  to  such  as  have  brought  them- 
selves under  our  subjection.  Wee  doe  therefore  hereby 
charge  and  require  you  to  give  notice  at  the  said  time  to  the

tion to  be  made  for  the  same,  and  the  Indians  witheld  from 
disturbing  the  French  in  any  manner  whatsoever  Provided 
they  doe  abstain  on  their  parts  from  making  Warr  upon  those 
Indians  our  Subjects  or  doing  them  any  Injury  and  in  case  the 
people  of  Cannada  shall  notwithstanding  this  declaration  per- 
severe in  invading  our  dominions  and  annoying  those  Indians 
you  are  with  the  utmost  of  your  Power  to  defend  and  protect 
them,  and  if  need  shall  require  to  leavy  Arm  and  employ  all 
persons  resideing  within  your  Government  in  the  resisting  and 
withstanding  the  Invasion  or  Attempts  of  the  French  and  them 
if  there  shall  be  occasion  to  preserve  in  or  out  of  the  Limitts

aforesaid.     It  is  ordered  (for  this  time  upon  this  present  occa- 
sion) the  Sheriff  of  Baltemore  County  in  person  goe  and  see 
the  Grave  opened  where  the  said  Enock  lies   to   show   his  p.  160 
Corps  to  the  Indians  that  goe  up,  and  give  them  as  full  and 
ample  satisfaccon  in  the  matter  as  possibly  he  can. 

And  that  the  said  Majr  Sewall  give  the  said  Indians  (now 
at  his  house)  to  understand  that  the  request  is  granted  them  as 
being  the  first  that  ever  was  required  in  this  nature  But  for  the 
future  they  must  not  expect  the  like  But  give  more  Credit  to 
the  sayings  &  assertions  of  the  English. 

A  Letter  writt  to  Major  Long  high  Sheriffe  of  Bal'  viz'

You  are  hereby  commanded  and  required  that  upon  sight 
hereof  you  goe  along  in  person  with  the  bearers  being  Indians 
to  the  Grave  where  that  Enock  lyes  that  was  lately  murthered 
in  your  County  by  the  Nanticoake  Indians  and  that  you  cause

The  said  Peticon  graunted  but  that  the  said  Thomas  Deakins 
is  not  to  enter  into  pay  till  after  the  next  provinciall  Court 
nevertheless  that  he  officiate  in  both  the  said  places  all  the 
next  prov"  Court.  The  said  Thomas  Deakins  admitted  in  and 
promised  that  he  would  officiate  as  aforesaid  the  next  provin- 
ciall Court. 
Coll.  Coursey's  Letter  about  an  orphant  Child  read  as  folleth 

Chester  River  22d  June  1688. 
Gent1 

I  doubt  not  but  you  have  heard  that  I  comitted  to  Goal  one 
Archibald  Burnet  a  scotch  fellow  for  taking  upon  him  to  marry 
one  sarah  Vanhart  (daughter  and  heiresse  of  John  Vanhartlate 
of  Caecill  County  deceased)  unto  one  Stephen  Coleman  a 
Taylor  for  that  he  the  said  Burnit  was  neither  qualified  by 
Ecliasticall  or  Civil  Law  soe  to  doe,  and  further  that  the  said 
Sarah  was  but  a  child  and  not  much  above  Eleaven  yeares 
old,  and  without  consent  of  Guardian  or  other  friends  as  by  a 
Letter  of  Attorney  to  prosecute  them  under  the  hand  of 
Nathaniell  Howell  given  to  swithin  wells  his  Attorney  will 
appeare.  Now  so  it  was  that  on  Tuesday  the  12th  Instant  was 
the  Court  for  Orphants  in  that  County  to  which  Court  I 
appointed  the  said  Sarah  to  be  brought  by  her  Aunt  pope  who 
hath  brought  her  up  ever  since  her  mother  died  which  was 
about  tenn  yeares  agoe.  To  which  Court  I  was  much  importuned 
to  goe  by  the  childs  friends  as  also  by  my  neighbours  in  Kent 
County  three  of  the  Justices  there  goeing  with  me.  The 
Cause  alleadged  was  they  were  sure  the  Justices  would  acquit 
Burnit  and  deliver  the  child  to  the  Taylor  and  in  Truth  soe  I 
found  it ;  For  notwithstanding  the  two  persons  confest  matter 
p.  162  of  fact  in  the  Indictment  yet  I  could  hardly  get  that  Jury  to 
find  the  bills  and  three  of  the  Justices  were  as  unwilling  it 
should  viz'  James  wroth,  steevens  and  allome,  this  kept  me 
one  whole  day,  at  night  I  went  to  James  Frisbyes  to  lye, 
that  night  the  Comission"  adjourned  the  Court  about  two 
miles  further,  the  next  morning  it  rained  so  that  I  could  not 
goe  to  them.  But  I  writt  to  them  if  they  thought  fit  to  remove 
the  child  from  her  Aunt  who  had  brought  her  up  ever  since  a 
yeare  old  that  Mrs  Stabely  might  have  the  tuition  of  her  being 
a  Genteel  grave  Matron,  and  one  that  was  the  fittest  for  edu- 
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cacon  ;  Mr  Dare  and  Mr  Gundry  were  of  my  opinion  yet  not-  Liber  B- 
withstanding  Wroth,  Stevens  and  allome  wouldhave  her  plact  P'  R"  °" 
with  she  that  was  Thomas  Hawkers  wife  who  married  Edward 
Jones  and  lyes  on  the  north  side  of  Bohemiah  River,  a  very 
convenient  place  for  the  Taylor  to  take  her  away  into  Pensil- 
vania.  These  Actings  put  the  who  Court  into  Tumult,  the 
Aunt  crying  after  her  girle,  the  girle  after  her  Aunt,  Justice 
Stevens  pulling  the  girle  and  she  striveing  to  get  from  him, 
at  last  she  got  loose,  and  into  her  Aunts  boat  did-  goe,  they 
brought  her  to  Mrs  Stabeleys  where  I  met  them,  mine  and  my 
neighbours  horses  being  there  from  whome  I  had  all  this  story, 
There  I  was  againe  set  upon  and  humbly  for  God's  sake 
desired  to  take  the  child  down  with  me  to  my  wife  which  I  did 
and  now  have  her  at  my  house ;  two  dayes  after  comes 
Wroth  and  Stevens  to  my  house  to  demand  the  child,  I  re- 
fused to  deliver  her  telling  them  I  heard  they  were  going  to 
sell  her  to  the  Taylor,  Mrs  Pope  telling  Wroth  in  the  open 
Court  that  he  came  to  her  and  advised  her  to  let  the  Taylor 
have  the  girle,  and  he  would  be  bound  that  the  Taylor  should 
give  her  a  discharge  for  that  of  the  girles  estate  that  was  in  her 
hands  which  is  confest  to  be  i6ooolb  of  Tobacco  and  this  she 
offered  her  oath  for,  it  did  I  must  confesse  move  me  soe  that 
I  told  him  I  could  well  afford  to  suspend  him  of  being  a  maj- 
estrate  for  his  misfeizance  in  his  office.  For  that  he  in  being 
a  majestrate  to  protect  orphants  and  widowes  went  about  to 
destroy  them  though  this  discourse  may  seeme  arrogant  in  me 
yet  if  that  power  which  my  Lord  left  in  me  in  his  Cheife  Justice- 
ship be  not  by  later  Commission  abbrogated  I  can  shew  presi- 
dents on  it  by  the  cheife  Justice  in  England  and  though  I  never 
intended  any  such  thing,  I  thought  fit  to  trouble  you  with  it. 
In  respect  I  guesse  it  will  be  a  complaint  against  me  Worthy 
sirs  I  doe  assure  you  that  my  greatest  desires  are  a  quiet  life  and  p.  163 
to  live  free  from  these  troubles  had  not  the  releife  of  fatherless 
and  the  peace  of  the  province  been  concerned  in  it  I  should 
not  have  moved — I  shall  make  bold  to  trouble  you  with  one 
thing  more  that  I  had  the  trouble  of.  There  is  one  Hill  that 
lives  in  sasafrax  River  who  had  a  wife  and  was  a  housekeeper 
there  this  man  (as  he  told  me)  had  occasion  to  goe  to  the  Clifts 
or  about  the  Herring  Creeke  and  stayed  from  his  wife  about 
two  Cropps  These  Majistrates  notwithstanding  they  knew 
where  he  was  married  his  wife  to  another  man  ;  and  when  he 
came  back  they  kept  him  out  both  of  his  house,  wife  and  land, 
under  pretence  that  he  lost  his  property  in  his  lands,  goods 
and  house  because  he  had  lost  his  wife.  I  writt  to  them  and 
I  heard  that  they  gave  his  house  and  land  but  whether  he  hath 
his  goods  &  his  wife  I  know  not.  I  doe  only  acquaint  you 
with  this  to  let  you  know  what  kind  of  Justices  you  have  there

I  doe  very  well  know  that  Jones  and  Warner  were 
left  out  in  the  last  Comission  by  the  meanes  of  Edward 
Inglish  but  I  much  doubt  he  did  not  tell  you  the  cause  why  it 
was,  because  they  would  have  Mr  Inglish  punished  for  a  bas- 
tard child  layd  to  him  by  Gundry's  wench,  besides  that  he  had 
by  Wroth 's  wife.  I  heard  about  four  dayes  since  that  there 
was  a  new  Comission  come  into  the  County  They  that  were 
named  to  me  by  report  of  them  that  knew  them  as  bad  if  not 
worse  then  them  there  already  I  have  cause  to  think  that 
they  who  takes  upon  them  to  name  Comissrs  to  you  runs  too 
much  upon  the  Byas  It  is  truly  my  opinion  the  County  had 
better  pay  for  two  Comission5  then  to  have  this  stand.  I  have 
discoursed  Coll:  Codd  about  it  and  he  says  if  you  please  to 
entrust  him  in  the  peace  for  that  County  with  them  before 
named  which  indeed  are  of  his  own  chuseing  he  will  faithfully 
p-  164  serve  my  Lord  and  his  Country ;  but  he  would  humbly  desire 
you  not  to  mention  him  in  any  Comission  with  such  stuff  as 
are  there  already,  for  with  them  he  will  not  sitt,  and  now 
worthy  Sir  I  am  come  to  request  for  myself  that  you  would 
please  to  send  me  word  in  writing  where  you  would  have

Now  the  children  of  this 
Mrs  Pope  which  she  had  by  John  Howell  are  the  onely  heires 
to  the  said  Sarah  and  yet  the  tenderness  that  I  see  in  the 
Aunt  towards  this  girle  persuades  me  that  there  is  noe  danger 
in  letting  her  have  the  tuition  according  to  our  Law  for  she 
keepes  one  in  the  house  on  purpose  to  teach  her  &  Her  owne 
children,  I  have  faithfully  and  truely  discovered  to  you  what 
I  think  is  the  best  to  bee  done  in  all  these  affaires  craveing 
pardon  for  my  -plixity  &  desireing  your  speedy  order  in  what 
you  would  have  done  with  this  girle  and  I  shall  remaine  as 
ever  your  honours  humble  servant  Henry  Coursey — 

Burnet  and  Coleman  were  comitted  but  I  heare  the  Sheriffe 
hath  taken  bayle  to  appeare  at  the  next  provinciall  Court.

Then  was  read  a  Letter  from  Mr  Francis  Jenkins  high 
Sheriffe  of  Sumerset  County  wherein  he  acknowledged  to 
have  received  from  the  Emperour  of  the  Nanticoakes  two  of 
his  Indians  whom  he  sayes  comitted  the  murther  upon  one 
Enock  an  Englishman  in  Baltemore  County  Mr  Jenkins  sayd 
the  Emperour  was  loth  they  should  goe  to  prison,  offering  his 
life  for  theires,  that  they  should  be  at  the  Court  at  any  time 
when  the  English  would  appoynt.  At  last  when  his  promise 
for  delivering  them  up  was  strongly  urged  upon  him,  he  did 
deliver  them  quietly  but  desired  they  might  be  well  used  in 
prison. 

The  said  Mr  Jenkins  desired  to  know  of  their  hon"5  whether 
he  should  provide  the  Emperour  any  accomodacons  for  him 
and  some  few  of  his  Indians  to  come  to  Sl  Maries  along  with 
him  because  they  had  a  desire  to  see  the  Tryall

must  give  and  graunt  there  to  such  as  shall  come  from  other 
ports  of  England  to  trade  in  my  Province ;  For  being  satisfied 
that  the  planters  there  are  not  in  a  condicon  as  yet  to  bring 
their  Tobaccoes  to  Townes  and  were  they  provided  with  boats 
convenient  for  that  purpose,  Yet  the  greate  want  I  under-

prudence  to  accept  of  the  offer  made  me  here  by  the  traders 
and  dealers  to  my  Country,  what  they  frankely  offered  being 
this  that  if  I  would  dispence  with  the  said  penalties  and  permit 
them  to  employ  their  own  men  and  boates  to  bring  the  Tobac-  p.  176 
coes  they  would  be  very  well  satisfied  their  sloopes  and  boates 
should  first  touch  at  some  one  of  the  places  for  Townes  and 
there  give  a  just  and  true  accompt  of  each  Sloopes  and  boates

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St  Maries  to  the  honble  Coll  William  Digges  or  to  either  of  Liber  B- 
them  as  shall  respectively  be  found  most  convenient  And  the 
severall  cheife  officers  of  horse  and  foote  in  each  County  are 
hereby  commanded  to  send  downe  with  the  aforesaid  Armes  a 
list  of  all  Commissionate  Officers  in  each  of  their  said  Counties 
and  of  all  vacancies  of  Comissionate  officers  places  that  are 
wanting  in  each  County  by  death  absence  or  otherwise  To  the 
intent  the  Government  may  take  care  to  Create  new  Officers 
to  supply  the  said  vacant  places  or  offices.

The  Letter  followes. 

May  it  please  your  Lordsp. 

Wee  herewith  (to  your  Lordsp)  transmit  a  perticular  of  our 
proceeding  in  the  last  sessions  of  Assembly  not  onely  by  this 
our  accompt  thereof  but  by  the  journall  of  each  dayes  passages 
which  with  these  your  Lordsp  will  wee  hope  receive  In  the 
beginning  whereof  your  Lordsp  will  find  the  heates  and  de- 
bates wee  had  with  the  Lower  House  about  the  oath  of  fidelity 
to  your  Lordsp  which  wee  insisted  upon  the  rather  and  indeed 
cheifely  for  that  your  Lordsps  last  expressions  to  the  Assembly 
in  84  was  that  for  the  future  your  Lordsp  did  expect  that 
every  member  of  Assembly  should  take  the  oath  of  fidelity 
before  they  should  be  Admitted  to  sit,  In  pursuance  whereof 
the  Government  did  in  the  Assembly  of  1686  propose  the  said 
oath  of  fidelity  to  the  Lower  House  who  excused  it  at  that 
time  saying  that  had  it  been  proposed  to  them  in  time  they 
would  have  taken  it,  but  that  then  they  were  Entered  upon 
other  business  and  the  like  for  which  and  other  reasons  the 
Governmt  did  not  then  further  presse  the  same,  But  at  open- 
ing this  Assembly  wee  humbly  conceived  it  was  our  duty  to 
cause  complyance  to  your  Lordsp  said  demands  in  84  and  in 
order  thereunto  wee  resolved  to  be  early  with  them  in  this 
And  accordingly  it  was  by  the  presidents  speech  To  both 
p.  198  houses  given  them  in  charge  To  which  the  upper  house  readily 
obeyed  But  the  Lower  house  would  by  noe  meanes  Comply 
upon  which  hot  and  high  debates  did  arrise  and  the  more  they 
refused  to  sweare  fidelity  to  your  Lordsp  the  more  reason  wee 
had  to  distrust  'em  But  all  mild  perswasions  failing  wee  sent 
for 'em  up  to  the  upper  house  which  they  refused  saying  if  his 
Lordsp  were  there  in  person  they  would  attend  and  indeed 
they  endeavoured  all  they  could  to  lay  asside  your  Lordsps 
upper  house  upon  which  wee  thought  of  a  dissolution  but 
tried  them  the  second  time  and  they  refused  and  the  third 
time  and  then  they  came  to  whome  the  president  made  a 
short  speech  wherein  he  told  them  that  wee  were  sorry  to  find 
such  early  disturbances  that  the  occassion  wee  sent  for  them 
was  about  the  oath  of  fidelity  That  fidelity  was  Allegiance 
which  by  the  Lawes  of  England  might  be  proposed  even  to 
the  house  of  Comons  in  parliament  sitting  And  that  the  refuse- 
ing  of  Allegiance  did  Imply  Rebellion  and  the  like  as  your 
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Lordsp  on  perusuall  of  the  Iournall  will  find  upon  which  the  Liber  B- 
Lower  House  was  desired  to  returne  to  their  house  to  consider 
of  it  For  till  complyant  in  that  perticular  wee  neither  could 
nor  would  Enter  upon  any  business.  But  all  in  vaine  they 
still  persisted  upon  which  wee  would  not  in  honr  to  your 
Lordsps  authority  doe  otherwise  then  mainteyne  yor  Lordsp 
right  and  lawes  in  this  yor  Lordsps  Dominion  For  wee  were  not 
Ignorant  of  the  fatall  Consequences  hereof  if  denyall  of  fidelity 
to  your  Lordsp  were  thus  permitted  Rebellion  might  be  the 
next  stepp  whereupon  wee  Resolved  to  try  all  Endeavours 
and  accordingly  it  being  then  Saturday  in  the  afternoone  wee 
sent  for  the  Lower  House  And  they  came  whereafter  a  few 
things  said  to  'em  by  the  president  the  Assembly  was  pro- 
rogued till  the  munday  following  And  then  the  oath  was 
Imediately  required  of  every  perticular  member  which  after 
severall  refusalls  and  debates  they  every  man  tooke  except 
one  Thurstone  a  Quaker  who  desired  to  be  dispensed  with 
and  it  was  granted  him.  And  on  Munday  both  houses  met 
againe  to  whom  the  president  made  a  short  speech  And  soe 
Entered  upon  business  which  afterwards  proceeded  very 
amicably  and  kind  even  to  the  end  of  the  sessions  notwith- 
standing their  grievous  paper  of  pretended  Agreivances  all 
which  were  answered  to  Content  As  by  the  Journall  your 
Lordsp  will  find  and  then  was  pressed  the  business  about 
bulke  tobacco  tho  wee  desspaire  of  success  considering  the 
violent  repulse  it  met  with  in  Virga  yet  wee  Endeavoured  it  all 
wee  could  but  to  no  purpose  For  wee  would  get  from  'urn  in  that 
affair  was  their  answer  and  reasons  to  the  Contrary  And  then 
wee  proposed  methods  to  Improve  your  Lordsp  and  people  p.  199 
interested  in  Maryland  as  by  the  proposalls  themselves  here- 
with sent  your  Lordsp  will  appeare  in  which  your  Lordsp  will 
find  divers  expressions  which  seem  to  diminish  your  Lordsps 
dues  of  2s  per  hhd  to  one  third  lesse  then  at  present  But  the 
advantage  proposed  to  yr  Lordsp  by  payment  of  all  your 
Lordsp  rents  and  fines  for  alienations  in  money  at  the  Inhansed 
value  will  we  are  well  assured  very  much  increase  yr  Lordsp's 
income  to  what  they  now  are  For  that  your  Lordsp  rents 
which  are  now  paid  in  Tobacco  at  2d  -p  11  is  but  losse  to  your 
Lordsp  and  the  people  thereby  have  (as  it  were)  your  Lordsp 
whole  province  for  nothing  Whereas  if  the  rents  that  dayly 
rise  and  Encrease  might  be  payd  in  money  there's  noe  doubt 
but  in  a  short  time  the  same  will  be  farr  more  considerable 
than  the  duty  of  the  2s  p  hhd  Besides  it  is  proposed  to  Enrich 
and  people  your  Lordsp  provinces  by  bringing  in  of  money 
and  tradesmen  of  all  sorts  to  follow  their  callings  and  inhabit 
the  Townes  as  by  the  proposalls  to  which  we  referr  Being  for 
our  parts  as  wee  are  sworne  to  serve  your  Lordsp  satisfied 
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pibiTo  That  if  money  be  made  currant  as  it  is  proposed  That  it  will 
'  infinitely  redound  to  your  Lordsp  advantage  and  in  a  little 
time  even  Increase  the  duty  of  2s  per  hhd  for  the  Encourage- 
ment thereby  to  shipping  will  induce  them  abundantly  to  trade 
into  Maryland  rather  than  to  Virga  Besides  as  money  becomes 
plenty  people  and  labour  will  Encrease  and  the  Export  of  To- 
bacco will  follow  in  proportion  But  the  difficulty  in  returning

all  the  protestants  in  the  province,  and  the  Indians  doe  already 
appeare,  and  begin  to  Infort  themselves  at  the  head  of  the 
River.  Wherefore  to  satisfy  the  people  and  provide  for  the 
defence  of  the  Countrey  your  honers  (if  you  soe  thinke  fit  will 
doe  well  to  send  a  Comission  to  some  person  whome  you 
shall  thinke  best  to  trust  in  soe  wayty  an  affaire,  to  Rayse 
some  men  for  the  defence  of  the  Countrey  at  the  head  of  the 
River  and  Imediately  to  returne  the  Armes  with  powder  and 
bulletts  sufficient  For  the  which  wee  have  sent  this  boate  and 
hands  on  purpose  for  untill  you  doe  that  doe  and  will  hold 
themselves  betrayed  by  your  honr  to  the  Comon  Enemy  Thus 
hopeing  to  receive  a  speedy  and  satisfactory  answer  by  these 
bearers  I  rest  in  greate  haste

Sr  Yours  of  this  day  wee  received  at  St  Iohns  and  the  ' R'  °* 
premisses  were  considered  whereupon  wee  have  this  day 
ordered  that  the  Armes  if  fixed  be  forthwith  returned  and  if 
they  are  not  fixed  to  send  others  that  are  in  order  Together 
with  powder  and  ball  sufficient  and  have  also  ordered  that 
further  supplyes  be  sent  from  time  to  time  as  there  shall  be 
occasion,  And  that  the  said  Armes  and  Amunicon  be  deliv- 
ered to  you  to  be  disposed  of  as  you  shall  think  fit  For  that  wee 
can  have  no  man  in  whome  wee  would  confide  more  or  sooner 
then  in  yourselfe  whose  fidelity  to  this  Government  has  soe 
often  been  experienc'd  and  accordingly  wee  desire  yor  prudent 
aide  in  these  Junctures  of  affaires  It  being  our  Advice  and 
desire  That  all  heat  may  be  layd  aside  and  that  true  discretion 
may  take  place  Fearing  should  by  our  owne  rashness  Involve 
ourselves  in  warr  and  trouble  which  God  divert  wherefore 
without  makeing  any  noise  wee  are  of  opinion  That  it  will  be 
prudently  done  if  you  or  some  others  of  the  good  neighbour- 
hood whome  you  shall  appoynt  do  goe  to  the  head  of  the  River 
to  discover  the  posture  of  the  Indians  whereby  to  satisfy  your- 
selves of  the  truth  of  the  matter  and  finding  of  them  peaceable 
and  in-noe  hostile  or  unusual  posture  wee  are  of  opinion  that 
it  will  be  prudent  to  preserve  the  peace  which  by  God's  blessing  P.  208 
wee  soe  long  have  happily  Enjoyed  But  if  the  Contrary  appeare 
and  that  those  heathen  people  or  any  others  are  found  in  open 
Armes  against  the  English  wee  hereby  order  you  by  vertue  of 
the  Comission  you  already  beare  under  the  Rl  Honble  the  Lord 
propry  forthwith  to  use  you  utmost  endeavours  to  suppresse 
them  and  their  Adherents  and  imediately  advise  us  thereof 
For  that  wee  doe  thereby  solemnly  protest  and  unanimously 
declare  by  all  that  is  sacred  in  heaven  or  on  Earth  wee  will  stand 
by  you  and  by  all  the  English  and  good  people  of  and  within 
this  province  with  our  lives  and  fortunes  and  upon  all  occas- 
sions  shall  freely  expose  our  persons  and  Estates  to  preserve 
protect  and  defend  all  and  every  the  Inhabitants  thereof  with- 
out Exception  from  any  Enemies  whatsoever  that  shall  offer  to 
disturb  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  people  of  this  province 
Given  under  our  hands  at  St  Iohns  the  24th  day  of  March  1688.

I  have  writt  to  your  honr  by  Coll  Jowles  but  know  not  it  will 
come  to  hand  but  I  make  bold  to  write  to  yor  honr  of  my  pro- 
ceedings now  intended  I  sent  the  Coppy  of  the  Indians  Exami- 
nacon  the  which  I  had  from  Mr  Addison  sent  to  me  and  I  sent 
it  to  Coll  Jowles  to  be  sent  to  your  honr  and  also  a  Letter  to 
your  honr  Concerning  the  disturbances  of  the  people  in  our 
parts  and  at  the  Easterne  Branch  I  also  am  getting  the  matter 
of  tenn  or  twelve  men  and  Armes  to  goe  to  the  piscattaway 
fort  to  desire  the  Indians  to  keep  the  fort  till  things  were 
settled  and  Examined  further  And  also  to  go  up  towards  the 
Easterne  Branch  That  the  Virginians  may  not  have  any  just 
cause  to  come  over  If  your  honr  thinks  good  send  your  order 
whether  or  know  There  is  a  bad  report  of  yor  honr  concerning 
the  hiring  of  the  Indians  to  kill  the  protestants  but  I  hope  it  is 
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all  false     your  honrs  Company  would  be  acceptable  among  Li^er  b. 
the  people,     noe  more  but  rest     Yr  honrs  servts  to  Command  P*  R'  °"

Your  letter  of  yesterday  came  to  hand  and  its  contents 
have  been  duely  considered  on  in  Council  and  for  Answer 
doe  first  give  you  to  understand  that  the  subject  thereof  was 
before  communicated  to  us  by  an  Express  from  Coll  Jowles  to 
whom  we  immediately  returned  our  answer  and  at  the  same 
time  sent  a  sufficient  supply  of  Armes  powder  and  bullets 
under  the  care  of  Coll  Digges  with  an  assurance  of  further 
supplyes  from  time  to  time  if  occasion  required  it  which  Armes 
wee  doubt  not  are  before  the  writing  hereof  safe  delivered  to 
the  said  Coll  Jowles  But  with  this  precaution  wee  desired  that 
all  that  might  be  layd  aside  and  that  without  making  of  any 
noise  he  the  said  Coll  Jowles  should  with  such  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood as  he  should  think  fit  goe  to  the  head  of  the  River  p.  210 
or  else  where  suspected  to  discover  the  truth  of  the  matter 
And  finding  none  but  the  accustomed  Indians  peaceable  and 
in  noe  hostile  or  unusual  posture  Our  advice  was  to  offer  noe 
abuse  or  provocation  to  a  peacable  people  but  to  cherish  and 
preserve  the  peace  wee  soe  long  and  happily  have  enjoyed 
But  to  the  Contrary  if  they  found  the  Indians  or  any  other 
Enemies  in  any  warrlike  posture  against  the  English  or  other 
inhabitants  of  this  province  That  our  orders  was  to  use  his 
utmost  endeavours  to  suppress  them  and  to  give  us  immedi- 
ate advice  thereof  and  that  wee  would  not  onely  supply  him 
with  amunicon  and  armes  but  also  did  assure  him  That  wee 
would  stand  by  him  with  our  lives  and  fortunes  and  upon  all 
occasions  should  expose  our  persons  and  Estates  in  defence 
of  the  peace  quiet  security  and  safety  of  all  and  every  the 
Inhabitants  of  this  province  without  exception  All  which  wee 
hereby  Reiterate  and  Confirme  to  you  and  desire  you  to  give 
the  same  assurance  to  the  people  with  whome  you  shall  con- 
verse And  as  for  your  part  and  the  perticulars  you  give  us  of 
vour  past  and  intended  proceedings  Wee  have  thought  fit  to 
let  you  know  That  wee  highly  approve  and  commend  what 
you  have  done  and  very  well  like  your  prudent  way  of  goeing 
with  ten  or  twelve  men  to  try  and  discover  the  truth  of  the 
matter  and  further  doe  assure  you  that  your  good  services  to 
this  o-overnmt  shall  never  be  forgot  But  the  same  shall  be 
rewarded  with  ajl  the  favour  and  Recompense  this  Govern- 
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p'bRr  o  ment  *s  or  ever  shall  be  capable  of  And  wee  hope  all  good 
'  men  will  imitate  your  fedelity  and  prudence  in  the  mannage 
of  the  present  disorders  What  wee  feare  most  is  that  the 
English  Exasperated  by  evil  minded  men  of  desperate  fortunes 
will  rashly  cutt  off  or  kill  some  or  more  of  the  peaceable 
Indians  and  hereby  give  occasion  to  the  heathen  to  revenge 
the  same  upon  the  English  whereby  wee  shall  imprudently  be 
involved  into  warr  and  Confusion  which  God  divert. 

Coll  Darnall  has  parted  hence  about  two  houres  agoe  in 
order  to  repaire  in  person  to  Coll  Jowles  and  to  the  rest  of 
the  people  to  Iustify  his  Innocency  from  that  base  and  scan- 
dalous Expression  that  is  cast  upon  him  by  Exposeing  his  life 
and  his  fortunes  in  the  defence  of  the  people  and  their  Inter- 
ests from  the  Incursions  of  any  enemie  Indian  or  any  papist 
what  soever  For  that  wee  resolve  to  show  noe  mercy  to  any 
papist  who  shall  be  found  in  Armes  against  the  peace  and 
p.  211  quiet  of  the  people  of  this  province  God  Grant  it  be  not  a 
designe  of  some  ill  men  first  to  fright  and  confuse  and  then  to 
plunder  and  pillage  the  people  which  God  of  his  mercy  pre- 
vent Wee  desire  to  hear  often  from  you  wishing  you 
heartily  farewell  from  the  Council  held  at  Mattapany  Sewall

Sr  yours  acceptable  and  for  which  wee  thank  you  of  the  23rd 
Instant  was  delivered  last  night  just  as  wee  were  takeing 
horse  at  St  Iohns  to  come  to  Mattapany  by  which  meanes  wee 
lost  the  opportunity  of  your  messenger  to  returne  this  our 
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Answer  which  is  that  severall  Copies  of  the  very  same  Virg*  Uh"  b. 
paper  had  been  transmitted  to  us  before  yours  from  severall  P'  R'  °" 
hands  and  were  all  then  yesterday  received  at  St  Iohns  except 
one  brought  hither  the  last  night. 

The  first  came  by  Express  from  Coll  Jowles  to  which  we 
immediately  answered  and  at  the  same  time  delivered  a  suffi- 
cient supply  of  armes  powder  and  ball  to  be  sent  to  Coll 
Jowles  under  the  care  of  Coll  Digges  who  went  himself  in 
person  which  armes  and  ammunicon  wee  doubt  not  were 
early  this  morning  safely  delivered  to  the  said  Coll  Jowles  to 
whome  wee  gave  orders  in  case  he  found  any  Indian  or  other 
Enemies  in  armes  or  in  any  other  hostile  or  unusuall  posture 
to  use  his  utmost  endeavours  to  suppress  them  with  assur- 
ance that  this  Governnt  will  not  onely  supply  him  with  further  p.  212 
and  sufficient  supplyesc'  Armes  from  time  to  time  if  occasion 
should  require  but  also  dia  -nify  the  unanimous  Resolution 
of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Couru  *  ,stand  by  the  people  of  this 
province  with  their  lives  and  fori.  /ies  to  defend  perserve  and 
maintaine  their  peace  and  liberties  against  all  enemies  what- 
soever and  in  order  hereunto  Coll  Darnall  is  gone  himselfe  in 
person  to  Coll  Jowles  to  testifie  his  Innocency  from  that  base 
and  scandalous  aspersion  cast  upon  him  by  acting  joyntly  with 
the  people  against  any  enemy  whatsoever  And  wee  have 
also  further  desired  Coll  Jowles  in  case  noe  such  thing  as  any 
Indian  or  other  Enemie  be,  not  to  provoke  or  force  a  peace- 
able people  to  make  a  warr  upon  us  whereby  to  plunge  our- 
selves in  blood  and  Ruine  without  reason  or  cause  But  what

Pye  and  desired  him  to  acquan.  poll  Darnall  with  it,  and  to 
Consider  of  sending  a  few  men  into  these  parts  for  the  quiet- 
ing the  people  or  else  it  may  be  a  cause  of  brining  over  the 
Virginians  which  I  suppose  wants  but  small  inviting  yet  am 
persuaded  there  is  something  a  brewing  amongst  our  Indians 
more  then  ordinary  for  they  have  asked  what  makes  the  Eng- 
lishmen angry  with  them  And  that  they  intend  to  kill  them  as 
soone  as  they  are  all  at  the  fort  together  with  severall  such 
things  I  desire  you  Gentlemen  to  send  downe  to  Coll  Digges

Yours  received  at  Coll  Jowles  in  Patuxen  Cannot  much 
admire  that  you  should  be  so  falsely  alarmed  when  all  here 
was  under  the  same  apprehendsions  untill  I  came  up  amongst 
them.  I  doe  assure  you  Gent  there  is  noe  occasions  of  such 
feares  if  there  had  I  would  have  beene  with  you  myself  long 
before  this  time  For  I  thinke  there  is  none  more  willing  to 
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ibRFo'  serve  tne  Protestants  in  this  country  or  elsewhere  than  myselfe 
But  the  occasion  of  all  this  uproar  and  Tumult  has  been  traced 
to  come  out  of  Stafford  County  in  Virga  There  being  some 
ill  minded  persons  there  (of  the  meanest  quality)  that  onely 
want  a  pretence  to  plunder  quiet  people  I  received  a  Letter

Coll  Jowles  and  Coll  Darnall  who  has  bin  here  'ere  since 
yesterday  at  noone  together  with  Mr  Richard  Smith  junr  and 
others  are  designed  to  goe  over  into  Charles  County  and  from 
thence  to  the  freshes  of  Patuxent  to  meet  with  Majr  Beale  in 
order  to  range  the  wood  to  see  if  they  can  meet  with  any

Gentlemen 

When  I  arrived  at  Coll  Jowles  which  was  yesterday  noone 
where  I  found  a  great  many  of  the  people  Assembled  in 
Armes  and  seemed  to  be  in  great  Consternacon  of  the  Indians 
About  three  hou  -es  after  Coll  Digges  arrived  which  did  add  a 
further  satisfacon  ''->  the  people  who  at  last  went  to  their  sev- 
eral homes.  There  s  been  severall  messengers  with  very 
false  Rumours  I  shall  *  mention  because  they  are  all  false, 
There  is  one  thing  which  ^y  cause  further  trouble  but  I  hope 
wee  have  put  a  stop  to  its  progresse.  That  is  the  people  send- 
ing for  the  Virginians  to  come  to  their  assistance  The  mes- 
senger that  was  sent  to  carry  that  newes  I  have  caused  him 
to  returne  by  sending  post  after  him.  I  cannot  tell  but  that 
some  others  may  be  soe  frighted  that  they  may  also  send  to 
Virga  soe  have  gotten  Coll  Digges  and  Coll  Jowles  to  write  to 
Coll  Spencer  to  informe  him  of  the  truth  of  that  is  acted  here 
desireing  him  to  undeceave  the  people  and  use  his  assistance 
against  such  insurreccons  A  Coppy  of  the  Letter  which  was 
writt  to  Coll  Spencer,  Coll  Digges  will  communicate  to  you 
when  he  comes  downe  which  will  if  possible  this  night  I  am 
now  desired  to  goe  into  Charles  County  along  with  Coll  Jowles 
and  Mr  Richard  Smith  and  others  and  from  thence  to  search 
the  branches  at  the  head  of  patuxen  for  Indians  thereby  to 
further  satisfy  the  people  that  they  may  not  have  the  least 
pretence  and  afterwards  doe  designe  to  goe  over  into  Arrundall 
County  there  to  satisfy  all  unquieted  minds  if  possible  and 
then  returne  to  you  by  way  of  the  Cliffes  as  for  any  further 
newes  shall  leave  it  to  Coll  Digges  Have  not  further  to  add

arrivall  amongst  them  and  wee  also  approve  your  prudent 
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pilRro  res°luti°ns  to  g°  with  Coll  Jowles  Mr  Richard  Smith  and

satisfacon  and  also  are  pleased  with  the  care  you  have  taken

The  Enclosed  papers  yesterday  came  to  our  hands  by  an 
Expresse  from  Stafford  County  with  Letters  from  Gentlemen 
principally  concerned  in  the  management  of  the  affaires  of  the 
said  County  representing  the  feares  the  Inhabitants  thereof 
are  in  from  Intelligences  they  say  have  received  from  Indians 
belonging  to  your  Governmt  of  Maryland  which  feares  are 
encreased  by  the  great  number  of  Indians  flocking  from  Mary- 
land haveing  for  some  time  with  some  threats  forced  the 
liberty  of  hunting  in  Stafford  County  and  finding  the  Inform- 
acon  have  principall  relacon  to  some  worthy  Gentlemen  of 
your  province  of  Maryland  Wee  thought  it  our  part  to  signify 
the  same  unto  you  and  to  request  what  you  with  the  Council 
of  the  Province  of  Maryland  will  please  soe  farr  to  contribute 
to  the  peace  and  quiet  of  this  his  Maties  Government  of  Vir- 
ginia as  forthwith  to  order  the  Indians  of  your  province  of 
Maryland  now  ranging  in  Stafford  County  to  repaire  to  their 
respective  Indian  Townes  and  also  please  to  command  them 
not  to  pass  over  to  the  west  and  south  side  of  potomack  River 
and  this  request  wee  make  to  satisfy  the  present  feares  and 
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disquiets  of  the  Inhabitants  in  which  wee  doubt  not  but  you!  Liber  b«

As  to  the  Informacon 
of  Mr  Burr  Harris  Ralph  Plott  and  John  West  bearing  date 
the  16th  day  of  this  month  who  say  they  are  ready  to  take  their 
oathes  that  they  did  hear  the  Indians  declare  those  words  as 
also  those  other  relacons  of  Mr  Burr  Harris  and  Mr  Thomas 
Thomson  bearing  date  the  19th  instant  unto  all  which  wee 
thought  wee  could  not  give  yor  honr  a  more  satisfactory 
answer  then  by  sending  herewith  the  true  Coppy  of  all  pas- 
sages and  proceedings  that  have  passed  here  upon  the  late 
noisy  Indian  afair  In  the  first  place  your  honr  will  find  the 
Deposicon  of  one  John  Atkey  who  sweares  that  he  did  hear 
Fyffe  say  that  he  did  heare  Sharpe  say  that  he  did  heare  the 
Easterne  shoare  Indians  when  they  were  drunke  say  that  they 
were  hired  by  Coll  Darnall  to  fight  against  the  English  but 
being  asked  when  they  were  sober  they  would  not  say  any 
such  thing  unto  which  is  annexed  the  Deposicon  of  Fyffe  as 
also  of  what  Coll  Jowles  says  he  will  sweare  and  next  unto 
these  your  honr  will  find  the  coppy  of  a  paper  brought  into  this 
province  from  Virginia  bearing  date  the  15th  instant  which  is 
earlier  by  a  day  than  the  first  of  the  informacon  received  from 
yr  Honr  as  aforesaid  many  Coppies  whereof  by  the  Industry 
of  some  where  imediately  dispersed  among  the  people  of  this 
province  which  being  seconded  with  Rumours  of  all  shapes 
and  Colours  soe  alarmed  the  people  of  Charles  and  Calvert 
Counties  that  many  of  them  tooke  Armes  whereupon  Coll  P.  219 
Jowles  Majr  Beale  and  others  dispatch't  expresses  to  the 
Council  giving  us  an  Account  of  the  said  disturbances  adding 
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pibRro  l^at:  IOOO°  Seneca  Indians  were  said  to  be  inferring  at  the 
'  •  ■  head  of  patuxen  River  and  the  like  whereupon  it  was  ordered 
by  the  Council  Imediately  to  send  a  sufficient  supply  of  Armes 
and  Amunicon  to  the  said  Coll  Jowles  with  assurance  of 
further  supplyes  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  should  require 
As  by  the  enclosed  Coppys  of  our  Letters  to  the  said  Coll 
Jowles  and  Maj.  Beale  it  doth  and  may  appeare  sayd  Armes 
and  Amunicon  being  sent  under  the  Conduct  and  care  of  his 
honr  Coll  Digges  And  by  the  Council  it  was  also  ordered  that 
Coll  Darnall  should  goe  himself  in  person  to  the  said  Coll 
Jowles  and  rest  of  the  people  in  Armes  to  justify  himself  which 
he  accordingly  did  with  that  success  that  upon  his  arrivall  at 
Coll  Jowles  where  "ere  gathered  about  a  hundred  men  in 
Armes  exercising  to  w.  r»e  he  gave  such  satisfacion  that  they 
all  parted  satisfied  every  .  -  to  his  owne  home  for  that  it 
plainly  appeareth  they  were  a  A  there  being  no  such  thing 
as  any  Indians  at  the  head  of  tht.  River  nor  anywhere  else  but 
that  all  was  quiet  and  well  But  such  was  the  buisie  spirits  of 
some  ill  designeing  men  that  when  there  was  noe  such  thing  as 
any  Indians  landed  at  the  mouth  of  the  Patuxen  River  then 
it  was  reported  that  9000  were  landed  at  the  mouth  of 
Patuxen  River  and  900  more  landed  at  Choptico  who  it  was 
said  had  killed  severall  of  the  Inhabitants  nameingperticularly 
such  and  such  all  which  appearing  to  be  sham  by  the  people 
who  were  sayd  to  be  killed  appearing  in  person  to  the  people 
then  in  Armes  as  also  that  of  the  9000  and  900  Indians 
appearing  to  be  false  by  the  assurance  of  all  the  neighbour- 
hood hath  given  that  generall  satisfacon  to  the  people  that 
blesse  God  wee  are  all  well  and  in  perfect  peace  and  quiet 
there  being  noe  other  feares  now  Remaining  But  the  Comeing 
over  of  some  Virginians  occasion  new  Disturbances  which  wee 
humbly  desire  may  be  speedily  prevented  by  the  care  of  the 
honble  the  Governmt  there  and  as  to  the  calling  home  of  the 
Indians  wee  shall  take  such  Imediate  Cource  therein  as  wee 
doubt  not  will  be  satisfactory  to  that  Governmt  which  with 
hearty  service  is  what  at  present

An  accompt  of  a  further  Information  given  by  Burr  Harris 
as  he  returned  from  Examinacon  of  the  Indians 

That  on  Saturday  last  he  met  with  a  boate  goeing  up  the 
River  that  came  lately  from  St  Maries  and  after  inquiry  what 
newes  in  those  parts  they  told  him  that  Coll  Pye  was  lately 
heard  to  say  that  he  did  hope  before  Easter  day  to  wash  his 
hands  in  the  protestants  blood  and  that  if  he  had  the  prince  of 
orange  there  he  would  thrust  his  sword  up  to  the  Beame  in  him 
And  they  did  further  informe  the  said  Harris  that  there  were 
two  or  three  masters  of  shipps  dayly  looking  out  for  Coll  Pye 
to  carry  him  on  board  shipp  in  order  to  transport  him  for  Eng- 
land And  further  the  said  Harris  declared  that  yesterday 
came  over  from  pomonky  with  him  an  Indian  called  Chicaner 
a  warr  captaine  that  was  goeing  to  Cap1  Brents  and  told  him 
Capt  Brents  had  sent  for  him  and  further  the  said  Indian 
told  him  that  they  did  heare  the  Englishmen  in  England  had 
cutt  off  their  Kings  head  and  that  there  were  abundance  of 
dutchmen  comeing  in  a  greate  many  men  And  that  they

These  are  to  advise  you  that  upon  the  receipt  of  a  most 
maliciously  seditious  paper  sent  from  Virginia  on  purpose  to 
put  the  whole  Country  in  an  uproar  by  alarming  it  with 
groundles  feares  and  Jealousies  of  treachery  from  Coll  Darnall 
Majr  Boarman  and  my  self  in  order  to  the  hyring  of  the  Seneca 
Indians  to  kill  the  protestants  I  appoynted  most  of  the  Ius- 
tices  and  cheif  men  of  this  county  with  many  others  out  of  St 
Maries  County  to  meet  the  Emperor  of  our  Indians  with  all 
his  great  men  at  my  house  yesterday  being  Wednesday  in 
order  to  dispossess  the  whole  country  (by  the  Testimony  of 
the  abovesaid  persons)  of  the  beliefe  of  soe  dangerous  and 
incredible  report  But  theEmperour  with  his  greate  men  thro 
some  mistake  of  the  appoynted  day  not  appearing  I  had  noe 
opportunity  till  this  morning  to  cleare  that  poynt  (which  I 
hope  by  one  of  the  Enclosed  will  appeare  to  be  done  effect- 
ually) yet  by  the  presence  of  the  said  Iustices  and  Gents  I  had 
the  happy  advantage  of  procureing  the  other  Enclosed  cer- 
tificate which  as  it  has  given  abundance  of  satisfacon  here  soe

in  Armes  and  designe  over  here,  soe  that  though  (thanks  be 
to  God  our  distracted  people  begin  to  Recover  their  sences 
Yet  they  continueing  out  of  theirs  wee  have  reason  to  feare 
endeavour  by  all  meanes  possible  to  prevent  But  must  desire 
your  Speedy  Advice  whether  it  njay  not  be  proper  for  me  to 
have  a  company  or  two  of  my  Re^'nent  and  Capt  Brand  his 
troops  in  a  readinesse  that  wee  may  v  upon  our  guard  and 
be  capable  of  securing  these  frontier  rts  from  plunder  if 
faire  words  (which  shall  be  first  used  will  .  prevail  with  them 
to  returne  home  peacebly  they  having  fust  been  throughly 
informed  of  the  unparrelled  falsity  of  the  said  Rumours  I  have 
noe  more  at  present  to  offer  but  onely  the  tender  of  my  humble 
respects  to  your  honr  and  to  assure  you  that  when  occasion

Whitehall  the  15th  of  Aprill  1689.      v°°  52, 
My  Lord,  p-"5 

I  am  by  his  Majesty's  Commands  to  acquaint  your  Lordship 
that  his  Majesty  being  sensible  of  the  great  and  frequent 
injuries  his  subjects  dayly  receive  from  the  French  in  ap- 
parent violation  of  the  Treaties  between  the  Two  Crowns  and 
particularly  by  the  assistance  that  King  has  lately  given  and 
continues  to  give  his  enemies  in  Ireland  and  by  the  invading 
his  Majesty's  Territories  in  America  and  disturbing  the  Trade 
of  his  Majesty's  subjects  in  those  parts  for  severall  years  last 
past,  his  Majesty  has  therefore  directed  all  necessary  Prepara- 
tions to  be  made  for  a  speedy  war  with  the  French  King, 
which  has  occassioned  the  giving  you  this  early  notice  of  it  that 
you  may  with  all  possible  diligence  take  effectual  care  for  the 
opposing  and  resisting  any  attempt  of  the  French  upon  his 
Majesty's  Province  of  Maryland  and  that  you  take  care  that 
all  Ships  coming  from  thence  do  not  Saile  hereafter  otherwise 
than  in  Fleets  and  you  are  also  to  assure  his  Masjesty's  sub- 
jects in  that  Province  of  his  Majesty's  Protection  by  sending 
forthwith  a  considerable  squadron  of  ships  into  the  West  Indies 
and  other  succours  that  shall  be  requisit  not  only  for  securing 
his  Majesty's  Plantations  in  America  but  obliging  the  French 
to  make  reparation  for  the  many  unjust  &  violent  proceedings 
&  attempts  against  his  Majesty's  subjects  in  those  parts.

which  direction  I  am  ordered  to  give  your  Lordship  least  the 
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p.  r.  o.  Master  of  the  vessell  should  otherwise  pretend  cause  of  delay

Their  Lordships  taking  into  consideration  the  Present  State 
of  the  Plantations  with  Relation  to  the  War  with  France, 
among  other  things  to  be  Represented  to  his  Majesty  agree  to 
move  his  Majesty  that  as  Maryland  Pensilvania  and  Carolina 
are  Proprieties  of  Great  extent  in  America  which  do  not  hold 
themselves  subject  to  his  imediate  Government  nor  render 
any  account  to  his  Majesty  of  their  proceedings  his  Majesty 
would  please  in  this  conjuncture  to  give  such  directions  as  may 
better  secure  their  Majesty's  interest  in  those  parts  and  putt 
them  into  a  condition  of  defence  against  the  enemy. 

Upon  which  Representation  his  Majesty  in  Councill  the  2nd 
of  Aprill  1689  was  pleased  to  order  their  Lordships  to  propose 
to  his  Majesty  what  may  be  fitt  to  be  done  for  securing  their 
Majesty's  interest  in  the  severall  proprieties  in  America 

Whereupon  their  Lordships  by  their  Report  of  the  i6'h  of 
May  1689  among  other  things  Represented  to  his  Majesty  as 
follows 

May  it  please  your  Majesty 

We  have  furthered  considered  the  present  condition  of 
Maryland,  Penselvania  and  Carolina,  as  they  are  Provinces  of 
great  extent  and  importance  to  the  Crown,  but  as  they  have 
been  formerly  granted  by  your  Majesty's  Predecessors  to  sev- 
erall persons  in  absolute  propriety  by  which  Title  they  claime 
a  right  of  Government.  Wee  humbly  conceive  their  present 
circumstances  and  relation  they  stand  in  to  the  Government  of 
England  to  be  a  matter  worthy  the  consideration  of  the  Par- 
liament'for  the  bringing  of  those  proprietys  and  dominions 
under  a  nearer  dependance  on  the  Crown 

All  which  is  most  humbly 
submitted. 

p.  119      On  the  25th  of  May  1689  their  Lordships  agree  further  to

Memd 

The  Right  Honorable  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  for  Trade 
and  Plantations  desire  my  Lord  President  humbly  to  propose 
to  his  Majesty  that  his  pleasure  be  signified  to  some  of  his 
Majesty's  Privy  Councill  who  are  members  of  the  House  of 
Commons  that  they  move  the  House  to  take  into  their  consid- 
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eration  the  present  state  and  Government  of  Maryland  under  p-R.o. 
the  Lord  Baltemore  and  the  relation  that  Province  stands  in  Book, ntry 
to  the  Government  of  England  in  Order  to  bring  the  same  Vo1-  S2- 
under  such  a  dependance  on  the  Crown  as  is  necessary  in  the 
present  conjuncture. 

The  Declaration  p-  R-  ?• 

Of  the  reason  and  motive  for  the  presf  Papers, 

appearing  in  arms  of  His  Majtys  Protestant 
Subjects  in  the  Province  of  Maryland. 

Although  the  nature  and  state  of  Affairs  relating  to  the 
government  of  this  Province  is  so  well  and  notoriously  known 
to  all  persons  anyway  concerned  in  the  same,  as  to  the  people 
Inhabitants  here,  who  are  more  imediately  interested,  as 
might  excuse  any  declaracon  or  apologie  for  this  presnt  inevi- 
table appearance ;  Yet  forasmuch  as  (by  the  plotte  contriv- 
ances insinuacons  remonstrances  and  subscriptions  carryed 
on,  suggested,  extorted  and  obtained,  by  the  Lord  Balte- 
more, his  Deputys  Representatives  and  officers  here)  the 
injustice  and  tyranny  under  which  we  groan,  is  palliated  and 
most  if  not  all  the  particulars  of  our  grievances  shrowded  from 
the  eyes  of  observacon  and  the  hand  of  redress,  Wee  thought 
fitt  for  general  satisfaccon,  and  particularly  to  undeceive  those 
that  may  have  a  sinister  account  of  our  proceedings  to  publish 
this  Declaracon  of  the  reasons  and  motives  inducing  us  there- 
unto. His  Lordships  right  and  title  to  the  Government  is  by 
virtue  of  a  Charter  to  his  father  Cecilius  from  King  Charles 
the  first  of  blessed  memory  how  his  present  Lordship  has 
managed  the  power  and  authority  given  and  granted  in  the 
same  wee  could  mourn  and  lament  onely  in  silence,  would  our 
duty  to  God,  our  allegiance  to  his  Vicegerent,  and  the  care  & 
welfare  of  ourselves  and  posterity  permit  us. 

In  the  first  place  in  the  said  Charter  is  a  reservation  of  the 
fayth  and  allegiance  due  to  the  Crown  of  England  (the  Prov- 
ince and  Inhabitants  being  imediately  subject  thereunto)  but 
how  little  that  is  manifested  is  too  obvious,  to  all  unbyasted 
persons  that  ever  had  anything  to  do  here  the  very  name  and 
owning  of  that  Sovereign  power  is  some  times  crime  enough 
to  incurr  the  frownes  of  our  superiors  and  to  render  our  persons 
obnoxious  and  suspected  to  be  ill-affected  to  the  government 
The  ill  usage  of  and  affronts  to  the  Kings  Officers  belonging 
to  the  customes  here,  were  a  sufficient  argument  of  this.  Wee 
need  but  instance  the  busines  of  Mr  Badcock  and  Mr  Rousby, 
of  whom  the  former  was  terribly  detained  by  his  Lordshipp 
from  going  home  to  make  his  just  complaints  in  England  upon 
which  he  was  soon  taken  sick,  and  t'was  more  then  probably 
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Colonial"  conJectur'd  that  the  conceit  of  his  confinement  was  the  chief 
Papers,  cause  of  his  death  which  soon  after  happened.    The  latter  was 
barbarously  murthered  upon  the  execucon  of  his  office  by  one 
that  was  an  Irish  papist  and  our  Cheif  Governor. 

Allegiance  here  by  those  persons  under  whom  wee  suffer 
is  little  talked  of,  other  then  what  they  would  have  done  and 
sworn  to,  to  his  Lordship  the  Lord  Proprietary,  for  it  was  very 
lately  owned  by  the  President  himselfe,  openly  enough  in  the 
Upper  House  of  Assembly,  that  fidelity  to  his  Lordshipp  was 
allegiance  and  that  the  denying  of  the  One  was  the  same  thing 
with  the  refusall  or  denyall  of  the  other.  In  that  very  Oath  of 
Fidelity,  that  was  then  imposed  under  the  penalty  of  banish- 
ment there  is  not  so  much  as  the  least  word  or  intimation  of 
any  duty,  fayth  or  allegiance  to  be  reserved  to  our  Sovereign 
Lord  the  King  of  England. 

How  the  jus  regale  is  improved  here,  and  made  the  prerog- 
ative of  his  Lordshipp,  is  so  sensibly  felt  by  us  all  in  that  abso- 
lute authority  exercised  over  us,  and  by  the  greatest  part  of 
the  Inhabitants  in  the  service  of  their  persons,  forfeiture  and 
loss  of  their  goods,  chatteles,  freeholdes  and  inheritances. 

In  the  next  place  Churches  and  Chappels,  which  by  the  said 
Charter  should  be  built  and  consecrated  according  to  the 
Ecclesiastical  lawes  of  the  Kingdom  of  England,  to  our  greate 
regrett  and  discouragement  of  our  religion,  are  erected  and 
converted  to  the  use  of  popish  Idolatary  and  superstition, 
Jesuits  and  seminarie  preists  are  the  only  incumbents;  (for 
which  there  is  a  supply  provided  by  sending  our  popish  youth 
to  be  educated  at  S'  Omers)  as  also  the  Chief  Advisers  and 
Councellors  in  affaires  of  Government,  and  the  richest  and 
most  fertile  land  sett  apart  for  their  use  and  maintenance, 
while  other  lands  that  are  piously  intended,  and  given  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Protestant  Ministry,  become  escheats,  and 
are  taken  as  forfeit,  the  ministers  themselves  discouraged,  and 
noe  care  taken  for  their  subsistance. 

The  power  to  enact  Laws  is  another  branch  of  his  Lord- 
shipp's  authority,  but  how  well  that  has  been  executed  and 
circumstances  is  too  notorious.  His  present  Lordshipp,  upon 
the  death  of  his  father,  in  order  thereunto,  sent  out  writts  for 
four  (as  was  over  the  usage)  for  each  County  to  serve  as  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  people,  but  when  elected  there  were  two  of 
each  respective  four  pickt  out  and  sumoned  to  that  con- 
vencon,  whereby  many  Laws  were  made,  and  the  greatest 
leavy  yet  known  layd  upon  the  Inhabitants.  The  next  Ses- 
sion the  house  was  filled  up,  with  the  remaining  two  that  was 
left  out  of  the  former  in  which  there  were  many  and  the  best 
of  our  Laws  enacted  to  the  great  benefit  and  satisfacon  ot  the 
people  but  his  Lordship  soon  after  dissolved  and  declared  the 
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best  of  these  Laws,  such  as  he  thought  fit,  null  and  voyd  by  p-  R-  ?• 
Proclamacon :  Notwithstanding  they  were  assented  to  in  his  Papers? 
Lordshipps  name,  by  the  Governor  in  his  absence,  and  he  him- 
selfe  some  time  personally  acted  and  governed  by  the  same, 
soe  that  the  question  in  our  Courts  of  Judicature,  in  any  point 
that  relates  to  many  of  our  Laws,  is  not  so  much  the  relacon 
it  has  to  the  said  Laws,  but  whether  the  Laws  themselves  be 
agreable  to  the  pleasure  and  approbacon  of  his  Lordshipp. 
Whereby  our  liberty  and  property  is  become  uncertain  and 
under  the  arbitary  disposition  of  the  Judge  and  Commissioners 
of  our  Courts  of  Justice. 

The  said  Assembly  being  some  time  after  dissolved  by  proc- 
lamacon another  was  elected  and  mett  consisting  only  of  two 
members  for  each  County,  directly  opposite  to  an  Act  of  As- 
sembly for  four  (in  which  severall  laws  with  his  Lordships  per- 
sonal assent  were  enacted,  among  the  which  one  for  the 
Encouragement  of  Trade  and  erecting  of  Towns,  but  the 
Execucon  of  that  Act  was  soon  after  by  Proclamacon  from  his 
Lordshipp  out  of  England  suspended  the  last  year,  and  all 
officers  Military  and  Civil  severely  prohibited  executing  and 
inflicting  the  penaltys  of  the  same.  Notwithstanding  which 
suspension  being  in  effect  a  dissolution  and  abrogateing  of  the 
whole  Act,  the  income  of  three  pence  per  hoggshead  to  the 
government  (by  the  said  Act  payable  for  every  hogshead  of 
tobacco  exported  is  carefully  exacted  &  collected.  How 
fatall  and  of  what  pernicious  consequence  that  unlimited  and 
arbitary  pretended  authority  may  be  to  the  Inhabitants,  is  too 
apparent,  but  by  considering  that  by  the  same  reason  all  the 
use  of  the  laws  whereby  our  liberties  and  properties  subsiste 
are  subject  to  the  same  arbitary  disposition,  and  if  timely 
remedy  be  not  had  must  stand  or  fall  according  to  his  Lord- 
shipps good  will  and  pleasure. 

Nor  is  this  nullyfyeing  and  suspending  power  the  only 
grievance  that  doth  perplex  and  burthen  us  in  relacon  to  Laws, 
but  these  laws  that  are  of  a  certain  and  unquestioned  accep- 
tacon  are  executed  and  countenanced,  as  they  are  more  or  less 
agreable  to  the  good  liking  of  our  Govrin  particular,  one  very 
good  lawe  provides  that  orphan  children  should  be  disposed 
of  to  persons  of  the  same  religion  with  that  of  their  dead 
parents.  In  direct  opposition  to  which  several  children  of  prot- 
estants  have  been  committed  to  the  tutlage  of  papists,  and 
brought  up  in  the  Romish  Superstition.  Wee  could  instance 
in  a  young  woman  that  has  been  lately  forced  by  order  of 
Council  from  her  hufsband  committed  to  the  custody  of  a 
papist,  and  brought  up  in  his  religion. 

T'is  endless  to  enumerate  the  particulars  of  this  nature, 
while  on  the  contrary  those  laws  that  enhance  the  grandeur 
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and  income  of  his  said  Lordshipp  are  severely  imposed  and 
Papers,  executed  especially  one  that  is  against  all  sense,  equity,  reason 
and  law  punishes  all  speeches,  practices  and  attempts  relating 
to  his  Lordship  and  Government  that  shall  be  thought  mutin- 
ous and  seditious  by  the  Judge  of  the  provincial  Court,  with 
either  whipping,  branding,  boreing  through  the  Tongue,  fines, 
imprisonments,  banishment  or  death,  all  or  either  of  the  said 
punishments  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  Judges,  who  have 
given  a  very  recent  and  remarkable  proof  of  their  authority  in 
each  particular  punishment  aforesaid,  upon  several  the  good 
people  of  this  Province,  while  the  rest  are  in  the  same  danger 
to  have  their  words  and  aeons  lyable  to  the  construction  & 
punishment  of  the  said  Judges,  and  their  lives  and  fortunes  to 
the  mercy  of  their  arbitary  fancies,  opinions  and  sentences. 

To  these  Grievances  are  added 
Excessive  Officers  Fees,  and  that  too  under  Execucon 
directly  against  the  Law  made  &  provided  to  redress  the 
same,  wherein  there  is  no  probability  of  a  legall  remedy,  the 
Officers  themselves  that  are  partys  and  culpable  being  Judges. 
The  like  Fee  being  imposed  upon  and  extorted  from  Masters 
and  Owners  of  Vessels  trading  into  this  Province,  without  any 
Law  to  justifie  the  same,  and  directly  against  the  plaine  words 
of  the  said  Charter  that  say  there  shall  be  no  imposition  or 
assessment  without  the  consent  of  the  Freemen  in  the  As- 
sembly to  the  great  obstruccon  of  trade  and  prejudice  of  the 
Inhabitants. 

The  like  excessive  Fees  imposed  upon  and  extorted  from 
the  owners  of  Vessels  that  are  built  here  or  do  really  belong 
to  the  Inhabitants  contrary  to  an  Act  of  Assembly  made  and 
provided  for  the  same,  wherein  moderate  and  reasonable  Fees 
are  ascertained  for  the  promoting  and  incouragement  of 
Shipping  and  navigation  amongst  ourselves. 

The  frequent  pressing  of  men,  horses,  boats,  provisions  and 
other  necessarys  in  time  of  peace  and  often  to  gratifie  private 
designs  and  occations,  to  the  great  burthen  and  regrett  of  the 
Inhabitants  contrary  to  Law  and  several  Acts  of  Assembly  in 
that  case  made  and  provided. 

The  seirvice  and  apprehending  of  Protestants  in  their 
houses  with  armed  force  consisting  of  Paps;s  and  that  in  time 
of  peace,  thence  hurrying  them  away  to  Prisons  without  War- 
rant or  cause  of  comittment  these  kept  and  confined  with 
popish  guards  a  long  time  without  tryall. 

Not  only  private  but  publick  outrages,  &  murthers  com- 
mitted and  done  by  papists  upon  Protesfcants  without  redress, 
but  rather  conived  at  and  tolerated  by  the  cheif  in  authority, 
and  indeed  it  were  in  vain  to  desire  or  expect  any  help  or 
other  measures  from  them  being  papists  and  guided  by  the 
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Councills  and  instigacon  of  the  Jesuits,  either  in  these  or  any  p-  R-  °- 

,  &  •  j  1  i  Colonial 

other  grievances  or  oppresions,  and  yet  these  are  the  men  papers. 
that  are  our  Cheif  Judges  at  the  Comon  Law  in  Chancery  of 
the  Probat  of  Wills  and  the  Affairs  of  Administration  in  the 
Upper  House  of  Assembly,  and  Cheif  military  Officers  and 
Commanders  of  our  forces,  being  still  the  same  individuall 
persons,  in  all  these  particular  qualifications  &  places. 

These  and  many  more  even  infinit  pressures  and  Calamitys, 
wee  have  hitherto  layne  with  patience  under  and  submitted  to, 
hoping  that  the  same  hand  of  providence  that  hath  sustained 
us  under  them  would  at  length  in  due  time  release  us.  And 
now  at  length  for  as  much  as  it  hath  pleased  Almighty  God, 
by  meanes  of  the  great  prudence  and  conduct  of  the  best  of 
Princes  our  most  gracious  King  William  to  putt  a  check  to 
that  great  inudation  of  Slavery  and  Popery,  that  had  like  to 
overwhelm  their  Majestys  Protestant  Subjects  in  all  their  Ter- 
ritorys  and  Dominions  (of  which  none  have  suffered  more  or 
are  in  greater  danger  than  ourselves)  Wee  hoped  and  ex- 
pected in  our  particular  Stations  and  qualifications,  a  propor- 
tionable shew  in  soe  great  a  blessing. 

But  our  greatest  grief  and  consternation,  upon  the  first  news 
of  the  great  overture  and  happy  change  in  England,  wee 
found  ourselves  surrounded  with  strong  and  violent  endeav- 
ours from  our  Governors  here  (being  the  Lord  Baltemores 
Deputys  and  Representatives)  to  defeat  us  of  the  same. 

Wee  still  find  all  the  meanes  used  by  these  very  persons 
and  their  Agents,  Jesuits,  Priests,  and  lay  papists  that  are  of 
malice  can  suggest  to  devise  the  obedience  and  loyalty  of  the 
inhabitants  from  their  most  sacred  Majestys  to  that  height  of 
impudence  that  solemn  masses  and  prayers  are  used  (as  we 
have  very  good  informacon)  in  their  Chappells  and  Oratorys 
for  the  prosperous  success  of  the  popish  forces  in  Ireland, 
and  the  French  designs  against  England,  whereby  they  would 
involve  us,  in  the  same  crime  of  disloyalty  with  themselves  and 
render  us  obnoxious  to  the  insupportable  displeasure  of  their 
Majesties. 

Wee  every  where  have  not  only  publick  protestations  against 
their  Majesties  rights  and  possessions  of  the  Crown  of  Eng- 
land, but  their  most  illustrious  persons  vilefied  and  aspected 
with  the  worst  and  most  trayterous  expressions  of  obloquie 
and  detraction. 

Wee  are  every  day  threatened  with  the  loss  of  our  lives, 
libertys  and  Estates  of  which  wee  have  great  reason  to  think 
ourselves  in  eminent  danger  by  the  practises  and  machinacons 
that  are  on  foot  to  betray  us  to  the  French,  Northern  and  other 
Indians  of  which  some  have  been  dealt  withall,  and  others 
invited    to    assist   in  our  distruccon,   well    remembering   the 
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p.  r.  o.  incursion  and  invade  of  the  said  Northern  Indians  in  the  year 
Papers.  i68i,who  were  conducted  into  the  heart  of  this  Province  by 
French  Jesuits,  and  lay  sore  upon  us  while  the  Representatives 
of  the  Country,  then  in  the  Assembly  were  severely  prest  upon 
by  our  superiours  to  yield  them  an  unlimited  and  tyrannicall 
power  in  the  Affairs  of  the  Militia  As  so  great  a  piece  of  vil- 
lany  cannot  be  the  result  but  of  the  worst  of  principles,  soe  wee 
should  with  the  greatest  difficulty  believe  it  to  be  true  if  unde- 
niable evidence  and  circumstances  did  not  convince  Us. 

Together  with  the  promises  we  have  with  all  due  thinking 
and  deliberacon  considered  the  endeavours  that  are  making  to 
disunite  us  among  ourselves,  to  make  and  inflame  differences 
in  our  neighbour  Collony  of  Virginia,  from  whose  friendshipp, 
vicinity  great  loyalty  and  samenes  of  Religion  wee  may  expect 
assistance  in  our  greatest  necessity.  Wee  have  considered 
that  all  the  other  branches  of  their  Majesty's  Dominions  in  this 
part  of  the  world  (as  well  as  wee  could  be  informed)  have 
done  their  duty  in  proclaiming  and  asserting  their  undoubted 
right  in  these  &  all  other  their  Majesties  Territoryes  & 
Countys. 

But  above  all  with  due  and  mature  deliberacon  wee  have 
reflected  upon  that  vast  gratitude  and  duty  incumbent  like- 
wise upon  us,  to  our  Sovereign  Lord  and  Lady  the  King  and 
Queene's  most  Excellent  Majesty's  in  which  as  it  would  not  be 
safe  for  us,  soe  it  will  not  suffer  us  to  be  silent  in  soe  great 
and  general  a  Jubilee,  withall  considering  and  looking  upon 
ourselves,  discharged,  dissolved  and  free  from  all  manner  of 
duty,  obligacon  or  fidelity  to  the  Deputy  Govr  or  Chief  Mag- 
istrate here  as  such  they  having  departed  from  their  Allegi- 
ance (upon  which  alone  our  said  duty  and  fidelity  to  them 
depends)  and  by  their  Complices  and  Agents  aforesaid  endeav- 
oured the  destruccon  of  our  religion,  lives,  libertys,  and  prop- 
ertys  all  which  they  are  bound  to  protect. 

These  are  the  reasons,  motives  and  considerraccons  which 
wee  doe  declare  have  induced  us  to  take  up  Arms  to  preserve, 
vindicate  and  assert  the  sovereign  Dominion  and  right  of 
King  William  and  Queen  Mary  to  this  Province;  to  defend 
the  Protest'  Religion  among  us,  and  to  protect  and  chelter  the 
Inhabitants  from  all  manner  of  violence,  oppression  and 
destruccon,  that  is  plotted  and  designed  against  them,  the  which 
wee  doe  solemnly  declare  and  protest  wee  have  noe  designes 
or  intentions  whatsoever. 

For  the  more  effectual  Accomplishment  of  which,  wee  will 
take  due  care  that  a  full  and  free  Assembly  be  called  and  con- 
ven'd  with  all  possible  expedicon  by  whom  we  may  likewise 
have  our  condicon  circumstances,  and  our  most  duty  full 
addresses  represented  and  tendered  to  their  Majesties,  from 
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whose  great  wisdom,  justice  and  special  care  of  the  protestant  p-  K-  °- 
religion  wee  may  reasonably  and  comfortably  hope  to  be  deliv-  paPe"s? 
ered  from  our  present  calamity  and  for  the  future  be  secured 
under  a  just  and  legall  Administracon  from  being  ever  more 
subjected  to  the  yoke  of  arbitrary  government  of  tyranny  and 
popery. 

In  the  of  wee  will  take  care,  and  doe  promise 

that  no  person  now  in  armes  with  us,  or  that  shall  come  to 
assist  us  shall  committ  any  outrage  or  doe  any  violence  to  any 
person  whatsoever  that  shall  be  found  peaceable  and  quiet 
and  not  oppose  us  in  our  said  just  and  necessary  designes, 
and  that  there  shall  be  a  just  and  due  satisfaccon  made  for 
provisions  and  other  necessarys  had  and  received  from  the 
Inhabitants  and  the  souldiers  punctually  and  duely  payed  in 
such  wayes  and  methodes  as  have  been  formerly  accustomed 
or  by  Law  ought  to  bee.

restitution  not  only  of  the  Protestant  Religion  in  general,  but 
also  in  particular  of  the  ancient  Laws,  liberties,  and  priviledges 
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of  our  native  Country  &  Kingdom  of  England  to  its  ancient  p-  R  ?• 
Lustes,  purity  and  splendor,  justly  intituling  you  unto,  &  papers? 
placing  on  your  Royal  heads  the  Imperial  Crown  of  the  Eng- 
lish Territoryes;  so  we  cannot  but  somewhat  lament  that  Wee 
(who  have  so  special  and  particular  a  share  and  benefitt  in 
these  your  so  glorious  undertakings  &  accomplishmts,  have  not 
had  the  opportunity  of  appearing  more  early  in  the  testification 
of  our  due  sense  and  acknowledgment  of  your  Majesty's 
Royall  and  Princely  care  &  indefatigable  paines  therein  taken 
and  susteined,  crowned  with  the  blessing  of  Almighty  God 
upon  your  pious  Endeavours.

Mary  (whom  God  preserve)  will  most  certainly  take  care  to

to  carry  on  the  designs  of  some  prejudiced  persons,  whose  p°Pe"s? 
malice,  rancor,  and  haughty  humours  will  have  noe  peace  with 
any  but  their  slaves,  &  vassells,  and  because  we  will  not  com- 
ply with  their  humour,  are  confined  their  prisoners,  and  we  are 
well  content  soe  to  be  as  yett,  and  are  well  assured,  had  we

Coll:  Will:  Diggsun  de  nos  Deputes  Gouverneurs,  protestant, 
et  de  tres  bon  principes  pour  sa  conduite  m'a  asseure  avoir  leu 
et  releu  la  lettre,  et  qu'il  connoissoit  parfaitement  la  main  et 
l'ecriture  de  ce  Mr  Jarret  Sly;  tout  cela  fait  juger  a  bien  des 
gens  que  ce  qui  est  arrive  depuis  un  mois  ou  six  semaines, 
n'est  que  la  fruit  de  ce  qui  a  este  conceu  et  fomente  depuis

deux  gros  canons  conduits  par  un  nomme  Richard  Brightwell, 
devant  Matapany  Sewall  qui  est  la  maison  de  my  Lord  Balte- 
more,  ou  il  demeure  quand  il  est  dans  ce  pais  et  qui  pour  lors 
servoit  de  garnison  et  de  retraitte  a  4.  ou  5.  des  deputes 
Gouveurneurs  et  a  quantite  de  families  qui  s'y  estoient  refu- 
giees,  tant  pour  leur  propre  seurete,  que  pour  assister  le  Gou- 
vernement,  et  de  ce  nombre  estoit  ce  meme  Mr  Richard  Smith 
et  sa  femme,  cydessus  mentionnes,  ne  voyant  pas  de  moyen  de 
resister  ils  cedirent,  et  rendirent  la  garnison  les  armes  pub- 
liques,  et  particulieres,  et  furent  renvoyes  a  chercher  chacfln 
sa  retraitte  la  plus  convenable  ;  depuis  ce  terns  la  les  mecontens 
ont  dispose  du  gouvernement  comme  ils  ont  voulu,  ils  ont 
donne  le  titre  de  Generall  a  ce  Mr  Coad,  qui  quelques  jours 
apres  a  pris  sur  luy  de  sommer  ou  faire  sommer,  en  le  nom 
de  sa  Majeste,  chaque  respective  Comte  de  cette  Province  de 
choisir  4.  bourgeois  pour  faire  une  assemblee  generalle  ;  qui 
fut  convoquee  le  22.  d'aoust.

Madam  Smith, 

I  doubt  not  but  you  have  heard  what  pretence  those  Gen-

tlemen  who  lately  tooke  up  armes  heere  in  Maryland  in  their  £-RP; 
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Majestie  s  names,  (to  pull  down  the  lawful  authority  ol  the  papers. 
Lord  Baltemore  heere,  which  ■  he  held  under  theire  said 
Majestys)  makes  for  my  confinement  in  prison  along  with 
your  husband  the  which  I  hope  neither  you  nor  any  good 
Christian  or  morrall  honest  man  or  woman  which  ever  had 
any  acquaintance  with  my  Life  and  conversation  will  credit, 
and  that  you  and  all  persons  to  whome  this  shall  come  may 
know  what  I  have  done  whereby  they  ground  theire  pretence, 
I  therefore  heere  after  wright  downe  the  heads  of  the  whole 
(viz1)  at  the  first  of  my  knowing  of  their  taking  up  armes 
which  was  sometime  in  July  1689.  I  endeavoured  with  what 
arguments  I  could  use  to  persuade  all  people  but  chiefely 
Col:  Jowles  (my  now  chiefe  enemy)  to  lye  still  and  keepe  the 
peace  of  the  Countrey  untill  their  Majestys  pleasure  should  be 
knowne,  for  that  I  looked  upon  it  to  be  rebellion  for  persons 
heere  without  order  from  theire  Majestys  to  take  up  armes 
against  the  lawful  authority  which  then  rested  in  the  Lord 
Proprietary  under  theire  Majestys  as  I  did  conceive,  which 
arguments  with  some  I  presume  prevailed  so  that  they  lay 
still,  but  not  with  Col:  Jowles.  Then  afterwards  when  they 
besieged  Mattapony  I  went  first  to  the  Gentlemen's  camp  and 
afterwards  to  Mattapony  &  as  an  instrument  of  peace  soe  farr 
as  I  could  with  my  weake  endeavours  Mr  Markham  being 
with  me  persuaded  both  parties  to  comply  without  sheading 
blood  and  accordingly  they  did,  at  which  time  Mattapony  and 
the  Governors  being  surrounded  &  the  magazines  of  armes  & 
amunition  all  over  the  Country  as  soon  as  possibly  they  could 
seized  on  by  those  Gentlemen  so  that  they  had  the  strength 
and  command  of  mostof  the  Countrey  in  theire  hands,  and  all 
Papists  in  Generall  desisting  to  act  any  further  in  Govern1  and 
Office,  but  Col:  Jowles  and  the  rest  of  those  Gentlemen  not 
content  to  rest  there  or  not  thinking  themselves  safe  in  what 
they  had  done  sending  out  precepts  in  theire  Majestys 
names  requireing  the  Sherifs  of  each  County  to  warne  the 
people  to  meete  together  and  chose  delegates  and  representa- 
tives to  meete  and  assemble  together  under  pretence  of 
settling  affaires  and  also  a  Proclamation  that  all  Officers  not 
being  Papists  or  haveing  beene  in  actual  armes  nor  any  ways 
declared  against  their  Majesties  service,  honour  and  dignity 
should  continue  in  theire  places  &  alsoe  a  declaration  of 
theire  owne  agreevances  to  be  publiquely  read  and  Col: 
Jowles  shewing  me  some  of  those  papers  being  directed  to  me 
as  Sheriff  of  Calvert  County  I  not  being  willing  to  execute 
theire  Commands  endeavoured  to  excuse  myselfe  saying  I 
lookt  upon  myselfe  by  the  surrender  of  the  Government  to  be 
discharged  of  my  Office,  whereupon  Coll:  Jowles  tooke  some 
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p.  r.  o.  other  course  to  have  it  done  but  afterwards  I  finding'  most 
Papers,  people  of  our  County  and  being  informed  it  was  so  generally 
through  the  Countrey  that  all  people  except  such  as  had 
beene  in  armes  or  abettors  to  theire  cause  was  willing  to 
remaine  as  they  were  untill  theire  Majesty's  pleasure  should 
be  knowne  and  I  conceiveing  that  my  consenting  to  choose 
delegates  and  representatives  to  sitt  in  such  Assembly  and 
they  countenancing  the  thing  that  was  done  although  they 
were  awed  to  it  would  make  me  guilty  as  well  as  they  that 
did  it,  therefore  I  resolved  not  to  choose  nor  consent  that  any 
should  be  chose  however  being  moddest  forebore  rayleing 
or  speaking  grosly  of  what  was  done  and  when  the  time 
apoynted  was  come  for  the  Election  Coll:  Jowles  and  divers 
of  his  souldiers  being  at  the  place  and  I  also  and  divers  of  the 
better  sort  of  the  people  of  our  County,  discourse  arrose  about 
chooseing  representatives  and  I  and  many  others  being  much 
the  greater  number  argued  against  chooseing  any,  amongst 
which  discourse  Coll:  Jowles  threatened  that  if  we  would  not 
choose  representatives  freely  he  would  fetch  them  downe 
with  the  long  sword  and  withall  required  the  deputy  Clerke 
to  read  some  papers  that  he  had  Whereupon  I  askt  Coll: 
Jowles  whether  those  papers  were  theire  Majestys  authority 
and  if  they  were  I  would  read  them  myseife  if  not  they  should 
not  be  read,  but  he  still  bid  the  Clerke  read  them  Whereupon 
I  said  to  him  and  the  rest  of  the  Company  Gentlemen  if  the 
Lord  Proprietary  have  any  authority  heere  I  command  you 
speakeing  to  the  Clerke  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Proprietary 
to  read  no  papers  heere  Whereupon  Coll:  Jowles  went  away 
in  great  rage  saying  he  would  choose  none  yett  afterwds  have- 
ing  got  some  of  his  souldiers  in  drinke  hee  and  they  did  some 
what  which  they  called  a  free  choyce  and  I  and  many  more  of 
the  better  sort  of  the  people  sett  our  hands  to  a  paper  wright- 
ing  that  exprest  modestly  and  loyally  some  reasons  why  wee 
were  not  willing  to  choose  any  representatives  to  sitt  in  that 
intended  Assembly  for  which  doeing  I  was  fetched  from  my 
house  on  Sunday  the  25th  of  August  1689.  by  James  Bigger 
and  six  other  armed  men  by  order  of  the  persons  assembled 
at  the  command  of  Coade  and  his  accomplices  and  kept  close 
prisoner  at  the  house  of  Philip  Lynes  under  a  guard  of  armed 
men  and  upon  the  3d  day  of  September  carryed  by  a  Com- 
pany of  souldiers  before  the  said  Assembly  where  Coade 
accused  me  of  rebellion  against  theire  Majestys  King  William 
and  Queen  Mary  for  acting  as  above  written  and  withall  told 
me  if  I  would  submit  to  a  tryal  they  would  assigne  me  Council 
whereto  I  answered  them  that  I  was  a  free  borne  and  loyall 
subject  to  theire  Majestyes  of  England  and  therefore  expected 
the  benefitt  of  all  those  laws  of  England  that  were  made  for 
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the  preservation  of  the  lives  and  Estates  of  all  such  persons  £•  R-  p. 
and  therefore  should  not  submitt  myselfe  to  any  such  unlawful  papers? 
authority  as  I  take  yours  to.be  Thereupon  they  demanded  of 
me  who  was  theire  Majestys  lawful  authority  heere  I  an- 
swered I  was  as  being  an  Officer  under  the  Lord  Baltemore 
until  theire  Majestys  pleasure  should  be  otherwise  lawfully 
made  knowne,  then  they  ordered  the  souldiers  to  take  me 
away  a  while  and  soone  after  ordered  my  bringing  againe 
before  them  with  Mr  Smith  and  Mr  Bother  telling  us  it  was  the 
Order  of  the  House  that  we  must  find  good  and  sufficient 
security  to  be  bound  for  us  to  answer  before  their  Majestys' 
Comissioners  lawfull  authority  what  should  be  objected  against 
us  and  in  the  meane  time  be  of  good  behaviour  To  which  we 
answered  theire  authoritys  we  lookt  upon  not  lawfull  to  force 
us  to  give  any  bonds  &  that  we  had  Estates  in  this  Countrey 
sufficient  to  oblige  our  staying  to  answere  what  any  lawful 
authority  could  object  against  us  Then  we  were  againe  ordered 
away  to  Mr  Lyneses  with  a  guard  to  keepe  us  prisoners  still 
&  afterwards  haveing-  considered  with  ourselves  wee  informed 
them  by  Mr  Johns  and  severall  of  them  themselves  speakeing 
with  us  that  we  would  give  them  what  bonds  they  pleased  for 
our  answering  what  should  be  objected  against  us  by  any 
lawfull  authority  leaveing  out  the  Clause  of  good  behaviour 
for  that  we  knew  they  would  make  anything  they  pleased 
breach  of  good  behaviour  and  under  pretence  of  that  trouble 
us  againe  at  theire  pleasure  but  that  would  not  do  so  at  the 
adjourning  of  the  Assembly  we  were  all  ordered  by  them  to 
be  kept  in  safe  custody  of  Mr  Gilbert  Clarke  whom  they  made 
Sheriff  of  Charles  County,  untill  we  should  give  bond  as  above 
required  which  is  the  whole  substance  hitherto  proceeded  on 
that  is  knowne  to  your  humble  servant  to  command

Maryland  Septr  20th  1689. 
My  Lord, 

My  education  and  employment  hath  left  me  unfurnished 
with  language  sutable  to  adresse  myselfe  to  your  Lordship 
soe  that  I  humbly  begg  pardon  for  offering  this  trouble,  but 
as.  I  have  been  long  happier  under  my  Lordsps  just  Govern- 
ment soe  cannot  but  be  sensible  of  the  late  fatall  mischiefs 
befallen  us  here  by  which  myselfe  and  thousands  more  are 
deprived  of  such  happiness  ;  and  as  myselfe  and  all  others 
living  under  your  Lordships'  protection  for  these  many  years 
past  haveing  always  enjoyed  our  free  libertie  in  the  exercise  of 
our  religion  together  with  the  benefit  of  the  laws  of  our  native 
Countrey  England  and  all  other  rights  &  properties  that  a 
free  Englishman  could  desire  or  wish  to  enjoy  for  my  Lord  we 
cannot  but  lament  and  condole  our  late  losse  of  all  those  priv- 
iledges  of  which  we  are  now  utterly  deprived  and  that  by  the 
malice,  pride  and  ambition  of  some  restless  spirits  here  ;  as  by 
a  late  confederacie  have  endeavoured  by  whome  we  are  brought 
under  the  apprehension  of  nothing  lesse  than  the  inevitable 
ruine  and  destruction  not  only  of  us  and  ours  but  alsoe  of  your 
Lordships  peaceable  Governm'  and  as  much  as  in  them  lyes 
of  your  Lordships  just  prerogative  and  interest  here  haveing 
by  force  of  armes  deposed  your  Lordship's  deputies  and  Gov- 
ernors and  divested  them  of  the  legall  power  and  authority 
they  exercised  under  your  Lordship  making  voyd  all  your 
Lordship's  Comissions  both  civill  and  millitarie  by  which  they 
have  broken  disolved  and  extinguished  all  lawes;  disjointed 
and  unsettled  the  whole  frame  and  order  of  this  your  Lord- 
ship's Government  under  such  pretences  as  plainly  apeares 
they  have  neither  power  nor  authority  to  maintain  (otherwise 
plausible)  but  soe  contrary  are  their  practises  and  proceedings 
that  they  are  not  only  contrary  but  in  defiance  of  all  laws  both 
humane  &  divine;  some  few  people  here,  out  of  each  County 
only,  sideing  and  making  part  with  them  soe  that  they  might 
with  ease  have  been  subdued  ;  but  that  for  a  handful  of  people 
to  take  armes  one  against  another  &  other  reasons  which 
induces  us  rather  to  suffer  that  with  patience  which  could  not 
be  prevented  but  by  making  the  case  worse ;  for  as  hitherto 
noe  blood  hath  been  spilt  altho'  we  are  in  great  fear  and  terror 
that  it  will  not  end  without;  except  some  speedy  meanes  from 
your  Lordship  to  prevent  the  same ;  your  Lordship's  pres- 
ence here  would  doe  the  work  for  which  wee  dayly  pray ; 
my  Lord  I  am  heartily  sorrie  that  such  distractions  should 
befall  us  over  which  is  all  except  the  obligations  of  my  duty 
and  fidellity  to  your  Lordship  whose  I  am  in  all  dutifull 
respects  to  my  power.

have  received  His  Majesty's  commands  from  your  Lordships  ' 
&  Cap:  Gillam,  intimateinge  warrs  with  the  French  Kinge, 
and  to  put  the  Province  in  a  posture  of  defence,  against  the 
French,  and  that  ships  from  hence  sayle  hereafter  in  fleets. 
As  to  what  relates  to  the  French  attempts  against  His  Majesty's 
Province  and  subjects  here,  make  bold  to  informe  your  Lord- 
ship, that  all  possible  and  convenient  care  hasbeen  taken  (before 
the  arrivall  of  your  Lordshipps  letter  and  the  said  Gillam)  by 
takeinge  up  armes  against  our  late  popish  Govrs  here  in 
defence  of  their  Majestyes  soveraigne  right  and  title  to  this 
Province  the  protestant  religion  and  the  lives  and  libertyes  of 
His  Majestyes  Subjects  here,  which  we  had  sufficient  reason  to 
thinke  in  danger  of  being  undermined  and  betrayed  by  the 
hopes  and  encouragement  the  papists  here,  as  well  as  else- 
where, His  Majestyes  knowne  enemies  have  from  the  French; 
concerninge  which,  the  Officers  souldiers  and  gentlemen  then 
in  armes  have  sent  their  declaration,  and  most  humble  and 
dutyfull  addresses  to  their  Majestyes;  which  are  the  generall 
heads  of  our  complainte  and  caus  of  flyeinge  to  armes:  which 
have  been  likewise  seconded  by  another  address  from  the 
whole  Province  in  a  generall  Assembly,  to  which  with  all 
humility  referr.  In  order  to  our  further  security  we  have  an 
Agent  at  Albanye  under  His  Majestyes  Government  of  New 
Yorke  ;  to  remit  us  what  information  he  can  of  the  French  pro- 
ceedings or  attempts  from  Canady,  who  hath  sent  us  account 
of  some  Indian  spies  sent  from  thence  into  this  Province  to 
make  observation  of  the  preparation  and  strength  of  the  same, 
I  have  therefore  and  in  obedience  to  His  Majestyes  commands 
by  Captain  Gillam,  sent  orders  to  all  the  military  Officers  in 
each  County  in  this  Province  to  make  all  necessary  prepara- 
tion of  defence,  which  will  be  complyed  with  upon  account  of 
our  allegiance,  self  preservation  and  the  great  encouragement 
His  Majesty  has  been  pleased  to  give  us  (in  your  Lordship's 
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p.  r.  o.  letter)  by  his  gracious  promise  of  protection    and  succours. 

Papers.  Have  likewise  given  orders  to  His  Majesty's  Collectors  here, 
and  the  navall  Officers  that  noe  ships  sayle  from  here  here- 
after but  in  fleets,  or  by  His  Majesty's  commands.  It  is  noe 
small  advantage  to  His  Majlie's  Service  that  your  Lordship's 
letter  came  noe  sooner  into  this  Province,  whereby  it  might 
happen  into  the  hands  of  the  late  Governours  who  have  upon 
all  occasions  expressed  their  dependance  and  hopes  in  the 
French  disclaimed  His  Majestye  and  have  publiquely  owned 
and  declared  for  the  late  Kinge  James,  who  would  therefore  in 
all  probability  improve  the  same  (as  they  might  manage  it)  to 
the  greate  prejudice  of  His  Majesty's  interests,  especially 
haveinge  orders  from  the  sayd  late  Kinge  James  (whome  they 
still  soe  much  magnifye)  to  the  contrary,  as  the  enclosed  sent 
your  Lordship  in  which  affair  this  is  remarkable  that  in  the 
mean  time  Colonel  Dungan  Governor  of  New  Yorke  sent 
orders  as  from  the  sayd  Kinge  James  to  this  Province  and  Vir- 
ginia, to  rayse  money  for  the  sayd  Dungan's  assistance  against 
the  French  which  am  informed  was  complyed  with  in  Virginia, 
but  disobeyed  here,  for  reasons  sufficiently  obvious  and  con- 
siderable, all  which  with  all  humility  and  respect  leave  to  your 
Lordship's  consideration

I  believe  your  Lordship  has  ere  now  had  some  intelligence 
either  by  Captain  Burneham  or  Johnson  of  the  strange  rebel- 
lion your  ungrateful  people  of  this  your  Lordship's  Province 
have  involved  themselves  in,  moved  by  the  wicked  instigations 
of  Code,  Jowles,  Blackston,  Cheseldyn,  Parson,  Thurling  and 
severall  others  to  that  degree  that  they  have  quite  unhinged 
your  Lordship's  Government  and  (as  if  there  were  noe  justice 
to  be  had  but  such  as  they  please  to  distribute,  or  as  if  the 
whole  body  of  the  Lawes  were  to  be  annulled  by  their  wild 
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fancyes)  have  taken  upon  themselves  to  declare  your  Lord-  £• R-  °: 
ship's  charter  forfeited  as  your  Lordship  may  see  by  their  papa's! 
malitious  declaration  (which  the  Bearer  will  shew  your  Ldp) 
They  have  further  taken  upon  themselves  to  give  Comissions 
to  Sheriffs  and  Justices  of  their  own  stamp  and  constitute  other 
Officers  both  civill  and  military  utterly  excluding  not  only  all 
Roman  Catholiques  from  bearing  any  office  whatsoever  (con- 
trary to  an  express  act  of  Assembly)  but  alsoe  all  Protestants 
that  refuse  to  joyne  with  them  in  their  irregularities,  imprison- 
ing such  of  them  as  declare  against  their  illegal  proceedings, 
and  arbitrarily  threatening  to  hang  any  man  that  takes  upon 
him  to  justify  your  Lordship's  right.  They  have  assumed  the 
power  of  calling  an  Assembly  the  Election  of  which  was  in  most 
Countyes  awed  by  their  souldiers,  one  County  disowned  their

Copy  of  their  Journall  But  soe  it  is  that  neither  Catholique 
nor  honest  Protestant  can  well  call  his  life  or  estate  his  own 
and  if  your  Lordship  (according  to  your  wonted  care  &  ten-

I  am  ordered  by  the  Gentm  and  Officers  now  in  Armes  for 
his  Majties  service  in  this  Province  to  informe  your  Honr  that 
severall  of  his  Majlies  Professed  Enemyes  lately  in  Office  here 
and  in  Armes  against  his  Majesties  Protestant  subjects  are 
fled  into  the  Collony  of  Virginia  under  your  Government  to 
witt  Mr  William  Josephs,  Mr  Nicholas  Sewall  one  Woodcocke

genitors,  wherein  our  Rights  and  Freedoms  are  so  interwoven  pap°"s? 
with  his  Lordships  Prorogative  that  we  have  alwaies  had  the 
same  liberties  and  priviledges  secured  to  us*  as  other  your 
Majesties  Subjects  in  the  Kingdom  of  England  And  we  again 
by  virtue  of  the  said  Charter  (as  it  enjoined  us)  have  alwaies 
paid  our  obedience  to  the  Lord  Baltemore  and  his  honble  father 
by  whom  equally  and  indifferently  were  justice,  favour,  authority 
and  preferment  administered,  bestowed  conferred,  and  given 
to  and  upon  your  Majestys  Subjects  of  all  persuasions.)  Doe 
in  prostrate  and  humble  manner  testifie  to  your  Majestys  that 
we  abhorr  and  detest  the  falsehood  and  unfaithfulness  of  John 
Coade,  and  other  his  Associates  and  Agents,  who  first  by  dis- 
persing untrue  Reports  of  prodigious  Armies  of  Indians  and 
French  Papists  invading  us  did  stir  up  unjust  jealousies  and 
dismal  apprehensions  in  the  less  cautious  sort  of  people  of  this 
Province  and  then  having  thereby  created  in  them  unnecessary 
fears,  and  disposed  the  people  to  mutiny  and  tumult,  made  a 
furthur  insurrection,  and  extorted  the  lawfull  Government 
from  the  Lord  Propry  who  was  alwaies  as  ready  to  redress  our 
aggrievances  as  we  to  complain.

Whereas  by  King  Charles  the  first  of  our  ever  blessed 
Memory  a  Charter  for  the  Province  of  Maryland  was  granted 
unto  Cecilius  late  Lord  Baltemore  containing  divers  Honb,e 
priviledges  and  Franchises  given  to  the  said  Cecilius  his  heirs 
and  Successors  Lords  and  Proprietaries  of  the  same,  and  also 
due  care  and  provision  therein  made  for  the  preservation  of

were  not  such  fools  as  to  lay  down  their  armes  without  a  gen11 
pardon  for  all  misdemeanours  committed  by  them  during  the 
time  of  this  late  Revolution  by  which  wee  can  conjecture  noe

Memorandum  of  Smith's  Case. 

16th  Dec"  1689. 
Richard  Smith  Junr  of  Calvert  County  in  the  Province  ot 
Maryland  being  Cap'  of  a  company  of  Foote,  and  having 
Order  come  from  the  honourable  his  Lopps  Councill  the  then 
Governor  of  this  Province  Imediately  to  raise  his  Company  to 
aid  and  assist  in  defence  of  the  Government,  peace  and  wel- 
fare of  this  Province,  for  th'  Cap*  John  Coode,  Major  Cambell 
and  divers  others  were  in  Armes,  intending  to  suppress  the 
Govermnt  and  the  better  to  carry  on  their  designs,  caused  a 
false  report  to  be  spread  abroard  that  the  papists  had  com- 
bined with  the  Northern  Indians  to  destroy  all  Protestants, 
which  soe  incensed  the  people  before  the  said  Smith  could  gett 
his    Company    together    had    certain    intelligence    the    state 
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Papers,  party,  bmiths  men  said  they  were  willing  to  march  with  him 
upon  any  other  occasion,  but  not  to  fight  for  the  papists 
against  themselves,  he  alledged  they  mistook  the  case  it  was 
not  religion  but  the  settled  peace,  Government  and  Lawes  of 
the  Land,  th'  he  then  endeavoured  to  preserve,  from  the  En- 
croachment of  such  as  had  no  legal  pretence  to  it,  many  said 
we  doubt  not  they  have  power  from  England  to  Justine  their 
proceedings  (soe  far  were  the  people  misled  by  them)  Smith 
answered  if  they  have  any  power  from  the  King  of  England, 
we  are  all  obliged  to  stand  by  them,  you  may  be  sure  they 
have  none,  for  if  they  could  produce  any  such  thing,  need  not 
to  take  up  armes,  for  I  am  confident  all  Maryland  will  not 
afford  one  man  to  oppose  the  King's  authority,  therefore  all 
such  as  are  voluntarily  and  freely  willing  to  go  with  me  to 
preserve  the  Government  and  peace  of  the  Country,  draw  of 
from  the  body,  soe  having  about  forty  men ;  Smith  marched 
with  them  to  Mattapany  the  garrison  and  place  where  the  Gov- 
ernment then  was,  Coode  and  his  party  had  soe  possest  the 
minds  of  the  people  of  the  necessity  of  displacing  all  papists, 
for  that  the  Indians  were  coming  forthwith  to  kill  all  the 
Protestants,  soe  that  in  few  days  after  Smith  being  at  Matta- 
pany it  was  beseiged  by  said  Coode,  and  a  strong  party  of  his 
accomplices,  and  Mattapany  surrendered  upon  termes,  all  this 
while  the  pretence  was  against  none  but  papists,  but  Smith 
himself  being  a  Protestant  and  all  his  men  except  only  four 
were  Protesls  nevertheless  Smith  had  not  been  at  home  above 
two  or  three  days,  when  armed  men  came,  seized  and  carried 
him  to  prison,  and  by  a  Letter  from  new  made  Cap'  John 
Paine,  to  new  made  Captain  Michaell,  was  urged  to  be  careful 
to  take  Smith,  for  that  he  was  going  to  England  with  Cap' 
Johnson  Johnson  being  sailed,  Smith  had  his  liberty  again 
now  most  of  the  responsible  men  of  this  Province  being  dis- 
satisfied at  the  proceedings  of  those  violent  and  malitious  men, 
which  have  now  usurped  the  power,  for  saith  all  judicious 
men,  whenever  his  Majesty  of  greate  Britaine,  shall  signifie  his 
pleasure  to  this  Country,  there  will  be  no  resistance  therefore 
noe  need  of  taking  armes,  the  better  to  put  a  cooler  upon  their 
evil  actions,  Code  and  his  Adherents  call  an  Assembly,  sev- 
eral of  Smith's  neighbours  and  friends  being  all  Protestants, 
desired  his  advice  in  this  Case,  and  within  his  Opinion  might 
be  the  great  end  and  designe  of  calling  the  Assembly  to  which 
Smith  replied,  he  believed  the  design  was  to  have  an  Assembly 
to  approve  of  what  they  had  done,  but  for  his  part  was  for 
choosing  no  Burgisses,  but  declaring  under  his  hand  against 
all  choice,  until  a  Lawfull  power  from  England,  and  they  that 
had  taken  the  records  and  Magazine  to  look  to  the  safe  keep- 
ing and  delivering  them  to  a  lawful  power  when  it  came,  most 
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of  the  new  men  of  any  note  in  Calvert  County  being  of  the  p-  R-  p. 
same  mind,  An  Arrundel  County  being  one  of  the  most  con-  paP°™* 
siderable,  and  in  which  is  not  five  papists,  they  would  not 
choose  Burgisses  at  Coode's  Command,  however  they  have 
at  some  rate  or  other  procured  some  from  the  other  County s 
the  said  Smith,  Mr  Michaell  Taney,  and  Mr  Cecilius  Butler 
taken  prisoners  and  kept  with  great  severity  about  tenn  days, 
in  which  time  many  of  the  Burgisses  which  were  men  of  their 
own  faction,  and  chosen  by  their  own  souldiers,  used  all  means 
to  persuade  the  said  Smith,  Tany,  and  Butler  to  submitt  to  and 
own  their  power,  at  last  being  called  to  the  House  of  As- 
sembly, Coode  in  a  large  Speech  sett  forth  that  to  endeavour 
to  hinder  them  in  their  proceedings  was  no  less  than  rebellious, 
for  that  they  seized  and  took  the  Country  for  their  Majesties 
Service,  Smith  replied  that  his  faith  and  Allegiance  would 
not  admitt  him  to  submitt  to  any  other  power  in  this  place, 
than  what  is  lawfully  decended  from  the  Crown  of  England, 
if  you  have  any  such  I  honor  and  obey,  the  Speaker  reply'd 
we  are  satisfied  in  our  power,  said  Smith,  I  have  heard  you 
have  a  proclamation  which  you  say  gives  you  power  to  do 
what  you  have  done,  I  have  often  desired  to  see  it,  I  never 
could,  I  now  desire  that  I  may  hear  it  read,  the  Cap1  of  the 
Guard  was  commanded  to  take  away  the  Prisoner,  Tany  & 
Butler  called  for  singly  afterwards,  all  called  together  when 
Mr  Speaker  told  the  Prisoners,  the  House  had  considered 
upon  their  Cause,  and  it  is  agreed  they  should  give  Bond 
with  good  security  for  to  answer  before  the  Kings  Majestys 
Officers  when  they  come  from  England;  and  be  of  the  good 
behaviour  in  the  mean  time,  the  prisoners  Answer  they  will 
give  Bond  to  Answer  but  not  otherwise,  for  if  at  any  time  in 
discourse  shall  say  you  had  noe  lawfull  power,  it  shall  be 
esteemed  no  good  behaviour,  and  soe  hurried  to  prison  again. 
Smith  demands  again  to  know  by  what  power  he  is  thus  taken 
and  kept  a  Prisoner,  and  what  Law  of  England  or  this  Coun- 
try, he  hath  broken,  for  answer,  take  them  away  guard. 
Smith,  Tany  and  Butler  continue  Prisoners  to  the  great  dislike 
of  many  people,  but  they  use  all  the  means  to  persuade  their 
friends  to  bear  it  with  patience,  till  a  Lawfull  power  come  to 
release  them.

Gentlemen, 

I  am  a  free  born  Subject  of  England,  therefore  as  such  I 


& 
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Papers,  violated. 

By  all  that  I  have  either  read,  heard  or  understood,  all 
officers  both  military  and  civill,  first  have  their  Comissions 
publickly  read,  and  then  expect  to  be  obeyed  in  their  severall 
stations,  and  noe  otherwise,  for  if  he  that  hath  a  Commission 
for  the  peace,  only  should  take  upon  him  to  command  an 
army,  or  a  Generall  of  an  Army,  because  he  is  such,  should 
assume  the  Bench,  and  take  the  place  of  one  of  the  twelve 
Judges,  I  doe  believe  small  obedience  would  be  used  or  shewn 
to  their  commands,  and  they  must  severely  answer  for  the 
same  to  the  King. 

I  desire  to  know  what  lawes  I  have  broaken,  and  by  what 
power  I  am  thus  taken,  and  kept  a  close  prisoner. 

To  the  best  of  my  rememb.rance,  it  was  in  the  reigne  of 
King  Charles  the  first  of  blessed  memory,  when  an  Act  of 
Parliament  was  made  to  put  downe  the  Court  of  Starr  Cham- 
ber, for  that  they  vexed  and  greeved  the  people,  contrary  to  the 
Grand  Charter,  Where  it  is  sett  forth  at  large  the  priviledges 
belonging  to  an  Englishman,  and  that  none  shall  be  taken  or 
imprisoned,  but  by  writt  originall,  &  matter  of  record,  and 
shall  be  heard  before  Justices,  (which  I  take  to  be  men  in  law- 
full  Cofnss:)  and  the  Judgement  shall  be  according  to  the 
common  course  of  the  Law,  &  the  old  lawes  of  the  Land. 
Should  the  Lord  High  Chancellor  of  England,  temporal  Lord, 
Bishop  or  any  person  whatsoever,  molest  any  of  His  Majesty's 
Subjects,  in  Body  or  Estate,  contrary  to  that  law  (as  I  doe 
conceive  I  now  am)  such  person  so  offending  shall  for  the  first 
offence,  forfeit  500.  pounds  good  and  lawfull  money  of  Eng- 
land, to  the  party  grieved,  his  Executors  or  Adminrs  which 
shall  sue  for  the  same,  as  I  am  an  Englishman,  fear  cannot  soe 
much  drown'd  my  reason,  as  to  make  me  believe  I  am  this  day 
bound  to  obey  the  man  which  is  only  in  hopes  to  morrow,  to 
have  a  Commission  to  act  in  that  spheere. 

Wee  are  all  satisfied  that  the  Lord  Baltemore  had  good 
right  to  the  Proprietaryshipp  of  this  Province,  nor  doe  we 
know  that  it  is  anywaies  taken  from  him,  if  he  or  his  officers 
shall  presume  to  act  longer  then  they  have  just  power,  they 
must  answer  for  it,  and  I  am  apt  to  believe  in  such  case,  the 
Lord  Baltemore  will  first  be  called  upon,  and  then  his  several 
Officers,  to  answer  according  to  their  severall  Offences.  Which 
I  doubt  not  their  sacred  Majesties  will  cause  to  be  truly  exam- 
ined into  and  whenever  there  shall  come  a  lawfull  power  from 
England  either  by  some  person  sent  from  thence  or  a  Cofnis- 
sion  to  some  Gentleman  or  gentlemen  that  are  in  this  Country 
I  shall  be  as  just  and  faithfull  to  support  the  government  to 
the  best  of  my  ability  as  any  man. 
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It  is  possible  that  the  present  state  of  affairs  with  us  are  such  p-  *■  ?• 
that  it  may  bexfor  the  publick  good  of  the  Country  to  make  Papers3 
up  with  matter  of  conveniency  that  which  legallity  doth  not 
fully  square  with  our  present  necessity. 

I  doubt  not  but  this  great  and  wise  Body  pollitick  will  duely 
consider  which  may  be  the  best  and  fittest  method  to  take  in 
settling  the  peace  and  quiett  of  this  Country,  that  we  may  soe 
remaine  till  their  Majestie's  Royall  commands  be  made  knowne 
here  which  doubtless  will  be  to  the  rejoyceinge  of  us  all. 

And  after  this  Boddy  pollitick  hath  soe  settled  a  method  for 
peace  and  quietness  he  that  shall  after  that  and  before  power 
from  England  endeavour  to  disturb  or  make  any  alteration  in 
the  same  cannot  be  deemed  a  friend  to  the  publick  good  of 
this  Province  as  I  hope  I  shall  ever  be.

December  17th  1689. 
Sl  Maries  County  in  Maryland. 
May  it  please  your  Lordpps- 

The  within  was  sent  your  Lordships  by  one  Ellis  Command1" 
of  the  Bark  Mary  of  Maryland  bound  for  London,  which  have 
presumed  to  second  by  the  bearer  Cap1  Gillam  Commander  of 
the  Ketch  Crave.  All  possible  care  has  been  taken  by  their 
Majesties  Subjects  here,  to  the  best  of  their  abilitys  in  their 
present  circumstances  to  represent  their  present  condition  to 
His  Majesty  whereby  they  have  humbly  petitioned  his  gracious 
Consideration  of  them,  &  a  Settlement  under  a  Protestant 
Government,  particularly  in  the  Declaration  and  Address  of 
the  Commanders  and  Officers  in  Armes  for  His  Majtys  Service 
and  the  Protestant  Interest,  sent  by  Captain  William  Burnham 
Commander  of  the  Ship  Constant,  and  Cap1  William  Johnson 
Commander  of  the  Ship  Content  bound  for  London,  which 
was  followed  by  another  Address  of  the  Representative  body 
of  the  Province  in  a  full  convention  of  Assembly  sent  by  John 
Cruchee  Commander  of  the  Brigantine.  Happy  Return  of 
New  York  bound  for  Toptham,  and  by  Cap'  Thomas  Everard 
Comdr  of  the  Thomas  and  Susanna  bound  for  London,  all 
directed  to  your  Lordships,  wherein  your  Ldps  were  humbly 
supplicated  to  represent  the  same  to  His  Majestie  being 
esteemed  by  us,  the  best  means  wee  could  make  use  of  in  our 
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present  circumstances  for  redress,  and  to  demonstrate  our 
dutifull  acknowledgement  and  loyalty.     I  have  herewith  pre- 
sumed (fearing  the  failure  of  what  has  been  sent  formerly)  to 
enclose  a  Copy  of  our  Declaration,  and  of  the  Address  from 
the   Representative  Body  of  this  Province  in   the  Assembly 
likewise  of  the  late  King  Jame's  Letter  to  the  late  Governing 
power  here,  being  a  duplicate  of  one  sent  by  the  aforesaid 
Ellis.    Humbly  certifie  that  their  Majesties  Protestant  Subjects 
here  have  from  each  County  prepared  their  most  dutiful  Ad- 
dresses for  their  Majesties  of  which  six  are  come  to  my  hands, 
and  goe  by  the  said  Gillam,  the  rest  shall  follow  by  the  first 
opportunity  his  haste   not  permitting  time  to  stay  for  three, 
which  is  likewise  the  reason  these  sent  are  not  so  full  of  Sub- 
scriptions as  they  would  be  otherwise.     Your  Lordships  are 
likewise  humbly  desired  to  present  the  same  to  their  Majties  as 
the  best  acknowledgements  their  most  dutifull  Subjects  cann 
Express  of  their  Faith  and  Loyalty.     In  relation  to  his  Majties 
Affairs  in  these  Northern   parts  of  America,  wee  have  this 
advice  from  the  Governor  of  the  Fort  at  New  York,  that  the 
French   have   made   attempt   upon   New   England,   but   are 
repelled  to  their  great  damage,  that  they  are  all  upon  their 
guard  against  any  attempts  from  Canada,  as  likewise  wee  are 
at  this  present  in  this  Province  daily  expecting  the  inroads  of 
the  French  and  their  Indians,  but  blessed  be  God  wee  are  in  a 
good  posture  of  defence  against  them  and  the  Papists  here, 
the  chiefest  of  which  are  fled  and  sheltered  in  Virginia,  have 
addressed  the  Government  there  to  secure  them,  especially 
from  flying  furthur,  Fearing  their  complication  with  our  North- 
ern Enemies  may  prove  fatal  to  his  Majesties  Interests  here; 
the  dispondency  of  the  Virginia  Government  has  disabled  us 
to  give  a  more  particular  account  hereof.     Wee  all  humbly 
begg  your  Lordship  would  be  pleased  to  intercede  for  us  to 
his  Majestie  for  a  settlement  amongst  us  under  a  protestant 
Government  and  appoint  a  hearing  of  our  complaints  and 
grievances  which  wee  doubt  not  will  incline  his  gracious  con- 
sideration of  us  in  order  to  our  future  happiness  &  security. 
Wee  are  in  some  sort  covered  from  danger  from  the  generous 
attempts  of  his  Majesties  Subjects  of  New.  En  gland  and  New 
York,  but  are  still  altogether  unsafe,  till  his  Majesties  pleasure 
relating  to  us  be  known  whose  service  is  the  happiness  as  well 
as  duty  of  Your  Lordships  most

30th  Decer  1689. 

Upon  the  25th  of  March  last  a  rumour  was  spread  abroard 
about  the  mouth  of  Puttuxent  River  that  Ten  Thousand 
Indians  were  come  down  to  the  Western  Branch  of  the  said 
River,  whereupon  my  husband  went  up  to  the  said  Western 
Branch  where  he  found  noe  Indians  but  there  a  strong  Report 
that  nine  Thousand  were  at  Matapany  and  at  the  mouth  of 
Puttuxent  and  that  they  had  cutt  off  Cap' Bournes  Family  and 
had  inforted  themselves  at  Matapany,  which  was  all  false, 
upon  these  rumours  the  Country  rose  in  Arms,  but  after  dili- 
gent search  and  enquiry  in  all  parts  of  the  Province  this 
rumour  was  found  to  be  only  a  sham  and  noe  Indians  anywhere 
appeared  to  disturb  or  molest  any  the  People  of  our  Province. 
All  which  reports  I  do  verily  believe  were  designedly  spread 
abroard  to  incite  the  People  to  rise  in  Armes  as  afterwards 
by  the  like  Sham  they  were  induced  to  doe.  For  in  the  latter 
end  of  July  following  one  Cap'  Code,  Coll.  Jowles,  Majr  Beal 
Mr  Blackiston  with  some  others  appeared  in  Armes  and  gave 
for  their  pretence  that  the  Papists  had  invited  the  Northern 
Indians  to  come  down  and  cutt  off  the  Protestants  and  that 
their  descent  was  to  be  about  the  latter  end  of  August  when 
roasting  Eares  were  in  season  and  that  they  therefore  rose  in 
Armes  to  secure  the  Magazine  of  armes  and  amunition  and 
the  Protestants  from  being  cutt  off  by  the  said  Indians  and 
Papists,  this  was  their  pretence  to  those  they  found  very 
apprehensive  of  the  said  Indians  to  others  they  said  their 
design  was  only  to  proclaim  the  King  and  Queen,  but  when 
the  aforesd  persons  with  some  others  had  gathered  together 
a  great  number  of  People  together  they  then  came  out  and 
seized  upon  the  Government,  who  withstood  them  first  at 
S[  Maryes  in  the  State  House  where  the  Records  are  kept, 
whom  the  said  Code  and  his  party  soon  overcame  and  seized 
upon  the  Records,  from  thence  he  proceeded  with  his  party  to 
Matapany  House,  wherein  Coll.  Darnall  with  some  Forces  as 
many  Protestants  as  Papists  had  garrisoned  themselves,  but 
were  soon  forced  to  capitulate,  surrender  and  yeild,  to  the  said 
Code  and  his  party.  They  having  thus  possessed  themselves 
of  the  Government  one  Johnson  Master  of  a  Ship  being  bound 
for  England,  they  gave  him  charge  he  should  carry  noe  Let- 
ters but  what  was  sent  for  themselves,  and  my  Husband  they 
arrested  and  put  in  prison  for  fear  he  should  goe  for  England 
with  the  said  Johnson  to  give  an  accompt  of  their  proceedings

p.  k.  o.  and  as  soon  as  the  said  Johnson  was  gone  they  released  him 
Papers,  again.  The  said  Code  and  his  Complices  then  sent  out  Let- 
ters to  all  the  Countys  of  the  Province  to  choose  an  Assembly ; 
what  was  done  in  the  rest  of  the  Countys  besides  Calvert  and 
Ann  Arrundell  I  am  not  acquainted  with,  but  when  the  said 
Letters  for  the  choosing  of  Burgesses  came  to  our  Sheriff  to 
summon  the  people  for  that  purpose  he  refused  the  same, 
they  then  went  to  Mr  Clegatt  Corroner  and  he  also  refused 
(who  are  both  Protestants)  whereupon  Coll.  Jowles  rode  about 
to  give  the  people  notice  himself.  When  the  County  were 
come  together  most  of  the  House  Keepers  agreed  not  to 
choose  any  Burgesses,  and  drew  up  an  abhorence  againstsuch 
proceedings,  the  which  Election  was  alsoe  much  opposed  by 
our  Sheriff,  whereupon  Coll.  Jowles  gathered  his  soldiers  and 
caused  the  Election  to  be  made  by  the  number  he  had  which 
was  not  above  Twenty  and  of  them  not  above  ten  that  were 
capable  of  Electing.  Coll.  Jowles  himself  and  Majr  Bealhis  next 
Officer  were  returned  for  two  of  the  Burgesses  elected,  and 
because  Mr  Taney  the  Sheriff  and  my  Husband  endeavoured 
to  oppose  the  said  Election,  the  said  Code  caused  them  to  be 
'  ,  put  in  prison.  Neither  for  this  Election  nor  in  their  Cause 
did  almost  any  of  our  County  appear  that  were  men  of  Estates 
or  men  of  note,  but  they  to  the  contrary  published  an  abhor- 
ence against  such  proceedings  and  were  themselves  as  are 
most  of  our  County  Protestants.  The  County  of  Ann  Arrun- 
dell which  is  accounted  the  most  populous  and  richest  of  the 
whole  Province,  and  wherein  is  but  one  papist  Family  unani- 
mously stood  out  and  would  not  Elect  any  Burgesses.  About 
the  21st  of  August,  the  Assembly  of  their  calling  mett  before 
whom  was  brought  Mr  Taney  our  Sheriff  and  my  husband, 
and  Cap'  Code  and  his  Complices  having  pretended  they  had 
the  King's  Proclamation  for  what  they  did  my  Husband 
demanded  to  see  the  same,  but  their  Answer  was  take  him 
away  Sheriff  Mr  Taney  likewise  asking  them  by  what  author- 
ity he  was  called  before  them,  Code  answered,  what,  this  is 
like  King  Charles,  and  you  are  King  Taney,  take  him  away. 
Notwithstanding  upon  the  said  Code's  riseing  as  before  is  said, 
their  pretence  was  chiefly  to  secure  the  Country  against  the 
Indians,  yett  all  this  while  not  until  my  coming  away  which 
was  the  26th  of  September  last  there  was  not  the  least  appear- 
ance of  any  foreign  or  Home  Indians  coming  to  disturb  us. 
What  was  there  furthur  proceedings  in  their  Assembly  I  am 
not  able  to  give  any  Account  of  but  Mr  Taney  and  my  Hus- 
band were  detained  Prisoners  at  my  coming  away.

The  humble  Petition  of  Barbarah 
Smith  the  wife  of  Cap1  Richd  Smith 
in  their  Majties  Province  of  Maryd 
Sheweth. 

That  your  Petitionrs  said  husband  together  with  Mr  Michaell 
Tawney  high  Sheriff  there,  upon  the  rising  in  Maryland  for 
choosing  Burgesses  in  July  last  having  had  no  knowledge  of 
their  Majties  accession  to  the  Crown,  &  altogether  ignorant  of 
any  change  of  Government  in  England  they  chanced  to  oppose 
the  Elections  purely  to  the  end  of  keeping  the  Peace,  and  are 
well  knowne  to  be  very  good  Protestants  not  repugnant  to 
Protestant  Government. 

And  for  as  much  as  your  Petitioner's  said  husband  and  Mr 
Tawney  are  now  Prisoners,  and  have  been  ever  since  the  25th 
of  August  last  having  a  great  charge  of  Children  neere  100 
miles  of  their  habitacon  and  in  a  very  indigent  Condicon. 

Therefore  humbly  prays  your  Lordspps  Consideracon  of  the 
premises,  and  in  your  great  pity  and  compassion  grant  your 
Lordpps.  speedy  Order  for  their  Discharge. 
And  your  Petr  as  bound  shall  ever  pray  etc.

The  Narrative  of  Coll.  Henry  Darnall  late 
one  of  the  Councill  of  the  Right  Honb,e 
the  Ld  Proprietary  of  the  Province  of  Maryld 

31st  Decer  1689. 

On  the  25th  of  March  last  Coll:  Jowles  sent  word  to  the 
Council  (then  at  St  Marys)  that  three  thousand  Indians  were 
coming  down  on  the  Inhabitants,  and  were  at  the  head  of 
Puttuxent  River,  and  required  Arms  and  Amunition  for  the 
people  to  go  against  the  said  Indians,  all  which  was  with  all 
expedition  sent  him  by  Coll.  Digges,  the  next  morning  I 
went  up  myself  to  Coll.  Jowles,  were  I  found  them  all  in  arms, 
and  they  told  me  they  heard  there  was  three  Thousand  Indians 
at  Matapany  (from  whence  I  then  came)  I  assured  the  people 
it  was  a  false  report,  &  offered  myself  to  goe  in  person,  if  they 
could  advise  me  where  any  Enemies  were,  Indians  or  others, 
whereat  they  seemed  very  well  satisfied.  I  began  to  suspect 
this  was  only  a  contrivance  of  some  ill  minded  men  who  under 
this  pretence  would  raise  the  Country,  as  by  what  happened 
afterwards  we  had  reason  to  believe  upon  the  most  diligent 
search   and   enquiry  into  this  whole  matter,  noe  Indians  any-

?•  R-  9-  where  appeared,  and  whenever  any  Messenger  was  sent  to 
Papers,  the   place  where  it  was  said  the   Indians  were   come,  there 
the  Inhabitants  would  tell  them  they  heard  they  were  landed 
at  such  a  place,  but  after  long  search  from  place  to  place  and 
noe  sign  of  any  Indians,  the  people  were  pretty  well  pacified, 
and   Coll.  Jowles  himself  wrote   a  Remonstrance  (the   Copy 
whereof  is  here   enclosed)  which  he   signed;    as  did  several 
others  who  had  the  Examination  of  this  matter,  the  which  was 
published  in  order  to  quiet  the  People,  who  in  a  few  days 
seemed  to  be  freed  from  their  apprehensions.     From  this  time 
until  the   16th  of  July  foil6  the  Country  was  all  quiet  and  no 
appearance  of  any  Enemy  to  disturb  them  Indians  or  else. 
On  the  said  16th  of  July  a  Messenger  came  to  me  at  Matapany 
in  the  night  time  to  acquaint  me  that  John  Coode  was  raising 
men  up  Potowmack,  whereupon  I  informed  the  Council!  thereof, 
who  immediately  dispatched  a  person  to  know  the  truth,  but 
the  said  person  was  taken  by  Coode  as  a  spy  and   by  him 
kept,  so  the  Council  had  no  notice  until  two  dayes  of  anything, 
when  they  were  assured  that  Coode  had  raised  men  up  Po- 
towmack and  that  some  were  come  to  him  out   of  Charles 
County,  who  were  all  marching  down  toward  S'  Maryes,  and 
in  their  way  were  joined  with   Majr  Cambell  and   his    men 
Coll.  Digges  having  notice  thereof  got  together  about  an  hun- 
dred men  and  went  into  the  State  House  of  S' Maryes,  which 
Cood  and  his  party  came  to  attack,  and  which  Coll.  Digges 
(his  men  not  being  willing  to  fight)  was  forced  to  surrender, 
wherein  were  the  records  of  the  whole  Province,  which  Cood 
and  his  party  seized.     In  this  while  Majr  Sewall  and  myself 
went  up  Puttuxent  River  to  raise  men  to  oppose  said  Cood 
and  his  party,  where  wee  found  most  of  the  Officers  ready  to 
come  in  to  us,  but  their  men  were  possessed  with  the  belief 
that  Cood  rose  only  to  preserve  the  Country  from  the  Indians 
and  Papists  and  to  proclaim  the  King  and  Queen  and  would 
do  them  noe  harm,  and  therefore  would  not  stir  to  run  them- 
selves  into    danger,  soe    that   all    the    men    wee   could    get 
amounted  not  to   one   hundred  and  sixty,  but  by  this  time 
Cood's  party  were  encreased  to  seven  hundred.    The  Council 
seeing  how  the  people  were  led  away  by  false  reports  and 
shams,  in  order  to  quiet  them  and  give  them  all  imaginable 
assurance  they  were  clear  and  innocent  of  inviteing  the  Indians 
down  as  was  laid  to  their  charge  offered  to  make  Coll.  Jowles 
(who  was  the  cheif  of  their  party  next  to  Cood)  Gen"  of  all 
the  Forces  in  the  Province,  and  sent  such  an  offer  to  him,  who 
returned  a  very  civil  answer  that  having  communicated  what 
he  wrote  to  his  own  men  he  had  with  him,  they  were  extremely 
satisfied  therewith,  and  gave  us  hopes  he  would  come  down 
to   us,  but  to  the  contrary  he  went  and  joyned   Cood   at  Sl 
Maryes,  to  whom  and  to  all,  then  in  Armes  there,  the  Council 
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sent  a  Proclamation  of  pardon  upon  condition  they  would  lay  p-  R-  °- 
down  their  amies  and  repair  to  their  respective  Habitations,  papers? 
the  which  Cood  (as  wee  were  credibly  informed)  instead  of 
reading  to  the  People  what  was  therein  contained,  read  a 
dyfyance  from  Us,  whereby  to  enrage  and  not  to  pacify  them. 
Cood  and  his  party  having  thus  made  themselves  masters  of 
the  State  House  and  the  Records  at  Sl  Maryes,  borrowed  some 
great  guns  of  one  Cap'Burnham  Marofa  ship  belonging  to  Lon- 
don, and  came  to  attack  Matapany  House,  the  which  when  he 
came  before  he  sent  a  trumpeter  and  demanded  a  surrender, 
we  desired  a  parley  and  personal  Treaty  in  the  hearing  of  the 
People,  which  Cood  would  never  consent  to,  wee  knew  if  we 
could  but  obtain  that  in  the  hearing  of  the  People,  we  should 
be  able  to  disabuse  them,  and  clear  ourselves  of  what  they 
were  made  believe  against  us,  but  this  wee  could  never  get  at 
their  hands,  but  to  the  contrary  they  used  all  possible  means 
to  keep  the  people  ignorant  of  what  we  proposed  or  offered, 
and  made  use  of  such  artifices  as  the  following  to  exasperate 
them.  They  caused  a  man  to  come  riding  Post  with  a  Letter 
wherein  was  contained  that  our  neighbour  Indians  had  cut  up 
their  Corn  and  were  gone  from  their  Towns,  and  that  there 
was  an  Englishman  found  with  his  belly  ript  open,  which  in 
truth  was  noe  such  thing  as  they  themselves  owned  after 
Mattapany  House  was  surrendered.  Wee  being  in  this  con- 
dition and  no  hope  left  of  quieting  or  repelling  the  People 
thus  enraged,  to  prevent  effusion  of  blood,  capitulated  and 
surrendered.  After  the  surrender  of  the  said  House  his 
Lordshipp's  Councill  endeavoured  to  send  an  Acco'  of  these 
transactions,  by  one  Johnson  master  of  a  Ship  bound  for 
London  to  his  Lordship  the  which  the  said  Johnson  delivered 
to  Cood  When  wee  found  wee  could  send  no  Letters  Majr 
Sewall  and  myself,  desired  of  Johnson  wee  might  have  a 
passage  in  him  for  England  to  give  his  Lordship  Acco'  of 
matters  by  word  of  mouth,  which  the  said  Johnson  refused 
upon  pretended  Orders  to  the  contrary  from  Cood.  Where- 
upon Majr  Sewall  and  myself  went  to  Pensylvania  to  endeav- 
our to  get  a  passage  there,  upon  which  Cood  and  his  party 
took  occasion  to  give  out,  wee  were  gone  to  bring  in  the 
Northern  Indians,  but  we  missing  of  a  passage  there  came 
back  and  stayd  in  Ann  Arrundell  County  (who  never  had 
joyned  with  Cood  nor  his  party)  until  the  26th  of  September 
when  (Majr  Sewall  then  being  sick)  I  myself  got  a  passage 
hither  in  one  Everard.  As  to  their  proceedings  in  their  As- 
sembly, I  can  give  noe  Account,  only  that  they  have,  taken 
several  Prisoners.  Henry  Darnall.

My  Lord, 

Since  my  last  to  your  Lordship  (which  was  in  Johnson  the 
verriest  rogue  that  ever  crost  saltwater)  there  has  not  bin  a 
more  tragick  comedy  of  rebellion  acted,  since  the  royall 
bounty  of  King  James  and  King  Charles  of  blessed  memory 
bestowed  upon  your  Ancestors  the  Charter  of  this  Province 
of  Maryland;  to  lay  itt  downe  in  all  its  acts,  and  scenes  would 
be  too  tedious,  there  being  some  of  the  actors  (whom  God 
send  safely  to  arrive)  will  give  your  Lordship  an  orall  relation 
of  all.  I  shall  onely  trouble  your  Lordship  with  some  few  par- 
ticulars, which  they  (being  forc'd  to  abscond)  may  not  have 
notice  of.  As  soon  as  the  noise  came  into  our  County, 
that  our  Masinella  Coade  had  gott  at  the  head  of  five  or  six 
hundred  men,  Griff  Jones  sends  a  note  to  Clayland  (then 
preaching)  that  he  and  his  auditory  must  come  away  presently 
to  the  Court  house  which  they  did;  where  this  villanous  rascal 
persuaded  the  poor  silly  mobile  that  if  they  did  not  sign  to 
that  paper  (a  copy  of  which  your  Ldpp  hath)  they  should  all 
certainly  loose  their  estates :  Upon  this  our  County  (who  were 
before  as  quiet  as  lambs)  gott  to  such  a  head,  and  crying  that 
all  their  throats  should  be  cutt  by  the  Papists,  that  if  Coade's 
order  for  disbandeing  of  everybody  then  in  armes  had  not  come 
to  Will:  Combes,  our  timorous  Magistrates  could  never  have 
quietted  'em.  With  this  order  came  up  his  declaration,  which 
was  read  att  our  Court  house  the  fourth  day  following  which 
was  the  15th  of  August,  all  people  being  warned  to  come  and 
hear  it  by  the  cleark  of  our  County  Nicholas  Lowe;  Coll: 
Coursey  being  likewise  invited  for  his  advice  by  Mr  Robotham 
who  accordingly  came,  and  advised  them  to  lett  no  papers  be 
read  that  came  from  any  of  the  rebells,  except  they  would  permitt 
him,  or  that  Mr  Robotham  himself  would  paraphrase,  and  lett 
the  people  know  what  damn'd  falsities  were  contained  in  'em; 
butt  Mr  Robotham  reply'd,  that  if  any  body  should  contradict 
anything,  in  that  humor  the  people  were  in,  they  should  have 
all  their  braines  knockt  out;  says  Coll:  Coursey,  what  did  you 
send  for  me  for,  if  you  won't  take  my  advice;  would  you  have 
me  hear  a  company  of  lyes  tould  against  My  Lord  Baltemore, 
to  whom  I  have  sworn  fidelity,  and  so  have  you;  if  your 
conscience  will,  mine  won't  permitt  me  to  doe  itt.  After  a 
great  many  arguments  the  Court  was  call'd,  but  noe  Coll: 
would  appeare  with  'em ;  In  short,  my  Lord,  the  declaration 
was  read,  with  Coad's  other  orders  by  Nick  Lowe,  after  which 
Mr  Robotham  (without  mentioning  the  goodness  or  badness 
of  the  things  read)  asks  them  how  they  would  dispose  of  the 
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County  Arms,  and  who  should  be  their  Officers,  never  mention-  p-  R-  p. 
ing  the  duty  or  faithfulness  they  owed  to  your  Lordship,  and  your  PaP°"s? 
substitutes  (which  I  believe  was  forgettfulness,  butt  hoped  that 
none  of  'em  (by  what  they  heard  read)  would  act  anything 
against  your  Lordship,  or  your  Countrey,  and  to  be  quiet  and 
peaceable  &  in  a  small  time  all  would  be  well.  Two  or  three 
dayes  after  came  up  Coad's  circular  letters  commanding  every 
County  to  choose  four  delegates,  who  were  to  be  ready  at 
S'  Maries  on  the  26th  August.  The  24th  they  sent,  for  my  arms 
and  ammunition  &  Madm  Lloyd's ;  betwixt  thirty  and  forty 
men  headed  by  Sweatnam,  who  had  a  warrant  (in  their 
Majesty s'  names)  from  Edward  Man,  Will1"  Combes,  and  Jn0 
Edmondson  to  take  what  arms,  and  amunition  they  could 
find  for  the  country's  use ;  for  that  our  Indians  (haveing  fled 
from  the  towne,  and  cutt  up  their  corne)  had  reported,  that 
they  onely  staid  till  the  two  great  men  came  from  the  North, 
meaning  Coll:  Darnall  and  Major  Sewall,  who  the  day  before 
parted  from  my  house.  I  was  resolved  to  find  out  who  was 
the  Inventor  of  those  falsities,  and  rid  down  to  Oxford  to  our 
Burgesses,  who  were  just  then  takeing  boat,  where  I  mett  a 
great  Company  of  people,  who  askt  me  whether  I  knew  not  of 
Coll:  Darnall  and  Major  Sewalls  being  at  our  Indian  towne: 
No,  said  I ;  but  I  know  they  were  last  night  att  Coll:  Lowe's, 
and  are  now  gone  home.  Upon  this  I  desired  the  Burgesses 
to  send  some  people  to  the  Indians,  to  know  the  cause  why 
they  deserted  the  Towne,  and  betook  themselves  to  that 
swamp ;  they  said,  it  was  a  folly  to  goe,  for  the  Indians  would 
not  come  out  except  Coll:  Coursey  came;  I  tould  'em  a  Jacka- 
hick  from  him  would  doe,  and  I  would  frame  one,  and  send 
Mr  John  Hawkins  with  itt,  Att  last  they  pickt  out  four  or 
five  men  (who  knew  best  where  the  Indians  were)  and  signed 
instructions  for  'em  to  enquire  as  above ;  they  went,  and 
brought  the  answer  which  your  Ldp  has  a  Copy  off.  This  was 
the  Tuesday ;  &  because  Will:  Combes  was  to  muster  by  Coade's 
order  on  Thursday,  I  stay'd  with  him,  to  see  how  myoldsouldiers 
would  look  upon  me  being  cashier'd.  On  Thursday  night  I 
came  home.  The  Wednesday  following  came  a  Justice  of 
peace  and  three  or  four  more,  who  had  a  kindness  for  me,  and 
askt  me  where  I  was  last  Saterday  where,  sayes  I,  here:  Lord 
Jesus!  said  they,  what  lyes  goes  abroad?  why,  what's  the  matter? 
said  I;  Begod,  said  the  Justice,  Dick  Sweatnam  had  much 
adoe  to  keep  Capt:  Hatfield  and  his  Company  from  comeing  to 
take  you  ;  take  me,  said  I;  for  what?  why,  sayes  he,  there's  two 
men  att  old  Watts'  will  swear  that  last  Saturday  they  see  you 
over  against  the  Indian  towne,  where  you  shot  of  two  pistols, 
and  three  or  four  cannows  full  of  Indians  came  over  to  you,  to 
whom  you  tould  that  within  ten  days  you  would  be  with  'em  at 
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c  ]Rn°i  t^le  heac*  °f  a  thousand  other  Indians.  I  asked  the  fellows 
Papers,  names;  &  they  tould  me,  and  that  they  lived  by  the  Indian 
Towne,  and  desired  me  withall  to  make  hast  to  Major  Combes, 
for  th'  Sweatnam  was  gone  to  tell  him  the  story.  The  next 
day  I  went  to  Combes's,  where  meeting-  his  wife  att  the  door, 
she  imediately  cryed  out;  O  Lord!  Coll:  I  was  always  glad  to 
see  you,  but  now  am  ten  times  gladder  than  ever  I  was; 
why  ?  says  I,  why,  says  she  there's  a  parcell  of  lying  devills 
would  persuade  the  people  that  you  were  att  the  Indian  Towne 
last  Saturday,  butt  that  I  tould  'em  you  were  a  Thursday  att 
our  house,  they  would  all  come  to  your  house.  My  husband's 
gone  to  the  Indian  Towne  to  know  the  certainty.  Well,  sayes 
I,  I'le  stay  till  he  comes  back,  and  he  sha'nt  be  hanged  for 
your  sake ;  nay  gad,  sayes  she,  if  I  knew  this  would  have 
excused  him,  I  had  not  spoke  a  word.  I  stay'd  till  they  came 
back,  and  tould  me  that  the  fellows  said  they  were  tould  so  by 
an  Indian,  and  the  Indian  being  questioned  said,  he  heard  it 
from  two  of  the  Nanticoke  Indians,  and  so  itt  was  put  of  from 
one  to  t'other  till  itt  was  lost,  and  they  all  say  now  (being 
deceived  so  many  times  by  these  sham  reports)  that  if  I  should 
really  deal  with  the  Indians  against  the  Protestants  (which  God 
forbid  I  should  be  so  wicked)  they  would  never  believe  itt, 
yett  those  damned  malitious  stories  was  in  a  fair  way  to  pull 
my  house  downe  about  my  ears;  and  which  has  really  turned 
your  Lordship's  Government  out  of  the  Province;  for  they 
doe  not  pretend  to  meddle  with  your  Lordship's  title  to  itt. 
Coll:  Darnall  and  Major  Sewall  wont  come  so  well  off  about 
their  treaties  with  the  Northern  Indians.altho' there  is  as  much 
truth  in  one  as  t'other. 

Last  Saturday  Jack  Llewellin  came  up  to  my  house,  and 
gives  me  this  brief  account  of  the  Assembly  The  first  thing 
they  did  (after  they  voted  themselves  a  full  house,  tho'  there 
were  ten  of  the  forty  two  absent,  viz1  Anarundell,  Somersett, 
and  two  of  Cecill,  but  Somersett  came  over  the  last  day,  and 
excused  their  delay,  saying,  they  heard  all  things  were  done 
in  your  Lordship's  name,  but  indeed  they  intended  to  own  no 
other  power  but  their  Majesties  which  excuse  was  readyly 
accepted  of  nemine  contradicente.  Little  Jenkins  was  chief, 
whom  your  Lordship  may  remember,  and  I  hope  will.  They 
fixed  upon  the  State  house  Doore  a  prohibition  that  no  Papist 
should  come  into  the  citty  dureing  the  Assembly.  The  rest 
of  the  transactions  your  Lordship  will  see  in  the  papers,  which 
Jack  Llewellin  has  promised  to  give  to  my  man  who's  goeing 
down  with  him  ;  Onely  I  must  tell  your  Lordship  that  the 
Committee  of  Secrecy  appointed  for  the  discovery  of  Coll: 
Darnalls  and  Major  Sewall's  dealing  with  the  Northern  Indians 
is  kept  on  foot  still;  It's  composed  of  Blacstone,  Jowles,  Gil- 
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bert  Clark,  and  one  or  two  more  I  forgott :  Upon  their  report  p  R-  °- 
to  the  House  (which  was  presently  voted  to  be  entered)  a  vote  papers? 
past  that  letters  should  be  sent  to  each  neighbouring-  Govern- 
ment, as  farr  as  new  England,  that  the  house  had  found  by 
severall  substantiall  evidences  that  your  Lordship's  deputies 
have  been  tampering  with  the  Northern  Indians  to  come  in 
and  cut  off  the  Protestants,  and  therefore  desires  all  of  'em  to 
hold  a  strict  correspondency  with  this  Government  and  to  take 
up  all  persons  of  this  Colony  that  shall  seem  any  way  suspi- 
cious ;  This  is  the  purport,  but  I'me  promised  a  copy  of  the 
letter  ittselfe.  The  grand  Ordinance  is  not  yett  come  up, 
which  must  give  the  measures  to  all  their  actions  both  civill 
and  millitary.  Your  Lordship  will  see  in  itt  all  the  Officers, 
and  by  that  know  that  those  that  have  gott  Estates  under 
your  Lordship,  are  as  ready  to  serve  Jack  Coade  as  your 
Lordship,  butt  there  are  some  entered  that  I'me  sure  will  never 
comply  with  itt.  People  in  debt  think  itt  the  bravest  time  that 
ever  was,  no  Courts  open,  nor  no  law  proceedings,  which  they 
pray  may  continue,  as  long  as  they  live.  I  asked  why  Coade 
&  his  Councill  divested  themselves  of  that  supream  power 
wchthey  usurped  att  first;  and  t'was  tould  me  that  Coade  pro- 
posed to  the  House  to  have  a  standing  Committee  to  receive 
all  appeals,  and  be  as  the  Grand  Councill  of  the  Countrey ;  but 
the  house  would  be  all  alike  in  power;  that  the  Officers  civill 
&  millitary  of  each  respective  County  should  give  definitive 
sentences  in  all  matters  whatsoever,  till  further  Orders  out  of 
Engld  so  that  Coade  &  his  adherents  now  have  no  more  power 
out  of  their  County  than  we  cashiered  Officers.  They  have 
drawne  many  impeachments  against  severall,  which  are  not 
sent  home,  and  which  they  keep  untill  the  King  sends  or 
orders  Commrs.  It's  a  pleasant  thing  to  see  the  rascals  in 
their  cupps,  Coade  calls  himself  Massinella,  but  vaunts  he 
has  outraigned  him,  &  little  Taylard  is  his  Higgins ;  Jowles  will 
be  Count  Scamburgh  &  Vivian  Beal,  Argyle;  Furlin,  glories 
in  the  name  of  Ferguson,  and  Cheseldyn  is  speaker  Williams, 
but  the  Dog  will  never  have  so  much  witt ;  &  I  believe  that  if 
those  persons  of  honour  whose  names  they  usurp  did  but 
know  what  villians  they  were,  instead  of  a  recompence  (which 
they  expect  from  His  Majestie)  would  gett  an  order  that  they 
may  be  try'd  &  hanged.  And  now  I  think  I  have  given  your 
Lordship  trouble  enough  to  spoile  your  next  meale ;  yett,  my 
Lord,  this  comfort  remains  still,  that  the  best  men  &  best 
Protestants  such  as  Coll:  Coursey,  Coll:  Codd,  Coll:  Wells,  and 
a  great  many  others  (men  of  the  best  Estates,  &  real  pro- 
fessors of  the  Protestant  Religion)  stand  stifly  up  for  your 
Lordship's  interests. 

This  onely  more  I  have  to  say  in  my  own  behalf,  being  att 
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*•  R-  ?•  present  much  afflicted  with  the  Gout,  as  I  have  been  this 
Papers,  pretty  while,  which  will  be  enough  (I  hope)  to  gain  your  Ldp's 
pardon  for  all  faults  committed  in  this  relation.  Comitting 
your  Ldp  and  family  to  the  Protection  of  Allmighty  God,  pre- 
senting my  humble  duty  to  your  Ldp,  &  Lady,  &  my  humble 
service  to  little  Master,  &  the  young  ladies,  I  am,  My  Lord

temore Proprietor  of  Maryland  the  copies  of  two  addresses 
and  other  papers  with  a  declaration  in  Print  from  the  Inhabit- 
ants there,  whereby  it  appears  that  the  inhabitants  having  not 
received  any  orders  from  the  Lord  Baltemore  have  of  their 
own  accord  proclaimed  their  Majesties  and  remaine  in  armes 
in  opposition  to  the  Lord  Baltamore's  government,  whereupon 
their  Lordships  are  consulting  Mr  Attorney  Generall  touching 
the  Powers  granted  by  Charter  to  the  Lord  Baltamore  in 
order  to  such  a  settlement  of  that  Province  as  may  be  most  for 
his  Majesty's  service  and  are  of  Opinion  that  in  case  the  same 
cannot  be  done  before  the  departure  of  the  ships  for  Virginia 
a  letter  from  his  Majesty  may  be  sent  to  those  in  the  Present 
administration  of  the  Government  in  Maryland  approving  of 
their  having  proclaimed  their  Majesties  and  ordering  them  to 
preserve  the  Peace  and  to  take  care  that  no  spoile  or  violence 
be  committed  and  that  things  remain  in  the  condition  they 
shall  be  in  at  that  time  untill  his  Majesty's  further  pleasure 
shall  be  known.

From  Mr  Coode  to  Mr  Bacon. 

January  10th  1689. 
Sr. 

I  writt  to  your  Honours  a  Letter  dated  November  the  16th 
concerning  our  Popish  Fugitives  lately  absconded  and  fled  into 
your  Colony,  by  an  Express  who  gives  an  Acco'  of  your  receipt 
of  the  same,  to  which  wee  hoped  and  daily  expected  some  sort 
of  answer  but  have  not  hitherto  been  soe  happy  to  know  the 
pleasure  or  resolution  of  your  Government  in  that  Affair,  since 
which  it  hath  happened  that  the  said  Sewall  and  Woodcock 
(of  which  your  Honours  had  notice  in  my  former  Letter)  with 
one  Cecilius  Butler,  George  Mason,  Wm  Ayleworth,  George  Jo. 
Freeman  and  other  Papists  are  in  a  hostile  manner  in  a  yacht 
belonging  to  the  said  Sewall  come  from  York  River  into  this 
Government,  and  have  barbarously  murdered  Mr  John  Payne 
his  Majlys  Collector  for  Pottupen  and  the  Bay  district,  onely 
coming  on  board  and  demanding  the  reason  of  the  said 
yachts  going  and  coming  from  and  to  this  Province  without 
due  Entrys  &  cleareing.      The  said  unfortunate  Gentleman 
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Colonial  tnat  was  soe  inhumanly  murdered  in  the  above  execution  of 
Papers,  his  Office  had  onely  four  men  with  him  in  his  owne  little  boat, 
and  came  on  board  the  said  yacht  without  any  violence 
expressed  or  offered  to  any  of  the  said  murderers  while  he 
was  discoursing  with  them  as  above  with  his  hand  on  the 
tafferell  of  the  said  yacht  he  was  shott  dead,  the  rest  in  the 
boat  had  much  adoe  to  escape  with  their  lives,  being  persued 
to  the  very  shore,  where  they  saved  themselves  by  the  shoale- 
ing  of  water,  and  some  defence  they  made  in  their  flight  by 
some  Firelocks  they  had  in  the  boat.  There  are  hues  and 
crys  and  a  proclamation  for  the  for  the  said  murderers  gone 
thro'  this  Province  and  into  the  neighbour  Governmts  to  the 
Northward,  but  since  wee  hear  they  have  made  their  escape 
and  are  fled  back  again  into  the  Collony  of  Virginia  under 
your  Goverm'  I  am  informed  that  the  said  Sewall  and 
Butler  were  then  on  shoare  when  the  Fact  was  cofnitted  and 
beheld  the  Action,  but  gave  particular  orders  (especially 
Sewall)  for  what  was  done,  and  to  justifie  himself  owned  be- 
fore divers  witnesses  (but  I  hope  with  the  greatest  injustice  & 
untruth)  that  he  had  a  permitt  from  your  Honours  for  this  last 
attempt  of  coming  into  this  Province.  This  may  it  please  your 
Honors  you  may  be  assured  is  the  naked  truth  of  the  matter 
of  Fact  and  circumstances.  I  am  therefore  again  willed  to 
desire  that  the  persons  mentioned  in  my  former  Letter  may 
be  returned  hither  under  a  strict  guard,  especially  Sewall, 
Butler,  Mason,  Ayleworth  and  Freeman,  whom  together  with 
the  rest  of  the  Company  in  the  said  Yacht  when  the  aforesaid 
Fact  was  committed  (to  us  unknown)  wee  do  accuse  of  the 
said  murder.  There  is  likewise  one  Gulick  a  Jesuit  likewise 
fled  for  treasonable  words  against  their  Majtys  (as  I  am 
informed)  into  your  Collony,  which  desire  may  be  appre- 
hended likewise  and  sent  back,  had  it  been  possible  or  justifi- 
able for  us  to  apprehend  or  secure  them  when  fled  into  Vir- 
ginia without  permission  of  that  Governm'  this  unhappy 
accident  had  not  happened,  and  his  Majty  had  not  been 
deprived  of  soe  loyall  a  subject  and  faithful  an  Officer,  for  they 
could  not  escape  to  the  Northward,  the  Governm'son  that  side 
being  very  vigelant  and  kind  to  us  in  that  particular,  therefore 
are  forced  to  repeat  my  forementioned  request  that  you  use 
your  utmost  diligence,  that  the  aforesaid  Criminalls  and  Yacht 
may  be  returned,  wee  being  still  in  danger  of  some  private 
murderous  attempt  from  thence,  and  without  your  assistance 
know  not  how  to  help  it.

We 
are  given  to  understand  the  Reasons  and  Motives  for  your 
appearing  in  Armes,  upon  notice  of  Our  accession  to  the 
Crown  with  your  rediness  in  proclaiming  us  and  the  Queen 
within  that  Province  And  being  also  assured  by  you  that  you 
will  secure  the  Goverment  thereof  in  such  manner  as  you 
can  for  our  service  untill  our  Royall  Pleasure  shall  be  known 
therein.

letters,  which  yr  Honrs  received  from  hence,  in  the  last  of  which 
others  besides  those  mentioned  in  your  Letter  are  accused  of 
the  murder.

Constant  bound  for  London  and  Captain  William  Iohnson 
commander  of  the  Content  bound  likewise  for  London,  in  the 
declaration  and  addresse  of  the  Officers  and  souldiers  then  in 
Armes  in  this  Province,  By  Iohn  Crouchee  Comander  of  the 
Brigantine  Happy  returne  of  New  Yorke  bound  for  Papsam 
in  the  generall  addresse  from  the  respectatives  of  the  whole 
Province  in  a  full  and  free  convention  with  a  duplycate  of  the 
same  by  Captain  Thomas  Everitt  commander  of  the  Thomas 
and  Susannah  bound  for  London.

mander which  I  doe  humbly  Offer  to  remind  your  Lordshipps 
by  this,  Major  Richard  Seawell  sonn  to  the  Lady  Baltemore

of  this  affair  before  your  Lordshipps  that  your  Lordshipps 
may  not  be  surprised  nor  our  true  zeale  and  endeavors  for 
their  Majesties  service  receive  any  diminution  from  those 
staggering  gentleman  of  th'  Government  th'have  made  them- 
selves soe  highly  interested  in  th1  affaire  And  will  doubtless 
endeavor  to  justifie  their  late  unkindness  and  injustice  to  us 
by  all  sorts  of  Artifice,  This  your  Lordshipps  may  be  assured 
is  the  onely  person  that  hath  received  any  corporall  harme

divers  of  the  Papists  and  others  the  President  and  Major 
Nickolas  Seawell  one  of  the  Councell  retired  with  one  Coll: 
William  Diggs  a  protestant  who  lives  in  Maryland  and  was 
one  of  the  councell  there,  to  a  house  of  Coll:  Diggs  in  this 
Government.  My  Lords  th£  which  occasions  me  to  give  you 
this  account  of  Maryland  is  thl  Major  Seawell  the  beginning 
of  Ianuary  goeing  up  in  a  small  yatch  or  pleasure  boate  to  his 
house  in  Potuxent  River  in  Maryland  went  on  shore  and  he 
being  on  shore  one  Mr  Iohn  Paine  their  Majestie's  collector  of 
that  River  came  in  the  night  with  two  boates  and  men  towards 
the  said  Yatch  and  the  men  in  her  bid  them  stand  off  and  not 
come  on  board,  for  if  they  did  they  would  fire  at  them  and  he

our  duty  to  render  an  account  of  what  we  know  both  of  his 
person  and  present  troubles  And  as  wee  are  unwilling  to 
flatter  him  we  will  by  no  means  disceive  your  Honor  in  his 
Character.

Mr  Coode  to  Mr  President  Bacon  and  the  answeres  to  them, 
of  all  which  I  have  had  information  from  their  Majesties 
Councill  heere  and  as  to  the  unhappy  accident  that  happened 
in  the  killing  of  Mr  Payne,  their  Majesties  Collector  of  Potux- 
ent  River,  1  finde  that  as  soone  as  this  Government  had  notice 
thereof,  they  caused  the  persons  suspected  to  be  apprehended 
examined  and  committed  to  Prison  and  also  tooke  the  exam- 
ination of  one  Reeveley,  who  was  one  of  the  persons  that  was 
with  Mr  Payne  in  the  Boate  at  the  same  time  and  by  the  first 
opportunity,  according  to  their  duty  gave  an  account  thereof 
to  the  Lords  Committee  for  Plantations  and  their  Majties  Prin- 
cipall  Secretary  of  State  to  the  End  this  Government  may 
receive  his  Majestie's  commands  what  shall  be  done  with  the 
said  persons  and  how  and  where  proceeded  against  and  wee 
expect  his  Majestie's  Orders  and  Commands  therein  which 
will  be  fully  obeyed  heere  and  as  I  am  well  satisfied  that  noe 
person  that  was  a  knowne  enemy  to  their  Majesties  and  their 
Government  had  any  Encouragement  or  protection  from  this 
Government  soe  I  assure  you  none  that  shall  be  soe  made 
appeare  to  me  shall  finde  any  the  least  countenance  from  me.

Gentlemen,  Colonell  Digges  is  altogether  a  stranger  p-  R-  °- 
to  me  but  understand  he  is  a  gentleman  that  hath  an  Estate  B.aiyvoi. 
in  this  Government  and  for  what  I  can  finde  hath  carryed  him-  B-  E- 
self  all  the  time  he  hath  been  in  this  Government  with  all  sub- 
mission and  obedience  to  their  Majesties  and  their  Govern- 
ment but  if  any  such  thing  as  Mr  Coode  intimates  shall  be 
made  evident  to  me,  I  shall  take  care  that  he  or  any  others  soe 
guilty  shall  be  secured  and  prosecuted  as  the  matter  shall 
require  but  the  writeing  soe  in  a  letter  without  proofe  can  be 
noe  accusation  of  any  man.  Gentlemen,  as  to  the  business  of 
New  Yorke  and  the  Northern  Indyans,  I  am  sorry  to  heare  of 
the  bloody  murthers  committed  by  those  Barbarous  Enemys 
the  French  and  Canada  Indyans  I  shall  as  I  am  intrusted  by 
his  sacred  Majesty  be  very  diligent  fully  to  informe  my  selfe 
of  all  the  proceedings  about  the  same  and  Endeavor  all  that 
can  be  the  security  of  this,  their  Majesties  Country  and  the 
Inhabitants  thereof,  from  those  barbarous  Enemys  or  any  other 
their  Majesties  Enemys  according  to  the  trust  reposed  in  me, 
and  shall  also  contribute  what  lyes  in  me  to  the  assistance  and 
safety  of  all  his  Majestie's  subjects  in  Generall  in  these  parts  as 
soon  as  I  can  rightly  and  fully  be  informed  of  the  matter  from

It  might  have  reasonably  been  expected  from  Iohn  Coode 
and  others  his  Associates  who  out  of  a  pretence  of  a  more 
than  ordinary  Zeale  for  their  Majesties'  service  and  the  secur- 
ity of  the  Rights  and  properties  of  the  people  of  this  Prov- 
ince, have  overturned  this  the  late  most  peaceable  and  quiet 
Government,  (of  the  which  they  assumed  to  themselves)  their 
most  ready  complyance  with  the  least  intimation  they  should 
know  of  his  Majesty's  pleasure  in  any  case  whatsoever  and 
that  they  would  have  behaved  themselves  towards  the  good 
pe.ople  of  this  province  as  pretended  but  as  the  Letter  hath 
been  maintained  in  the  rifleing  and  pillageing  of  severall 
of  the  most  emenent  protestants  Houses  the  imprisoning  of 
the  persons  of  some  and  sending  armed  men  in  persute  of 
others,  from  place  to  place  with  warrants  to  ffetch  them  Dead 
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or  alive,  thereby  driving  them  from  their  Habitations,  soe  they  p-  R-  o. 
have  nott  been  less  wanting  in  their  obedience  to  his  Majestie's  h".*  vol.  2 
pleasure,  signified  by  his  Letter  bearing  date  the  Ist  day  of  B-  E-

only  letter  you  have  beene  pleased  to  send  hither  th'  from  his 
Majesty  I  have  communicated  to  the  persons  impowd  by  a 
Convention  of  the  Representatives  of  the  whole  province  for 
preserving  the  peace  and  administring  the  Laws  which  are  a 
Committee  of  two  out  of  each  county  in  conjunction  with 
myself  for  the  end  to  whom  will  likewise  communicate  your 
Honor's  Letters  aforesaid  who  are  to  meet  att  Potuxent  the 
eigth  of  Iuly  in  the  meane  time  presume  on  behalf  of  this 
Government  to  return  your  Honor  due  thanks  and  acknowl- 
edgment for  the  care  and  kindness  for  and  towards  the  same 
what  is  intimated  concerning  Coll:  Digge  and  others  I  doubt 
not  when  the  committee  meet  to  give  full  satisfaction  since 
there  is  one  Richard  Hill  fled  lately  into  Virginia  for  treason- 
able words  against  their  Majesties  and  for  raising  of  men  and 
being  in  actuall  arms  here  against  the  present  Government 
since  their  Majesties  Proclamation  of  whom  and  others  for- 
merly I  thought  and  doe  think  itt  my  duty  to  give  the  Govern- 
ment of  Virginia  account  least  their  uninterrupted  insinua- 
tion may  be  prejudiciall  to  the  peace  and  against  his  Majestie's 
interest  in  this  Province.

The  straights  and  difficulties  th'  the  subscriber  and  many 
other  hear  ly  under  have  enforced  this  boldness  of  writinge 
otherwise  not  justifiable  and  though  the  subscriber  be  nott  yett 
the  cause  for  which  he  writes  is  worthy  yr  consideration  and 
this  addresse  had  not  been  prefer'd  by  one  alone  nor  to  your 
Lordshipp  but  immediately  to  their  Majesties  were  it  nott  that 
all  people  are  openly  threatened  and  severall  (for  endeavor- 
inge  a  publick  petition  to  sett  forth  the  state  of  this  province) 
imprisoned  by  Iohn  Coode,  In0  Edmundson  and  other  their 
Associates  who  first  by  dispersinge  untrue  reports  of  great 
armies  of  Indians  and  French  papists  invading  us,  did  begett 
unnecessary  fears  in  the  people  and  havinge  disposed  them 
soe  to  mutiny  afterwards  made  further  insurrection  and 
extorted  the  lawfull  government  from  the  Lord  Baltemore 
seized  his  revenue  and  deteind  it.  Of  which  Coode  and  many 
his  accomplices  to  give  a  true  character  would  seem  soe  like- 
revilinge  th'  it  would  not  be  acceptable  to  your  Lordshipp  to 
hear.

b.  I.  Vol.  2,  and  administration  ot  the  Lawes  here,  pursuant  to  which  wee 
B-  E-  have  done  and  proceeded  according  alsoe  to  your  Maj'ies  most 
prudent  directions  of  permitting  the  Lord  Baltemore's  Agents 
from  thence  forth  to  collect  and  receive  his  Lordshipp's  part 
of  the  publick  Revenues  here  humbly  conceiving  your  Majlies' 
said  instructions  had  noe  retrospect  to  what  had  been  by  us 
already  and  before  the  receipt  thereof  done  in  that  particular, 
whereby  wee  thought  fitt  to  return  and  remitt  to  your  Maj-

lye  before  your  Majestie  in  dispute  between  his  Lordshippand 
your  Majesty  people  here,  not  in  the  least  doubting  of  full 
satisfaction  from  your  most  sacred  Majestie  in  the  measures 
of  distributive  justice  ;  nor  in  the  least  presuming  to  determine 
the  Proprietarie's  Right  untill  your  Majesties'  pleasure  therein. 
As  to  what  may  be  offered  to  your  Majestie  from  our  adver- 
saries in  these  parts,  wee  humbly  appeale  to  our  Innocency 
and  your  Majestys'  gracious  result  upon  respective  pretended 
proofes  that  may  appeare  against  us,  humbly  presuming  to 
assure  your  Majesty  that  wee  have  acted  nothing  by  any  unjust

As  to  Affaires  relateing  to  your  Majesty's  service  in  the 
Northern  parts  of  this  Continent,  haveing    received    certain 
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information  and  account  of  great  inroades  and  massacres  com-  p.  r.  o. 
mitted  by  the  Cannada  French  and  their  confederate  Indians,  Jfaiy  v"? 
and  being  requested  by  Mr  Iacob  Leisler  your  Majties  Com-  b.  e. 
mander  in  Chiefe  at  New  York  to  afford  that  Province  some 
assistance  for  your  Majestie's  service,  wee  resolved  and  con- 
cluded to  comply  with  the  same  to  the  best  of  our  Abilitys. 
But  since  that  one  lames  Heath  his  Lordshipp's  Agent  sent 
hither  upon  the  account  of  his  Revenue  (who  endeavored  to 
impose  upon  us  by  his  Lordship's  Order  beyond  and  contrary 
to  your  Majesty's  direction)  hath  used  his  utmost  diligence  & 
endeavors  to  raise  disturbances  and  dissatisfactions  amongst 
the  people  and  by  that  means  especially  obviated  what  on  our 
parts  we  thought  convenient  and  necessary  for  the  common 
safety,  butt  blessed  be  God  the  great  &  good  success  of  your 
Majesties'  subjects  there  have  rendered  our  noncomplyance 
therein  unprejudiciall  An  Account  of  the  murder  of  Mr  Iohn 
Payne  your  Majestie's  Collector  by  severall  messages  from 
hence  Wee  hope  is  by  this  time  before  your  Majestic  The 
murderers  themselves  immediately  upon  the  same  flying  into 
Virginia  became  (as  still  they  continue)  out  of  our  reach  and 
power  of  secureing  for  Iustice  ;  although  we  have  not  failed  of 
our  duty  in  our  frequent  and  repeated  applications  to  the 
Government  of  Virginia  for  the  same  purpose  without  any 
satisfactory  returns  more  than  that  they  waite  your  Majestie's 
pleasure  therein,  which  wee  all  in  like  manner  humbly  solicit 
and  desire  to  the  great  and  generall  satisfaction  of  all  your 
Majestie's  good  subjects  here.

are  certaine  th1  he  is  King  of  England  which  is  to  be  ques- 
tioned wheither  he  is  King  of  England  or  not  and  swore  by  his 
God  if  he  were  so  he  could  not  give  account  how  he  could 
come  by  the  Crowne  of  England  by  faire  play,  for  he  could 
claime  noe  Right  neither  by  decent  Law  or  Iustice  and  th'  it 
was  treason  to  proclaime  the  prince  of  Oringe  King  of 
England  and  th1  he  would  proove  when  called  by  good  Law 
and  Couted  the  Lord  Cooke  and  th'  the  said  Hill  sume  time 
after  in  the  mounth  of  September  did  mett  with  the  said 
deponant  and  then  did  insist  the  most  of  the  above  said  words, 
with  many  scourrilous  speeches  and  further  the  Deponant  saith 
nott.

The  sixth  of  Iune  last,  by  the  advice  of  their  Majesties' 
Councill  I  wrote  a  letter  to  you,  in  which  amongst  other 
things  I  desired  that  you  would  send  me  an  account  of  the 
names  of  the  persons  that  take  upon  them  the  preserveing  the 
peace  and  administring  the  Laws  in  their  Majesties'  province 
of  Maryland  that  if  any  ocasion  were  for  their  Majesties' 
service  I  might  know  to  whom  to  direct  my  Letters,  but  have 
not  yet  received  any  answer  to  the  Letter  nor  account  of  the 
persons  but  since  received  a  Letter  from  Captain  Iohn  Coode 
dated  the  24th  of  Iune  wherein  he  acquaints  me,  that  the  per- 
sons were  to  meet  the  8th  of  Iuly  last  and  that  he  would  then 
communicate  the  same  and  his  Majestie's  Letter  to  you  and  I 
should  then  receive  a  full  answer  to  my  Letter  and  in  that 
intimated  to  me  that  one  Richard  Hill  was  fled  into  Virginia 
for  speaking  treasonable  words  against  their  Majesties  and 
raiseing  men  etc  This  Hill  before  I  received  the  Letter  was 
with  me  and  made  great  complaints  of  hard  usage  by  Captain 
Coode  but  was  gone  before  his  Letter  came  to  me  intending 
as  he  said  for  England.  Pray  lett  me  have  a  full  account  of 
thf  and  all  other  matters  and  the  particular  times  of  speaking 
the  words  and  raiseing  men.  I  would  have  all  speedilie 
because  the  Fleet  will  be  goeing  for  England  and  will  saile 
about  the  10th  inst. 

Gentlemen,  I  did  in  my  letter  to  you  desire  th'  you  would 
take  care  according  to  his  Majestie's  commands,  that  all  shipps 
that  were  ready  in  Maryland  should  repaire  to  Poynt  Comfort, 
by  the  3rd  instant  to  depart  with  the  Fleet  under  the  convoy  of 
their  Majesties'  shipps  of  Warr  sent  hither  on  that  purpose 
but  I  hear  of  noe  shipps  come  down  yet,  hope  they  are 
comeing. 

I  am  alsoe  to  give  you  notice  th'in  persuance  of  his  Majes- 
tie's commands,  that  noe  shipps  be  permitted  to  goe  for 
Europe  but  in  Fleets,  my  selfe  and  their  Majesties'  Councill 
here,  have  thought  fitt  to  order  that  those  shipps  that  are  not 
ready  to  goe  with  the  Fleet,  shall  not  be  permitted  to  saile 
unless  the  Iamaica  Fleet  arrives  here  to  take  them  under  their 
Convoys  or  till  a  number  of  shipps  are  ready  and  further 
order  and  desire  you  that  you  will  give  me  notice  what  shipps 
are  in  Maryland  that  will  not  be  ready  to  saile  with  the  Fleet 
and  that  you  take  order  they  are  not  cleared  untill  the 
other  shipps  goe  here  and  I  will  give  you  timely  notice  when 
they  are  to  sayle. 

In   that  letter  from  Captain  Coode  he  sends  me  a  coppy  of 
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»faryikiid"a  better  fr°m  one  Iacob  Younge  who  gives  an  account  that

Pray  what  Indian  News  or  from  New  England  or  New  York 
lett  me  have  an  account  of,  as  likewise  if  you  have  any  cer- 
taine  European  News  since  the  shipp  from  Bellefast  it  being 
reported  here  that  you  have  severall  shipps  that  have  had 
short  passages  arrived  in  your  parts  that  bring  late  and  great 
News. 

We  have  no  News  here,  I  have  sent  a  messenger  on  pur- 
pose to  New  England  and  New  York  to  understand  the  cer- 
tainty of  things  and  if  have  any  News,  that  may  be  advantage 
or  concern  to  Maryland  will  communicate  it  to  you,  if  you 
have  any  thing  to  send  to  their  Majesties  if  you  send  it  to  me 
speedilie,  I  will  putt  it  on  board  one  of  the  men  of  warr,  This 
is  the  needfull  at  present  from

May  it  please  your  Lordshipps, 

In  Obedience  to  your  Lordshipps  Order  of  Reforme,  I  have 
perused  the  Draught  of  the  Commission  therein  mentioned 
and  am  of  opinion  as  followeth,  I  understand  the  seizure  of 
this  Government  to  be  for  necessity  as  being  the  onely  meanes 
of  preserving  the  Province. 

The  nature  of  the  seizure  is  onely  to  take  the  Government 
out  of  the  hands  that  neglected  and  endangered  it,  into  the 
King's  hands,  But  the  laws  and  customes  and  the  propertyes 
of  the  Inhabitants  are  to  be  preserved  as  farr  as  may  be. 

I  doe  not  know  whether  or  how  farr  the  particulars  in  this 
Draught  are  agreeable  to  the  Lawes  and  manner  of  Govern- 
ment which  have  been  settled  there  or  may  be  prejuditiall  to 
the  Interest  of  the  Inhabitants. 

I  did  draw  a  commission  generall  reciteing  the  confusion 
that  was  there  and  the  danger  of  loosing  the  Province  to  the 
Enemyes  and  the  necessity  of  takeing  it  into  their  Majesties' 
hands  and  thereupon  constituting  a  Governor  there  to  Govern 
according  to  the  Laws  of  the  Place  (and  as  the  administration 
ought  to  have  been  by  the  former  Governor)  and  to  defend  the 
Province  and  take  and  apply  the  Public  Revenue  to  that  pur- 
pose. 

And  I  see  noe  cause  to  depart  therefrom  or  to  recommend, 
this  present  Draught  hereunto  annexed  not  knowing  that  the 
particulars  herein  conteyned  are  agreeable  to  the  setled 
Orders  of  Government  there  or  absolutely  necessary  for  the 
preservation  of  the  Province.

This  day  I  recd  a  Lettr  from  Major  Smallwood  directed  to 
Coll:  Warren  and  myself  where  he  desires  our  speedy  assist- 
ance to  advise  with  him  concerning  a  late  Information  given 
him  by  the  Emperor  of  Piscattua  last  night  informed  him  that 
all  the  Indians  that  hee  sent  to  the  Cinnekoes  to  confirm  the 
Peace  are  killed  by  some  forreign  Indians  all  but  one  which 
one  is  returned  and  gives  this  Information:  And  alsoe  there 
is  about  the  falls  of  Potomack  River  a  great  many  strange 
Indians  and  will  not  be  spoke  with  by  our  Indians  Insomuch 
that  all  our  Indians  are  upon  their  Guards,  and  does  desire 
immediate  assistance  from  us  according  to  our  promise  to 
them  given,  this  day  I  will  goe  to  Coll:  Warren,  Cap'  Barton 
and  Cap'  Haskins  And  wee'l  waite  att  Major  Smallwood's  for 
your  good  Company,  if  possibly  can  be  had  which  I  am  sure 
will  be  a  great  satisfaction  to  the  Emperor  for  you  know  the 
late  Government  has  been  unkind  to  them.  Pray  Sr  if  you 
cannot  come  to-morrow,  pray  lett  us  hear  from  you  and  give 
us  your  Order  to  the  future  proceedings  this  being  all  I  am  to 
informe  you  of  from  Sr  in  haste

The  Convention  for  this  Province  is  to  meet  att  Sl  Maries 
the  29th  instant  when  and  where  wee  expect  to  see  some  of  the 
Seneckors  and  Susquihannas  who  have  sent  to  this  Govern- 
ment expressing  their  desire  to  treat  with  us  and  to  confirme 
the  former  League  of  Friendship  to  which  the  Committee 
returned  them  a  very  amicable  answer  signifying  our  readiness 
to  embrace  and  ratifie  the  same  and  that  in  case  they  could 
not  afford  us  an  Interview  att  the  next  Convention  then  Care 
should  be  taken  for  a  convenient  time  and  place  as  they  should 
appoint  to  that  purpose.

I  rece'd  a  Letter  from  Maryland  dated  the  8th  of  August  last 
signed  by  Jn°  Coode  and  eight  others  with  a  Coppy  of  a  paper 
without  a  date  signed  Henry  Wriethosley  Clek  Assist:  which 
paper  imports  that  Cap'  Coode  was  continued  Principall  and 
Commander  in  Chief  of  their  Majlies  Forces  within  that  Prov- 
ince.and  wth  the  advice  or  assistance  of  twenty  persons  there 
named  or  any  seven  or  more  of  them  to  manage  all  affaires  in 
the  Intervalls  of  Assemblies.  And  in  that  Letter  it  is  desired 
that  all  letters  be  directed  to  the  President  and  therein  Richard 
Hill  is  accused  for  Treason  against  their  Majties  Whereof 
myself  and  their  Majties  Councill  here  takeing  Notice  and 
hearing  the  said  Hill  was  on  board  some  of  the  shipps  goeing 
for  England,  he  was  sent  for  on  shore  and  Bond  taken  with 
security  for  his  appearance  before  the  Right  HonbIe  the  Earle 
of  Shrewsbury  their  Majties  principall  Secretary  of  State  to 
answer  such  matters  as  should  be  objected  against  him  since 
which  I  received  a  Letter  from  Mr  Nehemiah  Blakiston  dated 
the  1 7th  of  September  wherein  he  writes  me  he  is  appointed 
President  of  the  Committee  for  the  present  Government  of 
Maryland  and  sends  me  a  Coppy  of  a  Letter  from  Cap'  John 
Coats  about  the  Indians  being  att  the  head  of  Potomack  and 
that  the  Piscattua  Indians  complained  that  some  of  their  Indians 
were  killed. 

Gentlemen,  this  account  made  me  order  the  Officers  of 
their  Majestie's  Militia  on  Potomack  to  send  out  souldiers  to 
range  to  the  head  of  that  River  and  they  could  not  find  nor 
understand  that  any  strange  Indians  had  been  there  and  the 
Commanders  going  over  to  the  Piscattua  Town  and  enquiring 
into  the  matter  the  Emperor  of  the  Indians  declared  he  knew 
nothing  of  strange  Indians  nor  that  any  of  his  Indians  were 
killed. 
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Gentm  It  would  do  very  well  in  these  dangerous  times  to  p-  R-  °- 
take  care  that  no  false  news  be  divulged  to  alarm  neither  the  B.Tvoi. 
people  nor  the  Indians  but  that  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Frontiers  B-  E- 
be  dilligent  and  watchfull   to  defend   themselves   and   give 
notice  if  any  real  occasion  should  be     since  that  news  wee 
have  here  declared  that  wee  will  reward  any  that  bring  true 
news  and  punish  those  Divulgers  of  false  news  And  the  least 
Tampering  with  the  Indians  in  these  times  the  better  only  to 
lett  care  be  taken  that  they  be  not  wronged  nor  abused  by 
Traders  or  any  others. 

I  lately  saw  a  Letter  dated  in  December  last  wrote  by 
Mr  Blakiston  to  Captain  Simon  Rowe  Commander  of  their 
Majestie's  Shipp  Donbarton  wherein  he  takes  on  him  to  order 
Cap'  Rowe  to  seize  any  Vessells  that  should  be  cleared  by 
Mr  George  Layfield  I  wonder  he  should  take  upon  him  to 
write  any  such  thing  when  it  is  apparent  Mr  Layfield  is 
appointed  by  Patrick  Myne  Esqre  who  was  sent  from  England 
to  settle  his  Majestie's  affaires  as  to  the  American  parts 
Collect1"  of  Potomacke  &c:  And  by  the  Comission  from  the 
Right  Honble  the  Commissioners  of  their  Majties  Customes  in 
England  he  is  appointed  Surveyrand  Comptrouler  of  all  their 
Majdes  duties  in  their  Majties  Province  of  Maryland  and  that

May  it  please  your  Lordspps 

Wee  herewith  (to  yor  Ldspp5)  transmit  a  perticuler  of  our 
proceedings  in  the  last  Sessions  of  Assembly  not  only  by  this 
our  accompt  thereof  but  by  the  Journall  of  each  Dayes  pas- 
sages which  with  these  your  Lordspps  will  (wee  hope)  receive 
in  the  begining  whereof  yor  Lordspps  will  find  the  heates  and 
debates  wee  had  with  the  Lower  house  about  the  Oath  of 
Fedelity  to  your  Ldspps  which  wee  insisted  upon  the  rather 
and  indeed  cheifly  for  that  yor  Lordspps  last  Expressions  to 
the  Assembly  in  84.  was  that  for  the  future  your  Lordspps  did 
expect  that  every  Member  of  Assembly  should  take  the  Oath 
of-Fidelity  before  they  should  be  admitted  to  sittln  pursuance 
whereof  the  Government  did  in  the  Assembly  of  86.  propose 
the  said  Oath  to  the  Lower  house  who  excused  it  at  that  time 
saying  that  had  it  been  proposed  to  them  in  time  they  would 
have  taken  it  but  that  then  they  were  entred  upon  other  buis- 
iness  and  the  like  for  which  and  other  reasons  the  Govern- 
ment did  not  then  further  press  the  same  But  at  opening  of 
this  Assembly  wee  humbly  conceived  it  was  our  duty  to  cause 
Complyance  to  yor  Ldspps  said  demands  in  84.  and  in  order 
thereunto  wee  resolved  to  be  early  with  them  in  this  and 
accordingly  it  was  by  the  Presidents  Speech  to  both  houses 
given  them  in  charge  to  which  the  Upper  house  readily  obeyed 
But  the  Lower  house  by  no  means  would  comply  upon  which 
hott  and  high  debates  did  arrise  and  the  more  they  refused  to 
sweare  Fidelity  to  yor  Ldspps  the  more  reason  wee  had  to  dis- 
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trust  'em  Butt  all  mild  perswasions  failing  wee  sent  for  'em  up  p-  R-  °- 
to  the  Upper  House  which  they  refused  saying  if  his  Lordspp  b.*l  VoL 
were  there  in  person  they  would  attend  and  indeed  they  B-  E- 
endeavoured  all  they  could  to  lay  asyde  yor  Ldspps  Upper 
house  upon  which  wee  thought  of  a  Dissolution  buttryed  them 
the  second  time  and  they  refused  and  the  third  time  and  then 
they  came  to  whome  the  president  made  a  short  speech 
wherein  he  told  them  that  wee  were  sorry  to  find  such  early 
disturbances  that  the  occasion  wee  sent  for  them  was  about 
the  Oath  of  Fidelity  that  Fidelity  was  Allegiance  which  by  the 
Lawes  of  England  might  be  proposed  even  to  the  House  of 
Cofnons  in  Parliament  sitting  and  that  the  refuseing  of  Allegi- 
ance did  imply  Rebellion  and  'the  like  as  your  Ldspps  on 
perusall  of  the  Journall  will  find  upon  which  the  Lower  House 
was  desired  to  return  to  their  House  to  consider  of  it  for  'till 
Complyance  in  that  particuler  wee  neither  would  nor  could 
enter  upon  any  buisiness  Butt  all  in  Vaine  they  still  persisted 
upon  which  wee  could  not  in  honour  to  yor  Ldspps  authority 
doe  otherwise  then  maintaine  your  Lordspp  Right  and  Lawes 
in  this  yor  Ldspps  Dominion  for  wee  were  not  ignorant  of  the 
fatall  consequences  hereof  if  Deniall  of  Fedelity  to  yor  Ldspps 
were  thus  permitted  Rebellion  might  be  the  next  step  where- 
upon wee  resolved  to  try  all  Endeavours  and  accordingly  it 
being  then  Saturday  in  the  afternoon  we  sent  for  the  Lower 
House  and  they  came  whereafter  a  few  things  sayd  to  'em  by 
the  President  the  Assembly  was  prorogued  till  the  Munday 
following  and  then  immediately  the  Oath  was  required  of 
every  perticuler  Member  which  after  severall  Refusealls  and 
debates  they  every  man  tooke  except  one  Thurston  a  Quaker 
who  desired  to  be  dispenced  with  and  it  was  granted  him  and 
on  Munday  both  Houses  mett  againe  to  whome  the  President 
made  a  short  speech  and  soe  entred  upon  Buisness  which  after- 
wards proceeded  very  amicably  and  kind  even  to  the  end  of 
the  Sessions  notwithstanding  their  grievous  paper  of  pretended 
agrievances  all  which  were  answered  to  content  as  by  the 
Journall  your  Lordspps  will  find  and  then  was  pressed  the 
Buisness  about  bulk  Tobacco  though  wee  dispaired  of  success 
considering  the  violent  repulse  it  met  with  in  Virga  yett  wee 
endeavoured  itt  all  wee  could  but  to  noe  purpose  for  all  wee 
could  get  from  'em  in  that  affaire  was  their  answere  and  rea- 
sons to  the  contrary  and  then  we  proposed  Methods  to 
improve  yor  Ldspps  and  peoples  Interests  in  Maryland  as  by 
the  Proposeall  themselves  herewith  sent  yor  Ldspps  will  appear 
In  which  yor  Lordspps  will  find  divers  expressions  which 
seeme  to  diminish  yor  Ldspps  dues  of  2d  *p  hh  to  one  third  less 
then  at  present.  But  the  advantage  proposed  to  yor  Ldspps 
by  payment  of  all  your  Lordspps  Rents  and  Fines  for  Alieva- 
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p.  r.  o.  Cons  in  money  at  the  inhansed  value  will  (wee  are  well  assured

Vol.  2,  very  much  encrease  yor  Ldspps  Incomes  to  what  they  now  are 
B-  E-  for  that  yor  Ldspps  Rents  which  are  now  paid  in  Tobacco  at 
2d  p  lb  is  but  losse  to  yor  Ldspps  and  the  people  thereby  have 
(as  it  were)  yorLdshpps  whole  Province  for  nothing  whereas  if 
the  Rents  which  dayly  rise  and  encrease  might  be  paid  in 
money  there's  noe  doubt  but  in  a  short  time  the  same  will  be 
far  more  considerable  than  the  duty  of  2d  p  hh  besides  it  is 
proposed  to  enrich  and  people  yor  Ldspps  Province  by  bringing 
in  of  money  and  Tradesmen  of  all  sorts  to  follow  their  Callings 
and  inhabitt  the  Townes  as  by  the  Proposealls  to  which  wee 
referr  being  for  our  parts  (as  wee  are  sworne  to  serve  your 
Ldspp)  sattisfied  that  if  money  be  made  current  as  it  is  pro- 
posed that  it  will  infinitely  redound  to  your  Ldspps  advantage 
and  in  a  little  time  it  will  even  encrease  the  duty  of  2d  p  hh  for 
the  Encouragement  thereby  to  shipping  will  enduce  them 
abundantly  to  Trade  into  Maryland  rather  than  to  Virginia 
besides  as  money  becomes  plenty  people  and  labour  will 
encrease  and  the  Export  of  Tobacco  will  follow  in  proper  con. 
But  the  difficulty  in  returning  of  this  money  to  yor  Lordspps 
is  to  be  considered  for  tho  it  doe  advance  (as  beyond  all 
doubt  it  will)  yor  Ldspps  dues  yett  the  payment  as  now  made 
is  farre  more  convenient  to  your  Ldspps  than  twice  as  much 
in  Maryland  if  not  returned  to  answere  yor  Ldspps  occasion  in 
England  and  this  wee  conceave  may  be  effected  as  well  then 
as  now.  For  many  especially  the  Londoners  will  as  freely 
(prorato)  pay  their  money  there  as  here  and  with  more  ease 
than  by  procuring  of  ps  of  8  shipping  them  Risque  &c:  and  for 
the  rest  of  the  Traders  they  are  for  the  most  part  but  straglers 
whose  money  is  more  safe  then  their  Bills  and  for  soe  much  of 
your  Lordspps  dues  as  should  be  received  here  there's  noe 
doubt  but  the  same  may  be  returned  by  Bills  of  Exa  more 
surely  than  at  present  for  if  money  be  made  current  the 
Planter  Adventurer  will  have  occasion  for  his  money  here  and 
will  give  Bills  in  London  being  paid  the  difference  twixt  money 
there  and  here  and  for  our  parts  wee  are  of  opinion  that  yor 
Ldspps  dues  will  be  returned  then  as  well  as  now  the  consid- 
eration whereof  is  humbly  submitted  to  your  Lordspps  But 
take  as  it  will  with  yor  Ldspps  the  Lower  House  would  by  noe 
meanes  heare  of  paying  their  Rents  in  money  whereupon  the 
whole  matter  was  for  the  present  layd  aside  and  the  Assembly 
prorogued  to  the  second  Tuesday  in  Aprill  next  what  mind 
they  will  be  of  then  wee  know  not,  in  the  Intrim  wee  beg  yor 
Ldspps  answere  and  resolve  herein  by  first  opportunity 
whereby  we  may  take  measures  accordingly. 

By  the  Journall  yor  Ldspps  will  find  the  breifs  corespond 
to  the  Coppies  sent  yor  Ldspps  of  such  Acts  as  were  passed 
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in  this  Assembly  amongst  which  there's  one  for  an  Aniversary  p-  R-  o. 
Day  of  Thanksgiveing  for  ever  for  the  birth  of  the  Prince  b/iJvoi. 
which  wee  hope  will  be  as  acceptably  taken  as  the  Intent  was  B-  E- 
dutifull  and  Loyall. 

Your  Ldspps  will  herewith  alsoe  receive  two  Private  ad- 
dresses to  which  wee  thought  fitt  to  put  a  stop,  wee  doe  not 
meane  to  addressing  or  hindering  any  from  soe  doeing  but 
because  the  same  were  obtained  at  the  request  of  other  sepe- 
rate  and  private  Interests  and  designed  to  have  been  presented 
to  the  King  by  others  not  yor  Ldspps  hands  perhaps  intended 
to  yor  Ldspps  prejudice  wherefore  wee  thought  fit  to  order 
soe  as  that  noe  Addresses  should  goe  hence  but  through  yor

Readiness  of  this  Governm'  to  joyne  with  the  Governm'  of 
Virginia  in  anything  that  may  tend  to  his  Majties  service — As 
to  yor  Ldspps  Courts  of  Judicature  Justice  therein  is  adminis- 
tered wee  hope  to  the  content  of  all  men,  being  morally  sure 
there's  none  can  have  just  cause  to  complaine.  And  for  the 
Government  in  generall  Blessed  be  God  all  things  are  peace- 
ably and  quiett  all  that  disturbs  us  is  the  noise  of  those 
troubles  with  you  in  England  which  doth  not  altogeather  dis- 
may us  First  for  that  yor  Ldspps  thereby  had  the  opportunity 
to  shew  the  greatness  of  your  soul  by  that  Heroick  Act  of  and 
in  raiseing  a  Troope  for  his  Maties  service,  secondly  for  that 
our  Confidence  in  the  Almighty  is  such  as  that  we  noe  wayes 
doubt  but  that  all  this  is  permitted  by  heaven  for  the  greater 
Glory  of  God  and  Encrease  of  Power  and  honor  to  the  King 
and  of  Welfare  and  happiness  to  your  Lordspp  all  which  that 
God  may  bring  to  pass  is  the  hearty  prayer  of

replyd  that  they  were  to  fight  for  My  Lord  against  Prot- 
estants being  persuaded  by  Coll:  Darnall  Coll:  Pye  and  Major 
Boreman  promiseing  them  to  furnish  them  with  sloopes  and 
Boates  for  their  passedge  to  the  Eastern  shoare  Where  upon 
this  deponent  disuaded  them  from  goeing  telling  them  that 
the  Protestants  was  too  numerous  for  them  and  that  if  they 
went  forward  would  kill  them  all  upon  which  the  said  Indians 
all  with  a  free  consent  resolved  not  to  proceed  nevertheless 
the  Deputy  Governors  and  particularly  Coll:  Darnall  ordered 
the  Easterne  Shoare  Indians  to  carry  the  said  Chopticoe  and 
Zakiah  Indians  with  them  and  those  that  would  not  goe  to 
take  their  arms  from  them  and  further  saith  not.

Read  22nd  Dec.  90. 
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The  Answer  of  John  Coode  and  Kenelm  Cheseldine  p-  R-  o. 
Agents  and  Commissioners  from  the  late  Convention  B.^f  v"i. 
of  their  Majesties  Province  of  Maryland  on  behalfe  of  B-  E- 
the  said  Convention  and  themselves  to  a  Paper  Exhib- 
ited  against   them:    To   the   Kings   most   Excellent 
Majesty  by  Richard  Hill  Henry  Coursey  George  Wells 
George  Lingham,  Edward  Dorsey  &c:  The  Chief  and 
most  of  which  were  the  Protestants  that  opposed  their 
present  Majesties  Right  and  Tytle  to  the  Allegiance 
Obedience  and  subjection  of  their  said  Majesties  sub- 
jects in  the  said  Province. 

3  of  the  Peticrs  As  to  tne  ^rst  Allegation  in  the  said  Paper,  that 
sd  Tayiour  they  petition  on  behalfe  of  themselves  and  most 
fn  MaryfdSt°n  of  tne  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Province  is  false  For 
at  the  they  can  produce  no  power  or  qualification  from 

J:-':vol""°"  any  other  persons  whatsoever.  The  whole  Prov- 
ince (as  by  Addresses  from  the  severall  Counties  heretofore 
delivered  in  and  now  ready  to  be  delivered  to  their  Majesties 
fully  manifesting  the  contrary  as  well  as  severall  persons  (viva 
voce)  to  testify  the  same. 

As  to  the  second  Allegation  That  the  Province  hath  in  his 
Lordspp  and  his  Father's  time  enjoyed  a  continuall  peace  and 
that  persons  of  all  perswasions  have  enjoyed  equall  favours 
from  the  Government  is  also  untrue.  Witness  the  Insurrec- 
tion at  the  Clifts  occasioned  by  his  Lordspps  Writts  of 
Elleccon  comanding  Four  Representatives  for  each  County  to 
be  elected  as  an  Assembly  out  of  which  Four,  his  Lordspp 
afterwards  called  only  two  that  he  thought  most  fitt  for  his 
Interest  to  be  an  Assembly  who  laid  the  greatest  Levy  upon 
the  People  that  ever  was  laid  in  that  Province.  Which  they 
refused  to  pay  as  not  being  laid  by  their  legall  Representatives 
and  for  which  three  of  them  were  condemned  and  two  of  them 
executed.  Witness  also  the  Comotions  in  the  said  Prov- 
ince upon  his  Lordspps  arrivall  there  in  the  time  of  the  Popish 
Plott.  As  also  upon  the  Indians  killing  divers  English  at  the 
Lower  end  of  the  Towne  (being  a  place  there  so  called)  and 
ever  since  have  the  people  beene  in  continuall  feares  and 
jealousies  of  the  French  and  Northern  Indians  who  often  pass 
by  the  Confines  of  the  said  Province  with  French  Priests  who 
were  acquainted  with  the  English  and  Irish  Preists  there 
inhabiting,  and  as  to  the  equall  enjoyment  of  favours  as  is 
pretended.  It  is  well  known  that  of  late  yeares  there  have 
not  been  any  Protestants  preferred  to  Offices  were  there  were 
Papists  fitt  to  enjoy  the  same  That  of  all  perswasions  there, 
the  Church  of  England  have  had  the  least  encouragement  and 
respect. 
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p.  r.  o.  And  as  to  that  Clause,  in  the  said  Paper  wherein  they 
b.  i.  Vol.  2,  maliciously  charge  the  said  John  Coode  and  his  Accomplices 
B-  E-  to  be  the  Disturbers  of  the  Province  and  changers  of  the  Gov- 
ernment These  Respond'5  do  deny  that  either  he  the  said  Cood 
or  any  by  his  order  or  Privity  ever  unjustly  disturbed  or 
changed  the  same  But  do  say  that  five  moneths  after  their 
present  Majesties  were  settled  in  the  Throne  and  the  gener- 
ality of  their  dominions  had  submitted  to  them  and  after  they 
were  proclaimed  in  Virginia  the  adjacent  Country  and  all  other 
their  Majesties  Colonies  in  America  of  which  the  Popish  Gov- 
ernment of  Maryland  were  as  well  assured  as  they  could  be  of 
any  matter  of  Fact.  The  said  Deputy  Governours  (with  the 
Papists  and  severall  of  the  aforesaid  Petitioners  their  Adher- 
ents) disclaiming  their  Allegiance  to  their  Majesties  and 
politickly  disarmeing  the  Protestants  denying  to  call  the

and  daily  drinking  health  to  the  same  wishing  the  arrivall  of 
that  golden  day  as  they  termed  it  To  the  great  terrour  of  the 
Protestants  and  encouragement  of  the  Papists  The  Protestants 
standing  continually  upon  their  guards  and  some  flying  for 
fear  into  Virginia  so  enraged  the  people  as  that  it  was  not 
easy  to  restraine  them  from  riseing  tho  they  had  no  armes  nor 
amunition  to  defend  themselves  and  the  more  thinking  men 
were  plunged  in  their  minds  what  course  to  take  For  Armes 
and  Ammunition  they  had  not  to  defend  themselves  and  to 
depart  the  Province  was  to  ruine  their  Estates  and  Familyes 
and  stay  they  could  not  with  safety  without  owneing  their 
Allegiance  to  the  late  King  James  and  fidelity  to  that  present 
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Popish  Government  thereby  denying  their  Faith  Allegiance  P-RO.

and  subjection  to  their  present  Majesties  which  would  have  b.  i.  Vol. 
been  high  Treason  and  adhereing  to  their  Enemies  against  B-  E- 
the  conscience  and  interest  of  all  good  Protestants  and  to 
involve  them  into  the  same  crimes  of  Disloyalty  with  their 
Enemies  and  subj'ect  them  to  the  penaltyes  of  the  Law  for 
High  Treason.  Whereupon  the  most  eminent  Protestants  in 
the  Province  associated  themselves  with  this  Resolution  That 
as  God  Almighty  had  given  their  Majesties  a  just  call  to  the 
Crown  to  whom  their  Faith  and  Allegiance  was  due  so 
according  to  their  Duty  and  the  Laws  of  the  land  they  would 
with  their  lives  and  fortunes  mainteyne  their  Majesties  Right 
and  Title  to  the  Faith  and  Allegiance  Obedience  and  subjec- 
tion of  their  subjects  in  the  said  Province. 

Thus  matters  stood  untill  towards  the  latter  part  of  July  1689 
at  which  time  the  people  of  Virginia  did  often  threaten  us  and 
were  ready  (in  great  numbers)  to  come  over  into  Maryland  to 
reduce  us  alleadging  wee  were  Rebells  for  not  Proclaimeing 
their  Majesties  in  the  mean  time  news  being  brought  to  some 
of  the  aforesaid  Protestants  that  the  Deputy  Governors  were 
fortifying  the  Court  house  at  S'  Maries  and  Matapany  garrison 
and  raiseing  men  to  keep  the  same  ;  they  sent  over  to  the 
Magistrates  in  Virginia  desireing  them  to  restrain  the  pro- 
ceedings and  designes  aforesaid  of  their  people.  And  there- 
upon about  two  hundred  and  fifty  Protestants  tho  very  badly 
provided  with  Armes  and  Ammunition  marched  down  to  the 
City  of  S'  Maries  to  know  the  truth  of  the  aforesaid  Report 
and  to  desire  the  Deputy  Governors  to  call  an  Assembly  which 
had  been  for  a  long  time  prorogued  against  the  desires  of  all 
honest  men.  That  speedy  course  might  be  taken  for  the  satis- 
faction of  both  Protestants  and  Papists  untill  orders  from  Eng- 
land. But  when  they  arrived  there  they  found  the  said  Court 
house  full  of  armed  men  made  a  garrison  ready  to  oppose 
them.  Whereupon  they  sent  into  the  said  Fort  the  Protestant 
Declaration  demanding  to  have  King  William  and  Queen 
Mary  to  be  proclaimed  and  submitted  To  which  they  refuseing 
to  do  the  said  Protestants  marched  up  resolutely  to  the  said 
Garrison  and  haveing  gained  the  Doores  and  Windows  and 
being  ready  to  enter  Those  within  did  surrender  takeing  with 
them  their  private  armes  and  leaveing  the  publick  armes  to 
the  Protestants  and  then  they  marched  to  Matapany  Fort  about 
eight  miles  distant  where  about  four  hundred  men  were  in 
Garrison  and  demanded  surrender  of  the  same  to  the  use  of 
King  William  and  Queen  Mary  the  which  they  refused  for 
sometime  to  do.  But  finding  the  number  of  the  Protestants  to 
encrease  and  resolveing  to  attacke  the  same  They  surrendered 
upon  Articles  and  thereupon  a  convention  of  the  cheife  of  the 
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p.  r.  o.  Inhabitants  fairly  elected  by  the  people  did  meet  and  altho  the 
s.  1.  Vol™,  Protestants  kept  all  the  said  Articles  inviolable  yet  notwith- 
B- E-  standing  the  said  Deputy  Governors  endeavoured  by  all 
wicked  meanes  possible  to  pervert  and  draw  the  people  from 
their  Allegiance  to  their  Majesties  and  stirr  them  up  to  Rebel- 
lion and  obstruct  the  said  Convention  from  settling  the  Coun- 
trey  in  Peace  and  quietness  untill  order  from  their  Majesties 
which  notwithstanding  they  proceeded  unto.  And  first  of  all 
pursuant  to  their  Duty  they  caused  their  Majesties  to  be  pro- 
claimed and  drew  up  an  Address  to  them  and  then  proceeded 
to  settle  the  Province  untill  Orders  from  them,  as  first  to  settle 
the  Military  and  civill  Officers  continueing  all  Protestants  in 
their  places  and  removeing  all  Papists  and  putting  Protestants 
in  their  Rooms  pursuant  to  their  Majesties  Declaration  and 
continued  all  the  Tempoary  Laws  in  the  Province  laid  the 
publique  Levy  which  (notwithstanding  the  great  occasion)  was 
the  least  that  had  beene  in  that  Province  for  many  yeares  tho 
they  also  paid  the  debts  of  the  old  Governm'  out  of  the  same 
and  then  drew  all  up  into  an  Ordinance  of  Assembly  whereby 
those  matters  do  more  fully  appeare,  after  which  the  Deputy 
Govern"  and  severall  of  the  Petitioners  their  Adherents  (being 
of  the  Lord  Baltemores  Comission)  did  on  the  behalfe  of  King 
James  endeavour  all  they  could  to  raise  Rebellion  against 
their  Majesties  in  all  the  parts  of  the  Province  In  the  opposeing 
of  which  if  any  received  Damage  it  is  more  then  those  Re- 
spond" know  or  ever  heard  of  before  there  being  none  done 
by  them  or  their  Order  And  do  verily  beleive  there  was  none 
done  by  any  other  But  if  any  such  there  were  lett  them  prove 
the  same  aga'  those  that  did  it,  and  the  Law  is  open  for  their 
Remedy  the  Convention  never  giveing  authority  thereto. 

As  to  that  other  part  of  the  charge  in  the  said  Paper  of 
acting  contrary  to  their  Majesties  Letter  These  Respond15 
humbly  conceive  that  the  Convention  hath  given  sufficient 
Answer  in  their  last  Letter  to  their  Majesties  unto  which  they 
do  in  all  humility  desire  to  be  referred. 

As  to  the  generall  charge  of  Forgery  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
aforesaid  Petition  to  his  Majesty  These  Respond'5  know  not  to

I  shall  not  need  in  this  place  to  begin  with  the  relation  of 
the  occasion  of  that  sad  accident  wch  happened  in  Christmass 
1689.  having  hereafter  occation  to  speak  thereof  but  these 
genten  being  by  order  from  his  Majestie  to  the  Governour  of 
Virginia  sent  hither  in  order  to  be  proceeded  against  for  the 
murder  of  the  sd  Payne  &  being  here  in  the  Custody  of  the 
Sheriff  of  St  Maries  County  I  Recd  from  them  a  letter  Directed 
to  Mr  Carroll  &  Myselfe  with  severall  papers  of  wch  they 
desired  our  advice  and  direction  in  point  of  Law  how  they 
might  Legally  defend  themselves  in  case  the  Pend  that  ruled 
here  should  bring  them  to  a  Tryall  as  it  was  Reported  they 
would  by  vertue  of  his  Majts  letter  to  them  directed  for  that 
purpose  the  Contents  of  which  letter  and  Authority  thereby 
given  was  altogether  unknowne  to  me  till  after  the  Tryall  I 
saw  a  coppy  of  it  onely  I  was  Informed  it  was  but  a  letter  and 
not  a  Commission  of  Oyer  &  Terminner  under  the  Great  seale 
and  not  directed  to  persons  particularly  named  as  is  usual  in 
such  Cases  Upon  perusall  of  whose  papers  finding  their  case 
had  been  under  Exam  of  the  Govern'  &  Co:  of  Virginia  &  they 
Imprisoned  for  the  fact  wch  was  agrauated  by  the  Gent  here 
with  all  the  Circumstances  Imaginable  to  render  it  a  horrid 
Willfull  Murder  severall  Examinations  haveing  been  Taken 
there  in  Virginia  touching  the  same  it  seemed  to  that  Gov- 
ernment not  a  crime  of  so  high  a  nature  seeing  that  these 
Prisoners  were  by  them  lett  out  to  bayle  so  Considering  the 
proceedings  in  Virg:  and  that  yett  notwithstanding  here  it  was 
generally  given  out  to  be  a  Bloody  willfull  murther  of  the 
Kings  Officer  as  Collector  in  the  Executing  of  his  Office. 
Therefore  as  well  to  satisfie  my  owne  Interiour  as  to  be  ready 
upon  any  occation  (if  I  might  be  permitted)  to  assist  the  Pris- 
oners in  order  to  a  faire  and  Legall  Tryall  for  their  Liues  by 
Indifferente  luges  &  Iury  I  did  my  Indeavour  according  to  my 
small  ability  to  Instruct  myselfe  in  such  points  of  Law  as  might 
be  urged  before  pleading  to  the  fact  as  allsoe  in  what  might 
upon  the  fact  arrive  wch  I  did  put  downe  in  writeing. 

And  in  the  first  place  I  considered  his  Lopps  Charter  and 
the  many  Royaltyes  &  imunity  thereby  granted  in  such 
manner  as  any  Bpp  of  Durham  ever  had  in  his  County  Pal- 
atine wth  Power  of  Life  and  Death  &c  that  his  Lopp  &  Father 
had  held  the  same  neare  60 :  yeares  and  therefore  by  advice 
of  his  Lopps  atturney  Gen"  I  framed  a  plea  to  the  Iuridiction 
of  the  Court  without  Commission  from  his  Lordship  to  be 
Coram  non  Judice  and  to  maintayne  that  plea  Argumts  were

it  was  sd  there  in  the  case  of  the  Bishop  of  Durham  that  the 
Kings  will  did  not  run  there  and  soe  (allways  with  submission 
to  their  Majesties  Royall  Prerogative)  the  same  Royall  Fran- 
chises being  granted  to  his  Lordshipp  that  the  kings  writt  did 
nott  run  here  being  before  granted  by  Charter  and  that  his  Lordp 
could  nott  be  disused  of  his  royall  Franchize  but  by  due  course 
of  Law  according  to  the  Statude  of  Magna  Carta  29  c  10  this

ought  nott  to  issue  butt  upon  some  suddaine  outrage  &  Insur- 
rection and  that  the  same  was  an  act  of  Grace  and  the  king 
was  retrayned  of  his  Power  to  grant  such  Commissions  at  his 
pleasure  to  whome  he  will  that  the  same  ought  to  issue  out 
of  the  Chancery  under  the  great  seale  and  to  psons  perticu- 
larly  named  Co:  3:  Inst  162.  or  they  are  nott  Legall  or  war- 
ranted by  Law  that  the  Iustices  ought  to  be  learned  &  Indif- 
ferent men  Stamford  fo:  55:  56  notes  what  care  was  taken  in 
tymes  past  in  Granting  such  Come,s  in  trespasses  only  much 
more  in  Treasons  and  felyny  &  Co:  3  lust  163.  4.  5.  says 
that  sev"  Indictm'5  were  quashed  for  being  taken  by  writt 
(wch  is  more  then  a  letter  where  it  ought  to  have  beene  by 
Comers  though  it  were  of  the  forme  and  words  that  a  Legall 
Commor  ought  to  be  by  Cheife  Iustice  and  that  in  all  such 
Commons  the  Iustices  are  directed  with  this  Rule  Facturi  qd 
Iustitiam  pertinet  secundum  Legem  et  consuetude  Angliae  but 
here  was  neither  Comon  nor  writts  nor  Persons  particularly 
named  to  Execute  the  Com  "  nor  Dedim  potest  to  sweare 
them  before  they  entered  upon  the  Execution  of  it  it  was  nott 
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under  the  great  seale  as  is  presumed  ought  to  be  and  there-  p-  R-  °- 
fore  nott  according  to  the  rules  of  Law  and  allowance  of  Courts  b.TvSl 
of  Iustice  and  so  was  Conceived  voyd  in  Law  and  it  was  Con-  B-  *"• 
ceived  that  his  Majesties  sd  Letter  to  the  persons  that  had  the 
adminion  of  the  GovernnV  could  not  be  suffici'  to  authorize  the 
conventon  of  the  Delegates  of  the  Pro:  being  far  from  a  free 
&  due  Election)  to  grant  a  Common  to  particular  persons  to 
try  those  persons  as  they  have  done  and  to  support  those 
argum"  Authorityes  quoted  viz  Terms  of  Law  Cowells  Inter- 
pretter  fitz  hert  Na.  br.  Stanford  Coulton  Cook  2.  3.  4  Inst 
There  was  allsoe  layd  downe  for  argum'  that  the  Iudges  of 
assize  who  are  persons  of  Integrity  Indifferency  skill  and 
knowledge  yett  have  particular  Comons  of  Oyer  &  Terminer  all 
wch  qualityes  Especially  of  Indifferency  as  the  case  stood  was 
feared  would  be  wanting  in  this  Court  further  a  Case  was 
reported  that  att  the  Death  of  K.  J.  who  dyed  in  tearme  tyme 
K.  C.'s  issued  out  a  proclamacon  for  the  continuance  of  the 
Terme  and  Iudges  in  statu  quo  but  the  Iudges  shutt  up  West- 
minster Hall  waited  on  his  Majty  acquainting  him  that  with- 
out new  Commisions  they  could  nott  with  safety  proceed 
in  Civil  or  Criminal  Cause  without  great  Danger  much  less 
those  gentlemen  in  this  soe  that  it  was  hoped  that  if  this  plea 
and  argumt  afd  might  be  permitted  to  be  opened  to  them  wth 
such  others  as  might  have  been  offered  they  would  have  putt 
the  Gent  upon  a  more  due  &  Deliberate  Consideration  of 
their  Power  and  Authoritys  and  haveing  induced  them  to  have 
respected  the  Execution  of  thr  Authority  from  the  till  a 

farther  and  more  Legall  settlmt  from  their  Majties  and  in  the 
meane  tyme  to  have  secured  the  Prisoners  and  nott  to  have 
proceeded  to  Tryall  Condemnation  &  Execution  as  they  have 
done  wch  under  Correction  is  Conceived  by  some  here  the 
words  of  that  Lre  as  to  this  p.  of  m.  will  not  beare  them  out 
in  and  Report  goes  that  there  were  some  more  Considerable 
men  in  the  house  that  were  unwilling  to  meddle*  with  that 
Tryall  till  a  Govern"  came  in  &  the  prisoners  thought  they 
had  great  reason  to  feare  the  Fairness  and  Indifferency  of 
theire  Tryall  by  the  then  Authority  Iudges  and  Iury  who  (all 
things  Considered)  they  conceived  could  not  be  Legales 
homines  by  their  Iury  being  by  them  or  most  of  them  already 
forejudged. 

Had  these  matters  and  reasons  above  s'd  prevailed  with  the 
court  to  have  respited  the  Cause  till  a  Governour  came  in 
which  was  all  that  was  aymed  att  and  was  every  day  expected 
then  in  order  to  their  Legall  Defence  I  had  (as  being  Re- 
tayned  by  them  by  Ire  for  my  fee)  prepared  and  Drawn  up 
some  Instructions  to  be  by  the  Prisoners  made  use  of  att  their 
Tryall  and  therein  limited  to  them  what  Priviledges  the' Law 
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p.  r  o   allows  in  favorem  videl  Ist  as  to  theire  challenges  to  the  Arraye

b.  i.  Vol.  2,  °r  to  the  Poll  or  both  &  cited  the  books  for  them  and  indeed 
B-  F-  I  think  they  had  good  cause  to  have  excepted  to  that  part  of 
the  Iury  array  (if  nott  to  all  for  that  reason)  because  the  fore- 
man of  the  Iury  and  some  others  of  the  Iury  was  of  Calvert 
County  where  the  fact  was  Committed  the  rest  were  of  the 
whole  body  of  the  Province  as  has  been  usuall  in  the  Pro"  Court 
&  Mr  Andrew  Abbington  the  Sherif  of  Calvert  County  who 
returned  those  of  his  County  was  adm  to  the  deceased  Payne 
his  Deputy  Collector  and  Gossep  as  I  am  credibly  Informed 
and  his  great  friend  att  whose  house  he  lays  buryed  and 
Mr  Wm  Parker  the  foreman  had  before  the  Tryall  spoken  hard 
words  against  the  Prisoners  in  prejudice  of  their  lives  as  I  am 
alsoe  Informed  they  were  thereby  allsoe  to  be  putt  in  minde 
to  Demande  Councill  in  matter  of  Law  if  upon  the  fact  any 
did  arise  and  was  nott  doubted  butt  there  would  to  clear  them 
of  the  Imputation  of  willfull  murther  &  to  Extenuate  the 
Crime  to  manslaughter  the  most  if  nott  se  Defendendo  butt 
of  all  those  Benefitts  and  advertisements  they  were  Deprived 
being  kept  Close  prisoners  that  none  could  come  and  con- 
verse with  them  without  the  hearing  of  the  Guard  &  that  not 
permitted  neither  to  anything  might  be  for  theire  advice  and 
defence  and  the  takeing  away  theire  papers  as  hereafter  I  shall 
mention  Sheppards  Epitome  chap:  maynetenance  seems  to 
say  that  after  a  felany  is  Committed  a  man  may  help  the 
Prisoners  by  his  Councill  Lres  or  the  like  to  bring  him  out  of 
his  trouble  and  I  never  knew  it  denyed  here  for  the  friends  to 
visitt  prisoners  in  prison  soe  they  were  secure  from  Rescues 
or  Escapes  and  the  Law  Allowing  Councill  in  matters  of  law 
as  may  be  seen  in  Divers  cases  in  the  books  I  conceived  it 
could  be  noe  crime  to  be  prepared  aforehand  for  the  same  if 
it  should  be  adjudged  fitt  to  asseigne  them  Councill  and  for 
that  purpose  I  had  drawne  up  some  heads  of  what  might  on 
your  Prisoners  behalfe  have  been  insisted  on  in  Mitigation  of 
their  Crime  to  be  offered  to  a  Court  Legally  Constituted  and 
nott  Consisting  of  members  principall  agents  in  these  our 
unhappy  Turmoyles  for  to  these  Gentlemen  it  was  nott  intend 
to  be  Directed  nor  Perhapps  all  to  any  other  Court  but  as 
occation  should  offer  and  require  and  in  those  my  Private 
notes  and  conceptions  I  had  used  this  method  to  bring  the 
same  to  the  fountain  of  this  unhappy  accident  and  other  mis- 
cheifs  to  sett  forth  his  Lordsps.  Charter  the  long  Continuance 
of  succession  of  the  Gouvernmt.  to  his  Lordpp  the  Act  of 
religion  the  foundation  under  God  of  our  Envyed  happiness 
the  Care  taken  by  former  assemblyes  (out  of  respect  to  his 
Lops  good  Gouvernmt)  of  an  act  of  recognition  of  his  Lops  right 
and  Title  to  the  Dominion  of  the  Province  by  the  sd  Charter 
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and  to  prevent  any  rebellious  or  mutinous  practices  or  p- R-  °- 
attempts  against  his  Lops  sayd  Gouvernmt.  a  Severe  Penall  u.T^Voi.  2, 
Law  and  as  if  all  that  were  nott  sufficient  to  tye  our  Con-  B-  *"■ 
sciences  by  an  Oath  of  Fidelitye  though  seldome  administred 
butt  to  those  in  Civil  and  Military  offices  and  dispensed 
withall  to  those  called  Quakers  yett  notwithstanding  all  those 
Tyes  and  obligations  some  few  persons  out  of  Ambition  Envy 
Malice  or  Revenge  as  wee  heare  was  sworne  against  Cap1  Codd 
before  the  King  and  Councill  and  that  sett  downe  in  a  mar- 
ginall  Note  did  head  the  multitude  in  a  rietous  rebellious 
mutinous  manner  setting  forth  a  Declaration  for  the  grounds 
of  theire  Riseing  and  appearing  in  armes  thereby  and  by 
many  false  aspertions  and  Calomnyes  cast  on  his  Lordps  and 
Gouvernmt  of  Tyranny  and  oppression  (of  it  when  they  came 
to  the  Test  before  his  Majty  and  Councell  no  proofe  could  be 
made)  disperst  abroad  to  amuse  the  weaker  sort  of  people 
other  wise  well  meaneing  people  and  to  Draw  them  to  Ioyne 
wth  them  they  seized  the  Records  att  St  Maries  his  Lordsp5 
house  they  called  Garrison)  where  some  of  the  Deputy  Gouv- 
erners  with  their  wives  and  Children  were  retired  to  avoyd 
popular  fury  they  forced  to  a  surrender  (having  placed  great 
gunns  against  the  same)  upon  Certaine  articles  such  as  the 
King  leaders  of  that  faction  would  admitt  them  to  and  after 
those  articles  by  them  consented  to  (wch  are  kept  to  Infidels 
Turks  and  Iewes)  they  soon  breake  the  same  Imprisoning 
some  and  hunting  after  others  and  doeing  many  personell 
Injuries  in  body  and  goods  and  all  those  their  actions  unwar- 
ranted by  any  Commission  from  theire  Majties  wch  if  Iudge  Cook 
may  have  Credit  3d  Inst  cap  Treason  are  noe  less  than  Trea- 
sonable practises  and  Levying  Warr  &ca  that  Majr  Sewall  was 
one  of  the  Dep:  Go:  and  concerned  in  those  artlesand  contrary 
thereto  was  sought  after  and  forced  from  his  house  and  to 
goe  up  and  downe  in  his  yacht  to  buy  goods  and  provisions 
for  his  family  and  being  upon  that  necessary  affaire  a  Conven- 
tion of  the  Representation  of  the  Province  as  they  were  termed 
but  unduely  Elected  many  dissenting  and  few  but  the  military 
men  persons  Engaged  in  that  designe  Electors  or  Elected  the 
sd  Convention  takeing  upon  them  the  Power  of  disposeing  of 
all  Officers  civil  and  Military  did  Constitute  Cap'  Iohn  Coode 
Commander  in  chief  of  all  the  forces  in  Armes  Especially  in 
St  Maryes  and  Charles  County  and  the  said  Cap'  Coode  did 
about  the  8th  8ber  1687  send  out  a  warrant  to  the  sd  Mr  Payne 
and  one  Ed\vd  Greenhalgh  two  new  made  Cap5  to  seize  Majr 
Sewell  and  his  yacht  pretending  he  was  fled  from  Iustice  for 
misdemeanours  by  him  done  against  his  Maj,ie  and  the  peace 
of  the  Province  though  In  truth  he  had  not  acted  anything  in 
prejudice  of  Either  but  was  gone  up  the  Bay  to  buy  goods  as 
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p.  r.  o.  afd  that  the  Majr  att  his  Returne  home  haveing  notice  of  these 
i.  1.  Vol.  2,  orders  to  aprehend  him  was  then  indeede  forced  to  leave  his 
B-  F-  family  and  goe  for  Protection  into  Virginia  as  they  did  hither 
in  Bacons  time  thincking  to  stay  till  a  settlement  come  from 
England  wch  not  comeing  according  to  Expectation  about 
Christmass  he  wth  these  men  the  Prisoners  came  in  the  yacht 
afd  to  fetch  his  wife  and  Childern  and  necessaryes  for  them 
and  being  at  anchor  at  Bartuxant  neare  his  house  the  night 
before  they  intended  to  goe  away  againe  the  Major  being  att 
his  house  ashore  that  Mr  Payne  as  Cap*  and  nott  as  Collector 
did  press  sev"  men  and  armes  to  goe  with  him  and  seize  the 
Major  and  his  yacht  in  the  night  time  some  hours  before  day 
they  haveing  first  seazed  the  Boate  came  with  that  armed 
Power  to  seize  them  all  they  in  the  yacht  refused  to  lett  them 
enter  knowing  Payne  had  such  warrant  from  Coode  but 
offered  Mr  Payne  to  lett  him  come  alone  on  bord  to  see  the 
permitt  they  had  from  Virginia  and  that  they  had  no  goods 
butt  what  was  theire  necessaryes  and  to  give  himselfe  what 
other  satisfaction  he  desired  butt  he  would  nott  Enter  without 
the  rest  and  soe  they  fell  to  words  of  passion  and  Oaths  one 
that  they  would  and  the  others  that  they  should  nott  Enter 
but  at  theire  Perill  if  they  attempted  it  for  they  would  fire  att 
them  and  Mr  Payne  and  his  men  persisting  in  theire  attempt 
to  board  them  gunns  were  fired  and  payne  killed  Mason  and 
Woodcock  wounded  and  nott  knowing  till  long  after  they 
came  to  Virginia  that  Payne  was  killed  they  made  the  best  of 
theire  way  and  went  back  for  Virginia  and  after  rendered 
themselves  freely  to  the  Gouvernmt  there  and  were  bayled 
as  of — 

Now  this  is  the  murther  layd  to  their  charge  ag'  wch  Crime 
(as  Murther  by  mallice  either  prepense  or  Implyed  in  Law) 
matter  of  Law  upon  the  Fact  would  necessarily  arrise  upon 
sev"  points  as  was  conceived  Malice  prepence  there  could  be 
none  nor  was  pretended  malice  implyed  would  be  the  thing 
Insisted  on  that  he  was  the  kings  officer  and  slaine  in  the  Due 
Execution  of  his  Office  soe  to  bring  the  Prisoners  in  the  Case  of 
Mackelly  in  Coods  Rep:  of  a  Bayliffe  being  killed  in  the  Ser- 
vice of  the  Parties  of  Law  To  wch  might  have  been  objected  on 
the  prisoners  side  by  pleading  att  Barr  or  arrest  of  Iudgemt 
that  he  came  nott  as  the  Kings  officer  but  as  Cap'  Payne  by 
warrant  from  Coode  in  which  Mr  Payne  had  been  active  to 
execute  he  had  before  sent  to  Mr  Greenhalgh  to  give  him 
meeting  at  St  Maryes  about  the  same  designe  and  went  him- 
selfe thither  to  that  purpose  Cap'  Greenhalgh  was  to  provide 
able  men  well  armed  and  a  man  to  manage  the  yacht  for  the 
matter  would  be  effected  Easily  but  things  must  be  carryed 
secretly  there  was  the  Designe  not  as  Collector  for  any  trans- 
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gression  Payne  had  no  need  to  goe  out  of  his  district  where  p-  K-  °- 
the  other  lived  no  manner  of  any  transgression  of  the  Acts  of  B*i.y Vol.  2, 
trade  and  thus  they  continued  to  watch  all  opportunities  to  B-  F- 
effect  theire  designe  which  haveing  now  mett  with  the  sonne 
must  be  Couloured  with  the  shew  of  Iustice  as  Collector  to 
make  way  for  the  letter  Executing  the  other  warrant  which 
was  altogether  unanswerable  from  Convention  or  Cood  that 
as  Collector  he  could  not  by  Vertue  of  his  Common  or  Instruc- 
tions presse  an  armed  Power  to  assist  him  in  seizing  shipps  or 
Vessells  noe  he  did  it  as  Cap  the  men  said  when  they  came 
ashoare  wee  have  lost  our  Cap:)  but  he  ought  upon  resistance 
to  apply  himselfe  to  the  Governr  or  sea  Commander  and  they 
by  the  Law  are  to  Send  them  their  assistance  soe  Iustices  of 
the  peace  shew  Constables  &ca  and  without  theire  assistance 
he  could  not  use  force  violence  and  this  must  be  after  Resist- 
ance presumed  to  be  made  and  spetially  declared  in  the  Civil 
Magistrates  Warrant. 

That  Collectors  are  Civil  Officers  and  have  to  doe  in  civil 
Marine  affaires  with  Merchants  masters  and  who  by  Law  are  to 
be  civilly  treated  and  Collectors  ought  nott  att  the  first  outset 
of  their  owne  heads  and  by  the  onely  vertue  of  their  Common 
without  the  assistance  of  some  higher  authoritye  to  come  on 
board  merchant  shipps  wth  armed  force  Espetially  in  the  dead 
time  of  the  night  in  Terrorem  populi  That  such  proceedings 
were  never  intended  them  being  destructive  to  Trade  That 
the  manner  of  proceeding  the  Time  and  seizing  the  Boate 
Considering  the  Comnd  from  Coode  that  Payne  had  wch  was 
nott  Legall  lookt  like  Pirascy  and  as  such  was  by  them 
resistable  Cook  3.  Inst  63.  si  noctu  furtim  factum  sit  jure 
caesus  est — . 

That  the  Pretending  he  came  as  Collector  was  butt  a  Collor 
in  Fraudem  Legis  and  wrongs  done  under  the  Collor  of 
Iustice  are  the  worst  of  wrongs. — That  if  he  were  not  in  due 
Execution  of  his  office  &  comd  as  Collector  (as  without  doubt 
he  was  not)  he  come  at  his  perill  and  if  thence  it  can  in  the 
Eye  of  Lawe  be  adjudged  murther  at  the  worst  but  man- 
slaughter Cookes  case  in  Crookes  reports  and  perhapps  but  se 
Defendendo — 

That  Sherriffes  in  the  Execution  of  the  kings  process  or 
doeing  any  other  ministeriell  Act  must  not  use  any  Craft  or 
violence  he  cannot  break  open  Door  or  gate  to  destrayne 
for  the  K:  rent  Leavy  fine  amerciam  issue  debts  of  such  other 
like  Duties  okie  to  the  King  Dolton  sher.  523.  353.  and  if  this 
great  officer  much  less  a  Collector  That  Mr  Payne  tis  true  was 
Collector  to  K.  I.  2d  by  Comd  and  sworne  but  never  had 
Common  or  sworne  that  was  knowne  for  K.  W.  &  M.  and  the 
proclamation  that  continued  his  Majties  officers  in  America  is 
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m  Ri  *d  ^ated  as  ^  a  Coppy  I  have  seen  if  true  the  1 8  Feb  1 689  at 
b.  i.  Vol.  2,  the  Court  at  Kensington  which  was  neare  two  months  after 
B-  F-  the  fact  committed  and  soe  he  never  Legally  vested  in  that 
office  and  if  such  procl:  had  beene  before  without  a  Direct 
Common  or  a  Comd  a  question  of  it  could  have  Iustified  such 
an  armed  force  if  blood  had  been  by  him  spilt  what  the  Law 
could  have  sd  to  in  that  case  lett  it  speake — Soe  that  all  things 
considered  he  was  nott  legally  the  Kings  officer  nor  was  in  the 
one  Execution  of  his  Office  it  was  in  the  night  qui  male  agit 
odit  Lumen  with  an  armed  force  as  Cap  Payne  Majr  Sewall 
had  not  been  on  any  Tradeing  designe  nor  was  it  a  boate  for 
trade  nor  proffit  but  pleasure  a  vessell  of  the  Country  only 
made  use  of  upon  ace1  of  visitts  to  his  friends  and  no  law  to 
Enforce  him  to  Entry  upon  such  occations  nor  a  vessell  of  any 
force  nor  had  they  any  gunns  or  amonicon  but  such  as  people 
usually  carry  in  boates  or  sloops  for  necessary  defence  and 
game  he  had  made  no  transgression  agl  the  Lawes  for  trade 
it  was  not  usual  for  Mr  Payne  to  go  at  such  unreasonable 
tymes  in  the  night  only  on  board  shipps  wth  -psons  so  accou- 
tered  hee  had  another  designe  then  the  K.  service  or  getting 
K  dues  he  expected  to  be  shares  in  the  Booty  otherwise  and  it 
was  said  he  had  been  that  night  late  drincking  and  the  heat  of 
the  wine  &  his  Zeale  for  his  new  master  put  him  upon  that 
costly  attempt  besides  he  might  and  was  freely  offered  him- 
selfe  to  come  on  board  as  the  witnesses  for  the  king  being  the 
soldiers^present  by  Payne  if  examined  to  that  could  I  presume 
have  deposed  Asquith  one  of  them  did  Sweare. — 

These  and  many  other  argumts  might  have  been  used  to 
have  mittigated  the  Crime  if  Councell  had  been  allowed  them 
to  have  had  freedome  of  speech  butt  all  as  well  as  prisoners 
were  overawed  by  an  armed  force  of  horse  and  foot  attending 
all  that  court  of  Tryall  and  much  more  were  contained  in  my 
private  notes  besides  what  might  have  been  urged  by  the  other 
good  that  were  desired  to  be  of  Councill  for  the  Prisoners. 

On  good  fryday  the  Committee  of  the  Convention  mett  on 
Easter  Tuesday  the  Convention  in  Thursday  the  prisoners 
brought  to  St  Maryes  in  order  to  theire  Tryall  on  Friday 
they  sent  to  speake  with  me  I  went  and  with  much  adoe  had 
Liberty  to  see  them  a  guard  being  present  they  told  me 
they  heard  they  were  to  be  tryed  next  week  I  advised  them 
to  Petition  the  convention  for  longer  time  to  summon  Evi- 
dences some  of  whome  lived  in  Ann  Arundell  County  and 
to  have  order  for  spas  they  desired  me  to  draw  and  present 
theire  petition  and  pray  that  they  might  have  council  allowed 
them  in  matter  of  law  as  they  desired  Mr  Carroll  Mr  G  Thom- 
son Mr  Dent  and  myselfe  and  that  some  of  those  good  might 
be  permitted  to  be  Consulted  in  Private     I  drew  the  Pettition 
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and  gave  it  to  Mr  Iohn  Knellin  of  the  Convention     the  house  p-  R-  °- 
being  off  he  read  the  same  and  told  me  that  they  were  accused  B.aiyvoi.  2, 
for  the  death  of  Mr  Iohn  Payne  the  K.'s  Collector  and  nott  B-  F- 
Cap  I:  P:  as  in    the    Petition    was  mentioned     upon  that  I 
struck  out  Cap'  and  put  in  (Mr)     then  he  told  me  Mr  Carroll 
was  Improper  to  be  of  councell  being  a  Prisoner  at  abington 
for  high  misdemeanors  soe  his  name  was  struck  out  that  Mr 
Dent  was  under  the  same  or  as  great  circumstances  and  was 
sent  for  butt  as  for  Mr  Thomson  and  myselfe  he  knew  nothing 
butt  wee  might  be  admitted  as  in  the  Peti:  desired  of  wch  Pet:  I 
should  have  answer  on  the  morow     that  evening  I  mett  Mr 
Blackeston  the  Speaker  and  told  him  of  the  Petn  lodged  wth 
theire  &  gave  him  accd  of  the  substance  of  it  who  told 

me  the  prisoners  should  have  all  the  faire  Dealeing  Imagin- 
able for  theire  lives  or  to  that  Effect  &  next  morning  I  should 
have  answer  the  Pet:  Thus  fairly  and  openly  I  acted  for  these 
prisers  Intending  to  search  for  Records  &  gett  Coppyes  of  what 
necessary  and  take  out  spas:  next  day  I  went  haveing  my 
Papers  about  me  M1  Knellin  brings  me  the  order  wch  was  that 
Tuesday  the  21:  was  the  day  appointed  for  tryall  and  that  they 
might  have  what  yet  they  pleased  butt  Councill  for  them  none 
could  be  admitted  I  went  to  carry  them  this  order  and  short 
Tyme  they  had  to  prepare  themselves  butt  goeing  in  to  the 
guard  room  I  was  there  Imediatly  seized  upon  my  Private 
noates  and  the  Prisoners  papers  and  other  my  present  concerns 
taken  from  me  and  I  detayned  in  Coustody  att  the  Country 
house  without  knowing  my  cause  till  Munday  morning  I  Recd 
a  Coppy  of  my  Committmt.  for  mutenous  Rebellious  Treason- 
able Practices  and  Endeavrs  by  me  used  to  Disturbe  theire 
Majts  peace  and  the  peace  of  the  Province  and  was  to  be  in 
Coustody  till  the  sd  21:  day  being  the  prov"  Co"  then  to 
appeare  and  answer  and  on  Munday  I  was  Removed  to 
another  house  and  kept  close  Prisr  and  thence  removed  to  the 
horse  guards  att  Lynes  and  there  kept  by  the  sherriff  till  fry- 
day  after  sentence  past  and  then  I  was  admitted  to  Bayle  to 
appeare  next  Court  being  the  first  thursday  In  Iully  next 
Mr  Carroll  being  at  Mr  Abingtons  was  the  Sunday  before 
removed  up  to  Notley  Hall  and  since  the  Court  admitted  to 
Bayle  allsoe  Mr  Geo  Thomson  haveing  d.d.  a  paper  to  some 
of  the  members  by  way  of  contrary  advice  how  they  proceeded 
upon  that  authority  soe  the  Tryall  of  the  Prisoners  was 
Commted  to  Custody  for  a  seditious  and  Treasonable  Pamph- 
lett  butt  after  admitted  to  Bayle  Mr  Dent  allsoe  Bayled  out 
butt  in  open  court  told  he  must  nott  plead  there  till  he  had 
cleared  himselfe  of  the  accusation  agl  him  soe  all  the  Councell 
Prayed  by  the  Prisoners  was  thus  taken  of  and  they  left  to 
defend  themselves  deprived  allsoe  of  theire  Papers  as  aforesd 
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Maryland  Tuesday  the  day  appointed  for  holding  the  Proventiall  Court 
b.  i.  Vol.  2,  the  Convention  sate  lone  in  Councell  and  was  late  before  the 
'  *  Court  was  called  Expecting  I  suppose  a  Returne  of  the  mess- 
enger they  had  sent  to  Petuxant  to  see  for  newes  from  Eng- 
land by  the  shipp  that  come  in  that  day  before  in  wch  I  heard 
they  Recd  sev"  letters  from  Cap1  Cood  and  Mr  Chesleyne 
that  his  Majts  had  aproved  theire  proceedings  in  Maryland 
granting  their  Request  for  a  Protest.  Gouvernmt  and  that  Co" 
Copley  was  the  Gentle,  pitcht  upon  to  come  wth  the  K  Com- 
mand and  whereupon  the  Court  was  called  Mr  Na  Blakeston 
Coll"  Henry  Jowles  Mr  Tho:  Tench  Mr  Iohn  Addison  Mr  Robert 
Mason  Dr  Io:  Brooks  all  members  of  the  Convention  Iustices 
Mr  Io:  Knellin  Ck.  and  Mr  Henry  Lawrence  Cryer  and  so 
adjourned  to  next  day  Wensday  the  grand  Iury  sent  out 
and  found  the  Bill  ag'  Majr  Sewell  and  the  other  foure  on 
thursday  they  were  brought  to  Tryall  and  what  was  there 
said  I  have  butt  by  Relation  that  upon  theire  arregnm  three 
pleaded  nott  guilty  Woodcock  pleaded  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Court  and  would  nott  pleade  to  the  feete  and  his  default  was 
twice  Recorded  and  the  Court  told  him  that  the  third  time  was 
Panall  to  him  Death  without  mercy  then  he  pleaded  nott 
guilty  and  prayd  Councill  butt  nott  granted  Petty  Iury  Called 
the  Prisoners  made  nott  many  Challenges  Mr  Geo  Playton  the 
Kings  atturney  opened  the  Charge  of  murther  and  went  to 
prove  the  mather  of  fact  then  the  K  evidences  were  sum- 
moned wch  Consisted  chiefly  of  those  men  Mr  Payne  had 
pressed  to  goe  along  with  him  to  seize  the  yacht  amongst 
others  of  those  wittnesses  and  one  that  speake  the  most  home 
to  the  purpose  was  one  Iohn  Keenaly  who  had  been  examined 
in  the  case  in  Virginia  when  they  were  bayled  he  speake  to 
that  part  that  I:  P.  told  them  in  the  yacht  he  was  the  K.  Collr 
&  told  him  and  some  of  the  rest  with  him  that  he  had  presst 
them  to  goe  along  with  him  to  seize  the  yacht  as  Coll  for  that 
the  Mastr  did  trade  betweene  V.  &  M.and  made  no  Entry  and 
soe  defrauded  the  K  of  his  dues  and  something  he  said  as  to 
Mr  Woodcocks  being  the  man  that  shott  Payne  by  Describeing 
his  *pson  and  cloathsbut  not  very  Possetive  that  the  presence 
at  the  ken  killed  him  the  Prisoner  Excepted  against  his  Evi- 
dence as  being  Convixt  for  manslaughter  att  the  Pro"  Co'  & 
burnt  in  the  hand  and  allsoe  against  Tho:  Price  another  mate- 
riall  Evidence  who  had  been  Condemned  to  dye  for  house 
breakeing  I  think  in  the  day  time  butt  had  a  pardon  the 
Court  called  for  to  see  the  Record  of  itt  keenely  or  otherwise 
it  would  not  Involidate  the  kings  Recordance  order  is  then 
sent  upp  to  search  the  records  in  the  Custody  of  Mr  Knellin 
the  Record  of  theire  Conviction  could  nott  be  found  in  the 
office  and  though  there  were  some  present  in  court  who  were 
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of  the  Iury  that  convicted  them  and  saw  keenely  burnt  in  the  p-  R-  °- 
hand  and  were  present  when  Price  was  Condemned  wch  last  I  B.ai.y  Vol.  2, 
could  prove  being  the  Present  and  Drew  Petin  for  his  pardon  B-  F- 
&  I  was  sped,  by  the  Sher  to  Testifye  for  the  Prisonr  yett  nott 
permitted  to  goe  to  Court  and  were  ready  to  depose  the  same 
in  court  and  hundereds  knew  them  both  to  be  certainly  true 
yett  because  the  Record  was  nott  produced  and  could  nott  be 
found  they  were  admitted  as  good  Evidence  for  the  K.  ag<  the 
Prison"  the  Prisoners  called  for  theire  papers  which  were  taken 
from  me  amongst  wch  was  the  warr'  from  Coode  to  Green- 
halgh  and  Taylards  letter  testyfying  the  like  to  payne  and 
that  payne  had  requested  him  to  writt  to  G.  to  give  payne  a 
meeting  and  bring  6  able  men  as  afd  as  allsoe  the  Coppy  of 
the  K.  Procl.  to  continue  his  Proton  in  America  dated  18  feb. 
89  as  afd  theire  proceedings  in  Virginia  about  Bayle  takeing 
Coppy  of  keenelys  oath  in  Virginia  which  differed  from  that 
theire  Service  in  Court  and  some  Private  memorandum  of 
theire  owne  writeing  and  Observations  but  the  same  were 
denyed  them  as  is  Reported  and  although  the  Cort  should  have 
been  the  Prisoners  Council  all  things  were  highly  agravated 
against  them  by  Mr  N.  B.  the  president  and  the  K.  Collector 
the  Att.  Generall  the  K  Collector  alsoe  who  gave  the  charge 
that  Mr  I.  P.  absolutely  was  the  K.  Collector  and  in  due  exe- 
cution of  his  office  and  therefore  the  Law  imployed  Molline 
and  as  further  agravation  of  the  Crime  agt  them  the  sd  MrN. 
B  sayed  they  were  papists  and  had  armes  which  was  ag'  the  K 
declaration  wch  was  made  to  reach  hither  the  killing  of  Mr 
Rousby  was  another  circumstance  urged  ag'  Them  no  notice 
was  taken  of  Cap*  Coods  warr1  or  Paynes  being  Cap'  or  any 
Examination  thereinto  yett  not  denyed  by  any  of  the  K  Evi- 
dence nor  any  name  of  the  Date  of  the  proclamation  for  con- 
tinueing  the  officers  there  was  as  I  heard  Mr  Paynes  Comm"  of 
Collector  produced  in  Court  but  wch  of  them  I  cann  heare  if  it 
was  that  he  had  from  K:  I:  2d  was  nott  to  the  purpose  and  if 
that  from  K:  W:  &  Q:  M:  it  came  in  long  after  his  death  and 
soe  was  as  little  to  the  purpose  unless  it  were  to  possess  the 
Iury  wth  an  untruth  that  he  was  Collr  to  K:  W.  when  he  dyed 
as  to  the  unseasonableness  of  the  Tyme  of  the  night  the  Pres- 
edent  of  the  Court  said  it  was  nott  materiall  it  being  after 
twelve  att  night  was  the  morning  of  the  day  from  12  to  12. 
being  the  Computation  of  day  and  night  and  had  he  read 
Cook  3  Inst  cap  Burglary  he  would  have  found  another 
description  of  day  and  night  as  long  as  day  light  continues 
whereby  a  mans  countenance  may  be  discerned  it  is  called  day 
and  when  darkness  comes  and  day  light  is  past  soe  as  by  the 
light  of  day  you  cannot  discerne  a  mans  countenance  then  it  is 
called  night  which  doth  agravate  the  offence  sith  the  night  is 
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p.  r.  o.  the  Time  wherein  men  is  to  rest  and  wherein  beasts  runn  about 
b.  1.  Vol.  2,  seeking  theire  Prey  and  as  the  same  is  an  agravacon  of  a  fact 
B-  F-  in  some  case  soe  the  resistance  made  in  such  a  tyme  should  in 
this  case  lessen  the  Charge  agl  the  Prison"  soe  upon  the  whole 
Evidence  the  three  first  were  found  guilty  and  aylwood  nott 
guilty  on  fryday  they  recd  sentence  to  Dye  on  Saturday. 
Mason  and  Burley  reprived  till  further  order  and  sent  up  to 
Notley  Hall  Tuesday  following  was  appointed  for  Execution 
of  Woodcock:  on  which  day  he  dyed  piously  and  couragiously. 

After  sentence  past  it  being  gennerally  discourst  th£  it  was 
very  strange  th'  the  Records  of  the  Conviction  of  Price  and 
keenely  could  nott  be  found  in  the  office  wch  was  so  well 
knowne  to  many  hundereds  of  people  MrIohn  Knellin  could 
then  say  that  Cap'  Coode  had  taken  (as  he  verily  beleived) 
out  of  the  office  those  Records  with  some  others  and  carryed 
them  for  England  butt  att  the  tryall  he  was  silent  in  that  point 
only  they  could  nott  be  found — 

The  Prisoners  were  so  overawed  wth  thr  majties  souldiers  there 
&  the  severity  of  theire  Iudges  none  permitted  as  amicus  curie 
or  otherwise  to  speak  for  them  or  to  them  that  they  had  nott 
Power  to  move  in  arrest  of  the  Iudgement  or  to  apeal  to  the 
K.  and  Co:  or  to  move  for  writt  of  Error  wch  first  and'  last  are 
often  allowable  in  Law  in  like  Cases  and  to  have  Councill 
asseigned  them  as  appeares  in  the  book. 

Wm  Asquith  the  Left1  of  the  Party  that  went  wth  Cap'  Payne 
swore  that  he  heard  Payne  was  by  them  on  board  Invited  by 
himselfe  to  come  on  bord  soe  noe  Resistance  against  him  as 
Collector — 

It  is  verily  belived  that  wthout  Price  and  keenely  Evidence 
they  would  not  have  been  found  guilty.

To  our  Trusty  and  welbeloved  Lionel  Copley  Esq™  Greet- 
ing, Whereas  by  reason  of  great  neglects  and  miscarriages  in 
the  Government  of  Our  Province  and  Territory  of  Maryland 
in  America,  the  same  is  fallen  into  disorder  and  confusion,  by 
means  whereof  not  only  the  publick  Peace  and  Administration 
of  Iustice  (whereby  the  properties  of  Our  Subjects  should  be 
preserved  there)  is  broken  and  violated,  but  also  there  is  an 
utter  want  of  Provision  for  the  Guard  and  Defence  of  the  said 
Country  against  our  Enemies,  and  thereby  the  same  is  exposed 
and  like  to  be  lost  from  the  Crown  of  England.  And  whereas 
Our  said  Province  and  our  good  subjects  the  Inhabitants 
thereof  cannot  be  defended  and  secured  by  any  other  means 
than  by  our  taking  the  Government  thereof  into  our  hands 
and  into  our  immediate  Care.  We  therefore  reposing  espe- 
ciall  Trust  and  confidence  in  the  Prudence  Courage  and  Loy- 
alty of  you  the  said  Lionell  Copley,  out  of  our  especiall  Grace, 
certain  knowledge  and  meer  motion,  Have  thought  fit  to  con- 
stitute and  appoint  and  by  these  Presents  do  constitute  and 
appoint  you  the  said  Lionel  Copley  to  be  our  Captain  Generall 
and  Governor  in  Chief  in  and  over  our  said  Province  and  Ter- 
ritory of  Maryland  in  America.  And  We  do  hereby  require 
and  Command  you  to  do  and  execute  all  things  in  due 
manner  that  shall  belong  unto  your  said  Command  and  the 
Trust  we  have  reposed  in  you,  according  to  the  severall  Pow- 
ers and  Directions,  Granted  or  appointed  you  by  this  present 
commission  and  the  Instructions  herewith  given  you  or  by 
such  further  Powers,  Instructions  or  Authorities  as  shall  at  any 
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« "3  °1  time  hereafter  be  granted  or  appointed  you  under  our  signet 
b.  i.  Voi.8.  and  sign  manuall  or  by  Our  Order  in  our  Privy  Councill  and 
according  to  such  reasonable  Laws  and  Statutes  as  now  are 
in  fforce  or  hereafter  shall  be  made  and  agreed  upon  by  You 
with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Councill  and  Assembly 
of  our  said  Province  under  your  Government  in  such  manner 
and  Form  as  is  hereafter  expressed. 

And  we  do  hereby  give  and  Grant  full  Power  unto  you 
the  said  Lionel  Copley,  after  you  shall  have  first  taken  an 
Oath  for  the  due  execution  of  the  Office  and  Trust  of  our 
Captain  Generall  and  Governor  in  Chief  in  and  over  our  said 
Province  and  Territory  of  Maryland  and  the  Islands  depend- 
ing thereon  (which  our  Councill  or  any  five  of  them  have 
hereby  full  Power  and  Authority  and  are  required  to  admin- 
ister unto  you)  to  give  and  Administer  to  each  of  the  Mem- 
bers of  our  said  Councill,  as  well  the  Oaths  appointed  by  Act 
of  Parliament,  to  be  taken  instead  of  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance 
and  supremacy  and  the  Test,  as  the  Oaths  for  the  due  execu- 
tion of  their  Places  and  Trust. 

And  we  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  full  Power  and 
Authority  to  suspend  any  of  the  members  of  our  said  Councill 
from  sitting,  voting  and  assisting  therein,  if  you  shall  find  just 
cause  for  so  doing — 

And  if  it  shall  at  any  time  happen,  that  by  the  death,  de- 
parture out  of  our  said  Province  or  suspension  of  any  of  our 
Councillors,  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  our  said  Councill  (any 
three  wherof  we  do  hereby  appoint  to  be  a  Quorum)  Our 
Will  and  Pleasure  is,  that  you  signify  the  same  unto  us  by  the 
first  opportunity  that  we  may  under  our  signet  and  sign 
Manuall  constitute  and  appoint  others  in  their  stead. 

But  that  our  affaires  at  that  distance  may  not  suffer  want  of 
a  due  number  of  Councillors  if  ever  it  shall  happen  that  there 
be  less  than  seven  of  them  residing  in  our  said  Province,  We 
do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  full  Power  and  authority 
to  choose  as  many  persons  out  of  the  Principall  Freemen, 
Inhabitants  thereof  as  will  make  up  the  full  number  of  our 
said  Councill  to  be  seaven  and  no  more.  Which  Persons  by 
vertue  of  such  choice  shall  be  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
Councillors  in  our  said  Province,  untill  they  shall  be  confirmed 
by  Us,  or  that  by  the  nomination  of  others  by  Us,  under  our 
sign  Manuall  and  signet  the  said  Councill  shall  have  seaven 
persons  in  it 

And  we  do  hereby  give  and  Grant  unto  you  full  Power 
and  Authority  with  the  Advice  and  consent  of  our  said 
Councill,  from  time  to  time  as  need  shall  require,  to  summon 
and  call  Generall  Assemblies  of  the  Freemen  within  your 
Government  according  to  usuage  of  our  Province  and  Terri- 
tory of  Maryland. 
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And  our  will  and  Pleasure  is  that  the  persons  thereupon  p-  R-  °- 
duly  elected  by  the  major  part  of  the  Freemen  of  the  respective  B.aiyvoi.  8. 
Counties  and  Places,  and  so  returned  and  having  before  their 
sitting  taken  the  Oaths  appointed  by  Act  of  Parliament  to  be 
taken  instead  of  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  and  supremacy  and 
the  Test,  which  you  shall  commissionate  fit  Persons  under  Our 
seal  of  Maryland  to  administer  and  without  taking  which, 
none  shall  be  capable  of  sitting  though  elected,  shall  be  called 
and  held  the  Generall  Assembly  of  that  our  Province. 

And  that  you  the  said  Lionel  Copley  by  and  with  the  con- 
sent of  our  said  Councill  and  Assembly  or  the  Major  part  of 
them  respectively  have  full  Power  and  Authority  to  make, 
constitute  and  ordain  Laws,  Statutes,  and  Ordinances  for  the 
publick  peace,  welfare  and  good  Government  of  our  said 
Province  and  of  the  People  and  Inhabitants  thereof  and  such 
others  as  shall  resort  thereto  and  for  the  benefit  of  Us,  Our 
Heires  and  successors.  Which  said  Lawes,  Statutes  and 
Ordinances  are  to  be  (as  near  as  may  be)  agreeable  to  the 
Laws  and  Statutes  of  this  our  Kingdome  of  England.  Pro- 
vided that  all  such  Statutes  and  Ordinances  of  what  nature 
or  duration  soever  be  within  three  Months  or  sooner,  after  the 
making  thereof  transmitted  unto  Us,  under  our  Seal  of  Mary- 
land, for  our  approbation  or  disallowance  of  the  same.  As 
also  duplicates  thereof  by  the  next  Conveyance  And  in  case 
any  or  all  of  them  being  not  before  confirmed  by  us,  shall  at 
any  time  be  disallowed  and  not  approved  and  so  signified  by 
Us,  Our  Heires  and  successors,  under  our  or  their  sign 
manuall  and  signet  or  by  Order  of  our  or  their  Privy  Councill, 
unto  you  the  said  Lionel  Copley  or  to  the  Commander  in 
Chief  of  our  said  Province  for  the  time  being,  than  such  and 
so  many  of  them  as  shall  be  so  disallowed  and  not  approved 
shall  from  thenceforth  cease  determine  and  become  utterly 
void  and  of  none  effect,  any  thing  to  the  contrary  thereof  not- 
withstanding. 

And  to  the  end  nothing  may  be  passed  or  done  by  our  said 
Councill  or  Assembly  to  the  prejudice  of  Us,  our  Heires  and 
successors,  We  will  and  ordaine  that  you  the  said  Lionel 
Copley,  shall  have  and  enjoy  a  negative  voice  in  the  making 
and  passing  of  all  Laws,  Statutes  and  Ordinances  as  aforesaid. 
And  that  you  shall  and  may  likewise  from  time  to  time  as  you 
shall  judge  it  necessary,  adjourn,  Prorogue  and  disolve  all 
Generall  Assemblies  as  aforesaid. 

And  our  will  and  Pleasure  is,  that  you  shall  and  may  keep 
and  use  the  Publick  Seal  appointed  or  to  be  appointed  by  Us 
for  our  Province  of  Maryland. 

And  we  do  further  give  and  grant  unto  you  the  said  Lionel 
Copley  full  Power  and  Authority  from  time  to  time  and  at  any 
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^>-R-°-  time  hereafter  by  yourself  or  any  other  to  be  authorized  by 
b.  i/voi"^.  you  in  that  behalf  to  administer  and  give  the  Oaths  appointed 
by  Act  of  Parliament  to  be  taken  instead  of  the  Oaths  of  Alle- 
giance and  supremacy  to  all  and  every  such  Person  or  Persons 
as  you  shall  think  fit,  who  shall  at  any  time  or  times  pass  into 
the  said  Province  or  shall  be  resident  or  abiding  there. 

We  do  further  give  and  grant  unto  you  full  Power  and 
Authority  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  our  said  Councill 
to  Erect,  constitute,  and  establish  such  and  so  many  Courts  of 
Iudicature  and  publick  Iustice  within  our  said  Province  and 
Territory  under  your  Government  as  you  and  they  shall  think 
fit  and  necessary  for  the  hearing  and  determining  of  all 
Causes  as  well  criminall  as  civill  according  to  Law  and  Equity 
and  for  awarding  of  Execution  thereupon  with  all  reasonable 
and  necessary  Powers,  Authorities,  Fees  and  Priviledges 
belonging  unto  them,  As  also  to  appoint  and  commissionate 
fit  Persons  in  the  severall  Parts  of  your  Government  to  admin- 
ister the  Oaths  appointed  by  Act  of  Parliament  to  be  taken 
instead  of  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  and  supremacy  and  the 
Test,  unto  such  as  shall  be  obliged  to  take  the  same. 

And  we  do  hereby  authorize  and  impower  you  to  constitute 
and  appoint,  Iudges,  Iustices  of  the  Peace  and  other  necessary 
Officers  and  Ministers  in  our  said  Province  for  the  better 
Administration  of  Iustice  and  putting  the  Laws  in  execution 
and  to  administer  such  Oath  or  Oaths  as  are  usually  given  for 
the  due  execution  and  performance  of  Offices  and  Places,  and 
for  the  clearing  of  Truth  in  judiciall  Causes. 

We  do  further  by  these  presents,  Will  and  Require  you  to 
permit  Appeales  to  be  made  in  cases  of  Errour  from  our 
Courts  in  Maryland  unto  our  Governor  and  Councill  in  Civill 
Causes,  provided  the  value  appealed  for  do  exceed  the  sum 
of  One  hundred  pounds  sterling  and  that  security  be  first  duly 
given  by  the  Appellant  to  answer  such  charges  as  shall  be 
awarded  in  Case  the  first  sentence  shall  be  affirmed. 

And  whereas  we  judge  it  necessary  that  all  our  subjects 
may  have  liberty  to  Appeal  unto  Us  in  cases  that  may  require 
the  same  Our  will  and  Pleasure  is,  that  if  either  party  shall 
not  rest  satisfied  with  the  Iudgement  or  sentence  of  our  Gov- 
ernor or  Councill,  they  may  then  appeal  unto  us  in  our  Privy 
Councill  provided  the  matter  in  difference  exceed  the  reall  value 
and  summe  of  Three  Three  hundred  pounds  sterling  and  that 
such  appeals  be  made  within  one  fortnight  after  sentence  and 
that  security  be  likewise  duly  given  by  the  appellant  to  answer 
such  Charges  as  shall  be  awarded  in  case  the  sentence  of  the 
Governor  and  Councill  be  confirmed  and  provided  also  that 
execution  be  not  suspended  by  reason  of  any  such  Appeal 
unto  Us. 
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And  we  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  full  power  and  p-  R-  °- 
Authority  where  you  shall  judge  any  Offender  or  Offenders  in  b^lvoKS. 
Criminall  matters  or  for  any  ffines  or  Forfeitures  due  unto  Us, 
fit  objects  of  our  mercy  to  pardon  and  remitt  all  such  offenders 
Fines  or  Forfeitures  before  or  after  sentence  given,  Treason 
and  wilfull  murther  only  excepted,  In  which  cases  you  shall 
likewise  have  Power  upon  extraordinary  occasions  to  grant 
Reprieves  to  the  Offenders,  untill  our  Royall  Pleasure  may  be 
known  therein. 

And  we  do  by  these  Presents  Authorize  and  impower  you 
to  colate  any  Person  or  Persons  in  any  Churches,  Chapells,  or 
other  Ecclesiasticall  Benefices  within  our  said  Province  and 
Territories  aforesaid  as  often  as  any  of  them  shall  happen  to 
be  void. 

And  we  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  the  said  Lionel 
Copley,  by  yourself,  your  Captains  and  Commanders  by  you 
to  be  authorized,  full  Power  and  Authority,  to  Levy,  Arm, 
muster,  command  and  imploy  all  Persons  whatsoever  residing 
within  our  said  Province  and  Territory  under  your  Govern- 
ment And  as  occasion  shall  serve  them  to  transferr  from  one 
place  to  another  for  the  resisting  and  withstanding  of  all 
Enemies  Pirates  and  Rebells,  both  at  Sea  and  at  Land  and  to 
transport  such  Forces  to  any  of  Our  Plantations  in  America, 
as  occasion  shall  require  for  the  defence  of  the  same  against 
the  Invasion  or  Attempts  of  any  of  our  Enemies. 

And  them,  if  occasion  shall  require  to  pursue  and  prosecute 
in  or  out  of  the  Limits  of  our  said  Province  and  Plantations  or 
any  of  them. 

And  if  it  shall  so  please  God,  them  to  Vanquish  apprehend 
and  take  and  being  taken  either  according  to  the  Law  of 
Arms,  to  put  to  death  or  keep  and  preserve  alive  at  your  dis- 
cretion. 

And  to  execute  Martiall  Law  in  time  of  Invasion  Insurrec- 
tion or  War  as  also  upon  soldiers  in  Pay  and  to  do  and  execute 
all  and  every  other  other  thing  or  things  which  to  a  Captain 
Generall  doth  or  ought  of  Right  to  belong  as  fully  and  amply 
as  any  our  Captain  Generall  doth  or  hath  usually  done. 

And  we  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  full  Power  and 
Authority  to  erect,  Raise  and  Build  in  our  Province  and  Terri- 
tory aforesaid  such  and  so  many  Forts,  Platforms,  Castles, 
Cities,  Burroughs,  Towns  and  Fortifications  as  you  by  the 
advice  aforesaid  shall  judge  necessary. 

And  the  same  or  any  of  them  to  Fortify  and  ffurnish  with 
Ordnance,  Amunition  and  all  sorts  of  Arms  fit  and  necessary 
for  the  security  and  defence  of  Our  said  Province. 

And  by  the  advice  aforesaid  the  same  again  or  any  of  them 
to  demolish  or  dismantle  as  may  be  most  convenient. 

And  we  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  the  said  Lionel 
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m   K\  °d  Copley,  full  power  and  Authority  to  erect  one  or  more  Court 
b.  i.  Vol.  8.  or  Courts  Admirall  within  our  said  Province  and  Territory  for 
the  hearing  and  determining  of  all  Marine  and  other  Causes 
and  Matters  therein  to  be  heard  with  all  reasonable  and  nec- 
essary Powers,  Authoritys,  Fees  and  Priviledges. 

As  also  to  exercise  all  Powers  belonging  to  the  Place  and 
Office  of  vice-Admirall  of  and  in  all  the  Seas  and  Coasts 
about  your  Government  according  to  such  Commission, 
Authorities  and  Instructions  as  you  shall  receive  from  Ourself 
under  the  Seal  of  Our  Admiralty  or  from  our  High  Admirall 
or  Commissioners  for  executing  the  office  of  High  Admirall  of 
our  fforeign  Plantation  for  the  time  being. 

And  forasmuch  as  divers  mutinies  and  disorders  do  happen 
by  Persons  shipped  and  imployed  at  Sea  and  to  the  End  such 
as  shall  be  shipt  or  imployed  at  Sea  may  be  the  better  gov- 
erned and  ordered  we  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  the 
said  Lionell  Copley,  our  Captain  Generall  and  Governor  in 
Chief,  full  Power  and  Authority  to  Constitute  and  appoint 
Captains,  Masters  of  Ships  and  other  commanders  and  to 
Grant  unto  such  Captains  Masters  of  Ships  and  other  Com- 
manders, Commissions  to  execute  the  Law  Martiall  and  to  use 
such  proceeding,  Authoritys,  Punishment,  Correction  and 
execution  upon  any  Offender  or  Offenders  which  shall  be 
mutinous,  sedetious  disorderly  or  any  way  unruly  Either  at 
Sea  or  during  the  time  of  their  abode  or  Residence  in  any  of 
the  Ports,  Harbours  or  Bayes  of  our  said  Province  or  Territory 
as  the  cause  shall  be  found  to  require  according  to  Martiall 
Law,  Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued to  the  enabling  you  or  any  by  your  Authority  to  hold 
Plea  or  have  Jurisdiction  of  any  offence,  cause  matter  or  thing, 
committed  or  done  upon  the  High  Sea  or  within  any  of  the 
Havens,  Rivers  or  Creeks  of  our  said  Province  or  Territory 
under  your  Government  by  any  Captain,  Commander,  Lieu- 
tenant, Master  or  other  Officer,  Seaman,  Soldier  or  Person 
whatsoever  who  shall  be  in  actuall  service  and  Pay  in  and  on 
Board  any  of  Our  ships  of  War  or  other  Vessells  acting  by 
immediate  Commission  or  warrant  from  our  Commissioners 
for  executing  the  Office  of  our  High  Admirall  of  England 
under  the  seal  of  our  admiralty  or  from  our  High  Admirall  of 
England  for  the  time  being,  but  that  such  Captain,  Commander 
Lieutenant,  Master,  Officer,  Seaman,  Soldier  and  other  Person 
so  offending  shall  be  left  to  be  proceeded  against  and  Tryed 
as  the  merrit  of  their  offences  shall  require,  either  by  commis- 
sion under  our  Great  Seal  of  England  as  the  Statute  of  28th  of 
T-S  8:  directs  or  by  commission  from  our  said  High  Admirall, 
according  to  the  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  13th  yeare  of 
the  reign  of  the  late  King  Charles  the  second,  of  blessed 
memory,  (entituled  an  Act  for  the  establishing  Articles  and 
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Orders  for  the  regulating  and  better  Government  of  His  Maj-  p-  R-  o. 
esty's  Navys  Ships  of  War  and  Forces  by  Sea)  and  not  other-  b^lvoLS. 
wise  saving  only  that  it  shall  and  may  be  lawfull  for  you  upon 
any  such  Captain  or  Commanders  refusing  or  neglecting  to 
execute  or  upon  his  negligent  or  undue  execution  of  any  of 
the  written  Orders,  he  shall  receive  from  you  for  our  service 
and  the  service  of  our  said  Province  to  suspend  him  the  said 
Captain  or  Commander  from  the  exercise  of  his  said  Office  of 
Commander  and  Committ  him  into  safe  custody  either  on 
Board  his  own  ship  or  elsewhere  at  the  discretion  of  You  in 
order  to  his  being  brought  to  answer  for  the  same  by  Com- 
mission either  under  Our  Great  Seal  of  England  or  from  our 
said  High  Admirall  as  is  before  expressed  In  which  case  our 
Will  and  Pleasure  is  that  the  Captain  or  Commander  so  by 
you  suspended  shall  during  such  his  suspension  and  committ- 
ment be  succeeded  in  his  said  Office  by  such  commission  or 
Warrant  Officer  of  our  said  ship  appointed  by  our  Commis- 
sioners for  executing  the  Office  of  our  High  Admirall  of  Eng- 
land or  by  our  High  Admirall  of  England  for  the  time  being 
as  by  the  knowne  practice  and  discipline  of  our  Navy  does 
and  ought  next  to  succeed  him  as  in  case  of  death,  sickness 
or  other  ordinary  disability  happening  to  the  Commander  in 
Chief  of  any  of  our  said  Ships  and  not  otherwise,  you  stand- 
ing also  accountable  to  Us  for  the  Truth  and  importance  of 
the  Crimes  and  misdemeaners  for  which  you  shall  so  proceed 
to  the  suspending  of  such  our  said  Captain  or  Commander. 

Provided  also  that  all  such  disorders  and  misdemeaners 
committed  on  shore  by  any  Captain  Commander,  Lieutenant, 
Master  or  other  Officer  Seaman,  Soldier  or  Person  whatso- 
ever, belonging  to  any  of  Our  Ships  of  War  or  other  Vessells 
acting  by  immediate  commission  or  Warrant  from  our  Com- 
missioners for  executing  the  Office  of  our  High  Admirall  of 
England  under  the  seal  of  our  Admiralty  or  from  our  High 
Admirall  of  England  for  the  time  being  may  be  Tryed  and 
punished  according  to  the  Laws  of  the  Place  where  any  such 
disorders  Offences  and  misdemeaners  shall  be  so  committed 
on  shore,  notwithstanding  such  offender  be  in  our  actuall 
service  and  borne  on  our  Pay  on  board  any  such  our  ships  of 
War  or  other  Vessells  acting  by  immediate  Commission  or 
Warrant  from  our  Commissioners  for  executing  the  Office  of 
our  High  Admirall  or  our  High  Admirall  aforesaid,  so  as  he 
shall  not  receive  any  Protection  (for  the  avoiding  of  Iustice)  for 
such  Offences  committed  on  shore  from  any  pretence  of  his 
being  imployed  in  our  service  at  sea 

We  do  hereby  give  you  full  power  and  Authority  to 
appoint  Fairs,  Marts,  and  Marketts  as  also  such  and  so  many 
Ports,  Harbours,  Bays,  Havens  and  other  Places  for  the 
convenience  and  security  of  shipping  and  for  the  better  load- 
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p.  r.  o.  }ng  ancj  unloading  of  Goods  and  Merchandices  as  by  you 
b.  1.  Vol.  8.  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  said  Councill  shall  be 
thought  fit  and  necessary  And  in  them  or  any  of  them  to 
erect  nominate  and  appoint  custom  houses,  Warehouses  and 
Officers  relating  thereunto  and  them  to  alter  change  or  displace 
from  time  to  time  as  with  the  Advice  aforesaid  shall  be 
thought  fit. 

We  further  by  these  presents  will,  require  and  command 
you  to  take  all  possible  care  for  the  discountenance  of  vice 
and  Encouragement  of  vertue  and  good  living,  that  by  such 
example  the  infidells  may  be  invited  and  desire  to  partake  of 
the  Christian  Religion. 

And  We  do  hereby  require  and  command  all  Officers  and 
Ministers  Civill  and  Military  and  all  other  Inhabitants  of  our 
said  Province  and  Territory  to  be  obedient,  aiding  and  assist- 
ing unto  you  the  said  Lionel  Copley  in  the  execution  of  this 
our  Commission  and  of  the  Powers  and  Authoritys  therein  con- 
tained. And  in  case  of  your  death  or  absence  out  of  Our  said 
Province,  unto  such  Person  as  shall  be  appointed  by  Us  to  be 
commander  in  Chief  To  whom  we  do  therefore  by  these 
Presents  give  and  grant  all  and  singular  the  Powers  and 
Authoritys  aforesaid,  to  be  executed  and  enjoyed  by  him 
during  Our  Pleasure  or  untill  your  arrivall  within  our  said 
Province  of  Maryland,  and  if  upon  such  death  or  absence 
there  be  no  Person  upon  the  Place  commissionated  or  ap- 
pointed by  Us,  to  be  Commander  in  Chief  Our  Will  and 
Pleasure  is  that  the  present  Councill  of  that  our  Province  do 
take  upon  them  the  Administration  of  the  Government  and 
execute  this  commission  and  the  severall  Powers  and  Author- 
itys herein  contained  and  that  the  first  Councillor  who  shall 
be  at  the  time  of  your  death  or  absence  residing  within  our 
Province  of  Maryland  do  Preside  in  our  said  Councill  with 
such  Powers  and  Preheminences  as  any  former  President  hath 
used  and  Enjoyed  within  our  said  Province  or  any  other  our 
Plantations  in  America  untill  Our  Pleasure  be  further  knowne 
or  your  arrivall  as  aforesaid. 

Lastly  We  do  hereby  declare,  ordaine  and  appoint  that  you 
the  said  Lionel  Copley  shall  and  may  hold  execute  and  enjoy 
the  Office  and  Place  of  Captain  Generall  and  Governor  in 
Chief  in  and  over  our  Province  and  Territory  of  Maryland 
together  with  all  and  singular  the  Powers  and  Authoritys 
hereby   Granted   unto   you   for   and   during    Our  Will   and

You  are  to  communicate  unto  our  said  Councill  from  time 
to  time  such  and  so  many  of  our  Instructions  as  you  shall  find 
convenient  for  our  service  to  be  imparted  unto  them. 

Our  Will  and  Pleasure  is  that  the  Members  of  our  Councill 
shall  and  may  have  and  enjoy  Freedome  of  Debate  and  Votes 
in  all  things  to  be  debated  of  in  Councill. 

And  although  by  our  Commission  aforesaid  we  have  thought 
fit  to  direct  that  any  three  of  our  Councillors  make  a  Quorum, 
It  is  nevertheless  our  Will  and  Pleasure  that  you  do  not  act 
with  a  Quorum  of  less  than  Five  Members  unless  upon  extra- 
ordinary Emergencies. 

And  that  we  may  be  alwaies  informed  of  the  Names  and 
characters  of  Persons  fit  to  supply  the  vacancies  of  our  said 
Councill,  You  are  to  transmitt  unto  Us,  by  one  of  our  prin- 
cipal! Secretarys  of  State  and  to  the  Lords  of  our  Privy  Coun- 
cill, appointed  a  Committee  of  Trade  and  Plantations  with  all 
convenient  speed,  the  names  and  characters  of  Twelve  Per- 
sons inhabitants  of  our  said  Province  whom  you  shall  esteem 
the  best  qualified  to  succeed  in  that  Trust  and  so  from  time  to 
time  when  any  of  them  shall  dye,  depart  out  of  our  said  Prov- 
ince or  become  otherwise  unfit,  you  are  to  nominate  so  many 
other  Persons  to  Us  in  their  stead.  And  in  the  choice  and 
nomination  of  the  members  of  our  said  Councill  as  also  of  the 
principall  Officers,  Iudges,  Assistants,  Iustices  and  Sheriffs 
you  are  always  to  take  care  that  they  be  men  of  Estate  and 
Ability  and  not  necessitous  people  or  much  in  Debt  and  that 
they  be  persons  well  affected  to  our  Government.

You  are  to  transmit  Authentick  Copies  under  the  publick 
Seale  of  all  Lawes,  Statutes,  and  Ordinances  now  in  Force  or 
which  at  any  time  shall  be  made  and  enacted  within  our  said 
Province  unto  Us  and  our  Committee  for  Trade  and  fforeign 
Plantations  within  three  months  or  sooner  after  their  being

And  that  it  may  be  better  understood  what  Acts  and  Laws 
are  in  fforce  in  our  Province  of  Maryland,  You  are  with  the 
assistance  of  our  Councill  to  take  Care  that  all  Laws  now  in 
force  be  revised  and  considered  and  if  there  be  any  thing 
either  in  the  matter  or  stile  of  them  which  may  be  fit  to  be 
retrenched  or  altered  You  are  to  represent  the  same  unto  Us 
with  your  Opinion  touching  the  said  Laws  now  in  force 
(whereof  you  are  to  send  a  compleat  Body  to  us)  with  such 
alterations  as  you  shall  think  requisite  to  the  end  our  appro- 
bation or  disallowance  may  be  signifyd  thereupon. 

You  shall  take  care  that  the  Members  of  the  Assembly  be 
elected  only  by  Freeholders  as  being  most  agreeable  to  the 
Custome  of  England  to  which  you  are  as  near  as  may  be  to 
conform  yourself.

the  same,  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  therefore  is,  that  when  it  shall 
happen  that  you  shall  be  absent  from  our  said  Province,  one 
full  moyety  of  your  salary  and  of  all  Perquisits  and  emoluments 
whatsoever,  which  should  otherwise  become  due  unto  you, 
during  the  time  of  your  absence  shall  be  paid  and  satisfied 
unto  such  Lieut  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief,  who  shall 
be  resident  upon  the  Place  for  the  time  being,  which  We  do 
hereby  order  and  allott  to  him  for  his  better  maintenance  and 
for  the  support  of  the  dignity  of  that  our  Government.  Our 
will  and  Pleasure  is,  that  all  publick  monies  raised  or  to  be 
raised  within  our  said  Province  and  Territory  of  Maryland  for 
the  use  and  support  of  the  Government  there  be  issued  out  by 
Warrant  from  you  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Councill  and  not  otherwise. 

And  whereas  by  an  Act  passed  in  the  Assembly  in  Maryland 
the  thirtieth  day  of  Aprill  1679,  an  impost  of  two  shillings  per 
Hogshead  is  laid  upon  all  Tobacco  exported  out  of  our  said 
Province,  one  moiety  of  which  impost,  is  by  the  said  Act 
appropriated  for  the  use  and  support  of  the  Government, 
Our  will  and  Pleasure  is,  that  towards  the  maintenance  in  the 
Government  of  our  said  Province,  you  take  to  your  own  use, 
three  fourth  parts  of  the  said  moiety  of  the  impost  of  two  shil- 
lings per  Hogshead  of  Tobacco,  appropriated  as  aforemen- 
tioned by  the  said  Act,  And  you  are  to  take  especiall  Care, 
that  according  to  the  intention  of  the  said  Act,  the  remaining 
fourth  part  of  the  Moiety  of  the  said  impost  be  duly  applied 
towards  the  maintaining  a  constant  Magazine  with  Arms  and 
Amunition  for  the  defence  of  our  said  Province. 

And  that  an  Exact  Accompt  be  made  up  of  what  has  been 
received  of  the  said  impost  since  the  meeting  of  the  late  Con- 
vention in  Maryland,  untill  the  time  of  your  Arrivall  in  our 
said  Province,  And  that  the  same  be  transmitted  into  our  Com- 
mittee of  Trade  and  Plantations  and  Commissioners  of  our 
Treasury  for  our  information. 

And  you  are  further  to  recommend  to  the  Assembly  in  Our 
Name,  the  raising  of  such  other  supplies  from  time  to  time  as 
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may  be  sufficient  for  the  better  support  of  you  our  Governor  p-  K-  °- 
or  our  Governor  in  Chief  for  the  time  being  and  for  defraying  B.ai.yv"id 
the  necessary  Charges  of  the  Government. 

You  are  to  permit  the  Lord  Baltemore  by  his  Agents  or 
Officers  appointed  by  him  to  collect  and  receive  the  other 
moiety  of  the  said  impost  of  two  shillings  per  Hogshead 
together  with  the  Duty  of  i4d  per  Tun  upon  shipping  trading 
to  Maryland  for  his  own  use  as  Proprietary  of  our  said  Prov- 
ince. And  you  are  not  in  any  wise  yourself  or  any  other  by 
your  Order  to  intermedle  with  the  said  Moiety  of  the  said 
impost  of  two  shillings  per  Hogshead  or  the  said  duty  of  four- 
teen pence  per  Tun.  But  to  permit  the  same  to  be  collected 
and  received  by  the  Lord  Baltimore  or  his  Agents  as  afore- 
said without  any  hindrance  or  molestation  whatsoever. 

You  are  from  time  to  time  to  permit  the  Assembly  to  view 
and  examine  the  Accompt  of  mony  or  value  of  mony  disposed 
of,  by  vertue  of  such  Laws  as  are  now  in  force  or  shall  be 
passed  by  them  which  you  to  signify  unto  them  as  occasion 
shall  serve.  Our  express  will  and  Pleasure  is,  that  all  Laws 
whatsoever  for  the  good  Government  and  support  of  your 
said  Province,  be  made  indefinite  and  without  Limitation  of 
time  except  the  same  be  for  a  temporary  end  and  which  shall 
expire  and  have  its  full  effect  within  a  certain  time.  And 
therefore  you  shall  not  enact  any  Law  which  shall  be  once 
enacted  by  You  except  upon  very  urgent  occasions,  but  in  no 
Case  more  than  once  without  Our  express  consent. 

You  shall  not  remit  any  Fines  or  Forfeitures  whatsoever 
above  the  summe  of  Ten  pounds  before  or  after  sentence 
given,  nor  dispose  of  any  Escheats  Fines  or  Forfeitures  untill 
you  upon  signifying  unto  our  Committee  of  Trade  and  Plan- 
tations And  to  the  Commissioners  of  our  Treasury  for  the  time 
being  the  nature  of  the  offence  or  occasion  of  such  Fines, 
Forfeitures  or  Escheats  with  the  particular  summes  you  shall 
have  received  our  directions  therein.  But  you  may  in  the 
mean  time  suspend  the  Payment  of  the  said  Fines  and  For- 
feitures. 

You  shall  not  permit  any  Act  or  Order  to  pass  within  our 
said  Province  whereby  the  Price  or  value  of  currant  mony 
within  your  Government  may  be  altered  without  *our  par- 
ticular leave  or  Direction  therein.  And  you  are  particularly 
not  to  pass  any  Law  or  do  any  Act  by  grant  settlement  or 
otherwise,  whereby  Our  Revenue  may  be  lessened  or  impaired 
without  our  especiall  leave  or  commands  therein.  You  are 
to  require  the  secretary  of  our  Province  or  his  Deputy  for  the 
time  being  to  provide  Transcripts  of  all  such  Acts  and  publick 
Orders  as  shall  be  made  from  time  to  time,  together  with  a 
copy  of  the  Iournall  of  the  Councill  to  the  end  the  same  may 
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MarRia°<i  ^e  transmitted  unto  Us  as  above  directed  which  he  is  duly  to 
b.  1.  Vol.  8.  perform  upon  pain  of  incurring  the  forfeiture  of  his  Place. 

You  shall  not  displace  any  of  the  Iudges,  Iustices  Sheriffs 
or  other  Officers  or  Ministers  within  our  said  Province  with- 
out good  and  sufficient  Cause  to  be  signified  to  Us  and  our 
Committee  of  Plantations  nor  shall  you  execute  yourself  or  by 
Deputy  any  of  the  said  Offices  nor  suffer  any  Person  to  execute 
more  Offices  than  one  by  Deputy. 

You  shall  not  erect  any  Court  or  Office  of  IudicaUire  not 
before  erected  and  established  without  our  especiall  Order 
and  you  are  to  transmit  unto  Us  with  all  convenient  speed  a 
particular  accompt  of  all  establishments  of  Jurisdictions,  Courts, 
Offices  and  Officers,  Powers,  Authorities,  Fees  and  Privileges 
Granted  or  settled  within  our  said  Province  to  the  end  you 
may  receive  our  especiall  direction  therein.  You  shall  like- 
wise take  especiall  Care  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  our 
said  Councill  to  regulate  all  salaries  and  Fees  belonging  to 
Places  or  paid  upon  emergencies,  that  they  be  within  the 
Bounds  of  moderation  and  that  no  exaction  be  made  upon  any 
occasion  whatsoever. 

And  that  God  Almighty  may  be  more  inclined  to  bestow 
his  blessing  upon  us  and  you  in  the  welfare  and  improvement 
of  that  our  Province  you  shall  take  especiall  care,  that  he  be 
devoutly  and  duly  served  within  your  Government,  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer  as  it  is  now  established  Read  each  Sunday 
and  holiday  and  the  blessed  Sacrament  administred  accord- 
ing to  the  Rites  of  the  Church  of  England.  You  shall  take 
care  that  the  Churches  already  built  there  shall  be  well  and 
orderly  kept  and  more  built  as  the  Colony  shall  by  God's 
blessing  be  improved  and  that  besides  a  competent  main- 
tenance to  be  assigned  to  the  Minister  of  each  Church  a  con- 
venient house  be  built  at  the  common  charge  for  each  Min- 
ister. You  are  not  to  preferr  any  Minister  to  any  Ecclesias- 
ticall  Benefice  in  that  Our  Province  without  a  Certificate  from 
the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  London  of  his  being  con- 
formable to  the  doctrine  and  discipline  of  the  Church  of  Eng- 
land and  of  a  good  life  and  conversation,  And  if  any  Person 
already  preferred  shall  appear  to  you  to  give  scandall  either 
by  his  dottrine  or  manners  you  are  to  use  the  best  means  for 
the  removall  of  him  and  to  supply  the  vacancy  in  such  manner 
as  we  have  directed.  And  you  are  to  give  Order  forthwith  if 
the  same  be  not  already  done,  that  every  Orthodox  Minister 
within  your  Government  be  one  of  the  Vestry  in  his  respective 
Parish  and  that  no  vestry  be  held  without  him  except  in  case 
of  sickness  or  that  after  notice  of  a  vestry  summoned  he  absent 
himself  And  you  are  to  Enquire  whether  there  be  any  Minister 
within  your  Government  who  Preaches  and  Administers  the 
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Sacrament  in  any  orthodox  Church  or  Chappell  without  being  p-  R-  o. 
in  due  Orders,  whereof  you  are  to  give  an  account  to  the  said  b.Tvoi. 
Bishop  of  London. 

And  to  the  end  the  Ecclesiasticall  Iurisdiction  of  the  said 
Bishop  of  London  may  take  place  in  that  our  Province  as  far 
as  conveniently  maybe  We  do  think  fit  that  you  give  all  coun- 
tenance and  Encouragement  in  the  exercise  of  the  same  except- 
ing only  the  Colating  to  Benefices,  Granting  Licenses  for 
Marriage  and  Probate  of  Wills,  which  we  have  reserved  to 
You  our  Governor  or  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  time 
being.  You  are  to  take  care  that  a  Table  of  Marriages  estab- 
lished by  the  Church  of  England  be  hung  up  in  every  Ortho- 
dox Church  and  duly  observed  and  to  endeavour  to  geta  Law 
if  the  same  be  not  already  passed  in  the  Assembly  for  the 
strict  observation  of  the  said  Table. 

You  are  to  take  care  that  Drunkeness  and  Debauchery 
swearing  and  blasphemy  be  severely  punished  and  that  none 
be  admitted  to  publick  Trust  and  imployment  whose  ill  Fame 
and  conversation  may  bring  scandall  thereupon.  You  shall 
take  care  that  all  Planters  and  Christian  Servants  be  well  and 
fitly  provided  with  Arms  and  that  they  be  listed  under  Officers 
and  when  and  as  often  as  you  shall  think  fit,  mustered  and 
trained,  whereby  they  may  be  in  a  better  readiness  for  the 
defence  of  Our  said  Colony  and  Dominion  under  your  Gov- 
ernment. You  are  to  take  especiall  care  that  neither  the  fre- 
quency nor  unreasonableness  of  remote  Marches,  Musters, 
and  Trainings  be  an  unnecessary  Impediment  to  the  affaires 
of  the  Planters. 

And  for  the  greater  security  of  that  Our  Province  you  are 
to  appoint  fit  Officers  and  Commanders  in  the  severall  Parts 
of  the  Country  boardering  upon  the  Indians  who  upon  any 
invasion  may  raise  Men  and  Armes  to  oppose  them,  untill 
they  shall  receive  your  Directions  therein.  In  Case  of  distress 
of  any  Our  Plantations  you  shall  upon  application  of  the 
respective  Governors  to  you,  assist  them  with  what  aid  the 
condition  and  safety  of  your  Government  will  permit. 

You  shall  cause  a  survey  to  be  taken  of  all  the  considerable 
Landing  Places  and  Harbours  in  Our  said  Province  and  with 
the  advice  of  our  Councill  erect  in  any  of  them  suoh  Fortifica- 
tions as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  security  and  Advantage  of 
Our  Province,  which  shall  be  done  at  the  publick  charge  of 
the  Country  not  doubting  of  the  chearfull  concurrence  of  the 
Inhabitants  thereunto  from  the  common  security  and  benefit 
they  will  receive  thereby. 

You  shall  take  an  Inventory  of  all  Arms,  Amunition  and 
Stores  remaining  in  any  of  Our  Magazines  or  Guarisons 
in  our   said    Province  and  send  an  Account  of  them  yearly 
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b.  I.  Vol.  8.  Committee  tor  lrade  and  Plantations.  You  are  to  take 
especiall  care  that  fit  storehouses  be  settled  throughout  our 
Province  for  receiving  and  keeping  of  Arms,  Amunition 
and  other  publick  stores.  That  we  may  be  better  informed 
of  the  Trade  of  our  said  Province,  you  are  to  take  care  that 
due  entries  be  made  in  all  Ports  of  all  Goods  and  Commod- 
ities imported  or  exported  from  thence  and  from  and  to  what 
Places  they  come  and  go,  and  that  a  yearly  account  thereof  be 
transmitted  by  You  unto  Us  by  one  of  our  Principall  Sec- 
retarys of  State  and  to  our  Committee  for  Trade  and  Planta- 
tions. You  are  to  take  especiall  care  that  all  Tobaccos  shipt 
in  Maryland  from  what  Part  soever  they  come  do  pay  Mary- 
land duties.  And  that  all  possible  means  may  be  used  for  the 
security  of  Merchants  Ships  in  their  return  home,  you  are 
hereby  directed  to  take  care  that  in  time  of  war  no  ship  do 
come  from  Maryland  but  in  Fleets  and  at  such  time  as  shall  be 
notified  from  hence  for  their  meeting  of  Convoys  and  in  Case 
of  imminent  danger,  you  are  to  expect  directions  from  hence, 
what  precautions  shall  be  necessary  for  their  security. 

You  are  to  suppress  the  ingrossing  of  Commoditys  and  to 
settle  such  Orders  and  Regulations  therein  with  the  Advice  of 
our  Councill  as  may  be  most  acceptable  to  the  Inhabitants. 

You  are  to  give  all  Encouragement  and  Invitation  to  Mer- 
chants and  others  who  shall  bring  Trade  unto  our  said  Colony 
or  any  waies  contribute  to  their  advantage  and  in  particular  to 
the  Royall  Affrican  Company.  And  you  are  to  take  care  that 
there  be  no  Trading  from  Maryland  to  any  place  in  Affrica 
within  the  Charter  of  the  Royall  Affrican  Company  and  you 
are  not  to  suffer  any  ships  to  be  sent  thither  without  their  leave 
or  Authority. 

You  are  carefully  to  observe  all  the  Articles  contained  in 
the  Treaty  for  the  composing  of  differences  and  the  estab- 
lishing of  Peace  in  America  concluded  at  Madrid  the  8/18  day 
of  Iuly  1670  with  the  Crown  of  Spain.  And  in  case  any  pri- 
vate injury  or  damage  shall  be  offered  or  done  to  any  of  our 
subjects  in  those  Parts  by  any  of  the  subjects  of  the  King  of 
Spain  or  of  any  other  Prince  or  State  in  Amity  with  us.  You 
shall  take  care  to  give  Us  an  account  with  all  convenient 
speed,  by  one  of  our  principall  secretarys  of  State  and  to  our 
Committee  for  Trade  and  Plantations  and  not  to  permit  or 
encourage  reparations  to  be  sought  in  other  way  than  what  is 
directed  and  agreed  in  the  said  Article  of  Madrid  and  other 
Treaties  and  you  are  particularly  not  to  Grant  Commissions 
of  War  or  Reprisals  against  any  Prince  or  State  or  their  sub- 
jects in  Amity  with  us  to  any  Person  whatsoever  without  our 
especiall  command  and  to  transmit  the  same  to  Us. 
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You  are  not  to  permit  or  Allow  of  any  Appeals  whatsoever  p-  R-  °- 
to  be  made  from  the  Governor  and  Councill  unto  the  Assembly  BaJf  v"i. 
but  whereas  we  judge  it  absolutely  necessary  that  all  our  sub- 
jects may  have  liberty  to  Appeal  unto  Us,  in  cases  that  may 
deserve  the  same,  Our  will  and  Pleasure  is,  that  if  either  party 
shall  not  rest  satisfied  with  the  Iudgement  or  sentence  of  our 
Governor  or  the  Commander  in  Chief  and  Councill  they 
may  then  appeal  unto  us  in  our  Privy  Councill  Provided  the 
matter  in  difference  exceed  the  reall  value  or  summe  of  three 
hundred  pounds  sterling  &  that  such  appeal  be  made  within 
one  Fortnight  after  sentence  &  security  first  given  by  the 
Appelant  to  Answer  such  charges  as  shall  be  awarded  in  case 
the  sentence  of  our  Governor  or  Commander  in  chief  and 
Councill  in  Maryland  be  confirmed.  Provided  also  that  Execu- 
tion be  not  suspended  by  reason  of  any  such  Appeal  unto  Us. 
And  in  as  much  as  it  may  not  be  fit  that  Appeals  be  too  fre- 
quently and  for  too  small  a  value,  brought  unto  our  Governor 
and  Councill,  you  shall  therefore  with  the  Advice  of  the 
Councill  propose  a  Law  to  be  passed  wherein  the  method  & 
limitation  of  Appeals  unto  our  Governor  and  Councill  may  be 
settled  and  restrained  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  found  most 
convenient  and  easy  to  our  subjects  in  Maryland. 

You  shall  endeavour  to  get  a  Law  passed  for  the  restraining 
of  inhuman  severities,  which  by  ill  Masters  or  Overseers  may 
be  used  toward  their  christian  servants  or  slaves  and  that  pro- 
vision be  made  therein  that  the  willfull  killing  of  Indians  & 
Negroes  may  be  punished  with  death  and  that  a  fit  penalty  be 
imposed  for  the  maiming  of  them. 

You  are  also  with  the  Assistance  of  our  Councill  and 
Assembly  to  find  out  the  best  means  to  facilitate  and  en- 
courage the  conversion  of  Negroes  and  Indians  to  the 
Christian  Religion. 

You  are  to  recommend  to  Our  Councill  &  Assembly  the 
raising  of  a  Stock  and  Building  publick  workhouses  in  con- 
venient places  for  the  imploying  of  poor  and  indigent  people. 

And  forasmuch  as  great  inconveniences  may  arise  by  the 
Liberty  of  Printing  within  our  Province  of  Maryland,  you  are 
to  provide  by  all  necessary  Orders  that  no  person  use  any 
Press  for  printing  upon  any  occasion  whatsoever,  without  your 
speciall  Licence  first  obtained. 

Lastly,  if  any  thing  shall  happen  that  may  be  of  Advantage 
or  Security  to  our  said  Province  which  is  not  herein  or  by  our 
Commission  provided  for,  We  do  hereby  Authorize  and  direct 
you  with  the.  Advice  and  Consent  of  our  Councill,  to  take 
Order  for  the  present  therein  giving  Us,  by  One  of  our  prin- 
cipall  Secretarys  of  State  and  the  Lords  of  our  Privy  Councill 
appointed  a  Committee  for  Trade  and  fforeign   Plantations, 
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m'  *h  °ri  sPee(^y  notice  thereof  and  of  all  your  proceedings,  and  the  con- 
b.  l  Vol's,  dition  of  Affaires  within  your  Government  for  our  Information 
and  Direction.  Provided  always  that  you  do  not  by  Colour  of 
any  Power  or  Authority  hereby  given  you  Commence  or 
declare  War  without  our  knowledge  and  Command  therein, 
except  it  be  against  Indians  upon  Emergencies,  wherein  the 
consent  of  our  Councill  shall  be  had,  and  speedy  notice  thereof 
given  unto  Us.

That  Your  Petitioner  some  time  in  October  1689  after  the  p.  4 
Turn  of  Government  in  Maryland,  being  with  several  Persons 
of  that  Province  forced  by  the  violent  Proceedings  of  some 
Persons  there  to  fly  for  their  Security  to  the  Colony  of  Vir- 
ginia, from  which  Place  on  the  28th  of  Decemb  following  Your 
Petitioner  was  necessitated  to  return  privately  in  a  small 
Vessel  of  his  own  to  his  Plantation  in  Maryland,  in  order  to 
take  some  Provisions  for  his  Support  in  Virginia  ;  It  happened 
that  whilst  your  Petitioner  was  at  his  own  house  with  his  Wife 
and  Family,  One  Mr  John  Payne  formerly  a  Comptroller  under 
King  James  having  Notice  that  your  Pef  was  returned  from 
Virginia  did  on  the  third  of  Ianuary  1689  with  several  armed 
Men  at  an  unseasonable  time  of  Night  come  to  seize  your 
Petitrs  Vessel  then  riding  at  an  Anchor  in  Patuxent  River,  but 
the  Persons  who  had  Charge  of  your  Petitioners  Vessel 
being  unwilling  to  suffer  the  said  Payne  to  come  on  board 
with  the  force  he  brought  with  him  they  at  the  same  time 
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Liber  k.  offering  them  four  or  five  of  his  Company 

should  come  on  board  provided  they  came  thither  with 
no  other  Design  than  to  search  as  a  Collector  or  Comp- 
troler  ought  to  doe ;  Your  Petitioner  having  left  with  the 
Persons  on  board  a  Pass  or  Permit  given  by  One  of  Your 
Majestys  Collectors  in  Virginia  which  the  said  Payne  might 
have  seen,  the  same  being  offered  him,  but  he  resolving  to 
take  and  seize  the  said  Vessel,  Guns  were  fired  immediately 
on  both  sides,  and  the  said  Pain  was  killed,  and  two  of  the 
Persons  on  board  the  Vessel  very  dangerously  wounded; 
sometime  after  this  the  Persons  belonging  to  Your  Petitioners 
Vessel  were  brought  to  a  Tryal,  and  Three  of  them  con- 
demned, and  (as  Your  Petr  is  informed)  One  of  the  three  by 
Name  Iohn  Woodcock  is  executed,  and  Execution  of  the  Other 
Two  only  deferred  until  Your  Majesty's  Pleasure  shall  be 
known  therein;  the  Grand  Jury  there  having  found  the  Bill 
against  Your  Petitioner  notwithstanding  he  was  at  the  time  of 
the  said  Action  in  his  Bed  at  his  own  Plantation,  as  Mr  John 
Coode  and  Mr  Kenelm  Cheseldyne  Agents  from  the  Conven- 
P.  s  tion  in  Maryland  can  testify  if  thereunto  required  by  Your 
Majesty 

Your  Petitioner  therefore  most  humbly  prayeth  your  Majesty 
that  since  there  has  been  already  One  Person  executed  for  the 
Death  of  the  said  Paine  Your  Majesty  will  extend  your  Grace 
and  Mercy  to  the  Other  Two,  and  that  likewise  since  the  heats 
and  Differences  in  Maryland  are  grown  to  that  height  now 
that  your  Petitioner  without  Your  Majestys  Especial  Grace 
and  Protection  cannot  hope  to  return  and  live  peaceably  with 
his  Wife  and  Children,  who  are  daily  great  Sufferers  by  Your 
Petitioners  Absence  from  them  &  his  Estate,  that  therefore 
Your  Majesty  would  be  graciously  pleased  to  give  your  Pro-

come  to  seize  the  Petitioners  Vessel  then  riding  at  Anchor  in 
Patuxent  River,  whereupon  Guns  were  fired  on  both  sides,  & 
the  said  Paine  was  killed;  that  some  time  after  the  Persons 
belonging  to  the  Petitioners  Vessel  were  brought  to  a  Tryal, 
and  three  of  them  condemned,  whereof  One  named  John 
Woodcock  was  executed,  &  the  Execution  of  the  Other  Two 
deferred  till  his  Majestys  Pleasure  were  signifyed  concerning 
them  ;  that  the  Grand  Jury  found  the  Bill  against  the  Petitioner 
although  he  was  in  Bed  at  his  own  Plantation  at  the  time  of 
the  said  Action  ;  wherefore  humbly  praying  his  Majesty  to 
extend  his  Grace  and  Mercy  to  the  said  two  condemned  Men, 
and  also  Protection  for  himself  to  return  and  live  peaceably  at  p.  6

be  reported  to  this  Board  to  Morrow 

Moved  by  his  Excellency,  and  the  Opinion  of  this  Board  is 
demanded,  concerning  the  Permission  of  severall  Ships  now 
ready  to  sail,  whether  Liberty  may  be  given  to  such,  in  Con- 
sideration that  two  of  them  are  of  considerable  force,  and  have 
Letters  of  Mart,  and  do  accept  and  undertake  to  convoy  and

finem'  he  is  utterly  incapable  of  reducing  to  any  better  Order 
or  Method,  and  hath  no  Other  Prospect  than  perfect  Ruin, 
unless  relieved  by  your  Excellencys  Grace  and  Favor  towards 
him,  in  extending  the  Arms  of  your  Mercy,  and  admitting  him 
to  such  Bail  as  Your  Excellency  shall  think  fit  to  require, 
which  he  is  most  ready  to  produce,  as  also  for  his  future  good 
Abearance  and  Comportment  under  the  Liberty  Your  Excel- 
lency shall  vouchsafe  to  afford  him,  and  with  such  restrictions 
and  Limitations,  as  You  shall  please  to  direct,  so  that  he  may 
be  in  any  Measure  enabled  to  look  after  and  take  Care  of  such 
Estate  as  it  hath  pleased  God  to  bestow  on  him  for  the  neces- 
sary Support  and  Maintenance  of  himself  his  Wife  and  Family, 
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Liber  k.  assuring  Your  Excellency  that  as  he  hath  hitherto  since  his 
Arrival  well  and  submissively  behaved  himself  to  this  their 
Majesties  Government  so  he  will  take  all  due  Care  imaginable 
to  preserve  and  keep  himself  in  the  like  due  Order  and

Dem.  Col  Henry  Darnall  at  his  Request  is  admitted  in 
and  further  prays  the  Result  and  Answer  of  this  Board  to  his 
Demands  of  having  delivered  to  him  his  Lordships  Bills  and 
Bonds  passed  for  the  takeing  up  of  Lands  in  this  Province, 
now  in  Custody  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  by  Order  of  the 
Committee,  and  also  for  the  Delivery  up  to  him  of  the  Records 
of  Lands  for  the  better  enabling  him  to  calculate  and  collect 
his  Lordps  Rents  &c 

Ani.  As  for  the  Bonds  &c  they  having  been  passed  for  taking 
p.  10  up  of  Lands  upon  the  Conditions  of  Plantations,  and  those 
Conditions  not  complyed  with  on  his  Lordships  Part,  it  seems 
not  reasonable  to  this  Board,  that  the  Bonds  should  be  deliv- 
ered at  present,  but  referr  the  same  to  the  Consideration  of 
the  Assembly :  And  as  for  the  Records  of  the  Land  Office,  Jt 
is  thought  fit  that  they  be  and  remain  in  the  Office,  for  the 
Satisfaction  and  Recourse  of  the  Good  People  of  this  Province 
thereto  who  are  therein  interested  &  concerned  till  the  Meet- 
ing of  the  Assembly  and  their  Opinion  consulted  therein — 

Memorandum  together  with  Col  Darnals  Petition  before 
mentioned  was  produced  and  read  at  the  same  time  therewith 
his  Majesty's  Letter  of  the  1 2th  November  last  past  as  follows 
(Viz1)

Trusty  and  Welbeloved  We  greet  You  well,    Whereas  Our 
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Right  trusty  and  welbeloved  Charles  Lord  Baltemore  hath  by  Liber  k. 
his  humble  Petition  represented  unto  Us,  that  he  has  not 
received  any  Benefit  of  Our  Royal  Letter  of  the  first  of  Feb- 
ruary 1689  nor  of  an  Order  of  Council  of  the  26th  of  february

sons as  the  said  Henry  Darnall  shall  appoint  may  be  permitted 
to  live  peaceably,  and  quietly,  and  to  act  as  formerly  in 
receiving  the  said  Charles  Lord  Baltimores  Dues  &  Revenues 
in  that  Province,  and  Our  further  Pleasure  is  that  No  Ships  or 
Vessels  be  cleared  in  Maryland  before  the  said  Lord  Balte- 
more's  Agent  and  Receiver  General  shall  have  received  his 
Dues  from  the  Shiping  there,  they  behaving  themselves  peace- 
ably, and  with  due  Submission  to  Our  Government,  And  for  P.  u 
so  doing  this  shall  be  your  Warrant  And  so  We  bid  You 
farewell  Given  at  Our  Court  at  Whitehall  the  1 2th  Day  of 
November  1691  in  the  third  Year  of  Our  Reign

pleased  to  assent  and  confirm  me  in  the  office  of  deputy 
Auditor  of  their  Majties  province  in  Maryland  in  which  and  in 
all  other  Matters  I  am  concerned  I  shall  be  ready  to  serve 
your  interest  I  inclose  a  list  of  ships  which  I  extracted  from 
severall  letters  sent  from  the  custom  house  to  Ll  Governor 
Nicholson  which  may  be  of  use  to  you  Your  Excellency  has 
likewise  a  note  of  severall  perquisites  which  belong  to  the 
Governor  of  this  Province  I  intended  to  send  your  Excellency 
the  Law  made  here  for  laying  4d  upon  every  gallon  of  liquor 
imported  here  from  the  West  Indies  and  2d  upon  every  gallon 
to  be  paid  by  such  of  the  Inhabitants  as  are  the  Importers  in 
Vessels  belonging  to  the  Country  which  if  your  Excellency

I  likewise  present  your  Excellency  with  a  book  of  rates  in

Countryman)  is  coming  to  wait  upon  yr  Excelly  and  before  I

This  comes  to  congratulate  your  safe  Arrival  and  happy 
Accession  to  the  Government  of  Maryland,  We  are  heartily 
glad  of  so  good  a  Neighbour  as  You  are  characterized  to  be 
by  all  the  Gentlemen  of  your  Acquaintance  in  this  Province, 
We  pray  You  to  be  so  kind  as  to  maintain  a  frequent  Corres- 
p.  16  pondence  with  Us  by  all  Occasions,  You  may  be  sufficiently 
informed  by  the  President  Mr  Blakiston,  and  the  several  books 
and  Papers  sent  from  this  Place,  what  Proposals  have  been 
made  to  your  Colony  and  the  rest  of  Our  Neighbours  towards 
the  Defence  of  Albany  which  is  the  frontier  Garrison  of  all  the 
English  Plantations  on  the  main  of  America,  which  if  lost,  We 
must  lose  Our  Indians,  the  ill  Consequence  whereof  will  be 
equally  shared  amongst  Us  all,  and  do  making  thinking  Men 
to  dread,  the  loose  State  and  Condition  of  Government 
amongst  our  Neighbours  hath  retarded  their  motion  towards 
Our  Aid  to  reinforce  that  Post,  so  that  the  whole  Burthen  hath 
lain  upon  this  poor  Province  which  indeed  is  intolerable, 
Our  Indians  have  been  very  unsteady,  and  now  We  are  forced 
to  a  great  Charge  of  Presents  to  preserve  them  in  Amity; 
Our  Neighbours  in  Virginia  did  send  Us  Bills  for  about 
One  hundred  pounds  to  be  given  to  the  Indians,  to  tye  the 
Knott  of  Friendship  on  their  behalf,  and  this  is  all  that  ever 
yet  We  have  received  from  any  of  Our  Neighbours  of  any 
Sort  of  Assistance,  tho  this  Government  since  Governor 
Slaughters  Arrival  are  at  above  yooL  Charge  in  Presents, 
besides  the  Great  Expence  in  maintaining  that  Garrison, 
We  have  had  300  Fusileers  all  this  Winter  at  Albany  in  pay 
who  are  to  be  discharged  in  May  next,  by  the  Blessing  of  God 
it  is  still  preserved,  but  in  such  a  fainting  and  languishing 
Condition  that  all  the  Inhabitants  are  ready  to  retire  to  the 
Sea  side,  Trade  being  extinguished,  and  daily  Alarms  from 
the  Enemy,  We  have  been  forced  to  make  an  Order  &  Proc- 
lamation to  prohibit  any  Manner  of  Persons  able  to  bear  Arms 
to  withdraw  from  thence  without  a  pass,  which  the  Enemy 
would  rejoyce  to  hear  of,  the  City  of  Albany  and  Plantations 
next  the  River  have  been  lately  much  damnifyed  by  a  flood  of 
Rain,  so  that  now  We  are  obliged  to  supply  them  with  Bread, 
We  have  already  and  now  again  are  resolved  in  all  humility 
to  represent  our  Condition  to  their  sacred  Majesties  also  with 
Relation  to  Our  Neighbours  on  behalf  of  that  Garrison,  and 
beg  your  Endeavours  in  like  manner:     We   have   received 
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fresh  hopes  of  Assistance  from  your  Colony  by  your  happy  Liber  K- 
Arrival  to  settle  Government  there,  therefore  reckon  it  Our  p.  17 
Duty  in  time  to  acquaint  You  therewith,  to  give  your  Excel- 
lency the  Opportunity  of  exerting  the  Powers  their  Majesties 
have  conferred  upon  You,  in  a  service  which  so  much  con- 
cerns the  honor  of  the  Crown,  as  well  as  the  Safety  of  your 
Colony,  and  our  and  your  Neighbours,  which  We  believe  You 
will  willingly  embrace,  Our  Assembly  are  raising  two  hun- 
dred Fusileers  to  reinforce  that  Garrison,  and  there  will  be 
300  more  wanting.

He  understands  by  Mr  Code  that  a  Commission  is  sent  to 
Cap1  Nicholson  to  supersede  him  at  which  he  is  much  troubled 
till  he  knows  the  truth  of  it.

Having  already  rendered  your  Ldps  an  account  of  occur- 
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u   R\  °d  renc*es>  an<^  mY  transactions  since  my  arrivall  here,  I  should 
b.  1.  Vol.  2,  now  forbear  to  give  your  Ldps  any  further   trouble  at  this 
B-  G-  time,  did  not  the  apprehension  of  some  malitious  misrepre- 
sentation of  me  -by   Mr  Randall  their  Majesties  Surveyor  in 
these  parts  incite  me  thereunto,  not  soe  much  to  sett  forth  (in 
its  pure,  natural,  naked  colour)  the  exorbitant  and  malignant 
temper  of  the  Informer,  as  to  vindicate  and  defend  myselfe 
from    his   base  and   ignominious   aspersions,   he    hath    been 
pleased  to  caste  upon  me  and  indeed  the  whole  Government 
here,  which  the  rancour  and  heate  of  his  spirit  cannot  prevent 
him  from  discovering  even  to  the  most  mean  and  inconsiderate 
capacities  notwithstanding  (for  the  character  he  bears)  I  have 
proved  myself  more  than  ordinarily  kind  and  obliging  to  him, 
to  the  admiration  of  all  persons  here,  that  ever  have  had  the 
misfortune  of  his  company  or  acquaintance,    He  is  one  (I  must 
be  bold  to  inform  your  Ldps)  that  scornes  to  be  particular  but 
generall   altogether   in   his   base    reflections  and   scurrilous 
haughty  behaviour  and  deportment  under  the  specious  pre- 
tence of  his  zeale  for  their  Majesties  service,  though  at  the 
same  time  the  greatest  impediment  imaginable  in  the  effect, 
and    pleases   himselfe   more  with   satiateing   his   revengeful 
humour  and  private  animosities  against  their  Maj,ies  subjects 
then  effecting  anything  for  their  Majties   interest  as  he  hath 
sufficiently  demonstrated  in  the  late  seizure  and  bringing  two 
or  three  shipps  here,  barely  upon  the  account  (as  himselfe  hath 
and  doth  frequently  declare  against  all  of  the  place  and  Nation 
in  generall)  of  being  New  England  rogues  and  doggs  and 
pitifull  damned  Scotch  Pedlars,  and  at  last  when  he  had  had 
all  the  favour  and  countenance  aid  and  assistance   possible 
shewn  him,  he  has  not  stuck  to  vilifie  and  abuse  the  Jurors 
onely  (persons  of  the  best  fame  and  repute  these  parts  afford) 
by  calling  them  base,  perjured  and  foresworne  rogues,  threat- 
ening them  with  the  pillory  and  loss  of  their  ears  &c.  but  also 
in  publick  aspersed,  bespattered  and  affronted  the   Justices 
themselves,  persons  appointed  by  their  Majesties  to  assist  me 
in  the  Government  with  their  Councill  and  advice  (although 
basely  by  him  said  to  be  picked  and  packed  by  me,  as  were 
the  Assembly  of  this  Province  to  make  such  Laws   as   my 
inclinations  or  own  private  interest  should  dictate  to  them, 
which  how  farr  their  Majesties  Honour  and  the  interest  of  the 
Crown  have  had  the  preeminence  and  almost  only  prospect 
the    Laws    themselves   will    declare    in    contradiction   to   his 
damnable  suggestions.

Iuly  the  25th  1692  Severn  River      p.  28 
May  it  please  your  Excellency 
Sir 
Since  my  last  to  your  Excellency  on  the  18th  Jnstant  J  was 
alarmed  with  a  dull  Peice  of  Paper  from  Major  Thomas  to 
Mr  Ashman,  and  so  to  me,  that  the  Indians  had  besett  Capt" 
Richardsons  house,  as  the  said  Richardson  did  signify  to  him 
by  an  Express,  which  Writing  from  the  said  Thomas  is  here 
inclosed  and  also  a  Letter  to  me  dated  the  20th  Jnstant  from 
the  said  Richardson,  to  blast  the  aforementioned  Report  with 
the  matter  of  truth,  by  the  Cry  of  a  Pig,  and  for  the  better  and 
more  certain  Confirmation  resolved  into  that  County,  so  soon 
as  your  Excellencys  Commands  came  to  my  hand,  which  was 
on  the   20th  Jnstant,  and  the  next  day  J  went  into  the  said 
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Liber  k.  County,  and  took  the  Post  with  me,  whereby  I  might  the 
readier  give  your  Excellency  Account  of  the  Certainty  of 
Affairs  with  them,  &  returned  again  to  my  house  last  Night, 
which  is  as  followeth  (Viz1)  On  Saturday  the  i6lh  Capt"  Max- 
well took  eight  men  with  him,  and  went  to  Thomas  Thurs- 
tons  where  he  expected  to  find  that  Party  of  Indians  men- 
tioned in  the  inclosed  from  him  to  me,  which  came  to  my 
hand  in  their  County,  but  when  he  came  there,  found  the 
Indians  had  hired  a  Guide  for  One  good  Beaver  Skin  to 
convey  them  about  sixteen  Miles  to  One  Mr  Jacob  Lootons  a 
Baltimore  County  Iustice,  where  Captain  Maxwell  and  his 
Party  followed  them  on  Sunday  Morning,  and  there  they 
found  about  seventy  two  Indian  Men,  and  a  hundred  Women 
and  Children,  who  had  8  Guns,  and  all  the  rest  of  their  men 
well  furnished  with  Bows  and  Arrows  at  the  said  Lootons 
house,  and  there  they  found  him  in  his  Store,  and  full  of 
Indians  a  dealing  with  him  for  Goods,  having  great  Store  of 
Indian  Trade  therein,  which  is  said  to  belong  to  Col  Wells 
and  Samuel  Groome  and  that  he  trades  under  them,  but  I 
find  by  Captain  Maxwell  and  some  of  his  Men,  that  Looton 
and  his  Wife  gave  the  English  a  very  unwelcome  reception 
for  disturbing  their  Trade  on  their  Market  day  as  Looton 
called  it:  Now  Sr  if  these  be  Lootons  friends,  and  he  so  well 
knows  them  (as  Capt"  Maxwell  declares  in  his  Letter)  'tis  my 
Opinion  that  he  is  the  fittingest  Man  to  render  your  Excel- 
lency a  true  Account  of  their  qualifications,  which  I  hope  Your 
Excellency  will  call  him  to  Account  for  his  Misdemeanor,  and 
that  he  make  appear  what  Indians  they  are,  'tis  believed  he 
never  saw  these  Jndians  before,  and  for  the  sweet  profits  such 
traders  reap  by  them,  who  value  not  the  spoil  of  their  Neigh- 
bours, if  they  get  the  Gains;  Sir,  One  Thomas  Iones  of  that 
p.  29  County  was  with  Captain  Maxwell,  and  speaks  something  of 
most  Jndian  Tongues,  &  of  some  Nations  as  well  as  the 
Indians  themselves,  but  could  understand  very  little  of  these, 
nor  of  what  Nation  they  are,  but  believes  them  to  be  a  mixt 
villainous  sort  of  People  that  rambles  up  and  down  to  seek 
who  they  can  devour,  and  believes  they  was  never  at  Lootons 
house  before,  he  living  not  many  miles  from  him,  Looton  has 
bought  abundance  of  them  as  reported,  Jones  saw  him  buy  One 
Beaver  Skin  for  thirty  green  Apples,  and  One  for  thirty  Ears 
and  Nubbins  of  Corn;  Sir,  These  Jndians  belong  to  the 
Frenchman,  that  I  hope  is  got  safe  down,  who  is  much 
enquired  after  by  them,  and  hope  he  has  made  further  known 
of  them  to  your  Excellency  before  this  Time,  Captain  Max- 
well tells  me  that  he  did  see  in  One  of  their  hands  such  a 
Stick  as  One  of  the  Two  was  brought  to  your  Excellency  with 
such  Marks  upon  it,  and  feathers  tyed  to  the  End,  having  told 
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him  of  the  two  by  Description  to  him  as  J  saw  them ;  and  Liber  K- 
doubtless  the  Murderers  is  amongst  this  very  party,  One  of 
these  Jndians  presented  a  bent  Bow  and  Arrow  at  the  English, 
at  their  first  coming  to  Lootons,  but  was  prevented  by  the 
rest  of  his  Party  as  a  small  inclosed  paper  mentions  by 
Captain  Maxwell,  and  no  doubt  but  the  rest  of  their  party 
would  'a  seconded  him,  had  they  been  further  from  the  house, 
Looton  since  has  convoyed  them  over  Susquehannah  River  as 
informed  to  me;  Sir,  J  have  used  my  Endeavours  to  scann 
the  Depth  of  this  matter  and  will  be  too  tedious  to  trouble 
your  Excellency  with  Every  particular,  but  hope  Mr  Looton 
will  be  called  before  your  Excellency  to  give  a  more  ample 
Account  of  them,  and  his  heathenish  Trade  on  the  Sabbath 
Day :  Captain  Maxwell  and  the  said  Thomas  Jones  are  fit 
persons  to  testify  against  him;  Sir,  J  have  been  creditably 
informed  lately  of  a  great  Cabal  in  our  County  held  by  the 
grand  Leaders  of  the  Jacobite  Party  (viz')  Col  Coursey  Major 
Sayer,  Col  Darnall,  Majr  Dorsey,  Richard  Smith,  Samuel 
Chew,  and  John  Hinson,  their  Rendezvous  was  at  Darnalls, 
Chews,  Dorseys  and  One  Marieen  Duvals,  but  the  Occasion 
of  meeting  is  not  to  be  known  :  Sir,  J  shall  not  communicate

J  have  been  up  at  Captain  Richardsons  this  very  day  with 
sixteen  horse,  and  We  were  going  up  to  Mr  Thurstons,  but  J 
was  very  well  informed  that  the  Jndians  was  gone  away  up  to 
Susquehannah  River,  and  they  was  very  peaceable  and  did  no 
Body  no  harm,  and  very  friendly  they  was,  We  finding  that 
returned  to  Capt"  Richardsons,  and  stayed  there  about  two  or 
three  hours,  in  the  mean  while  Capt"  Richardson  came  home, 
and  after  a  while  We  had  some  Discourse,  We  all  came 
home  Every  man  to  house,  J  had  not  been  above  an  hour  at 
home,  but  Captain  Richardson  sent  down  a  Man  which  is  his 
Overseer  in  all  hast,  for  the  Indians  and  did  fire  off  several  Guns 
at  the  hogs,  and  without  doubt  have  killed  some,     I  do  not 
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Liber  k.  know  what  to  do  about  it,  but  I  have  sent  up  and  down  for 
men  again  to  go  up  to  morrow  morning,  to  go  with  what 
force  J  can  raise,  for  without  doubt  they  have  besett  Captn 
Richardsons  house  this  night,  for  he  has  no  body  but  himself 
and  One  more  with  him  for  to  make  any  Resistance,  and  that 
is  small  to  stand  such  a  wild  Enemy,  J  desire  You  to  write 
down  to  Col  Greenberrys  with  what  Expedition  You  can,  for 
I  desire  You  to  give  Notice  to  all  the  People  up  the  River, 
for  I  do  not  know  how  soon  the  Indians  may  come  down  upon 
Us,  J  desire  You  to  give  Notice  to  all  the  Jnhabitants  of  your 
side  of  the  River,  that  they  may  be  careful  in  keeping  their 
Arms  clean,  for  I  have  enough  to  do  this  night  to  send  and 
go  my  self  up  and  down  to  get  Men  and  horse  to  go  up  to 
Captain  Richardson  as  soon  as  J  can,  for  J  am  in  hast  to  write 
to  You

give  Notice  to  Johnson,  Parker  and  John  Carrington 

Coll  Greenberry 

These  are  to  acquaint  You  that  on  Monday  last  J  arrived  at 
my  dwelling  house  where  I  met  with  Major  Iohn  Thomas  with 
a  party  of  Men,  and  amongst  them  a  Party  in  whom  I  might 
confide  being  a  credible  person  who  coming  down  the  Bay 
met  with  the  Party  of  Indians  with  their  Wives  and  Children, 
which  your  Letter  to  me  specifies,  but  they  offered  no  Violence 
to  him  nor  indeed  to  any  other  as  J  am  informed  where  they 
have  been,  since  Capt"  Maxwell  and  a  Party  hath  been  with 
them  and  discoursed  them,  as  You  will  hear  of  from  him 
more  at  large ;  J  doubt  not  but  that  a  Rumour  of  another 
Nature  is  come  to  your  Ears  e'er  this,  the  which  I  shall  inform 
You  of,  and  of  the  Occasion,  and  the  Event  at  last  (viz1) 
On  Monday  last  my  hands  being  at  Work  at  a  Plantation 
some  distance  from  my  house,  at  which  time  they  heard  several 
p.  31  Guns  Fired  and  heard  some  Piggs  cry  and  looking  somewhat 
narrowly  espied  some  Indians,  the  Guns  I  heard  my  self  but 
being  at  home  my  self  alone,  made  my  Arms  ready  expecting 
an  Assault  and  my  Gang  of  People  came  one  after  the  other 
relating  the  aforesaid  words,  so  that  indeed  I  did  take  it  for  a 
reall  Business  insomuch  that  I  immediately  sent  to  Potapsicoe, 
an  express  to  Major  Thomas,  which  no  sooner  was  done  but 
the  Indians  came  up  to  my  House  and  seing  me  ready  in 
Arms  were  more  Frightned  then  we,  and  related  the  meaning 
of  the  Foregoing  Rumour  which  was  a  Parcell  of  Delaware 
Indians  was  coming  to  my  House,  and  by  the  way  mett  a 
Parcell  of  wild  Turkeys  at  which  they  fired  their  Guns,  and 
having  had  a  Pig  gave  them  which  they  tyed  in  a  String,  by 
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some  means  that  Pig  cryed  which  caused  others  to  make  a  Liber  K- 
Noise,  which  was  near,  this  is  all  the  cause  of  the  said  rumor 
and  if  any  thing  should  happen  in  reality  as  indeed  I  as  yet 
do  not  any  ways  dread  or  fear,  Yet  I  confess  it  behoves  all 
People  to  be  carefull,  I  shall  use  my  utmost  endeavours  in 
Persuit  after  them  with  such  Force  as  we  can  raise  in  these 
Parts,  but  I  trust  in  God  all  is  well  and  if  any  thing  should 
happen  unexpectedly  you  may  (if  God  Permitt  speedily 
Expect  to  hear  of,  having  nothing  else  to  add  but  that  I  am 

Gunpowder  River  Your  humble  Serv'  to  Power 

Iuly  the  20th  1692  Thomas  Richardson 

A  Frenchman  lately  come  in  with  a  Parcell  of  strange 
Indians  at  the  head  of  the  Bay  and  taken  up  for  a  Spie,  or 
Party  concerned  with  them,  in  designe  of  mischief  was  Or- 
dered to  be  brought  before  the  Board,  and  by  an  Interpreter 
Examin'd  as  follows  Viz1 

Having  declared  himself  to  have  been  formerly  an  Inhabitant 
of  Canada  and  from  thence  run  away  and  cohabited  with  the 
Indians,  Queeried  and  Responced  as  follows 

Interpreter     how  long  since  he  left  Canada 

Answr     Eight  Years 

Interpreter     Upon  what  Acco1  he  left  Canada 

Answr  He  went  away  without  Leave  of  the  Governor  to 
some  Indians  that  owed  him  some  Beavor,  and  when  he  came 
back  to  the  Town  again  the  Governor  put  him  in  Prison,  and 
in  Irons,  where  he  continued  severall  Months,  but  at  last  got 
loose  made  his  escape  and  ever  since  hath  used  the  Woods 

Intr     he  at  first  taking  now  gave  out  and  reported  that  he 
that  he  came  hither  for  fear  of  the  war     Queer    what  war  he  p.  32 
meant 

Ansr     he  never  reported  such  thing 

Interp     what  Profession  or  what  Trade  is  he  of 

Ansr  he  served  three  Years  to  a  House  Carpenter  in 
Canada 

Interp  Hath  he  been  all  these  8  Years  since  he  left  Canada 
amongst  those  Indians 

Ansr  He  hath  been  ever  since  constantly  with  those 
Indians  chiefly  at  a  Fort  call'd  Saint  Lewis 

Interp  how  came  he  and  those  Indians  with  him  to  desert 
that  Fort 

Ansr  while  he  was  with  them  there  it  happened  that  about 
2  Years  since  they  went  away  and  some  time  after  about 
August  he  resolved  to  follow  them,  and  took  a  Canoe  and 
went  after  them  300  Leagues  in  length,  was  40  Days  going, 
hunted  for  his  Victuals  which  as  he  got  he  Roasted  and  found 
water  in  all  Places 
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Liber  k.      Interp     how  came  he  to  find  them  out 

Ansr  he  Guessed  the  way  and  was  guided  by  the  course 
of  the  river,  and  when  he  came  to  them  they  made  him  very 
wellcome,  having  also  amongst  them  5  other  Indians  calld 
Wolf  Indians  which  had  formerly  come  to  those  30  Indians 
that  left  the  Fort  abovesaid  and  invited  them  to  come  and 
live  among  them 

Interp  he  had  said  that  he  was  a  Prisoner  how  came  he  so 
to  be,  and  how  came  he  to  report  before  that  he  was  weary 
of  the  warrs  and  was  come  hither  to  enquire  for  the  Governor, 
and  see  for  a  reception,  and  leave  to  set  down  in  quiet  that 
they  had  with  them  120  Captive  Women  and  Children,  some 
whereof  he  design'd  to  Present  to  the  Governor,  how  doth  it 
agree  that  they  had  among  them  so  many  Prisoners  and  yet 
he  himself  was  a  Prisoner 

Ansr  he  met  with  those  Indians  but  a  little  while  since  and 
further  they  did  Suspect  he  would  make  his  escape  and  there- 
fore made  him  Prisoner 

Interp  Were  those  Women  and  Children  in  their  Company 
Prisoners  Ans.  No  Intr  Why  did  he  formerly  say  they  were 
Ans:  He  denys  it  And  saith  that  he  had  been  misunderstood 

Interp:  he  did  tell  the  Governor  that  they  had  1 20  Women 
and  Children  Captive  slaves,  were  weary  of  the  warrs  and 
intended  if  they  might  be  permitted  to  come  here  and  set 
down  with  them  in  quiet 

Ansr     They  had  no  Slaves  with  them 

Interp:  he  did  also  tell  Mr  Bougee  in  discourse  that  he  had 
Six  Slavesto  Present  to  the  Governor 

Ansr     There  was  among  them  6  Prisoners  Catakoy  Indians 
but  for  any  thing  else  denys 
P.  33      Interp     was  he  ever  in  Company  with  them  when  they 
killed  any  People 

Ansr  while  he  was  amongst  them  they  met  with  some 
other  Indians  one  of  whom  they  took  with  the  Scalp  of  some- 
Head 

Interp     what  made  them  send  him  in  before  them 

Ansr     They  were  all  together 

Interp     he  was  taken  alone,  how  came  he  to  leave  them 

Ansr     he  came  of  his  own  accord     they  sent  him  not 

Interp     How  came  he  to  leave  them 

Ansr     He  made  his  Escape 

Interp  Wherefore  did  he  intimate  and  importune  his  desire 
to  return  to  them  again  saying  they  woud  suspect  that  the 
English  had  killed  him  if  he  went  not  back  to  them  again 

Ansr     he  denys  any  such  Thing 

Interp     By  what  Name  did  the  Indians  call  him 

Ansr     By  his  own  Name — some  of  them  calld  him  Father 
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Interp     it  appearing  to  this  Board  that  he  hath  most  noto-  Liber  k. 
riously  contradicted  himself,  and  wavered  in  most  parts  of  his 
examination,  gives  good  grounds  of  Suspicion  that  he  is  not 
right  and  therefore  purpose  to  deliver  him  to  our  Friend 
Jndians  to  deal  with  him  as  they  shall  think  fitt 

Captain  Thomas  Richardson  called  in  declares  that  the 
Prisoner  at  his  first  taking  and  examination  pretended  and 
alledged  that  if  he  did  not  return  again  to  those  Indians,  they 
woud  suspect  he  was  killed  as  the  Interpreter  Mr  Vansweer- 
ingen  had  before  reported,  which  as  before  Contradicts  what 
he  the  said  Prisoner  now  declared  upon  his  examination, 
wherefore  it  is  again  resolved  that  he  be  delivered  up  to  our 
Friend  Jndians,  &  mean  time  be  remanded  into  the  Custody 
of  the  Sheriff  of  Ann  Arrundell  County  there  to  be  securely 
and  safely  kept  untill  further  Orders  Iacob  Looton  accord- 
ing to  Summons  appears  he  is  charged  and  accused  for  En- 
couraging and  inviting  of  Foreign  Indians  to  come  into  this 
Province,  and  trade  with  him  He  saith  that  they  were  con- 
ducted and  brought  to  him  by  another  Englishman  in  order  to 
set  them  over  Susquehannah  River 

Quer  how  came  he  to  entertain  and  trade  with  them  with- 
out giving  notice  thereof  as  he  ought  to  some  Majistrate, 

Ansr  He  dealt  with  them  only  for  a  little  Corne  and  about  p.  34 
Half  a  Dozen  Matchcoats  Captain  Maxwell  examind  saith 
that  he  was  at  the  said  Iacob  Lootons  house  with  a  Party  of 
Men  and  desired  to  speak  with  him  the  said  Looton,  but  coud 
receive  no  other  Ansr  from  him  but  that  they  were  his 
Friends  and  seemed  very  Angry  with  him  and  his  Men  for 
disturbing  of  him,  it  was  his  Market  Day  and  there  was  an 
Act  coming  out  to  Prohibit  any  trade  with  the  Indians,  and 
then  nothing  was  to  be  done  without  a  License  &ca 

The  said  Maxwell  further  saith  that  the  said  Lootons  Wife 
was  also  in  great  Passion  and  turned  their  Horses  loose,  par- 
ticularly seeking  after  the  said  Maxwells  Horse,  and  immedi- 
ately went  to  turn  him  Loose  but  as  it  fell  out  it  was  another 
mans,  Mr  Thomas  Iones  called  in  and  examined  saith  that 
the  said  Looten  alledged  that  Captain  Browne  had  brought 
those  Indians  down  to  him,  and  that  was  warrant  enough  for 
him  to  walk  by 

lames  Frisell  examind  saith  that  the  said  Looton  did  declare 
they  had  three  hundred  Beavor  Skins,  and  he  must  have  one 
half  of  them  Mr  Iones  further  saith  that  when  the  French  Pris- 
oner first  came  in,  there  was  a  rumor  of  these  Indians  and  he 
himself  went  to  see  the  French  man,  but  before  he  came  Capt" 
Richardson  had  carried  him  down,  that  coming  to  Mr  Thurs- 
tons  the  woman  there  told  him  they  were  Delaware  Indians 
whereupon  he  and  the  rest  of  his  Company  poncluded  to  go  to 
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Liber  k.  Jacob  Lootons,  where  when  they  came  the  said  Lootons  Wife 
came  out  with  her  Arms  abroad. crying  out  hey  hoe  who  are 
you  coming  to  kill  now,  and  such  like  discourse — Captn  Max- 
well replied  that  the  great  Man  brought  a  large  Beavor  Skin, 
and  declared  by  the  Interpreter  they  Presented  him  with  a 
Beavor  in  expectation  of  having  some  Corn,  after  twice  saying 
so  the  said  Looton  rose  up  and  the  Indian  called  him  Fool  and 
gave  the  Skin  which  he  offerd  Looton,  to  Mr  Iones  for  as 
much  drink  as  he  coud  afford  for  it,  which  was  Four  Bottles 
and  some  Sugar 

Iacob  Looton  alledges  that  the  Indians  declared  they 
brought  that  as  a  token  of  Friendship  to  deale  with  the 
English  which  the  said  Jones  and  Maxwell  deny  and  affirm  he 
said  otherwise 

It  was  demanded  of  Captn  Maxwell  what  Indian  it  was  that 
bent  his  Bow  at  them 

He  saith  he  knows  not  for  the  man  that  told  him  of  it  was 
not  come  down,  but  affirms  all  that  he  hath  said  or  written  to 
be  true — 
p.  3s  Ordered  that  Iacob  Looton  give  Bond  or  enter  into  Recog- 
nizance with  goods  and  sufficient  security  to  appear  at  the 
next  Provincial  Court,  to  answer  what  shall  be  Objected 
against  him,  and  in  the  mean  time  to  be  of  the  good 
Behaviour,  that  he  be  bound  in  the  sum  of  Five  hundred 
Pounds  Sterl,  and  Bond  also  to  be  taken  of  the  Evidence  to 
prosecute  against  him  upon  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  this  Prov- 
ince against  dealing  with  the  Indians  &ca  and  likewise  that 
Captain  lames  Maxwell-search  the  House  and  Plantations  of 
the  said  Looton  &ca  according  to  the  following  Precept  to  him 
directed  Viz' 

Maryld  ss  By  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and 

Councill  August  16th  1692 
Ordered  that  Captain  lames  Maxwell  of  Baltimore  County 
with  such  Aid  and  Assistance  as  he  shall  think  fit  and  conve- 
nient, do  forthwith  repair  to  and  search  the  House  and  Plan- 
tation of  Mr  Iacob  Looton  of  the  same  County,  for  what  Furr 
Skins  or  other  Indian  Truck  may  be  supposed  or  suspected, 
he  hath  procured  by  way  of  Trade  and  Barter  from  the  Indians 
which  he  is  forthwith  to  make  Seizure  of  and  keep  in  his  cus- 
tody untill  further  orders  giving  a  true  and  just  acco'  thereof 
and  of  every  particular  parcell  thereof  to  his  Excellency  the 
Governor  with  all  expedition,  and  for  the  better  and  more 
effectuall  execution  hereof  the  said  lames  Maxwell  is  hereby 
authorised  and  empowred  to  enter  into,  search,  examine,  and 
if  occasion  be  Break  open  any  Chests,  trunks,  packs,  or  other 
Lock'd  &  barred  Places  where  he  shall  or  may  suspect  any  the 
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commoditys  aforesaid  to  be  hid  or  conceald     for  all  which  this  Liber  K- 
shall  be  his  Sufficient  Warrant

Called  in  another  parcell  of  Indians  that  were  met  with  in 
the  Woods  back  in  Ann  Arundell  County  by  some  of  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  said  County — proceed  to  their  Examination 
Viz' 

Solomon  Sparrow  of  Ann  Arundell  County  declareth  that 
going  out  a  hunting  back  in  the  woods,  these  Indians  came 
athwart  their  Track,  sent  after  them  and  warned  them  not  to 
go  a  hunting  for  they  said  the  naked  Indians  were  abroad  and 
woud  kill  them  if  they  met  with  them 

Quest  Were  they  sent  by  those  Indians  to  enquire  after 
the  French  man  Prisoner  as  report  goes,  or  are  they  of  the 
naked  Indians 

Ind  Ansr  No,  nor  are  they  Senniquos,  there  are  they  say  p.  36 
seven  Forts  of  them,  one  Fort  of  naked  Indians,  and  some 
French  joyned  with  them,  those  Indians  they  met  with  did 
give  them  an  Acco'  of  such  a  man  as  the  Frenchman  was,  and 
advised  them  if  they  met  with  him  to  bind  him,  and  if  the 
English  met  with  him  to  take  him  and  hang  him 

Qu  Whither  or  no  was  the  other  Frenchman  they  had 
with  them  bound 

Ansr  No  he  was  free  and  at  Liberty  was  married  and 
had  been  among  them  for  Yeares 

Captain  Richardson  declares  that  the  French  Prisoner  at  his 
first  examination  by  Mr  Vansweeringen  did  affirm  that  those 
Indians  from  whom  he  came  did  brag  that  they  had  killed 
some  Women  and  taken  some  Children 

The  Indians  say  that  not  long  since  (viz1)  two  or  three  days 
ago,  they  met  with  about  16  of  the  naked  Indians  going  after 
the  new  York  Indians,  who  had  hurt  the  English  Woman,  and 
the  Negro  Woman,  with  whom  they  discoursed  the  matter, 
and  asked  them  why  they  did  so  much  mischief  to  the  English 
who  did  them  no  hurt  at  all,  they  replied  they  were  hired  by 
the  French  so  to  do,  their  King  being  at  warrs  at  home  with 
the  English  but  they  likewise  said  they  woud  do  the  English 
no  further  mischief  but  wou'd  come  and  make  peace  with 
them  and  bring  a  Present  woud  now  returne  back  and  go  no 
further  which  accordingly  they  forthwith  did 

Qu     When  do  they  intend  to  come  and  make  the  peace 

Ansr  About  a  month  hence  either  four  or  six  of  them  will 
come  to  Zachaja  or  Mattapony  corn  Fields 
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Liber  k.  Upon  further  consideration  had  of  the  French  Prisoner,  it  is 
Ordered  that  he"  be  taken  from  the  Sheriff  of  Ann  Arundell 
County  in  whose  Custody  he  at  Present  is  and  committed 
back  into  the  Custody  of  the  Sheriff  of  Saint  Maries  County, 
from  whence  he  came,  there  to  remain  safely  and  closely  con- 
fined, till  further  Orders,  and  such  time  as  may  have  further 
advice  concerning  those  naked  Indians  that  may  be  the  better 
able  to  give  an  Acco1  thereof  to  the  neighbouring  Governm,s 

Tequassino  One  of  the  Great  Men  Indians  on  the  Eastern 
Shore,  complains  and  shews  to  the  Board  here,  that  whereas 
he  had  sold  or  Barter'd  away  a  Horse  with  an  english  man  in 
Cabbin  Creek,  his  Name  he  knows  not,  nor  can  describe  him 
to  the  Satisfaction  of  the  Board  for  some  certain  Number  of 
Matchcoats  eight  whereof  were  behind  and  yet  unpaid  which 
the  said  Man  refuses  to  pay  and  satisfy  to  him  according  to 
agreement,  he  prays  his  Excellencys  Order  to  Compel  him 
thereunto 

so  soon  as  the  Partys  name  coud  be  known  or  discovered 
he  may  have  an  Order  according  to  his  request 

Afterwards  it  being  suggested  and  made  appear  to  the 
Board  here  by  circumstances  &  such  descriptions  as  the  said 
Tequassino  coud  give,  of  the  Person  accused  he  obtaind  and 
had  granted  to  him  this  following    * 

Order  Viz1  By  his  Excy  the  Govr  &  Council 
16  August  1693  Maryland  ss. 
p.  37  Ordered  that  the  Sheriff  of  Dorset  County  forthwith  upon 
Receipt  hereof  apprehend  and  take  into  his  Custody  the  body 
of  Henry  Thomas,  if  he  shall  be  found  in  his  Bailywick,  and 
him  safely  to  keep  so  as  to  have  him  immediately  before  the 
next  Majistrate  to  the  place  were  he  shall  be  found,  to  answer

in  his  Part  he  hath  Complyed  with,  it  is  the  opinion  of  this

The  humble  Petition  of  Henry  fifearme 
Sheweth 

That  in  the  Year  1681  your  Petitioner  loaded  his  Ship  in 
Potuxen  River,  and  gave  a  Bill  of  Exc°  to  the  Lord  of  Balti- 
more to  pay  him  20^  Sterl  in  England  for  the  duty  of  200 
hhds  of  Tobacco  at  2s  p  hhd,  Iohn  Evans  Planter  in  the 
said  River,  ships  aboard  10  hhds  of  Tobacco,  and  was  to 
go  Passenger  with  me  for  Ireland,  and  was  to  pay  Fourty 
Shillings  -p  hhd  Freight  Evans  was  obliged  with  me  to 
see  the  Bill  of  Exc°  paid  The  Ship  being  very  leaky  going 
for  Ireland  was  forced  by  extremity  to  the  West  Parts  of  Ire- 
land to  save  the  ship  &  Lives  being  in  Harbour  a  Price  was 
proffered  for  Tobacco  as  much  as  Tobacco  was  worth  in  Ire- 
land, I  perswaded  the  aforesaid  Iohn  Evans  to  make  sale  of 
his  Tobacco  and  not  to  run  any  more  Risk  he  sold  his 
Tobacco  and  I  gave  him  the  Freight  of  the  Tobacco  and  he 
then  going  for  England  I  advised  him  to  see  if  the  Bill  of  p.  38 
Exc°  was  not  paid  that  he  should  pay  the  Lords  Agent  himself 
with  that  20  1  Freight,  thirty  days  after  John  Evans  parted 
from  me  by  mischance  I  lost  my  Ship  and  Goods  before  I 
cou'd  attain  to  the  City  of  Cork  being  my  Port  of  Discharge 
the  Ship  and  Goods  being  wholly  my  own  lost  to  the  Value  of 
15001  Sterling,  I  am  arrested  by  Francis  Collier  that  married 
In0  Evans'5  Widow,  I  have  been  prisoner  two  months,  I  have 
been  sick  Six  Months,  and  am  still  in  a  weak  Condition,  that 
if  I  Live  I  am  to  appear  at  the  Provinciall  Court,  I  am  about 
70  Years  of  Age  Poor  and  a  stranger  in  the  Country,  my 
humble  request  is  that  your  Excellency  be  pleased  that 
Frances  Collier  may  choose  2  Men,  and  my  self  Choose  2

Letter  to  New  York  and  Virginia  was  writ  and  is  as  follows

Having  lately  rec'd  some  Alarm  from  the  appearance  of 
some  strange  Indians  upon  the  Frontiers  of  this  Government 
and  some  mischief  done  as  is  suspected  by  them,  both  here 
and  in  Virginia  and  having  also  taken  upon  suspicion  a  french 
Prisoner  that  stragled  from  those  Indians  in  their  habit  I 
thought  fit  to  Conveene  and  consult  their  Majestys  Council 
thereupon,  and  upon  Examination  of  the  Prisoner  can  receive 
little  or  no  satisfaction,  nor  indeed  any  Certainty  in  his  Report, 
but  from  some  of  our  own  Indians  that  accidentally  met  with 
a  Party  of  them  we  are  given  to  understand  that  they  are  a 
sort  of  Indians  to  the  Westward  called  the  naked  Indians,  and 
did  commit  the  aforesaid  Mischief  being  hired  thereunto  as 
they  said  by  the  French  at  Cannada,  whose  King  in  Europe 
had  warr  with  the  English  as  they  informed  the  said  Indians 
p.  42  but  those  Indians  seemed  to  be  weary  and  recant  their  under- 
takings, and  said  they  wou'd  return  back  to  their  own  Forts 
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without  offering  any  further  violence,  and  would  come  again  Liber  K- 
about  Cohunk  time  as  they  term'd  it  and  make  Peace  with  the 
English,  and  bring  Presents  for  that  purpose,  as  they  told  our 
Indians,  but  to  it  we  can  yet  give  little  Credit,  and  doubt 
whether  it  may  not  be  a  Pretence  only  to  lull  us  asleep  at 
Present,  and  give  them  a  fitter  opportunity  of  executing  their 
designes  against  us,  however  it  is  thought  fit  to  have  our 
Frontiers  diligently  Ranged  and  Scoured,  and  our  Militia  in 
places  most  Obnoxious  in  a  readiness,  and  the  French  Prisoner 
still  to  detain  in  Custody  till  we  can  make  some  further  dis- 
covery, and  likewise  to  give  you  this  necessary  Information  at 
present  untill  an  Opportunity  of  more  certain  Intelligence 
may  present  from

It  is  morally  impossible  for  me  or  any  person  in  my  station 
here  to  serve  their  Majesties  without  complaint  made  by  the 
Lord  Baltemore  Therefore  what  I  think  his  Lordship  or 
Agents  may  at  this  tyme  make  complts  of  I  object  against 
myselfe  and  answer  as  followeth 

Ist  objection.  Colonel  Darnell  my  Lord  Baltemore's  Agent 
here  preferred  a  Petition  requiring  many  things  to  be  deliv- 
ered him. 
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Answer.     I  ordered  him  to  take  immediate  possession  of  p-  R-  ° 
my  Lords  Houses  and  Estates  which  he  did;  for  the  other  b.TvoI.  2, 
matters  of  the  Petition  being  of  a  publick  nature  I  thought  it  B-  F- 
the  safest  and  most  prudent  way  to  proferr  them  to  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  that  was  then  approaching,  they  had  the  Peti- 
tion before  them,  they  debated  &  voted  upon  it,  and  gave  in 
writing  their  opinion  with  their  reasons  at  large  all  which  I 
have  herewith  sent  your  Lordship 

2d  Objection.  That  I  should  suffer  some  shipping  to  go 
home  not  going  in  fleets  contrary  to  my  instructions. 

Answer.  The  several  Masters  petitioned  the  General  As- 
sembly then  sitting  (who  earnestly  intreated  for  them  to  me) 
to  have  their  permitts  shewing  their  convenient  numbers  and 
strength  and  going  in  company  with  the  two  Brownes  who 
had  letters  of  Marte  obteyned  by  Mr  Bayly  a  merchant  in 
London,  and  their  utter  ruine  if  stayed,  and  other  cogent 
reasons  given  me  in  writing  by  the  Assembly  prevailed  with 
me  to  do  it.  All  these  likewise*  I  have  herewith  sent  your 
Lordship. 

3rd  objection.  That  I  should  pass  an  Act  to  bring  in  money 
against  my  instructions. 

There  is  a  speciall  saveing  in  the  Act  for  all  the 
Kings  dues  and  Revenues  ariseinghere,  the  rates  raised  are 
on  Foreign  coyne  only,  and  those  no  higher  than  in  our 
neighbouring  Collonies,  the  Assembly  would  not  have  passed 
the  other  Acts  for  support  of  Government  if  I  had  denyed  this, 
and  it  continues  but  for  three  years. 

4th  objection.  That  I  refused  to  swear  Mr  Frisby  one  of  the 
Council!  he  being  named  in  my  Instructions. 

Answer.  Mr  Frisby  was  generally  represented  to  me  to  be 
one  greatly  disaffected  to  the  present  Government,  and  many 
instances  given  me  whereby  itt  appeared  he  was  one  of  the 
ringleaders  of  the  disaffected  party ;  besides  he  told  me  he 
was  soon  leaving  this  country  with  his  family,  and  he  has  since 
gone  for  England. 

5'h  objection.  That  I  put  a  stop  to  his  Agents  receiving  the 
fourteen  pence  Tunnage.

First.  Pensilvania  is  at  present  much  unsetled  and  in  dis- 
order I  have  sent  a  Gent,  there  privately  to  feel  the  pulses  of 
the  inhabitants  thereof  who  are  numerous  and  generally 
inclined  and  indeed  uneasy  till  they  are  under  their  Majties  care 
and  protection.  It  will  be  convenient  to  take  some  speedy 
care  in  that  affair  it  is  so  adjoyned  to  this  Province  that  it 
encourages  false  Traders  here  for  Tobaccoe  from  Scotland 
and  Holland  and  other  places  to  the  loss  and  prejudice  of  their 
Majues  customes,  beside  the  Jacobite  party  (whereof  Penn  is 
notoriously  known  to  be  the  head)  will  endeavor  to  involve 
that  Country  in  troubles  which  will  have  some  effect  on  this 
part  of  America  Moste  people  in  these  parts  think  itt  will  be 
much  for  His  Majties  service  to  anex  that  Country  to  this 
Province,  the  two  present  Governors  and  others  being  very 
desirous  of  itt. 

2d  To  avoyd  false  Traders  it  will  be  convenient  that  all 
Masters  of  Shipps  trading  from  England  hither  give  Bonds  in 
their  several  persons  before  they  come  out  to  pay  all  dutyes 
and  customes  and  to  bring  certificates  hither  of  their  having 
given  Bonds,  and  to  give  a  Bond  here  to  carry  my  receipts  of 
their  respective  Certificates  to  the  respective  Portes,  the  mis- 
chief of  their  giving  Bonds  here  often  happens  to  be  thus, 
the  Masters  can  give  no  other  surety  than  two  Planters  who 
generally  prove  to  be  insolvent  when  there  is  occasion  to  sue 
their  Bonds  and  false  certificates  are  often  produced  here  by 
false  Traders  All  which  I  hope  may  be  prevented  by  following 
the  methods  proposed. 

This  Province  having  many  very  large  and  navigable  Rivers 
in  it,  and  at  great  distance  from  one  another  many  ships  goe 
out  singly,  and  many  false  Traders  from  Scotland  and  Holland 
and  interlopers  from  Africa  escape  unpunished  there  being  no 
sufficient  power  to  controul  and  stopp  them  Wherefore  I 
humbly  conceive  it  will  be  necessary  for  their  Majt,es  service 
that  I  may  have  a  Frigate  here,  the  rather  for  that  the  French 
Privateers  are  often  encouraged  to  annoy  our  shipps  they 
finding  no  resistance.  4th  This  Province  will  never  be  happy 
till  my  Lord  Baltimore's  interest  be  bought  out  by  His  Majesty 
for  while  his  interest  continues  his  party  will  be  considerable 
and  on  all  occasions  will  be  able  to  disturb  the  publick  peace 
and  quiet  of  this  Government  whereas  if  this  Province  were 
intire  in  his  Majesty  it  would  soon  people  the  country  and 
become  as  flourishing  a  Province  as  any.

That  your  Majesty  was  pleased  in  your  gracious  letter  in 
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p-  R-  °-  the  year  1691.  to  the  then  present  Government  of  this  Prov- 
b.  1.  Voi/z,  ince,  which  was  the  convention  of  the  Freemen  of  the  same, 
B-  F-  freely  and  indifferently  chosen  out  of  each  County)  to  comand 
them  to  permitt  the  Lord  Baltemore  to  recover  his  revenues 
here  ariseing,  only  reserving  what  had  been  usual  for  support 
of  Government.  In  obedience  thereunto  they  have  yearly 
sent  for  England  the  twelve  pence  *p  hogshead  given  for  that 
end  and  purpose  of  all  such  shipps  that  chanced  in  this  Prov- 
ince, and  have  defrayed  all  publick  charges  of  Govern'  by 
tobacco  equally  leavyed  upon  the  Inhabitants  thereof  Butt 
soe  it  is  may  it  please  your  Majesty  before  the  arrival  of  your 
Majtys  Governor  here  the  said  Convention  had  disposed  off  the 
summ  of  nine  hundred  and  forty  pounds  sterling  this  yeares 
Revenue  ariseing  by  the  said  Imposition  for  defraying  the 
publick  charges  of  the  Government  by  which  means  your 
Majtys  said  Governor  is  debarred  of  a  great  part  of  this  years 
reve-nue  And  whereas  since  his  arrivall  and  setlement  of  the 
Govern1  by  his  great  care  and  diligence  in  that  matter  there  is 
no  less  than  five  and  twenty  ships  discovered  that  departed 
this  Province  in  the  yeare  1690 :  without  cleareing  their  shipps 
or  paying  the  said  imposition  which  your  Majs  Governor  will 
use  his  endeavours  to  secure  here  from  time  to  time  as  such 
shall  arrive  or  come  into  this  Province. 

The  Premises  considered  Wee  your  Maj:  most  humble  Peti- 
tioners and  faithfull  subjects  humbly  beseech  your  most  sacred 
Majesty  that  the  said  Imposition  money  of  twelve  pence  *p  hhd 
by  the  said  ships  dicovered  may  be  received  here  in  this  Prov- 
ince by  your  Majesty's  Governor  to  his  use,  in  consideration 
of  what  moneys  the  Country  hath  for  support  of  the  Govern- 
ment before  since  his  arrivall  made  use  of  for  soe  farr  as  it 
will  goe; 

And  wee  your  most  loyall  and  obedient  subjects  as  in  duety 
bound  shall  ever  pray  for  your  Majesty's  long  and  prosperous 
reigne  over  us.

made  by  the  Lord  Baltemore,  of  his  pretended  rights  in  this  B-  F- 
your  Majtie's  Province  As  first  of  twelve  pence  a  hogshead 
imposition  upon  Tobacco,  secondly  of  fourteene  pence  per 
Tonn  for  all  Tobaccoes  exported  out  of  this  Province  thirdly 
of  all  fines  and  amerciaments  in  your  Majties  Courts  fourthly 
of  all  waifts  strays  wilde  horses  and  wilde  hoggs  fifthly  of  all 
bills  bonds  and  other  writeings  relateing  to  his  Lordship's 
land  after  a  full  search  and  cleere  understanding  of  all  matters 
pertinent  to  the  same  doe  for  a  full  satisfaction  to  your  Maj- 
estie  and  refuting  of  all  representations  we  can  occurr  on  any 
hand  in  all  humility  crave  pardon  with  that  freedom  as 
becomes  our  duty  and  loyalty  to  your  Majestie  wee  ofer  and 
briefly  declare  to  your  Majestie  the  Voates  passed  this  As- 
sembly in  relation  to  the  same  as  by  the  Voates  hereafter 
doth  appeare. 

Ist  As  to  the  I2dp  hoggshead  this  house  say  that  they  are

the  Inhabitants  at  present  and  future  times  without  which  the 
Province  will  dayly  decay  and  the  intent  of  the  Pattent  be 
totally  frustrated. 

2ndiy  ^s  to  the  I4d  -p  Tonn  this  House  have  fully  searched 
and  examined  into  the  true  cause  of  the  making  of  that  Act 
and  though  the  Journalls  of  that  Assembly  as  well  as  the 
original  Law  is  either  by  negligence  lost  or  designedly  made 
away  by  the  late  Government  yet  many  persons  liveing  and 
some  of  this  Assembly  doe  remember  and  save  that  the  same 
was  for  building  of  Forts  and  finding  of  powder  and  shott  for 
the  Country's  use  And  further  that  that  duty  ever  was  and 
still  is  by  the  Inhabitants  called  Fort  Duetys  and  not  Port 
Duetyes  as  it  is  now  termed  in  the  said  Act  upon  which 
evidence  and  peruseall  of  the  Law  and  fully  debateing  the

Vol.  2,  their  Majues  Heirs  and  Successors  tor  ever  it  seeming  very 
B-  F-  unequal  to  them  that  the  Crowne  of  England  should  be  at 
that  charge  of  building  Forts  which  is  absolutely  necessary  for 
secureing  shipps  in  time  of  war  and  secureing  their  Majties 
duetyes  in  both  tyme  of  peace  and  warr  and  the  Lord  Balte- 
more  receive  the  money  given  by  his  Majties  subjects  for  that 
end  and  purpose  which  is  esteemed  worth  eight  hundred 
pounds  sterling  *p  ann.,  but  more  especially  when  we  consider 
the  great  revenue  His  Majtys  clemency  hath  still  allowed  and

Country  uncleared  of  wood  and  every  man's  Tract  of  land 
so  lardge  that  it  is  impossible  to  fence  the  same  soe  that  the 
whole  stock  of  the  Country  runn  promiscuously  one  amongst 
the  other  and  every  mans  property  only  distinguished  by  his 
proper  make  entred  upon  record  soe  that  by  such  a  grant  his 
Ldp  would  entitle  himselfe  and  engross  into  his  hand  the 
whole  stock  of  the  Province  and  destroy  every  mans  property 
in  the  same  Some  Franchise  ought  not  to  be  admitted  till  the 
convenience  of  the  Province  will  give  leave  thereunto  which 
wee  humbly  offer  and  submitt  to  their  Majties  pleasure  and 
whereas  unmarked  wilde  cattle  horses  and  hoggs  were  by  an 
Act  of  Assembly  given  to  his  Ldp  to  avoid  the  contentions 
that  happened  about  the  property  haveing  noe  marke  to  dis- 
tinguish the  same  the  said  Law  being  for  the  good  and  benefit 
of  the  Province  and  all  the  titles  his  Ldpp  can  pretend  to  such 
unmarked  cattle  wee  humbly  conceive  the  same  to  be  now  by 
that  Law  invested  in  their  Majties  as  also  to  appoint  Rangers 
to  take  up  the  same  in  which  wee  submitt  to  their  Majesties 
pleasure.

Land  where  the  parties  have  taken  up  land  thereupon  ought  B-  F- 
to  be  delivered  up  to  his  Ldp  but  where  they  have  not  executed 
the  said  warrant  and  returned  a  Certificate  of  the  same  they 
ought  not  to  be  delivered  till  the  parties  receive  the  benefit  of 
the  same  and  as  to  Records  relateing  to  Land  taken  upp  under 
his  Ldpp  they  say  that  they  conceive  their  Majties  subjects  Title 
to  such  Lands  are  the  only  evidence  for  the  same  and  ought  not 
to  be  entrusted  or  be  in  the  custody  of  any  but  His  Majtys 
Secretary  thereunto  commissioned  &  lodged  in  his  Office  to 
which  his  Ldpps  Officers  and  all  His  Majtys  subjects  have  free 
access.

Iohn  Kemble,  and  contribute  what  in  them  lyes  as  well  to  the

and  will  I  doubt   not  be  a  sufficient  motive  to  obtain  your 
contribution   thereunto,  assuring  you    of  all   fair   and    ready 
complyance  from    hence  in  any  thing  of  the  like  nature  or 
otherwise  tending  to  their  Majs,ys  Service,  the  safety  of  their 
Subjects  and  a  good  correspondency  between  the  two   Gov-

the  court  house,  continued  there  untill  Friday  following  during 
which  time  he  and  his  associates  were  Drinking,  that  Mr  Fin- 
ney and  other  Gentlemen  of  the  Court  being  in  Company

the  Inhabitants  of  Maryland  and  Virginia  would  not  be  able 
to  live  but  in  Garrison)  and  having  hitherto  preserved  that 
Post  the  Burden  thereby  is  now  intolerable  to  the  Inhabitants 
there.  We  think  it  reasonable  and  necessary  that  our  severall 
Colonies  ana!  Provinces  of  N.  England  Virginia  Maryland  and 
Pensilvania  should  be  aiding  and  assisting  from  time  to  time 
to  the  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  our  said  Province 
of  New  York  in  the  maintenance  and  defence  of  it  during  the 
present  Warr  and  accordingly  our  Will  and  Pleasure  is  that 
upon  Application  of  the  said  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief 
you  do  immediately  send  him  such  aid  and  assistance  in  Men

In  answer  to  which  his  Excellency  informs  the  Board  and 
assures  Sr  Thomas  that  he  himself  is  oblig'd  by  his  Instruc- 
tions to  send  by  all  oppertunitys  by  him  all  necessary  orders 
and  publick  Acts  which  he  shall  take  Care  to  do  accordingly: 
were  then  produced  and  read  his  Excellencys  Instructions  by 
which  it  appears  that  Sr  Thos  Lawrence  his  charge  is  to  be 
complyed  with  at  his  Excellencys  directions  the  said  Sr 
Thomas's  Instructions  being  subordinate  to  those  of  his  Excel- 
lencys 

Proposed  to  Sr  Thomas  his  giving  good  Security  for  his 
Office,  and  that  he  take  Care  to  take  the  same  of  his  Deputys 
which  he  promises  to  do,  but  desires  to  know  what  Security 
may  be  required  of  him  to  wch  is  answered  such  security  as  is 
usually  given  in  this  or  other  their  Majestys  Plantation

Declared  unto  them  that  the  Emperor  of  Pascattoway,  King 
of  Mattawoman  King  of  Choptico  and  Emperor  of  Nanticoke 
have  been  here  and  entered  into  a  League  of  Amity  with  his 
Excellency  the  Governor  in  behalf  of  King  William  and  Queen 
Mary  and  their  Subjects  the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  and 
Virginia,  demanded  of  them  if  they  are  Willing  upon  the  same 
Acco1  and  have  any  desire  to  enter  into  the  same  League 
They  return  for  answer  that  the  Governor  being  lately  come 
from  England  the  King  of  Pocomoke  is  now  come  hither  on 
purpose  to  see  him  and  desires  to  have  a  peace  with  him 
they  are  acquainted  that  there  are  Articles  of  peace  ready 
drawn  up  and  provided  the  same  as  have  been  concluded  on 
with  the  other  Indians,  one  part  whereof  is  intended  to  be 
signed  by  his  Excellency  the  Governor  and  delivered  to  them 
to  keep,  and  the  other  part  to  be  signed  by  the  King  and 
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delivered  to  his  Excellency  that  each  Party  may  at  all  times  Liber  K- 
apply  thereunto  to  know  the  Terms  and  be  sensible  of  any 
breach  if  such  shall  happen  to  be  made  on  either  Side 

They  approve  of  the  same  have  read  unto  them  the  Articles 
which  they  also  approve  of  and  consent  unto  they  are  both 
mutually  signed  sealed  and  deliver'd  in  manner  aforesaid  and 
they  have  presented  unto  them  six  Matchcoats  and  six  pair 
Fine  Hose 

Complaint  made  by  one  of  the  great  men  Indians  that  the 
English  daily  encroach  upon  their  Land  in  particular  Captain 
Whittington  and  one  Iohn  Gillam  they  desire  to  have  their 
Lands  assigned  them  duly  laid  out  and  ascertained  they  p.  61 
complain  also  that  almost  every  fall  the  English  pull  down 
their  Fences  and  put  in  their  Stocks  of  Cattle  &ca 

It  is  answered  them  that  his  Excellency  will  duly  enquire 
into  all  their  Grievances  of  this  nature  and  take  care  to  do 
them  all  right  and  Iustice  therein  that  their  Land  shall  be  laid 
out  and  ascertained  to  them  that  they  for  the  future  be  at 
peace  and  quiet  and  that  they  shall  have  no  more  trouble : 
wherewith  they  declare  themselves  Content 

Sr  Thomas  Lawrence  again  moves  the  Board  for  their  order 
to  Mr  William  Taylard  and  Iohn  LLewellin  the  one  as  Clerk 
of  the  Provinciall  Court,  the  other  as  Clerk  of  the  Land  Office 
and  Publick  Notary  may  deliver  up  to  him  the  Records  under 
their  charge  and  custody — 

He  is  advised  first  to  qualify  himself  as  Secretary  to  receive 
them  by  giving  sufficient  Security  for  the  due  Execution  of 
his  Office  as  other  the  Secretarys  of  other  their  Majestys 
Plantations  are  obliged  to  and  do  Perform,  to  which  he 
answers  that  whatever  the  Secretarys  of  this  Province  have 
been  usually  obliged  to  he  is  ready  and  willing  to  Comply  with 

It  was  further  alledged  and  averred  to  him  that  under  the 
former  Government  there  were  generally  employed  and  pre- 
ferred to  that  Office  his  Lordships  own  relations,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings then  altogether  arbitrary,  and  that  what  was  then 
done  in  such  cases  was  for  the  most  part  Private  and  under- 
hand 

He  then  desires  to  know  what  security  it  is  that  is  required 
of  him  Ansr  Such  as  in  the  others  of  their  Majestys  Planta- 
tions— whereupon  were  produced  and  ordered  to  be  read  the 
Laws  of  Iamaica  whereby  the  Secretary  there  is  obliged  to  give 
Bond  with  sufficient  Security  in  the  sum  of  four  thousand 
Pounds  Sterl  for  his  due  Performance  &ca 

He  humbly  desires  his  Excellency  to  enquire  into  what  hath 
been  the  Custom  and  constant  Practice  of  this  Province,  and 
from  thence  Compute  what  may  be  required  of  him,  and  if  he  P.  62 
must  be  obligd  to  give  such  security  he  desires  and  thinks  it 
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Liber  k.  but  reasonable  that  he  should  have  such  fees  as  formerly  the 
Secretarys  have  had 

He  is  assured  that  such  fees  as  are  properly  incident  to  his 
Office  he  shall  not  be  debarred  of  upon  any  score  but  that 
every  officer  ought  to  receive  the  fees  peculiar  to  his  Office

He  desires  to  know  whither  or  no  the  Records  may  be

Ansr   It  is  expected  that  he  first  give  security 

He  desires  the  members  of  the  Board  every  one  severally 
to  be  his  Security,  which  they  all  Refuse,  he  then  alledges 
that  an  Act  impossible  to  be  complyed  with  him  is  imposed 
upon  him  he  being  a  meer  Stranger  and  unacquainted  in  the 
Country. 

Ansr  The  Act  is  nee're  the  more  impossible  for  his  being 
refused  by  the  Councill  for  that  there  were  others  to  be  found 
besides  them  in  the  Country,  however  it  is  at  last  resolved 
and  advised  that  he  proceed  in  the  Execution  of  his  Office  as 
p.  63  Secretary,  and  for  any  other  Dispute  as  to  fees  &ca  the  same

Sr  Thomas  alledges  that  formerly  by  Act  of  Assembly  of 
this  Province  there  was  allowed  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Prov- 
ince a  fee  of  £2.  1.4  for  entring  and  Clearing  of  any  Ship  or 
Vessell  &ca  which  when  the  Lord  Baltemore  thought  fitt  to 
take  to  himself,  he  gave  them  in  Lieu  thereof  the  Ordinary 
Licenses  that  since  there  is  an  Order  of  Councill  lately  passed 
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abridging  him  of  some  fees  formerly  allowed  by  Act  of  As-  Liber  K-

Vol.  2,  their  Majs  Secretary  of  this  Province  of  Maryland  to  know  his 
B-  G-  honor's  pleasure  whether  he  should  continue  in  his  Office  as 
clerk  of  Charles  County  his  honour  Sir  Thomas  did  demand 
of  him  what  the  place  was  worth  yearly  and  this  depon'  replyed 
that  the  said  place  was  worth  about  1 2.  or  14.  thousand  pounds 
of  tobacco  -p  ann:  and  his  honor  replyed  that  it  was  worth 
thirty  thousand  pounds  of  tobacco  *p  ann:  as  he  was  informed 
and  this  deponent  replyed  to  his  honor  that  since  he  had  the 
said  place  he  could  not  yet  make  twenty  thousand  pounds  of 
tobacco  *p  annum  of  it  and  that  yearly  he  lost  4.  or  5.  thousand 
pounds  of  tobacco  in  bad  debts  and  his  honor  Sir  Thomas 
further  told  this  deponent  that  a  tenth  part  of  the  Fees  were 
yearly  due  unto  him  and  that  a  tenth  part  of  the  Fees  from 
the  date  of  his  Commission  was  due  unto  him  and  that  he 
expected  to  have  it  and  that  if  this  deponent  would  officiate 
for  half  profitts  he  would  continue  him  in  his  place  Whereupon

Since  the  Departure  of  the  grand  Fleet  from  hence  we  have 
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not  had  an  oppertunity  of  giving  your  Lordships  any  Ace1  of  LiberK- 
Affairs  in  these  parts  neither  indeed  hath  any  thing  of  moment 
offered  worthy  your  considerations  till  of  Late  since  the 
arrivall  of  Sr  Thomas  Lawrence  their  Majestys  Secretary  for 
this  Province  who  hath  given  us  occasion  to  render  your  Lord- 
ships the  following  Acco'  particularly  of  himself  and  his  pro- 
ceedings here,  how  far  they  are  pursuant  or  consonant  to  his 
Commission  and  Instructions  we  humbly  refer  to  your  Lord- 
ships better  Iudgment  and  Determination  soon  after  his 
arrivall  here  he  applyed  himself  to  us  their  Majestys  Governor 
&  Councill  of  this  Province,  and  produced  his  Commission  and 
Instructions  relating  to  his  Office  To  which  we  readily  yielded 
all  due  respect  and  he  was  accordingly  admitted  and  sworn 
Secretary,  one  of  the  Councill,  and  Iustice  of  the  Provinciall 
Court  since  which  without  having  given  any  Security  for  the 
due  and  true  Peformance  and  Execution  of  his  Office  of  so 
great  trust  and  moment  according  to  the  custom  and  usage 
of  this  and  others  their  Majestys  Collonys  and  Plantations  as 
was  required  of  him  fully  to  Capaciate  himself  for  that  Office

In  the  first  Place  having  made  diligent  scrutiny  and  Inquest  p-  97 
and  by  that  means  throughly  informed  himself  of  the  annual 
pquisits  of  the  ten  respective  Clerks  places  of  this  Province  he 
hath  taken  and  seized  into  his  hands  three  of  the  best  &  most 
Principal  places  managed  by  the  most  expert  able  and  choice 
Clerks  men  who  had  faithfully  and  diligently  served  their  Maj- 
estys been  obedient  to  the  Government  and  well  Behaved 
themselves  in  their  places  to  the  generall  Satisfaction  of  the 
Country  whom  he  hath  discarded  upon  no  other  reason  or 
pretence  whatsoever  (that  himself  can  or  doth  alledge  then  his 
own  power  and  perogative  to  make  a  vacancy  and  supply  the 
same  when  and  as  he  pleases  one  of  the  said  Places  he  has 
conferred  upon  his  Son  under  Age  to  be  managed  for  him  by 
a  deputy  whom  he  brought  with  him  for  that  purpose  another 
of  them  he  hath  conferred  upon  another  of  his  creatures  he

Clerks  he  has  treated  with  and  of  all  demands  an  acco1  of  their 
perquisits  since  the  date  of  his  Commission  for  which  he  pre- 
tends they  are  to  be  accountable  to  him  and  not  only  so  but 
must  pay  him  also  considerably  for  their  Commissions  which 
he  hath  extorted  as  by  copy  of  some  depositions  inclosed  will 
appear  to  your  Lordships  notwithstanding  by  the  express 
words  of  his  Commission  he  is  no  Longer  nor  no  otherwise 
Secretary  then  during  the  Kings  pleasure  and  his  Residence

Proceedings  of  Sr  Thomas  are  resented  by  the  People  in 
generall  as  very  grievous  and  burdensome  &  call  for  our 
Representation  thereof  to  your  Lordships  for  redress  we  are 
told  of  &  expect  daily  Complaints  from  the  Commissioners 
of  the  County  Courts  touching  the  Insufficiency  of  their  new 
imposed  Clerks  and  the  turning  out  of  those  of  whose  abilitys 
and  integretys  they  have  had  so  good  Proof  and  Experience  : 
Nor  indeed  can  we  much  admire  at  these  irregular  and 
unwarrantable  proceedings  of  Sr  Thomas  since  we  find  him 
associating  caballing  &  advising  and  indeed  conversing  with 
none  but  the  Kings  open  professed  Enemies  and  Malignants 
to  the  present  Governm1  who  insinuate  nothing  into  him  but 
Lyes  and  Fallacies  relating  to  his  Office  and  the  -pquisits 
thereof  how  the  same  have  been  managed  under  the  late

those  appropriated  to  others  Offices,  we  at  last  proposed  to 
refer  the  same  to  the  consideration  &  Decision  of  the  As- 
sembly who,  were  the  best  Interpreters  of  the  Laws  themselves 
made,  from  this  he  violently  flew  of  &  threatned  to  protest 
against  the  same  as  well  as  against  the  Laws  themselves 
because  they  Corresponded  not  with  his  Ravenous  Expecta- 
tion and  Inclinations  afd  having  Valued  himself  at  least  a 
Thousd  Pounds  Sterl  at  Sight  upon  the  Bare  disposition  of 
the  Clerks  Places,  as  (is  said)  himself  hath  reported  &  upon 
the  least  occasion  though  never  so  trivial,  speakes  of  nothing 
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less  then  appealing  to  the  King  and  Councill  and  this  so  pub-  Liber  K- 
lickly  that  he  gives  occasion  to  other  malignts  as  well  as  him- 
self to  set  at  nought  and  have  in  Contempt  the  Authority  of 
this  their  Majestys  Government  which  we  are  well  assured  p.  99 
your  Lordships  will  in  no  wise  Countenance,  as  altogether 
unsafe  for  their  Majestys  Interest  to  admit  or  allow  of,  & 
therefore  we  make  Bold  to  give  your  Lordships  this  true  and 
Impartial  Acco1  humbly  recommending  the  same  to  your  Lord- 
ships more  noble  serious  and  judicious  considerations  not  only 
for  Reformation  of  the  premises  but  also  to  discourage  and 
prevent  such  like  arrogant  attempts  and  proceedings  for  the

County  taken  before  us  Capt  William  Barton  &  Mr 
Henry  Hawkins  two  of  their  Majestys  Iustices  of  the 
peace  for  the  County  aforesaid  by  vertue  of  an  Order 
from  his  Excellency  the  Govrand  the  honble  Councill 
bearing  date  the  15th  day  of  October  Anno  Dom  1692. 
Cleborn  Lomax  Sworn  and  examined  saith  that  when  he 
went   to    wait    upon    the    honourable    Sr  Thomas    Lawrence 
Baronet  their  Majestys  Secretary  of  this  Province  of  Maryland 
to  know  his  Honours  pleasure  whither  he  should  continue  in 
his  Office  of  Clerk  of  Charles  County  his  Honour  S1  Thomas 
did  demand  of  him  what  the  place  was  worth  yearly  &  this 
Deponent  replied  that  the  said  Place  was  worth  about  twelve 
or   fourteen   Thousand   pound    of  Tobacco  p   Ann   and    his  p.  100 
Honour  replied  that  it  was  worth  thirty  thousand  pounds  of 
Tobacco  p  ann  as  he  was  informed  and  this  Depon'  replied  to 
his  Honour  that  since  he  had  the  place  he  could  not  yet  make 
twenty   thousand  pounds  of  Tobacco  p  Ann  of  it  and  that 
yearly  he  lost  four  or  five  thousd  pounds  of  Tobacco  in  bad 
debts    and    his    Honour    Sir  Thomas    further  told    this    De- 
ponent that  a  tenth  part  of  the  Fees  were  Yearly  due  unto 
him,  and   that  a  tenth   part  of  the    fees   from    the   date   of 
his    Commission  was   due    unto   him,  and    that  he  expected 
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Liber  k.  to  have  it  and  that  if  this  Depon'  would  Officiate  for  half 
profitts    he   would    continue    him   in    his    place   whereupon 
this    Depon'  replyed  to   his  Honour  that   he   had    formerly 
Officiated  a  long  time  as  Deputy  Clerk  in  the  said  County  and 
was  now  very  unwilling  to  officiate  for  half  Profits  under  any 
person  for  he  knew  how  to  get  a  great  deal  more  by  practising 
as  an  Attorney  and  when  he  was  put  into  the  said  place  after 
the  revolution  here  (the  former  Clerk  refusing  to  issue  out 
writs  in  their  Majestys  names)  when  scarce  any  one  would 
undertake  to  officiate  in  the  said  Office  and  place  as  Clerk 
This  Deponent  was  willing  to  forego  his  Interest  as  practising 
as  an  Attorney  which  he  supposed  at  that  time  might  have 
been  more  beneficial  unto  him  then  the  Clerks  place  meerly  to 
serve  their  Majestys  and  the  Country  the  said  place  being 
then  vacant  and  that  his  undertaking  to  Officiate  in  the  said 
place  did  hinder  him  from  undertaking  to  do  any  other  Busi- 
ness whereupon  Mr  William  Dent  coming  through  the  Coun- 
cill  Room  where  his  Honour  Sr  Thomas  and  this  Depon'  were 
discoursing  his  Honour  Sr  Thomas  went  out  and  discoursed  a 
Little  while  with  the  said  Dent  but  what  their  Discourse  was 
this  Deponent  knows  not     his  Honour  Sr  Thomas  coming  in 
again  told  this  Deponent  he  might  continue  in  his  place  if  he 
would  give  him  a  Bill  under  his   Hand  for  three  thousand 
Pounds  of  Tobacco  for  the  tenth  part  of  the  Fees  of  the  said 
place  from  the  date  of  his  Commission  to  that  time,  and  that  if 
the  tenth  part  Came  not  to  so  much  upon  perusual  and  view 
of  the  accompts  he  would  deduct  out  of  the  same  what  was 
over  &  above  his  tenth  part     And  his  Honour  Sir  Thomas 
p.  101  also  told  this  Deponent  that  he  must  give  him  Bond  with  two 
Sufficient  Securitys  for  the  due  Execution  of  his  Office  in  the 
said  place  &  yearly  to  pay  unto  him  a  tenth  part  of  the  Fees 
and  Profits  accruing  and  growing  due  thereby     whereupon 
this    Depon'  replied  that  if  a  tenth   part  was  due  unto  his 
Honour  he  was  willing  to  allow  it  and  as  for  giving  bond  for 
the  due  Execution  of  his  office  in  the  said  Place  that  he  had 
officiated  as  deputy  Clerk,  &  Clerk  for  several  Years  but  Bond 
for  the  due  performance  of  the  place  before  was  never  required 
of  him  nor  any  complaint  for  any  misfeazance  in  the  said  Place 
was  made  against  him  that  he  knew  of  but  if  his  Honr  did 
require  such  a  Bond  he  was  willing  to  give  it  him  only  request- 
ing his  Honour  to  send  up  the  Bond  into  Charles  County  and 
there  he  would  give  him  security  because  he  knew  not  well 
how   to   give  him   Security  at  S'  Mary's  which   his  Honour 
was  willing  unto  and  requested  this  Depon'  to  draw  a  Bond 
for    sixty  thousand   Pounds  of   Tobacco  leaving   Blanks   for 
the  securitys  Names  after  a  Form  he  gave  him   to  draw  it 
by,  and    also    to    draw   a    Commission    for    the    said    Clerks

then  told  this  Depon1  that  he  expected  that  he  would  allow 
him  somewhat  for  his  Commission  and  said  that  he  would  not 
demand  any  thing  for  the  same  but  left  it  to  this  Deponent 
what  he  thought  fitt  to  allow  him  and  though  his  Commission 
was  granted  to  him  but  for  one  Year  yet  if  no  complaint  came 
against  him  he  would  renew  it  again  for  a  Longer  time  where- 
upon this  Deponent  replied  to  his  Honour  and  told  him  that

Upon  the  Enquiry  made  of  some  Persons  of  the  honble 
Councill  what  I  knew  as  to  the  Licenses  of  Ordinary  Keepers 
I  can  only  say  that  the  Ordinary  Licenses  were  paid  to  the 
Secrys  sometime  after  the  Year  1671  or  thereabouts  for  then 
did  I  keep  an  Ordinary  in  my  House  that  was  afterwards

In  obedience  to  your  Lordships  Order  of  reference  of  the  B-  F- 
19th  of  September  last  I  have  considered  of  the  severall  de- 
mands made  by  my  Lord  Baltemore  in  the  Province  of  Mary- 
land and  represented  to  their  Majties  by  the  Assembly  of  that 
Province  and  I  have  been  attended  by  the  Lord  Baltemore 
and  his  Councill;  and  as  to  his  Lordships  first  demand  of  I2d 
"P  hoggshead  for  all  Tobacco  exported  out  of  that  Province  I 
find  the  said  duty  is  part  of  a  certain  duty  of  2s  a  hogshead 
for  all  Tobacco  exported  from  that  Province  granted  by  an 
Act  of  the  Assembly  there  of  7th  Mar:  71.  one  moiety  whereof 
is  by  the  said  Act  appropriated  to  the  publick  service  for  the 
better  support  of  the  Government  and  the  other  moiety  (which 
is  the  I2d  a  hogshead  now  demanded  by  the  Lord  Baltemore) 
is  thereby  granted  to  the  Lord  Baltemore  to  be  received  by 
him  for  his  own  use  as  Proprietor  of  the  said  Province  and 
that  the  said  1 2d  a  hogshead  was  by  Order  of  Council  the  26th 
Feb:  90.  directed  to  be  answered  and  paid  to  the  Lord  Balte- 
more as  Proprietor  of  Maryland  and  I  doe  not  find  that  the 
Assembly  doe  much  contest  my  Lord's  right  to  this  duty  of 
I2d  a  hogshead  in  the  Representation  they  have  made  to  their 
Majestyes,  where  they  say  they  are  with  their  Majtyes  Royall 
assent  ready  to  confirm  the  same  to  his  Lordship  Provided  his 
Lordship  grant  the  same  conditions  of  Plantations  he  did  before 
the  happy  Revolution,  or  the  same  that  their  Maj,iesdoe  to  the 
Colony  of  Virginia,  to  the  Inhabitants  of  that  Province,  but 
what  those  conditions  are  it  doth  not  appear  to  mee  otherwise 
than  by  looking  into  the  said  Act  of  the  Assembly  in  71.  by 
which  the  said  duty  was  granted,  I  find  that  duty  was  granted 
to  the  Lord  Baltemore  upon  condition  that  his  Lordship 
should  accept  a  pound  of  Tobacco  in  stead  and  in  lieu  of  every 
2d  Rent,  att  any  tyme  reserved  upon  any  grant  of  land  made 
by  his  Lordship  which  condition  his  Ldp  affirms  to  mee  he 
always  shall  and  still  is  ready  to  comply  with. 

2.  As  to  the  2d  demand  of  i4d  -p  Tonn  for  all  Tobaccos 
exported  out  of  that  Province,  I  find  that  by  an  Act  of  the  As- 
sembly of  that  Province  in  1661  it  was  enacted  that  all  Ves- 
sells  whatsoever  not  properly  belonging  to  that  Province 
having  a  Deck  Flush  forte  and  after  comeing  in  and  trading 
within  that  Province,  should  pay  for  Port  dutyes  and  Anchor- 
age a  pound  of  powder  and  three  pounds  of  shott  or  so  much

Which  duty  hath  by  useage  been  turned  into  money  viz: 
I4d  p  Tunn,  and  soe  answered  to  the  Lord  Baltemore,  and 
constantly  applyed  to  his  own  use  and  not  to  the  support  of 
the  Government  as  the  Lord  Baltemore  affirms  to  mee,  and 
by  Order  of  Councill  the  26th  Feb:  90.  this  duty  of  \\&  p  Tunn 
was  directed  to  be  answered  to  the  Lord  Baltemore  as  Pro- 
prietor of  the  Province  and  likewise  instructions  upon  Collonel 
Copley  Governor  of  Maryland  to  permit  the  Lord  Baltemore 
or  his  Agents  to  receive  the  same  without  any  disturbance  or 
interruption  and  I  conceive  that  upon  the  words  of  the  Act 
this  duty  doth  belong  to  my  Lord  Baltemore  as  Proprietor  to 
be  received  by  him  to  his  own  use,  and  it  would  be  a  thing  of 
dangerous  consequence  to  admitt  of  parol  proofe  of  an  inten- 
tion in  the  Law  makers  different  from  the  words  of  the  Law 
to  say  that  the  duty  which  the  Act  calls  Port  duty  was  intended 
to  be  a  Fort  duty  and  it  seems  to  be  admitted  by  the  Assembly 
that  this  duty  of  I4d  p  Tunn  doth  by  Law  now  belong  to  my 
Lord  Baltemore  by  desiring  their  Maj,ies  Royal  assent  to  an  Act 
to  invest  it  in  their  Majesties. 

As  to  the  demand  of  Fines  and  Amerciaments  I  conceive 
upon  perusal  of  the  Charter  granted  by  Charles  Ist  to  the 
Lord  Baltemore  and  of  their  Majesties  Commission  granted  to 
Collonel  Copley  to  be  Governor  in  Chief  of  that  Province,  that 
the  Lord  Baltemore  hath  not  a  right  to  the  fines  and  amercia- 
ments that  have  accrewed  since  their  Majti€Ssaid  Comission  to 
Col:  Copley  whereby  their  Majtieshave  taken  the  whole  Gov- 
ernment of  that  Province  into  their  own  hands,  except  only 
fines  and  amerciaments  in  the  Courts  of  any  Mannor  in  which 
the  Lord  Baltemore  is  Lord:  because  I  doe  not  find  that  Fines 
and  Amerciaments  are  expressly  granted  to  the  Lord  Balte- 
more by  the  Charter  of  King  Charles  Ist  soe  that  I  conceive 
he  never  had  any  other  title  to  them  but  as  Governor  to  the 
Province  the  Courts  of  Justice  being  held  in  his  name;  which 
title  is  now  determined  by  their  Majties  assumption  of  the  Gov- 
ernment into  their  own  hands  and  appointing  a  Governor 
there  who  by  his  Commission  hath  express  power  granted  to 
him  to  erect  Courts  of  Judicature  for  the  better  administration 
of  Justice  as  occasion  shall  require,  which  Courts  I  conceive 
being  erected  by  their  Majties  Commission  must  be  held  in  their 
names  and  are  their  Courts  and  not  the  Lord  Baltemores,  and 
the  fines  and  amerciaments  there  sett  will  belong  to  their  Maj- 
esties: and  I  conceive  such  a  right  in  the  Lord  Baltemore  to 
all  fines  &c.  would  be  inconsistent  with  that  part  of  their 
Majesties  Commission  to  the  Governor  of  that  Province 
whereby  he  hath  power  granted  him  of  remitting  and  pardon- 
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ing  fines  sett  upon  Offenders  according  as  he  shall  think  them  p- R-  °- 
fit  objects  of  mercy :  which  he  cannot  doe  if  the  Lord  Bake-  b.*l  Vol.  2 
more  be  intituled  to  them.  B-  f. 

As  to  the  demand  of  waiftes  strayes,  wilde  horses  and  wilde 
hoggs ;  I  conceive  that  such  cattle  as  are  mentioned  in  the 
representation  to  be  claimed  as  strayes  are  not  in  Law  such, 
because  they  are  marked  with  the  marke  of  the  owner,  which 
marke  being  on  record  every  person  is  obliged  to  take  notice 
to  whom  they  belong,  and  I  doe  not  find  that  wild  horses  or 
hoggs  are  granted  to  the  Lord  Baltemore  by  the  Charter  of 
King  Charles  Ist  and  therefore  I  conceive  the  right  to  them  is 
in  the  Crown  as  being  ferae  natura  and  the  property  thereof 
in  no  particular  person.  And  though  there  be  an  Act  of  the 
Assembly  which  gives  such  goods  (to  which  no  person  hath 
the  right)  to  the  Lord  Proprietor,  yet  I  conceive  that  Act 
cannot  take  away  their  Majties right  thereto,  unless  the  royall 
assent  had  been  given  to  such  Act,  which  it  doth  not  appear 
to  me  was  ever  obtained. 

As  to  the  last  demand  in  relation  to  Bills  Bonds  and  Records 
and  other  writeings  belonging  to  his  Lordships  lands,  I  con- 
ceive that  the  Bills  and  Bonds,  if  the  fact  be  as  tis  affirmed  to 
mee  by  the  Lord  Baltemore  that  they  are  his  security  for  the 
severall  sums  of  money  agreed  to  be  paid  his  Lordship  by  the 
Planters  upon  his  granting  Land  to  them  and  that  they  were 
in  his  custody  and  seized  and  taken  from  his  servant  there, 
upon  his  Lordship  being  discharged  of  the  Government,  the 
case  being  so,  I  think  it  may  be  just  and  reasonable  that  they 
should  be  restored  to  his  Lordship  againe,  and  I  doe  not  see 
any  prejudice  can  thereby  happen  to  the  parties  by  whom  such 
Bills  and  Bonds  were  given,  though  they  have  not  executed 
their  warrants  nor  had  certificates  returned,  for  the  Bonds 
cannot  be  put  in  suit  till  the  Lord  Baltemore  hath  performed 
the  conditions  on  his  part. 

But  I  conceive  it  proper  that  the  Records  which  are  of 
publick  use  to  preserve  the  Inhabitants  title  to  their  lands 
should  be  kept  under  the  Custody  of  the  Governor. 

All  which  is  humbly  submitted  to  your  Lordships  great 
wisdom.

In  obedience  to  your  Ldpps  commands  signified  to  us  by 
Mr  Guy  in  his  Letter  of  the  21st  of  September  last  incloseing 
an  extract  of  a  Proposall  made  by  Col:  Copley  Governor  of 
Maryland  in  these  words  viz' 

To  avoyd  false  Traders  it  will  be  convenient  that  all  Mas- 
ters of  shipps  tradeing  from  England  thither  give  Bonds  in 
their  severall  Ports  before  they  come  out  to  pay  all  dutyes  and 
customes,  and  to  bring  certificates  hither  of  their  haveing 
given  Bonds  And  to  give  a  Bond  here  to  carry  my  receipts, 
of  their  respective  certificates  to  the  respective  Ports,  the  mis- 
chiefe  of  their  giving  Bonds  here,  often  happens  to  be  thus, 
The  Masters  can  give  noe  other  security  than  two  Planters, 
who  generally  prove  to  be  insolvent  when  there  is  occasion  to 
sue  their  Bonds,  and  false  Certificates  are  often  produced  here 
by  false  Traders. 

Wee  doe  humbly  acquaint  your  Ldpps  that  as  the  Acts  of 
Trade  and  Navigation  stand  every  shipp  going  from  England 
to  any  of  their  Majesties  Plantations  is  obliged  to  give  bond 
with  one  sufficient  surety  to  the  chiefe  Officers  of  the  Custome 
House  of  such  Port  or  Place  from  whence  she  shall  sett  sayle 
to  the  value  of  £  1000.  if  the  shipp  be  of  less  burthen  then  100 
Tonne  and  of  ^2000.  if  of  a  greater  burthen,  That  in  case  the 
said  shipp  or  vessell  shall  load  any  of  the  enumerated  Planta- 
tion cofnoditys  at  any  of  the  said  Plantations,  That  the  same 
shall  be  brought  to  some  Port  of  England,  Wales  or  Berwick 
and  be  there  unloaden  and  put  on  shoare,  the  danger  of  the 
seas  excepted.  And  for  all  shipps  comeing  from  any  other 
Port  or  Place  to  any  of  the  said  Plantations,  the  Governor 
thereof  is  before  the  said  shipp  or  vessell  be  permitted  to  load 
on  Board  any  of  the  said   Cofnoditys  to  take  Bond  in  like 
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p.  r.  o.  maner,  and  every  shipp  or  vessell  which  shall  load  or  take  on 
b.  1/V0L2,  board  any  of  the  aforesaid  Goods  until  such  Bond  given  to 
B-  G-  the  said  Govr  or  certificate  produced  from  the  Officers  of  any 
Custome  House  of  England,  Wales  or  Berwick,  That  such 
Bond  hath  been  there  duely  given  shall  be  forfeited ;  soe  that 
if  any  shipps  doe  goe  from  England  directly  to  their  Majesties 
Plantations  without  giving  Bond  to  the  Officers  of  the  Cus- 
tome House  in  the  Port  from  whence  they  sayle  and  carrying 
Certificate  thereof,  the  Governor  is  not  obliged  to  take  Bond 
from  them  in  the  Plantations  but  may  seize  and  prosecute 
such  shipps  and  vessells  if  they  doe  presume  to  load  and  take 
on  board  any  of  the  aforesaid  enumerated  Goods.  And  it 
hath  been  the  constant  practise  of  this  Board  as  much  as  pos- 
sible to  oblige  all  Masters  of  shipps  going  from  England  to 
the  Plantations  to  give  such  security  before  they  depart,  well 
knowing  that  the  Bonds  taken  in  the  Plantations  are  generally 
from  persons  of  insufficiency.

suing and  putting  in  Practice  his  former  wonted  inclinations 
and  endeavours  to  promote  &  advance  his  own  private  Interest 
above  their  Majestys  Service,  continually  &  only  associating 
himself  with  Papists  and  other  Male  Contents  their  Majestys 
open  and  known  Enemies,  countenancing  none  but  them,  and 
endeavouring  to  raise  and  foment  differences  and  their  private 
annimosities  against  the  Government  and  not  only  so  but  (as 
we  are  credibly  advised)  hath  used  his  Skill  to  asperse  and

Humbly  Sheweth, 

That  Your  Majesty  having  been  graciously  pleased  by  your 
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Letters  Patents  bearing  date  the  5th  day  of  September  1691.  p-  R-  °- 
to  grant  unto  your  Petitioner  the  Office  and  place  of  Secre-  n.aif  v"i. 
tary  of  Mariland    in    America   with   all    rights,    Priviledges,  B- G- 
Profits,  Perquisites  and  advantages  to  the  said  Office  belong- 
ing incident  or  in  any  wise  appertaining.  Your  Petitioner  pre- 
pared himself  with  all  diligence  for  his  voyage  thither,  but  was 
not  able  by  reason  of  severall  disappointmts  and  a  long  con- 
tinuance on  board  the  Wolf  from  the  12th  of  April  to  the  30th 
of  August,  to  come  into  Mariland  from  New  York  untill  the 
1 6th  day  of  September  last  1692. 

At  his  arrivall  your  Petitioner  was  much  surprised  to  find 
all  advantages  taken  against  him  and  his  Office  in  his  absence, 
for  by  one  Act  of  the  Generall  Assembly  of  this  Province  held 
the  io,h  of  May  last  at  S'  Mary's,  entituled  an  Act  for  settling 
of  the  Naval  Officers  Fees  within  this  Province,  the  yearly 
income  of  clearing  of  ships,  which  in  that  very  Act  is  called 
Secretary's  Fees,  and  which  were  payable  by  a  Law  to  the 
Secretary  from  the  year  1662.  to  the  year  1676.  are  now  made 
payable  by  a  Fee  of  forty  shillings  for  every  vessell  to  His 
Excellency  the  Govr  And  also  by  another  Act  of  the  same 
late  Assembly  called  an  Act  for  regulating  Ordinaries,  all  the 
benefitt  of  licencing  them  through  this  Province  which  had  for 
14.  or  15.  years  last  past  to  the  beginning  of  the  late  Revolu- 
tion, been  collected  by  the  Sheriffs  and  paid  for  the  Ordinary 
Keepers  to  the  Secretarys  proper  use,  is  now  also  vested  in  the 
Governor,  to  his  yearly  loss  of  at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty 
pounds  sterling.  Both  which  Lawes  were  in  June  last  sent 
over  for  your  Majesty's  confirmation. 

And  whereas  by  one  other  Law  passed  in  the  same  Generall 
Assembly  termed  An  Act  for  limitation  of  Officers  Fees,  the 
Fees  and  chief  profits  of  the  Secretary  are  enacted  &  con- 
firmed in  the  very  same  words  and  manner  as  they  have  stood 
for  many  years  past,  His  Excellency  notwithstanding  by  a 
single  Order  of  Council  dated  the  17th  of  August  1692  hath 
thought  fitt,  contrary  to  that  Law  to  appoint  that  all  the  Writts 
called  Chancery  Writts,  always  issuable,  and  now  going  out 
of  the  Secretary's  Office  should  thenceforth  issue  out  of 
Chancery,  and  the  Fees  thereunto  belonging  to  be  paid  to  the 
present  Chancelor  (now  Colonel  Jeremiah  Blakiston)  who  of 
a  bare  ministerial  Officer  and  Keeper  of  the  Seal,  as  by  his 
Fees  in  the  late  Law  sett  down  appears,  is  now  made  sole 
Judge  in  Chancery,  though  at  the  same  time,  he  sits  next 
Commissioner  to  the  Governor  in  the  Provinciall  Court, 
Supreme  Court  of  Common  Law,  which  said  Order  though 
not  yet  put  in  execution,  is  by  another  late  Order  affirmed  to 
be  fitt  and  just,  but  referred  to  the  next  Sessions  in  April 
following  though  within  the  three  years  to  be  enacted  and 
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Maryland  confirmed,  and  your  Petitioner  is  also  ordered  to  abide  by 
b.  1.  Vol.  2,  their  determination,  and  also  to  refer  himself  to  the  said 
B-  G-  Assembly  touching  two  thousand  pounds  security,  which  His 
Excely  and  the  Councill  have  already  judged  fitt  he  should 
enter  into,  for  the  true  performance  of  his  Office,  a  precedent 
wholy  new  and  never  practised  in  this  Province  nor  possible 
for  him  a  stranger  to  comply  with.

not but  think  illegal,  and  doth  humbly  pray  that  he  may  quietly 
enjoy  what  the  former  Secretarys  always  had,  and  what  Your 
Majy  by  your  Letters  Patents  hath  been  graciously  pleased  to 
grant  him,  and  that  Your  Majesty  would  please  to  confirm  to 
him  the  benefitt  of  either  of  the  two  Laws  of  Naval  Officer  or 
Licencer  of  the  Ordinarys,  one  of  which  or  other  was  always 
belonging  to  his  Office.  That  Your  Majesty  would  please  to 
command  the  said  Order  of  the  17th  of  August  to  be  recalled 
and  vacuated  and  to  order  your  Petitioner  to  give  such  security 
for  the  true  discharge  of  his  Office  as  former  Secretarys  of 
this  Province  have  given,  or  as  he  reasonably  may  or  ought  to 
give,

Upon  the  Petition  of  Sir  Thomas  Lawrence  Secretary  of 
Maryland  referred  to  the  Committee  by  His  Majesty's  Order 
in  Councill  of  the  26th  of  January  last  complaining  that  by  an 
Act  lately  past  in  the  Assembly  of  Maryland  the  yearly  income 
of  clearing  ships  which  by  Law  has  belonged  to  the  Secretary 
there  from  the  year  1622  to  1676.  is  now  given  to  the  Gov- 
ernour — That  by  another  Act  for  regulating  Ordinaries  the 
benefit  of  Lycences  which  for  15.  years  past  belonged  to  the 
Secretary  is  likewise  given  to  the  Governour.  That  notwith- 
standing the  Secretarys  Fees  have  been  confirmed  by  a  late 
Act  of  Assembly  in  the  same  manner  they  have  stood  for 
many  years  the  Governour  by  an  Order  of  Councill  has 
appointed  that  Chancery  Writts  which  have  been  always 
issuable  out  of  the  Secretaries  Office  should  thenceforth  issue 
out  of  the  Chancery  and  the  Fees  to  be  paid  to  the  Chancellor. 
And  that  he  is  referred  to  the  Assembly  touching  two  thou- 
sand pounds  security  the  Governour  and  Councill  have  thought 
fitt  he  should  enter  into  for  the  due  performance  of  his  Office. 
Their  Lordships  having  examined  the  whole  matter  it  appears 
to  the  Committee  that  by  divers  Acts  of  the  Assembly  before 
the  year  1676.  several  Fees  were  allowed  to  the  Secretary  for 
the  clearing  of  ships  trading  to  Maryland  but  that  after  that 
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year  the  same  was  given  to  a  Naval  Officer  appointed  by  the  p.  r.  o. 
Lord  Baltemore  as  Proprietor  and  Governour  of  Maryland  for  ^ajyynf 
the  clearing  of  all  ships  trading  to  that  Province  in  pursuance 
of  the  Acts  of  Trade  and  Navigation  his  Lordship  became 
answerable  as  Proprietor  and  Governour  of  that  Province  that 
the  benefitt  of  Lycences  for  Ordinaries  in  Maryland  did 
usually  belong  as  a  perquisite  to  the  Secretary  untill  by  an 
Act  by  the  Assembly  in  the  year  1692.  for  regulating  Ordin- 
aries and  limitting  the  number  of  them  in  that  Province  the 
same  was  vested  in  the  Governour  That  notwithstanding  by 
another  Act  past  in  the  Assembly  in  the  year  1692.  for  limita- 
tion of  Officers  certain  Fees  are  allowed  the  Secretary  for 
Chancery  Writts  usually  issued  by  him  the  Governour  did  on 
the  17th  day  of  August  last  declare  to  the  Councill  that  he  had 
thought  fitt  to  seperate  the  Chancery  Office  and  Records  from 
the  Provinciall  Court  and  desired  their  opinion  in  setting  the

The  supposed  King  of  the  Indians  together  with  the  French 
man  who  were  this  Summer  rec'd  by  Coll0  Herman  and  now 
resident  upon  his  Manor  together  with  the  Eight  Hund  Indians 
which  are  to  Come  in  amongst  us  this  Spring  hath  so  allarmed 
the  Inhabitants  of  this  County  (upon  suspition  of  their  being 
northern  Indians)  that  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  enquire  into  the 
matter  with  all  the  speed  imaginable  and  in  order  thereunto  I 
sent  for  one  Drury  whom  I  was  sensible  had  been  in  the  late 
wars  in  New  England  whose  Examination  I  have  inclosed 
sent  your  Excellency,  he  further  informs  me  th'  this  French 
man  th'  is  now  at  Coll  Hermans  hath  an  Indian  to  his  Wife 
and  that  he  was  seen  in  a  Coat  lined  with  rich  Fur  this  Winter 
Mr  Iohn  Thomson  also  informs  me  that  he  saw  one  of  these 
Indians  naked  in  a  Bitter  Cold  day  I  am  also  informed  that 
this  French  man  owned  himself  to  Coll  Herman  to  be  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Cannida's  man,  and  since  that  did  publickly  declare 
that  he  had  been  a  Captain  in  Cannada  and  for  some  misde- 
meanor fled  from  Cannada,  Coll0  Herman  informs  that  he 
is  a  man  of  Excellent  Parts,  I  am  also  informed  that  he 
speaks  severall  Languages,  so  that  if  your  Excellency  is 
pleased  to  sum  these  Evidences  together  (viz1)  an  Indian  to 
his  Wife  clothed  this  Winter  in  rich  Fur,  one  of  their  Indians 
naked  in  Winter,  the  French  mans  contradictory  Relation  of 
himself  a  man  of  Excellent  Parts  &  speaks  severall  Languages, 
which  make  up  a  Harmony  corresponding  with  the  inclosed 
oath,  so  that  they  are  Vehemently  suspected  to  be  northern 
p.  134  Indians  and  this  very  French   Man  by  the  said  Drury  sus- 
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pected  to  be  the  said  Monsr  Casteene  who  together  with  the  Liber  K- 
said  Northern  Indians  imbrued  their  hands  in  so  much  Prot- 
estant Blood  in  New  England  and  since  so  near  us  but  three 
Years  ago  in  Skennelicot  twenty  Miles  above  Albany  which  if 
so  your  Excellency  may  suppose  their  designe  to  be  evil  and

since  which  time  I  sent  Drury  to  find  what  he  could  further 
Discover  and  by  good  hap  got  a  Sight  of  the  Indians  in  their 
Cabbins  whose  second  information  is  above  under  his  own 
hand,  who  is  ready  to  make  Oath  to  the  same  when  required 
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Liber  k.  he  further  informs  me  that  he  knows  the  Indians  by  face  but 
especially  the  Wife  of  Monsr  Casteene  whom  he  saw  amongst 
the  rest  in  their  Cabins  and  says  that  these  are  Penobscott 
Indians  a  fort  scituate  upon  the  Confines  of  the  French  to  the 
Eastward  of  New  England  and  the  very  Indians  that  cut  of  so 
many  hundred  Familys  of  the  English  so  lately  to  the  East- 
ward of  Boston  and  tho  he  Could  not  Come  to  the  sight  of 
the  Frenchman  yet  the  sight  of  his  Indian  Wife  amongst  the

Women  and  Children  and  that  he  was  then  actually  in  Person 
there  as  also  when  Schennectida  a  Town  about  Twenty  Miles 
above  Albany  was  Burnt  and  cut  of  in  the  Night,  now  about 
three  Years  since  that  this  Monsr  Casteene  was  then  and  there 
in  Person  with  the  French  &  Indians  a  great  Ringleader  in

Amity  with  this  Government  as  in  such  Cases  as  is  usuall  and 
as  they  pretend  to  desire  You  are  therefore  hereby  strictly 
charged  and  commanded  accordingly  to  use  all  Civill  treat- 
ment towards  the  said  Indians  and  endeavour  by  all  the  fair 
means  and  good  words  imaginable  to  invite  the  said  French 
man  and  two  or  three  others  of  their  great  men  to  Come 
down  Voluntarily  to  S'  Marys  in  order  to  treat  with  me,  or 
with  me  and  the  Councill  touching  a  League  of  Peace  and 
Amity  to  be  setled  and  Concluded  on  betwixt  us,  but  in  case 
they  shall  refuse  to  come  upon  such  Invitations  as  aforesaid 
or  shall  thereupon  offer  to  remove  or  fly  from  the  Parts  where 
they  are  seated  and  thereby  appear  to  be  Enemies  under  a 
disguise  of  friendship  designing  mischief  as  is  much  doubted

on  or  about  the  Month  of  Ianuary  1692/3  imprest  one  Stephen 
Blachford  a  Servant  to  Mr  Henry  Denton  who  took  him  away 
without  any  discharge  &  not  long  after  this  Deponent  going 
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again  to  imprest  the  said  Stephen  the  said  Denton  took  him  Liber  K- 
away  and  said  that  he  should  not  go  (Saying  that  you  I  Sup- 
pose meaning  his  Excellency  the  Govr)  always  lays  the  Bur- 
den upon  the  Citizens,  and  that  it  was  a  Grievance,  and  that  the 
Assembly  should  be  acquainted  with  it  The  Deponent  told 
Stephen  in  the  hearing  of  the  said  Denton  that  he  had 
Authority  to  press  him  and  bid  him  detain  him  at  his  Peril 

The  foregoing  motion  of  suspending  Mr  Denton  for  his 
Contempt  and  dissaffection  aforesaid  made  known  &  again 
moved  to  Sr  Thomas  Lawrence  to  which  he  replyed  that  he 
would  require  Mr  Denton  to  Go  to  Coll  Blakiston  and  beg 
his  Pardon  if  that  might  Suffice  but  as  for  the  rest  he  saith  he 
is  bound  over  to  answer  at  the  next  Provincial  Court  and 
therefore  can  take  no  further  Cognizance  thereof 

Coll  Edward  Pye  called  in  is  given  to  Understand  that 
whereas  upon  the  late  Revolution  some  of  the  Countrey  Arms 
being  then  in  his  Custody  severall  of  the  Locks  and  other 
materials  belonging  to  the  same  where  lost  or  imbezelled  he 
Replys  and  saith  that  at  the  beginning  of  the  Revolution  some 
of  the  Countrey  Arms  were  in  his  Custody  and  of  such  of 
them  as  where  not  well  fixed  he  did  take  of  the  Locks  and 
deliver  them  to  Mr  William  Dent  to  Secure  but  afterwards  the 
People  mutinying  and  threatning  to  fire  his  the  said  Pyes 
House  which  to  prevent  the  said  Dent  did  Deliver  them  up  p.  150

We  have  been  lately  alarmed  from 
the  Report  of  a  Parcell  of  Strange  Indians  lately  seating 
themselves  at  the  Head  of  the  Bay  in  this  Province  and  a 
greater  Number  expected  they  pretend  to  Come  from  the 
Southward  and  to  desire  leave  to  dwell  among  us  in  Amity 
but  by  what  Inspection  has  been  made  therein  some  testi- 
monies taken  and  Several  Circumstances  thereunto  Relating, 
we  have  great  Reason  to  Suspect  them  to  be  Northern 
Indians  and  our  Enemies  designed  for  mischief  having  among 
them  and  in  great  Respect  with  them  a  French  man  strongly 
presumed  to  be  Monsr  Casteene  who  lately  acted  all  the  mis- 
chief at  Pennobscott  and  this  from  the  Evidence  of  a  Person 
that  had  formerly  been  in  the  wars  in  New  England  and  having 
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Liber  k.  the  sight  of  those  Indians  in  their  Cabins  at  the  Head  of  the 
Bay  did  Certainly  there  see  this  Casteenes  Wife  among  them 
and  severall  other  Indians  which  he  knew  to  be  of  that  Gang, 
This  with  the  ill  News  lately  rec'd  from  Pensilvania  of  the 
Mohoakes  our  Friends  being  lately  Routed  &  put  to  Flight 
by  the  Cannida  Indians  and  French  with  their  designs  to 
attempt  upon  Albany  and  make  inroad  upon  these  parts  about 
this  time  seems  to  Portend  ill  Consequence  and  hath  put  me 
upon  a  Necessity  of  Consulting  the  Councill  what  measures  to 
take  to  prev'  the  Impending  Dangers  threatning  us  what  at 
present  they  have  Concluded  on  is  the  endeavouring  by  fair 
means  to  perswade  &  Invite  this  Frenchman  with  some  of  the 
great  men  of  those  Indians  to  Come  and  disclose  themselves 
and  their  designs  of  Coming  among  us,  and  if  Friends  they 
appear  to  Enter  into  a  League  of  Peace  and  Amity,  with  us

there  was  some  Reports  from  Virginia  (which  he  received 
from  Mr  Fitzhughs  and  Coll°  Digges)  that  King  lames  had 
another  Son  born  by  his  Queen  in  France  and  Invited  over 
thither  several  of  the  Lords  with  a  safe  Conduct  to  see  the 
Queen  brought  to  Bed  upon  which  some  did  go  over  &  saw

all  not  excepting  Doctor  Burnet,  but  only  the  Bishop  of 
London,  &  (to  the  Deponents  best  remembrance)  the  Lord 
President  &  further  the  Deponent  told  the  said  Turbivile  (as 
he  had  heard  it  related  from  said  Fitzhugh  &  Coll  Digges) 
that  all  things  to  that  end  were  agreed  on  between  King 
lames  &  his  Friends  in  England  wherein  amongst  other  things 
it  was  Concluded  on  that  there  should  no  Iesuits  remain  in

We  were  alarmed  on  Sunday  Night  &  Yesterday  morning 
with  the  news  of  a  party  of  French  &  Indians  consisting  of  p.  200 
350  French  and  200  Indians  come  over  the  Lakes  by  the  Ice 
they  have  attacqued  the  two  nearest  Castles  of  the  Maquaes  & 
by  our  last  advice  were  possessed  of  them  Thursday  last  his 
Excellency  with  a  detachment  of  150  out  of  the  City  Regi- 
ment besides  Officers  &  Volunteers  did  Embark  Yesterday 
3  a  Clock  afternoon  &  Detachments  from  the  next  adjacent 
Counties  follow  to  day,  we  are  of  opinion  that  this  design  is 
to  force  a  peace  with  our  Indians  how  pernicious  this  may 
be  to  your  Province  as  well  as  ours  &  their  Majestys  Interest 
in  Generall  Your  Exc"cy  knows. 
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Liber  ic  We  thought  good  to  give  your  Excellency  timely  notice 
thereof,  that  your  Excellency  may  consider  to  do  what  you 
conceive  your  duty  on  such  occasion,  the  charge  of  this  present 
Expedition  cannot  as  yet  be  Computed  but  must  Certainly  be 
greater  then  this  small  Province  can  well  afford,  we  hope  if 
you  Cannot  at  present  supply  us  with  men  at  your  distance

This  comes  to  give  your  Excellency  an  acco'  of  the  small 
victory  over  that  party  of  French  and  Indians  that  lately 
Invaded  our  Maquaes  Countrey,  they  had  taken  &  destroyed 
the  three  Maquaes  Castles  most  of  their  Men  &  all  their 
Women  &  Children  Prisoners  ere  our  forces  could  Come  up 
for  their  relief 

On  the  8th  of  February  the  Alarm  was  given  at  Albany  the 
p.  201  1 3th  about  4  a  Clock  afternoon  Major  Schuyler  Marched  from 
Schennectada  with  250  Men  14th  was  within  8  Miles  of  the 
Enemy  on  their  way  home  15th  about  Noon  Major  Schuyler 
was  Ioyned  by  290  of  our  upper  Indians  i6,h  Came  up  With 
the  Enemys  place  of  rest  the  night  preceeding  &  was  advised 
the  Enemy  had  fortified  themselves  within  Two  Miles  on  the 
head  of  a  rising  peice  of  Ground  wherein  they  had  dug  Square 
Pitts  about  4  or  5  f'  depth  this  day  Arnout  the  Interpreters 
Son  run  over  from  the  Enemy  gave  their  Number  to  be  700 
the  17th  came  in  sight  of  their  fort  about  8  a  Clock  in  the 
morning  our  Indians  immediately  went  about  Fortifying 
within  300  Paces  of  the  Enemy  being  Covered  by  our 
Christians  the  French  Sallyed  out  upon  them  &  our  Chris- 
tians posted  in  the  way  gave  them  such  a  Blow  as  made  them 
return  into  their  Fort  &  so  a  2d  &  3d  time  after  which  they 
made  preparations  for  Flight,  the  night  following  being  cold 
Snowy  Weather  which  they  Effected,  our  Indians  &  they  did 
threaten  one  another  concerning  the  Prisoners  which  had  this 
Effect,  Our  Indians  refused  to  Fire  upon  the  French  &  they 
gave  the  Prisoners  their  Liberty  who  are  all  returned  the 
want  of  Provisions  did  stop  the  persuit  till  next  Day  & 
coming  up  with  the  River  Side  found  the  enemy  had  got  over 
by  a  Large  Cake  of  Ice  fast  in  the  narrow  place  of  the  River 
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which  was  open  above  and  below,  we  lost  in  the  Skirmish  Liber  K- 
4  Christians  4  Indians  &  14  Wounded,  the  Enemy  lost  34 
among  whom  3  Officers  &  2  Indian  Leaders  they  had  buried 
the  Officers  in  their  Fort  but  our  Indians  found  them  out  Dug 
them  up  &  with  other  Corps  of  the  Enemy  most  Barbarously 
Roasted  &  eat  27  The  Enemy  have  27  wounded  of  which 
they  carry  13  as  the  prisoners  report,  J  am  informed  the 
Enemy  brought  out  a  greater  force,  &  th'  200  did  turn  back 
not  being  able  to  endure  the  Fatigue  they  brought  out  90 
Dogs  loaden  with  Provisions  which  were  all  Consumed  &  p.  202 
the  Dogs  to  20  they  dropt  in  their  Flight  two  of  the 
wounded  who  were  found  by  an  Old  Tree  with  a  Little  Meal 
&  Water  in  a  dish  given  over  for  Dead 

On  Tuesday  the  14th  In  the  morning  received  Majr  Ignolsbys 
Letter  from  Albany  about  4  aClock  afternoon  the  tide 
serving  I  embarqued  with  150  Men  out  the  City  Regiment 
ordered  150  More  to  follow  with  all  expedition  from  the 
nearest  County  with  suitable  Provisions  which  was  performed 
accordingly  &  on  friday  the  17th  the  same  day  Majr  Schuyler 
was  engaged  with  the  Enemy  I  arrived  at  Schennectida 
I  sent  out  all  the  Forces  with  provisions  so  soon  as  they 
Came  up  reserving  only  those  few  that  had  been  in  Garrison 
there  formerly  but  the  Business  happened  to  be  over,  some  of 
the  County  detatchments  got  no  farther  than  Albany  When 
our  Forces  returned  I  sent  for  the  Indians  &  gave  them 
encouragement  having  ordered  a  place  of  Settlement  &  pro- 
visions to  Sustain  the  Maquaes  Nation  in  their  exptremity 
they  appeared  to  be  very  well  Satisfied  to  see  that  I  had  Come 
with  such  Force  in  so  short  a  time  for  their  Releif  &  have 
given  a  new  name  Interpreted  great  swift  Arrow,  I  am  to 
visit  them  again  this  Summer  at  Albany  &  there  will  be  need 
of  Large  Presents  which  with  the  charge  of  the  late  Expedi- 
tion &  a  Stone  Fort  to  be  built  this  Summer  at  Albany  will 
exceedingly  inflame  our  Reckong  It  is  most  unreasonable  to 
expect  that  this  small  Province  can  hold  it  out  we  have  300 
Men  in  pay  this  Winter  besides  the  two  Companys  of  Gran- 
adires  I  hope  your  Exc1Icy  will  Consider  how  nearly  your 
Province  is  concerned  in  our  Frontires  &  Indians  &  how 
much  it  is  for  their  Majestys  Interest  they  be  supported  & 
maintained  since  Coll  Hamiltons  Arrival  the  Ierseys  have 
contributed  400^  to  our  assistance  in  the  War,  our  Neigh- 
bours of  Connetticott  &  Delaware  nothing,  the  troublesome 
duty  of  being  detatched  is  become  so  Grievous  to  our  people  p.  203 
as  the  heavy  Taxes  wch  hath  drained  our  Countrey  of  the 
greatest  Part  of  our  Young  men  who  remove  into  other  Col- 
lonies  for  ease     I  leave  our  Condition  to  your  Excellency  to 
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Liber  k.  recommend  those  things  to  your  Councill   &  Assembly  for 
their  Assistance  against  the  Common  Enemy  &  remain

Ordered  that  upon  any  Discovery  of  any  Foreign  Indians, 
they  endeavour  by  all  means  to  speak  with  them  &  Enquire 
of  them  their  Nation  Business  &ca&  give  speedy  advice  thereof 
by  all  opportunitys 

Robert  Drury  of  Caecil  County  called  in  &  Examined  touch- 
ing his  Deposition  taken  before  Mr  Charles  lames  &  another  p.  205 
before  Coll  Herman  which  in  some  Particulars  seem  to  Differ 
&  contradict  each  other,  he  alledges  that  the  one  was  taken 
before  he  saw  the  Frenchman  &  then  he  did  only  fancy  or 
suppose  he  might  be  Monsr  Casteene  according  to  description, 
but  the  other  was  taken  after  sight  of  him  &  he  knew  him  not 
to  be  Casteene  whom  he  knows  very  well  that  he  had  been 
Informed  from  a  New  England  man  named  Thompson  that 
this  French  man  is  named  or  Called  Martin  Shortive  a  Mate 
or  Associate  with  the  said  Casteene  further  he  sayeth  that  the 
Indian  Woman  he  saw  &  did  mention  in  his  Deposition  is  to 
the  best  of  his  knowledge  Monsr  Casteenes  Wife,  &  a  French 
Minister  in  Cecil  County  told  him  so,  &  likewise  he  further 
saith  that  Coll0  Herman  Informed  him  that  the  said  Minister 
told  him  that  those  Indians  were  Southern  Indians,  that  he 
had  discoursed  them  &  knew  them  to  be  such  that  the  sd 
Frenchman  did  formerly  live  at  a  place  called  Asopris  be- 
tween Albany  &  Cannida  &  does  verily  believe  him  by  his 
Behaviour  &  Fickleness  in  Shifting  &  removing  his  Quarters 
&ca  to  be  a  Feather  of  the  same  Bird  with  those  Indians 

Coll0  Casparus  Herman  &  Iacob  Young  Examined  do  Say 
that  the  Susquhannoh  Indians  now  brought  down  declares 
that  he  knows  those  other  Indians  at  the  head  of  the  Bay  to 
Come  from  the  Southward  &  are  called  the  Stabbernowles  & 
that  Generally  all  the  Indians  in  their  parts  know  them  to  be 
the  same 

The  Frenchman  &  the  Indians  are  called  in  (viz')  one  Sus- 
quehannoh  &  another  a  King  of  the  Southern  Indians 

Interp:  Demand  of  the  Susquehannoh  Indians  how  long  the 
French  man  hath  been  among  them 

Susq  Ind:   he  says  that  when  those  Strange  Indians  went 
away  from  the  Twitteway  Indians  to  the  Northward,  then  this 
Frenchman  came  to  them,  that  they  were  two  Years  Travel-  p.  206 
ling  towards  the  Southward  before  they  found  a  Convenient 
Place  of  Sitting  down  &  there  they  Lived  three  Years,     The 
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Liber  k.  Sinniquo  Woman  told  him  the  said  Indian  that  this  French- 
man about  Five  Years  since  run  away  from  the  Twittawees  to 
these  Southern  Indians 

Interp:  Says  that  the  Susquehannoh  Indians  being  reduced 
to  a  small  number  &  as  it  were  newly  grown  up  they  desire 
the  Favour  of  the  Govr  and  Councill  that  they  may  have 
liberty  to  Come  &  settle  upon  their  own  Land  at  the  Susque- 
hannoh Fort  &  to  be  taken  &  treated  as  Friends  &  have 
Liberty  of  Coming  among  us  freely  without  molestation 

Ansr  That  their  Fort  as  they  call  it  falling  within  the  Limits 
of  another  Government  as  Pensilvania,  this  Governm1  can 
take  no  cognizance  thereof,  &  if  as  they  pretend  they  are  in 
League  with  the  Mohaukes  our  Friends  we  shall  not  disturb 
them  so  long  as  they  are  quiet  &  peacable 

They  are  Ordered  to  withdraw,  &  the  Board  proceeds  to 
Consider  of  the  matter 

Coll  Herman  called  in  &  is  given  to  understand  that  the 
Board  having  well  &  deliberately  considered  the  matter  in 
Hand  are  of  opinion  &  do  say  that  to  make  or  resolve  upon  a 
certain  Settlement  for  these  Indians  or  to  remove  or  drive 
them  off  at  Present  may  not  be  Convenient  but  will  Refer  the 
Same  to  the  Body  of  the  Province  when  they  meet  in  a  Gen- 
eral Assembly  in  May  next,  &  in  the  mean  time  they  may 
Rest  where  they  are  quietly  &  peacably  so  long  as  they  shall 
behave  themselves  so. 

And  as  for  the  Susquehannoh  Indians  they  may  Continue 
at  their  Fort,  &  if  they  are  Inclined  to  enter  into  a  League 
with  us  there  may  some  of  their  great  men  come  down  to 
confirm  the  same  &  shall  be  kindly  treated  &  then  also  they 
may  make  choice  of  some  great  man  to  preside  over  them  as 
Civility  formerly  did  &  as  they  now  desire 
p.  207  Inter:  To  the  Susq  Indian  Since  the  Government  have 
declared  their  Intentions  of  Peace  &  Friendship  with  the 
Susquehannohs,  Ouere  what  is  his  opinion  concerning  those 
strange  Indians  &  what  nation  are  they  of 

Susq  Indian  :  Says  there  are  two  Parties  of  them  one  gone 
to  the  Northward  design  to  join  with  the  Sinniquos  in  their, 
warr  &  these  here  have  desire  to  set  down  among  us  &  to  be 
at  peace  they  are  called  the  Stabbernowle  Indians 

Infc  What  thinks  he  of  the  Twittatweese  whether  or  no  will 
they  Come  amongst  us,  again  to  give  us  any  further  Trouble 

Ind:  Yes  he  says  he  Beleives  that  when  the  Leaves  come  to 
be  a  Little  Bigger  they  will  Come  &  disturb  us 

Inter.  Since  then  we  have  taken  such  Care  as  to  build 
Forts  for  our  defence,  &  their  discovery,  they  may  as  they 
have  said  way  lay  them  &  take  of  them  what  they  can,  which 
will  be  of  good  use  &  service 
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Ind:  They  did  intend  so  &  will  so  do  if  they  can  Liber  k. 

Mr  Iacob  Young  is  ordered  to  attend  this  Board  about  the 
25th  Day  of  May  next  with  those  Indians 

The  said  Iacob  Young  humbly  moves  the  Board  that  having 
some  Action  depending  in  the  Provincial  Court  he  cannot 
have  Convenient  Leisure  to  inform  the  Indians  what  has 
passed  this  day  concerning  them  as  is  required  of  him  by  this 
Board  &  be  at  the  Court  likewise  in  time  which  may  be  of 
great  Prejudice  to  him

6  humbly  recommend  the  same  to  your  Lordshipps  most 
serious  considerations,  a  charge  wee  conceive  of  such  a  nature 
as  will  justly  warrant  his  confinement  and  from  whence  Wee 
thought  ourselves  in  duty  bound  to  commit  him  and  alsoe 
wholy  to  dismiss  him  from  his  place  from  amongst  us,  and 
the  Office  of  a  Justice  of  the  Provincial  Court,  as  a  person 
unworthy  and  indeed  incapable  of  soe  great  an  honor. 

Wee  have  prospect  of  further  discoveries  of  his  base  and 
treacherous  actions  and  proceedings,  confederacies  and  com- 
binations with  persons  of  popish  and  disaffected  principles 
their  Majesties'  professed  enemies  and  perturbers  of  our 
peace,  of  which  Wee  hope  to  give  your  Ldpps  a  more  ample 
account  in  our  next.  Wee  doubt  not  but  are  credibly  informed 
that  Sir  Thomas  has  used  his  endeavors  to  represent  us  in 
the  blackest  colours  he  cann  to  your  Lordships  and  to  asperse 
and  vilify  the  Government  in  the  highest  nature  imaginable 
by  his  false,  scandalous  and  malitious  suggestions  and  reflec- 
tions, from  which  imputations  wee  are  well  assured  wee  can 
easily  and  fairly  cleare  ourselves  to  stand  right  in  your 
favours  and  esteem,  and  therefore  wee  humbly  sollicit  and 
beseech  your  Ldpps  to  suspend  any  hard  censure  of  us  at 
present  from  what  he  may  have  any  waies  alledged,  until  such 
time  as  Wee  may  be  rightly  informed  of  the  matter,  and  have 
a  convenient  opportunity  to  vindicate  ourselves  and  reputa- 
tion from  any  such  his  aspersions  of  which  he  has  been  very 
free  and  prodigal,  ridiculing  amongst  his  associates  almost  all 
Acts  of  Government  in  proceeding  for  their  Maj5  service  and 
interest  to  the  due  administration  of  Law  and  justice  as  *p 
coppy  of  a  protest  made  by  him  (under  the  assumed  title  of 
publick  notary  without  being  sworne,  commission  or  war- 
rant for  the  same)  agst  Governor  and  Councill,  whereof  him- 
self was  a  member  and  therein  of  himselfe  suggesting  and 
avering  most  notorious,  false  scandalous  allegations,  matters 
no  waies  conteined  in  the  depositions  or  informations  of  the 
parties,  protesting  &  complaining  as  per  Coppy  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  a  special  Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  for  the 
tryal  of  a  false  trader,  and  some  other  papers  here  inclosed 
your  Ldps  may  perceive.  Wee  shall  (to  give  your  Ldps  as 
little  trouble  as  may  be)  only  nominate  the  other  Officer  Mr 
Randolph,  of  the  like  evil  principles,  inclinations  and  maner 
of  proceeding,  little  or  no  waies  inferior  to  the    former  in 
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Liber  k.  be  &  hope  by  the  next  to  give  your  Lordships  ample  Satis- 
faction in  that  point  having  laid  wait  to  take  hold  of  him  and 
bring  him  to  strict  examination  he  is  sufficiently  Conscious  of 
his  own  Guilt  &  out  of  pure  Malice  &  Spleen  to  this  Govern- 
ment not  offering  to  be  seen  in  this  Province  nor  appear  in 
the  Execution  of  his  Office  but  watches  all  Opportunitys  of

liament to  be  taken  by  all  persons  in  Office  or  Place  of  trust 
&  profit,  refused  to  take  the  same,  &  thereupon  rendered 
himself  delinquent  &  incapable  to  plead  notwithstanding  did 
privately  &  underhand  advise  Council  &  abett  the  said  De-

what  in  us  lyes  towards  your  support  &  the  defraying  of  your 
charge  but  cannot  at  present  so  Effectually  •pform  the  same  as 
we  would  until  the  meeting  of  our  Assembly  which  is  to  be 
on  the  20th  day  of  May  next  when  we  shall  fully  represent  & 
lay  before  them  the  necessity  of  your  condition  &  of  our 
Assistance  in  your  relief  which  we  shall  recommend  with  all 
the  prevailing  &  pressing  arguments  we  can  Effectually  to

upon  better  Enquiry  &  examination  we  find  our  mistake  and 
him  another  person  named  Martin  Shortive  &  the  Indians 
declare  themselves  a  nation  called  Stabbernowles  come  from 
the  Southward  formerly  fled  from  the  Twittawees  but  how  far 
to  be  credited  we  Cannot  yet  resolve  however  it  is  at  present 
concluded  to  let  them  sit  quiet,  &  treat  them  civilly  untill  our 
Assembly  &  then  leave  the  whole  matter  to  the  more  strict

Articles  of  peace  &  Amity  Indented  concluded  &  agreed 
upon  the  first  Day  of  May  Anno  Dom  1693  In  the  fifth  year  p.  227 
of  the  Reign  of  our  Sovereign  Lord  &  Lady  Wm  &  Mary  by 
the  Grace  of  God  King  &  Queen  of  England  Scotland  France 
&  Ireland  Defenders  of  the  Faith  &ca  By  and  Between  his 
Excellency  Lionel  Copley  Esq  Cap1  General  &  Governor  in 
Chief  in  &  over  this  their  Majestys  Province  &  Territory  of 
Maryland  for  &  in  behalf  of  their  said  MajMys  &  all  other  their 
Majestys  Collonies,  Provinces  &  territorys  in  America  of  the 
one  part  &  Panquas  Commander  in  chief  of  the  Nation  of 
Indians  called  the  Nantecoke  Indians  &  Annoughtoughk  his 
Assistant  in  the  Government  of  the  said  Nation  thereunto 
hereby  Especially  Authorized  Commissionated  &  appointed 
for  &  in  the  name  &  behalf  of  themselves  &  the  whole  nation 
of  the  said  Indians  as  follows  (viz1) 

Imprs  Whereas  Asquas  the  Son  of  Unnacokassimon  de- 
ceased the  Emperor  of  Nantecoke  and  Elected  to  Succeed  his 
Father  in  the  Empire  &  Government  of  the  said  Indians  being 
an  Enemy  to  their  Sacred  Majestys  &  this  their  Government 
hath  peremptorily  refused  &  denied  to  renew  &  Confirm  the 
League  formerly  made  with  the  said  Emperor  or  to  enter  into 
a  new  one  with  their  said  Majestys  as  others  the  Neighbour- 
ing Nations  of  Indians  their  Friends  &  Allies  have  done,  It 
is  therefore  hereby  absolutely  agreed  resolved  &  Concluded 
on  that  the  said  Asquas  be  from  henceforth  wholly  acquitted 
dismissed  &  discharged  from  his  Government  or  command  of 
the  said  Indians  &  from  having  or  exercisg  any  Iurisdiction 
Superiority  power  of  Authority  whatsoever  over  them  &  that

mitted to  them  the  said  Panquas  &  Annoughtoughk  jointly  &

2  It  is  then  further  agreed  upon  that  from  this  day  forward

3  That  the  said  Indians  of  Choptank  or  of  any  other  Nation 
now  lately  gathered  together  among  them  &  harboured  by 
them  shall  &  do  at  the  Finishing  &  gathering  in  of  this  present 
Crop  of  Corn  by  them  planted,  retire  &  Withdraw  to  their 
several  &  respective  Towns  &  places  of  habitation  &  that  in 
the  mean  time  &  always  hereafter  both  they  &  the  said 
Nantecoke  Indians  shall  well  &  Sufficiently  fence  in  &  secure 
the  Cornfields  by  them  now  already  or  hereafter  to  be  planted 
seven  or  Eight  logs  high  at  the  least 

4  That  the  said  Panquas  &  Annoughtoughk  or  either  of 
them  shall  deliver  up  all  Indians  that  shall  Come  into  their 
Government  or  Dominion  that  are  or  shall  be  Enemies  to  the 
English  &  further  if  any  Indian  subject  to  them  shall  kill  an 
Englishman,  that  they  or  either  of  them  shall  be  obliged  to 
deliver  such  Indian  up  to  the  Govr  of  this  Province  for  the 
time  being  as  a  Prisoner 

5  That  forasmuch  as  the  English  cannot  easily  distinguish 
p.  229  one  Indian  from  another  no  Indian  shall  Come  into  any  Eng- 
lish plantation  painted  &  that  all  the  Indians  shall  be  bound  to 
Call  aloud  before  they  come  within  three  hundred  paces  of 
any  Englishmans  cleared  ground  &  lay  down  their  arms 
whither  Guns  Bows  or  arrows  or  other  weapons  for  any 
Englishman  (that  shall  appear  upon  his  Call)  to  take  up  &  in 
case  no  man  appear  that  he  shall  there  leave  his  said  arms  if 
he  shall  come  nearer  &  afterwards  by  calling  aloud  shall 
endeavour  to  give  notice  to  the  English  of  his  near  approach 
&  if  any  english  man  shall  kill  any  Indian  that  shall  Come 
unpainted  &  give  such  notice  &  deliver  up  his  arms  as  afore-

upon  call  he  shall  be  deemed  an  Enemy 

6  The  Priviledge  of  hunting  crabbing  fishing  &  fowling 
shall  be  preserved  to  the  Indians  inviolably 
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7  That  Every  Indian  that  killeth  or  stealethan  Hog  Calf  or  Liber  K- 
other  Beast  or  any  other  Goods  shall  undergo  the  same  pun- 
ishment that  an  English  man  doth  for  the  same  Offence 

8  In  case  any  Servants  or  Slaves  run  away  from  their 
Masters  or  Children  from  their  Parents  or  Guardians  &  come 
to  any  of  the  Indian  Towns  within  the  Government  & 
Dominion  of  the  said  Panquas  &  Annoughtoughk  &  their 
Subjects,  they  &  every  of  them  be  bound  to  apprehend  the 
said  Fugitives  &  bring  them  to  the  next  English  plantation  to 
be  conveyed  to  their  Masters  or  Guardians  aforesaid  &  in 
Case  any  Indian  aforesaid  shall  convey  or  assist  any  such

Horses  or  shall  break  up  any  Englishmans  house  &  steal  his 
or  their  Goods  that  they  the  said  Panquas  &  Annoughtoughk 
or  either  of  them  shall  be  responsible  for  the  same  &  also  be 
engaged  to  deliver  up  to  the  Govr  of  this  Province  for  the

Memd  on  the  14th  Day  of  May  Anno  Dom  1692  were 
Articles  drawn  &  signed  between  his  Excellency  the  Gov1"  &

between  the  honble  Lionel  Copley  Esqr  Captain  Gen1  &  Gov-

if  he  come  nearer  &  that  afterwards  he  shall  endeavour  by 
calling  aloud  to  give  notice  to  the  English  of  his  nearer 
approach  &  if  any  English  man  shall  kill  an  Indian  that  shall 
Come  unpainted  &  give  notice  &  deliver  up  his  Arms  as 
aforesaid  he  shall  dye  for  it  as  well  as  an  Indian  that  killeth 
an  English  man  &  in  case  the  Indians  &  English  meet  acci- 
dentally in  the  woods  Every  Indian  shall  be  bound  immediately 
to  throw  down  his  arms  upon  call  &  in  Case  any  Indian  so 
meeting  an  Englishman  shall  refuse  to  throw  down  his  arms 
upon  call  he  shall  be  deemed  as  an  Enemy 

4  The  Priviledge  of  hunting  crabbing  fowling  and  fishing 
shall  be  preserved  to  the  Indians  inviolably 

5  That  every  Indian  that  killeth  or  stealeth  an  Hog  Calf  or 
other  Beast  or  any  other  goods  shall  undergo  the  same  pun- 
ishment that  an  English  man  doth  for  the  like  Offence 

6  In  Case  any  Servants  or  Slaves  run  away  from  their 
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Master  &  come  to  any  of  the  Jndian  Towns  within  the  Terri-  Liber  K- 
tory  of  the  said  Tom  Calvert  and  his  Subjects  that  they  shall 
be  Bound  to  apprehend  the  said  Fugitives  &  bring  them  to 
the  next  English  plantation  to  be  conveyed  to  their  Masters  & 
in  Case  any  Indian  aforesaid  shall  convey  or  assist  any  such 
Fugitives  in  their  Flight  out  of  this  Province  that  he  shall 
make  the  respective  Master  or  Mistress  of  such  Servants  or 
slaves  such  satisfaction  as  an  English  man  ought  to  do  in  the 
like  case 

7  That  the  said  King  shall  not  make  any  new  peace  with

&  Indians  that  had  invaded  our  Mohaukes  Countrey  I 
thought  fit  to  give  you  a  short  acco1  of  what  I  observe  of  our 
Indians  of  the  Five  Nations  as  now  Circumstanced  they  are 
Witnesses  to  the  Desolations  of  many  Out  Farms  in  our  Fron- 
tiers to  the  small  Number  of  Forces  we  have  upon  our  Fron- 
tiers which  brings  an  unsupportable  charge  upon  this  small 
Province  &  all  the  encouragement  they  have  to  Continue  the 
war  with  the  French  from  us  which  is  small  to  them  tho  great 
from  us  they  are  daily  invited  &  allured  by  the  French  and 
those  praying  Indians  they  have  already  debauch'd  to  Come 
over  to  their  side  in  their  Conference  with  me  after  their 
return  from  pursuit  of  the  Enemy  they  did  magnify  the 
strength  of  Cannida  &  Commend  their  Liberality  to  their

that  Province  upon  which  Articles  the  Governor  and  Councill
